Church,  Mobile,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Those  who  knew  Mr.  Bond,  will  bear  willing  testimony  to  the  purity 
of  his  conduct,  his  devotiou  to  the  Church,  his  patriotism  as  a  citizen, 
his  large  hearted  benevolence,  and  to  the  fact,  that  he  possessed  all  the 
qualities  to  be  found  in  one  who  lived  a  well  rounded  and  well  ordered 
life.  This  Diocese  has  been  the  beneficiary  to  a  large  extent  of  his  calm 
df^liberatiou  and  his  just  and  correct  decisions  and  opinions.  No  matter 
how  presbing  other  claim  upon  his  time  might  be,  when  work  for  the 
Church  was  demanded  of  him,  he  responded  cheerfully  and  promptly. 

The  records  of  this  Diocese  show  how  well  he  discharged  every  duty 
imposed  upon  him.  In  view  of  the  loss  sustained  by  this  Diocese  in  the 
dcatli  of  such  a  man,  it  is  eminently  proper  that  this  Council  of  the 
Church,  of  which  for  so  many  years  he  was  a  member,  pay  tribute  to  his 
memory.     Therefore,  be  it 

Uesolcedf  That  in  the  death  of  James  Bond,  this  Diocese  has  suffered 
the  loss  of  one  who  was  constant  in  good  deeds,  zealous  in  work  for  the 
Church,  charitable  in  all  things,  and  indefatigable  in  efforts  to  spread  the 
truths  of  the  gospel. 

Reaolccd,  That  the  work  he  did  and  the  good  he  accomplished  were 
such  as  to  render  his  life  one  eminently  fit  to  serve  as  an  example  for 
those  who  survive  him. 

With  more  like  him,  the  Church  would  soon  be  extended  in  every  por- 
tion of  our  State. 

Iie$olvedf  That  this  Council  (speaking  for  the  Diocese)  will  ever  hold 
him  in  grateful  memory  for  his  g>>o(l  works  and  deeds,  having  ever  found 
him  wise  in  counsel,  persistent  in  effort,  and  moden^te  in  all  things^- 
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^comlnc;  up  fally  to  the  scriptural  injunction:    "Not  slotliful  in  business; 

i^rvent  in  spirit;  serving  the  Lord."

The  fact  is  eniphaticthat  Church  growth 
"has  fiiUowed  the  material  hitevests  of  the  State:  the  ceutres  which  have 
areciMitly  aHraoted  the  atteation  of  tlie  world  to  theii*  marvelous  mineral 
-developmentfi.  Nor  is  it  less  a  fact  woithjr  of  grateful  mention,  that 
•otlier  portions  of  the  vineyard,  notably  tlie  agricultural,  do  not  report 
j:etr<»*rrade,  notwithstanding  such  extraordinary  commotion  of  shifting 
p«>puIatioB.  We  think  this  evidences  life  enough  to  encourage  and  stim- 
mlati'  us  to  increased  zeal,  and  with  'the  liearty  -co-operation  of  our  Lay

THE   BISHOP  OF  ALABAMA'S  ANNUAL 

ADDRESS 

TO   THE 

Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 


Dear  Brethren: — I  greet  you  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord. 
May  the  Divine  Blessingrt  rest  upon  our  deliberationfi. 

Herein  I  present  you  a  report  of  my  official  doings  since  the 
adjournment  of  our  Annual  C^^uncil  in  May  last: 

May  I9ih — 1  met  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  Grace  Church, 
Anniston,  and  afteran  appropriate  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  String- 
fellow.  I  organized  what  was  then  the  "Convention,"  but  is  now 
the  "Council"  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama.  For  four  days  I  continued 
in  atteu'lance  upon  the  deliberations  of  the  Council. 

May  2*2d — 1  confirmed  one  prr8i)n  in  Grace  Church;  candidate 
preseiiied  by  the  Kei-tor  of  St.  Jnnnfs'  Church.  Livingston. 

May  23d. — (Fourth  Sunday  after  "Easter)  I  preached  at  Grace 
Church.  Aiiiiirtioii;  and  at  evenin;^  service,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Tucker,  confirnuMJ  fivt*  per.^^ons;  nmde  an  address,  and 
brought  to  a  close  the  proceedin-rs  of  th«*  Council. 

I  cannot  pass  from  my  account  of  labors  at  Anniston  without 
pnyiiig  my  tribute  of  comniendation  to  the  good  people  of  that 
city  for  their  generous  hospitality.  It  was  agreed  upon  all  sides 
that,  without  dispuragin;r  the  ;rener«)us  hospitality  always  extended 
to  the  menibrrs  of  our  Councils,  the  provision  made  for  our  enter- 
tainment at  this  Council  was  beyond  all  precedent.  The  beauti- 
ful "Inn"  which  overlooks  the  town,  was  given  up  to  the 
enttTtainnjent  of  Deh'gaies  and  guests,  and  all  received  and 
enjoyed  a  free  and  hearty  welcome. 

Nor  would  it  become  me  to  pass  by  in  silence  the  generous 
course  of  the  "Woodstock  Iron  Company,'*  which  not  only 
contributed  to  the  hospitalities  of  the  occasion,  but  has  laid  the 
fountlation  of  an  enduring  memorial  to  the  glory  of  God  and  for 
the  good  of  man  for  generations  to  come.     Not  only  has  this  Com- 
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paiiy  built  a  church  and  school,  but  it  has  endowed  the  churehi 
with  ao  ainount  of  real  estate  that,  in  time  to  come,  cannot  fail  ta 
furnish  a  fund  for  thMr  continued  mAinteuanjce  and  extension.  I 
am  not  ofteu  called  upon  to- chronicle  like  generous  deeds.  Fron^ 
the  very  first  this  company  of  generous  churchmen  has  had  ever 
ID  view  the  end  which  has,  sa  far,  been  nobly  consummated. 
Tears  ago,  I  was.  accustomed  tapass  tbrough  the  section  of  coun^ 
try  where  Anniston  now  stands.  A  dreary  country  it  was — worn 
out,  gullied,  and  covered  with  a  scanty  growth  of  bryshwood— ^ 
home  for  neither  man  nor  beast.  And  when  I  look  on  it  now,  and 
behold  the  ftaming  smokestacks —those  embodiments  of  tireless 
energy — the  factory,  giving  employment  to  woiuen  and  children, 
thecomfortabk  tenements-ofthe  toilers,  no(  without  vine&and  flowers 
to  beautify  and  make  them  home-like,  the  dwellings  of  the  proprietors 
crowning  the  swelling  hills — above  all,  when  I  turn  my  eyes  upon 
the  House  of  God,  upon  which  biis  been  lavished  more  of  art  and 
expenditure  than  upon  any  dwelling  of  men — when  I  behold  all 
this,  and  know  it  waa  in  the  hearts  of  these  men  to  accomplish  all 
this,  I  bless  God  for  the  *'Woodhtock.  iron  Company,"  and  hnve^ 
their  prosperity  and  blessedness  ever  in  ray  prayers.  Years  ag» 
I  predicted  what  has  come  tapass— that  "The  howling  wilderness"' 
shall  become  the 

"l>IAMONI>  on   THE.  DESERT."

Churcb,  Spring  H.iil. 

June  I Olh.— Preached  at  Union  Springs,  confij'med  ten  persons^ 
fljul  celebrated  JbLoly  Caimaunion.. 
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June  11th. — Preached  at  Troy  and  confirmed  nine  persons 

June  13th — (Whitsunday.)  Preaclied  at  St.  James'  Church, 
Eufaula,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons,  celebrating  Holy  Com m un- 
ion.

September  26th. — (Fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached 
at  All  Saints'  Church,  Brooklaud,  Penn. 

October  3d — (Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached  at 
same  church,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
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October  6th. — Participated  in  opening  services  of  General  Coa-* 
vention  at  St.  James*  Ckurch,  Chicago. 

October  17th — (Seventeenth  Sunday  aftet  Trinity.)  Preached 
at  Iliver-id«,  Illinois,  celebrating  Holy  Communion  at  early  morn- 
ing service. 

October  24th.— {Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached 
Et  Arm  Arbor,  Michigan.  My  visit  to  this  city  was  one  of  pecu>> 
liar  interest  The  Bishop  of  Michigan-a-one  of  the  sons  of  Alaba- 
ma— has  erected  a  building  at  this  place  for  the  especial  benefit  of 
young  men  of  tbe  University  of  Michigan,  who  are  members  of 
ehurch  fauulies.  This  building-^called  tbe  Hobert  Ouild — affords 
a  home  centre  for  our  boys,  and  is  presided  over  by  the  Rector  of 
the  church  in  this  place.  The  Bishop  has  also  secured  the  delivery 
of  courses  of  lectures  from  time  to  time.  Thus  it  is  provided  that 
our  young  men  shall  have  all  the  advantages  of  the  course  of 
instruction  furnished  by  this  distinguished  University,  and  at  the 
same  time  enjoy  the  privilege  of  church  teaching  from  our  most 
learned  divines. 

While  here  I  had  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  first  leture  of  the 
** Baldwin  Course'*  of  lectures,  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York.  The  whole  plan  of  buildings  and  lectures  appears  to  me  a 
happy  conception  on  the  part  of  the  Bishop  of  Michigan;  and, 
when  church  Universities  of  the  highest  grade  cannot  be  obtained, 
is  well  worthy  of  adoption. 

October  31st. — (Nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  I  preached 
at  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Hill. 

November  7th — (Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached 
at  Calvary  Church,  New  Orlean.-^.  T!ie  Vestry  of  Christ  Church 
congregation,  temporarily  worshipping  at  Calvary  Church,  had 
requested  me  to  hold  a  service  in  nieniory  of  the  late  Rev.  Alex.  I. 
Drysdale,  Rector  of  Christ  Church.  I  could  not  but  respond  to 
such  a  request.  The  good  brother,  who  was  removed  from  earth 
in  the  midst  of  his  days,  had  labored  for  many  years  in  this  Diocese 
as  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  and  was,  during  many  years, 
my  faithful  friend  and  wise  counsellor.  He  was  a  noble  specimen 
of  Christian  manhood.  I  still  mourn  his  loss.  None  but  they 
who  knew  him  well  could  appreciate  his  worth. 

November  11th  —I  preached  at  Trinity  Church,  Demopolis,  and 
confirmed  seven  persons. 
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November  12th. — I  met  the  Convocation  of  Selma  at  St.  An- 
drew'ri  Church.  Prairieville,  and  made  au  address. 

November  I3th — This  was  the  day  of  my  appointment  for 
visitation  at  St.  Andrew's,  and  it  so  chanced  that  the  hour  for 
Divine  service  synchronized  with  the  time  of  Mrs.  W.  P.  Bocuck'* 
funeral  solemnities.  I  wan  thus  afforded  an  opportunity  of  takings 
part  in  the  services  and  preaching  to  a  large  congregation  gathered 
from  the  surrounding  country.  Mrs.  Bocock  was  a  devoted  mem- 
ber of  the  church,  and  signalized  her  undying  regard  for  its  inter- 
estn  by  leaving  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  her  usual  subhcriptiun,  to  be 
paid  in  perpetuity  to  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's.  This  provision, 
OD  her  part,  was  quite  characteristic  of  Mrs.  Uocock,  blending  as 
it  did,  a  generous  sentiment  with  practical  good  sense.  Thus  her 
mrorks  do  still  follow  her.  i^trange,  indeed,  it  is,  that  so  few  of 
oar  Christian  people  give  their  diligence  to  lay  up  treasure  which 
shall  survive  the  decay  to  which  all  earthly  things  must  tend. 
Who  follows  in  her  train?  On  the  same  day  I  confirmed  four 
young  men.  It  is  not  often  that  I  have  to  record  such  a  confirma- 
tion— all  men. 

November  14th.— Failed  to  meet  my  appointment  at  St. 
Michael's,  because  of  a  sharp  attack  of  illness.  The  Rev.  W. 
A.  Stickney,  however,  was  present  and  supplied  my  lack  of  service. 

November  16th. — Preached  at  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  at 
ITniontown,  and  confirmed  six  persons^  one  of  them,  a  sick 
person,  in  private. 

November  llth. — At  Trinity  Church,  Demopolis,  I  gaVe  the 
benediction  at  a  marriage  service. 

November  19th. — Preached  at  St.  John's  Church,  Forkland. 

Novembor  20th. — Preached  at  St.  Mark's  Church,  '  Fork  of 
Oreene,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

November  2l8t. — (Sunday  before  Advent.)  Preached  morning 
and  evening  at  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Eutaw,  confirming  five 
persons. 

November  23d. — Preached  at  St.  James',  Livingston,  and  con- 
firmed thirteen  persons,  making,  with  one  confirmed  at  Annistou 
from  this  church,  the  number  of  fourteen  confirmed. 

November  28tb. — Held  services  at  Spring  Hill, 

December  5th. — (Second  Sunday  in  Advent.)  Held  service  at 
Spring  Hill. 

December  12th. — (Third    Sunday    in    Advent.)     Preached  at 
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Cbri8t  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  confirming  twenty-six  .persons,  and 
celebrating  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  to  the 
students  of  the  University  of  Alabama. 

December  15th. — Lectured  at  Christ  Church,  Tuscaloosa,  and 
confirmed  one  person — twenty-seven  confirmed  at  this  visitation. 

December  1 9th. — (Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent.)  Preached  at 
Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham,  and  confirmed  thirteen  per- 
sons. In  the  afternoon  addressed  the  children.  The  growth  of 
this  newly-born  city  is  without  precedent.  At  a  vestry  meeting 
of  the  church,  it  was  agreed  on  all  hands  that  it'Was  expedient  to 
build,  as  soon  as  possible,  two  new  churches;  one  immediately, 
and  the  other  at  no  distant  time.  But  whilst  Birmingham  is 
being  bnilt  up  so  rapidly  by  the  influx  of  the  surrounding  popula- 
tion, our  churches  in  the  villages  of  the  State  are  losing  many  of 
their  best  inhabitants.  Indeed,  I  greatly  fear  that  some  of  our 
churches,  for  this  cause,  will  find  themselves  unable  to  sustain  a 
ministry.     Thus  does  death  ever  follow  life. 

December  25th — (Feast  of  the  Nativity.)  Celebrated  Divine 
service  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Spring  llill;  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wilmer,  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

December  26th. — (Sunday  after  Christmas.)  Preached  at  St. 
John's  Church,  Mobile,  and  cunHrnied  eleven  persons. 

1887 — January  2d. — (Second  Sunday  after  Christmas.)  I 
preached  at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

January  6th. — I  participated  in  the  funeral  services  of  Mr. 
James  Bond,  at  St.  John's  Church,  Mobile. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Bond  has  created  a  large  vacancy  in  the 
church  of  this  Diocese.  As  a  Christian  man,  he  exemplified  all 
the  excellencies  which  constitute  and  adorn  the  Christian  charac- 
ter. As  a  Vestryman,  he  sustained  the  interests  of  his  parish 
chur<h;  foremost  in  duty  and  abounding  in  liberality.  As  a 
m<'mber  of  this  body,  he  was  ever  wise  in  counsel,  and  often 
guided  its  deliberations  in  matters  of  delicacy  and  perplexity.  As 
a  Lay  Deputy  to  the  General  Convention,  he  ever  represented 
with  fidelity  and  ability  the  interests  of  his  Diocese.  As  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Diocese,  his  aid  and  counsel  wereof  inestimable  value 
to  his  Bishop.  '*  Who  follows  in  his  train?"  Where  is  the  Lay- 
man who  will  rise  up  and  fill  his  place?  To  myself*  he  was  an 
unfailing  help.     Lei  uoi  his  memory  perish  from  among  us.     Let 
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some  fitting  teBtimonial  from  this  Council  declare  our  sense  of  his 
worth,  and  our  grief  at  his  departure  from  our  midst. 

January  9tb. — (First  Sunday  after  Epiphany.)     Held  services 
at  Spring  Uill. 

January  16th. — ^( Second  Sunday  after  Epiphany.)     I  preached 
at  Christ  Church,  Mobile. 

January  23d. — (Third  Sunday  after  Epiphany.)     Was  prevented 
by  stormy  weather  from  fulfilling  an  appointment  at  Whistler. 

January  30th. — (Fourth  Sunday  after  Epiphany.)     I  preached 
at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Whistler. 

February  6th. — (Septuagesima  Sunday.)  Held  services  at 
Spring  Hill. 

February  9th. — I  visited  Anniston  with  the  view  especially  of 
seeing  the  condition  of  our  school  and  church  property  at  that 
place.  Anniston  has  taken  a  new  departure  since  the  Council 
met  there  last  spring.  The  valuable  town  lots  which  have  been 
deeded  to  the  church  by  the  Woodstock  Company,  have  greatly 
appreciated  in  value,  and  will  constitute  a  large  endowment.  A 
commodious  school  building  for  girU  has  been  erected  by  Mr. 
Samuel  Noble,  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  church,  and 
is  in  successful  operation.  It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Noble  con- 
templates the  building  of  a  school  for  boys.  These  Institutions, 
together  with  the  steady  and  healthy  growth  of  population,  afford 
ample  scope  for  the  labors  of  the  Priest  in  charge. 

Our  people  will  hear  with  pleasure  that  the  Rev.  Philip  A. 
Fitts,  one  of  the  sons  of  Alabama,  has  returned  to  his  native  State, 
and  is  in  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Anniston. 

February  13th. — (Sexagesima  Sunday^  Preached  at  Emanuel 
Church,  Henrico  county,  Virginia,  this  and  the  following  Sunday. 
The  building  of  this  church,  near  Richmond,  was  my  last  work  in 
the  Diocese  of  Virginia;  and  with  grateful  and  overflowing  heart 
I  saw  the  continued  growth  and. prosperity  of  a  church  which  was 
begun  in  faith  and  munificent  offerings.  My  dear  friends,  John  and 
Daniel  Stewart,  builded  together  this  House  unto  the  Lord.  Shall 
they  not  have  a  place  in  "Everlasting  habitations?"  Alas!  that 
so  few  of  our  Laity  grasp  at  the  opportuuity  to  lay  up  for  them- 
selves  a  great  reward,  even  the  unfailing  Treasures  in  Heaven! 

March    6th. — (Second    ISunday   in   Lent.)     I    preached    at  St. 
John's  Cliunh,   Montgomery,   and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 
(3) 
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Iq  the  afternoon  of  same  day  I  made  an  address  at  the  opening  of 
the  "Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter."  It  will  be  remembered 
that,  during  the  war  of  the  States,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Scott,  of  Pensacola, 
started  a  congregation  under  this  title.  The  congregation,  for  the 
larger  part,  w^as  composed  of  refugees  from  Florida,  and  other 
States.  At  the  restoration  of  peace,  there  was  no  demand  for  a 
new  ohurch,  and  the  building  was  removed.  But  now,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  growth  of  Montgomery,  there  is  a  demand  for  greater 
church  accommodation,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  original  property 
have  been  appropriated  to  the  erection  of  the  present  building, 
which  will  take  the  old  name  of  the  "Holy  Comforter,"  and  thus 
perpetuate  the  memory  and  complete  the  designof  the  first  movers 
in  this  undertaking.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Strlngfellow,  I  need  not  say, 
has  projected  and  carried  to  completion  the  present  building.  It 
IS  admirably  planned  and  might  serve  as  a  model  for  churches  of 
like  capacity  and  scale  of  expenditure. 

Whilst  penning  the  above  lines,  the  memory  of  Col.  Samuel  Q. 
Jones,  formerly  of  this  Diocese,  comes  vividly  before  me.  Col. 
Jones  was  one  of  our  foremost  men  in  Montgomery  in  every  good 
word  and  work.  The  church  in  this  Diocese  owes  to  his  meniorv 
a  most  grateful  appreciation.  He  it  was  who  largely  helped  to 
build  up  "Hamner  Hall."  He  it  was  who  chiefly  started  the 
original  **Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter.''  He  removed  from  our 
midst  to  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  and  largely  contributed,  as  was  his 
wont,  to  every  enterprise  which  looked  to  the  building  up  of  the 
church.  H^  fell,  as  a  good  soldier  loves  to  fall,  in  the  midst  of 
duty,  and  with  his  "harness  on/*  The  old  men  are  passing  away. 
Are  the  men  of  this  generation  closing  up  ranks,  and  emulating 
the  deeds  of  their  sires?      • 

March  20th. — (Fourth  Sunday  in  Lent.)  Preached  at  Trinity 
Church,  Mobile,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

March  27lh.— (Fifth  Sunday  in  Lent.)  Preached  at  Trinity 
Church,  Florence,  confirming  live  persons  arjd  celebrating  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  of  same  day  I  preacned  at  J^heffield, 
to  a  large  congregation,  in  a  school  house  1  found  here  <juite  a 
number  of  earnest  church  people;,  who  are  taking  active  measures 
for  the  speedy  erection  of  a  church  building. 

— Preached  at  St.  John's,  Tuseuiiibia,  confirming 
five  i>ersons  and  celebrating  Holy  Communion. 
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March  29th. — Officiated  in  same  church,  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sons. Rev.  B.  F.  Mower,  in  charge  of  these  latter  named  places, 
presented  twelve  persons  for  confirmation  at  this  visitation. 

March  29th — Preached  at  night  service  at  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Pecatiir ;  baptized  an  adult  and  confirmed  two  persons.

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PROPERTY   AT   KU8ULA. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  some  years  ago  the  Rev.  Chester 
Newell  gave  a  piece  of  property  to  the  Diocese,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  '*  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,"  in  Mobile.  This  property 
lies  apart  from  all  commerce  in  the  piney  woods,  and  is  going 
rapidly  to  decay.  I  have  offered  it  for  sale,  publicly  and  privately, 
but  without  finding  a  purchaser.  At  last  I  am  offered  $300  for  it, 
$100  of  which  was  paid  down,  sale  conditional  upon  the  approval 
of  this  Council.  I  ask,  as  required  by  the  lately  amended  act  of 
incorporation,  the  authority  from  this  Council  to  give  title. 

In  order  to  bring  this  whole  matter  of  the  disposition  of  church 
property  to  a  business-like  conclusion,  it  is  needful  that  the  Council 
should  provide,  in  a  formal  manner,  for  the  mode  of  selling  property; 
also  establish  a  corporation  seal,  and  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments, such,  for  example,  as  to  the  mode  by  which  said  seal  shall 
be  affixed  to  deeds,  etc. 

THE   CnANGELLORSillP. 

The  lamented  death  of  Mr.  James  Bond,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Diocese  since  the  creation  of  the  office,  will  render  necessary  the 
election  of  a  Chancellor  at  the  present  session  of  the  Council. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Canon  creating  the  office  of  Chancellor  has 
never  been  published  among  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  1  insert 
it  here  for  the  information  of  the  Council. 

"Canon  IX.  A  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  elected  by 
"the  Convention  ('* Council")  at  each  annual  meeting,  who  shall 
"  bo  the  Advisor  of  the  Bishop  in  all  legal  matters  pertaining  to  the 
*'  Diocese,  and  Counsel  in  all  suits  at  law  that  may  arise  in  the 
"administration  of  its  affairs."

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

I  have  not  the  heart  to  speak  more  upon  this  subject.  In  order 
to  meet  the  urgent  need  of  our  Missionaries  in  the  Field,  I  have 
been  compelled,  as  usual,  to  advance  funds  to  enable  the  Treasurer 
to  meet  the  quarterly  payment.s,  and  the  advance,  at  this  writing 
(April  13),  has  not  been  returned  for  lack  of  funds  in.  the  treasury. 
This  is  a  lamentable  state  of  things  in  view  of  the  smallness  of 
the  amounts  estimated,  and  the  magnitude  of  the  interests  involved. 
Let  the  following  statement  suffice  to  show  how  insignificant  an 
effort  would  rectify  this  whole  matter.      One  cent  a  week  from 
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€very  ComnHioicaDt  in  the  Diooese  would  have  yielded  more  for 
the  support  of  our  Diocesan  Misfiiooaries  than  has  been  contributed 
^rmf^  the  past  year. 

"Whosoever  despisetb  little  things  stM  perish  by  little  and 
little/'  It  is  a  sad  thought  to  me  that  I  could  have  ten  more 
Missionaries  in  the  field  if  the  Cocuniunicants  in  the  Diocese  would 
€ach  give  me  a  dime  per  week. 

One  thing  can  be  done,  and  should  be  done  in  every  Parish,  and 
that  is  to  advance  the  fund  which  is  expects  from  each  Parish.  If 
a  Parish  cannot  do  this,  and  if  men  <?anno4;  be  found  to  do  this, 
that  Parish  is  nigh  unto  death,  so  far  as  Missionary  work  is 
concerned. 

NECROLOOICAL. 

The  past  year  has   been   marked   by    the  reraovaJ  from    the 

^'Church  Militant  here  on  Earth,''  of  tlirce  of  our  most  aged  and 

revered  Bishops,  viz.:    Bishop    Potter,   of  New   York;    Bishop 

Green,  of  Mississippi;  and,  within  a  few  weeks,  our  Presiding 

Bishop^  Lee,  of  Delaware.     They  were  singularly  pure  men  in  the 

exercise  of  their  Holy  Office,  conservative  in  their  views,  wise  in 

their  administratioa  and  honored  of  all  men.     We  cannot  deplore 

their  departure,  save  for  the  loss  of  so  much  goodness  and  purity 

to  the  church  on  earth.     They  had  done  a  full  day's  work  in  the 

Master's  Vinevard,  and  have  entered  into  th«ir  rest. 

Three,  also,  of  the  Priesthood  have  been  called  from  the  scene 
of  their  earthly  labors:  Rev.  Al-ex.  I.  Drysdale,  fornaerly  of  Christ 
Church,  Mobile,  and  lately  of  Christ  Church,  New  Orleans;  Rev. 
J.  A.  Massey,  D.  D.,  formerly  of  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  and 
lately  of  Rochester,  New  York;  and  Rev.  John  Y.Gholson,D.D.,late 
of  North  Carolina.  I  have  spoken  of  the  first  named  of  these 
brethren  already  in  the  course  of  this  address.  His  memory  is 
fresfa  in  our  hearts,  and  will  long  linger  lovin^^ly  in  our  remem- 
brance. The  Rev.  Dr.  Massey  was,  for  a  period  of  more  than 
thirty  years,  identified  with  the  work  of  this  Diocese,  which  ever 
manifested  its  confidence  in  him  by  preferring  him  to  offices  of 
trust  and  honor.  He  may  be  said  to  have  been  the  principal 
founder  and  builder  of  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  which  he  served 
with  a  diligence  and  devotion  rarely  equalled.  As  a  pastor  he 
could  not  have  been  surpassed  for  the  sympathy  and  devotion 
with  which  he  cherished  his  devoted  flock.      The  Rev.   Dr.  Ghol- 
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800  labored  for  many  years  at  St.  Michael's,  in  the  Canebrake 
region,  with  great  fidelity  and  earnestness,  and  returned  darings 
the  close  of  his  days,  only  to  find  a  resting  place  beside  the  walls 
of  the  church  which  he  so  dearly  loved  and  had  so  devotedly 
served. 

Let  us  all  lay  to  heart  the  lessons  of  earnestness  and  devotion 
which  have  been  left  by  the.^e,  our  brethren,  who  having  finished 
their  course,  do  now  rest  from  their  labors;  magnifying  the  Divine 
Grace  which  was  manifested  in  their  lives,  and  imploring  for  our- 
selves a  portion  of  the  same  bestowal,  so  that  we  may  follow  their 
good  examples,  and  with  them  become  partakers  of  the  Heavenly 
Kingdom. 

REPROSPECTIVE. 

On  the  6th  March,  18(52,  I  wa»  consecrated  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama.  This  Council  is,  therefore,  the  twenty-sixth- 
that  I  have  attended  and  over  which  I  have  been  privileged  to 
preside.  I  cannot  but  regard  it  as  a  signal  mark  of  Divine  good- 
ness that  I  have,  in  all  these  years,  not  once  failed  to  be  present 
at  the  opening  session  of  this  Council,  and  but  once  failed  (on  ac- 
count  of  sieknes.*)  to  preside  over  its  deliberations. 

It  has  seemed  to  me  that  it  would  be  most  meet  and  edifying  if 
I  should,  instead  of  taking  up  any  special  subject  and  elaborating 
it,  give  you  my  views  upon  some  leading  question  of  enduring 
interest   and  concern.     But  first,   let  me  give  you  the  following

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statemcot  that,  whilst  the  num- 
ber  of  church  buildings  has  increased  from  3G  to  60,  the  number  of 
(resident)  clergy  is  precisely  the  same  that  it  was  twenty-five 
years  ago.     This  is  a  painful  exhibit  of  changefulness  among  the 
clergy;  especially  when  viewed  in  connection  with  the  fact  that 
daring  that  period  of  time  I  have  ordaioed  29  Deacons  and  IT 
Priests,  and  have  received  into  the  Diocese  by  Letters  Dismissory 
59  clergymen  from  other  Dioceses.     These  statistics  show  through 
what  a  disorganizing  revolution  the  church  and  the  whole  of  this 
section  of  country  has  passed  during  a  quarter  of  a  century.     And 
the  disorganization  must  continue  for  some  time,  until  order  shall 
spring  out  of  the  present  prevailing  chaos.     The  recent  develop- 
ment of  mineral  wealth  in  one  section  of  the  State  is  felt  through- 
out all  its  borders.     Population  Js  in  a  state  of  flux.     The  people 
gravitate  towards  these  newly  established  centres,  leaving  behind 
them  impoverished  parishes  in  our  villages  and  rural  districts.     So 
far,  it  would  be  difficult  to  see  that  aoy  great  good  has,  as  yet, 
accrued  to  the  church  at  large  from  its  rapid  growth  at  a  few 
centres.     At  present,  the  body  Ecclesiastical,  as  well  as  financial 
and  industrial,  is  in  a  state  of  congestion,  with  engorged  arteries 
and  depleted  veins.     It  would  be  well  worth  the  while  to  dwell 
upon  the  whole  case,  and  to  show  its  pathology  and  prescribe  the 
needful  treatment.     But  it  is  hardly  worth  the  while  just  now. 
The  one  part  of  our  people  are  too  much  exalted,  and  the  other  too- 
macb  depressed  to  recognize  disease,  or  to  submit  to  treatment.    We 
most  wait  for  some  healthy  reaction,  and  for  that  more  wholesome 
state  of  mind  that  will  come  in  time  from  experience.     Meanwhile, 
oar  people  should  ponder  the  lessons  and  learn  the  duties  of  the 
hour.     Whilst  ministers  and  people  are,  in  their  efforts  for  moral 
reform,  hewing  away  at  the  branches  of  evil,  they  fail,  I  fear,  to* 
put  the  ax  at  the  root  of  all  forms  of  evil — "The  love  of  money;''' 
the   *'fame8  sacra   auriy       They  dream    not   that,   while  war 
slay:^  its  hundreds,  and  intemperance  its  thousands,  and  sensuality 
its  tens  of  thousands,  this  idolatrous  passion — "the  haste  to  be 
rich" — is  slaying  its  millions;  slaying  their  souls,  destroying  their 
love  of  God,  and  all  interest  in  His  promises;  so  that  multitudes 
neither  love  those  things  which  He,  their  Master,  commandethy. 
nor  desire  those  things  which  He  promiseth  to  the  faithful. 
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To  the  outward  eye,  the  organ  of  sense,  the  whole  outlook  is 
fascinating.  The  kingdoms  of  the  world  and  the  glory  of  theni  are 
all  outspread  for  worship  and  service.  The  God  of  this  world 
blinds  the  eyes  of  them  which  believe  not,  yea,  dazzles  the  eyes  of 
them  which  believe,  and  the  rush  for  immediate  accumulation — 
the  *' haste  to  be  rich" — demoralizes  the  larger  part  of  our  popula- 
tion. Meanwhile,  within  the  borders  of  this  large  State  and 
Diocese,  there  is  but  one  man  who  comeA  forward  to  enrol  himself 
among  the  candidntor>  for  the  sacred  mir  i°try.  Men  and  boys  alike 
ask  the  question:  "Is  there  any  money  in  it?"  Their  hearts  are 
turned  downward,  prone  upon  the  earth,  and  they  have  no  eyes 
for  anything  but  the  present,  and  no  ears  for  that  voice  from 
Heaven:  "He  that  winneth  souls  is  wise;  and  they  that  turn 
many  to      righteousness  shall  shine  os  the  staf s  forever  and  ever." 

Could  I  see  our  people,  who  are  favored  with  this  sudden  influx 
of  prosperity,  recognizing  their  obligations  and  increasing  respon- 
sibilities, I  might  share  the  general  joy  in  the  prospect  of  a  future 
prosperity.  As  yet,  I  do  not  see  many  such  indications.  Alas! 
■for  those  who  are  "rich  towards  themselves  and  poor  towards 
God.''  It  is  a  most  suggestive  fact,  one  which  it  becomes  as 
-all  to  ponder  deeply,  that  whilst  the  wealth  of  the  State  has 
received  a  sudden  and  enormous  increase,  there  has  never  been  in 
in  any  previous  year—  no,  not  in  the  time  of  our  greatest  impoverish- 
ment— so  much  difficulty  and  delay  in  raising  the  means  to  discharge 
our  obligations  to  our  missionaries  in  the  Geld.  If  this  is  to  bo  the 
eff'ect  of  increased  wealth,  God  send  us  our  former  poverty. 

I  would  most  earnestly  impress  upon  our  people  in  the  more 
prosperous  parts  of  the  Diocese,  the  consideration  of  one  most 
startling  fact:  These  large  centres  of  enterprise,  and  industry,  and 
capital,  are  drawing  and  absorbing  into  themselves  the  labor, 
property,  talent,  industry  and  population  of  our  villages  and  rural 
districts,  producing,  as  I  have  before  said,  congestion  and  engorge- 
ment of  the  large  arteries,  but  causing  the  chill  of  death  at  the 
extremities. 

But  until  this  chill  passes  off  and  healthy  circulation  is  restored, 

but  little  can  be  done  to  relieve  the  condition  of  the  patient.    Shall 

I  say  to  you,  my  brethren,  that  I  cannot  with  unmixed  feelings  of 

.satisfaction  contemplate  the  sudden  rise  of  prosperity  in  our  midst. 

History  records  no  growth  of  moral  or  religious  interest  commen- 
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surate  with,  and  growing  up  with,  the  sudden  influx  of  wealth. 
Quite  the  reverse.  Show  me  the  man  whose  spiritual  growth 
keeps  pace  with  a  sudden  and  unlooked  for  prosperity,  and  what 
is  true  of  the  individual  man  is,  of  course,  necessarily  true  of  the 
mass. 

Bat  I  turn  to  different  themes.  Had  I  not  felt  constrained  in 
all  conscience  to  touch  this  matter,  I  would,  upon  such  an  occasion 
19  this,  have  confined  myself  to  matters  of  more  pleasing  interest. 
While  the  great  mass  of  his  people  are  being  fascinated  and  bewil- 
dered and  dazed  by  the  god  of  this  world,  the  Watchman  should 
keep  awake,  even  if  in  vain. 

When  I  have  stood,  as  I  have  during  these  last  few  months, 
before  large  audiences  at  some  of  our  industrial  centres,  and  have 
told  them,  as  I  have  tried  to  tell  them,  of  the  danger  of  making 
haste  to  be  rich — of  "  the  godliness  with  contentment,  which  is 
great  gain  " — and  have  urged  them  with  the  trumpet-note  of  the 
-Apostle,  *'  But  thou,  oh  men  of  God,  flee  these  things  and  follow 
after  righteousness,  faith,  holiness,"  I  have  been  constrained  to 
feel  as  if  I  were  standing  on  the  brink  of  Niagara  and  trying  to 
persuade  that  impetuous  torrent  to  "flow  more  gently.'*  Yet  are 
these  rushing  people,  like  that  resistless  current,  sweeping  on  to 
swifl  and  sure  oblivion  in  the  vaster  deep,  where  all  distinctions 
are  engulfed  as  in  eternity. 

The  great  danger  is  ultimately  to  the  morals  of  our  people. 
Piety  is  the  life  of  good  morals.  The  religious  life  l)eiiig  languid, 
the  moral  principles  become  enervated.  The  soul  having  renounced 
the  law  of  love,  becomes  a  willing  subject  to  the  law  of  trade.  An 
idol  is  then  set  up  in  the  heart,  and  thus  comes  the  "  Covetous- 
ncss,"  which  is  •*  Idolatry." 

The  tendency  is  now  in  an  intense  degree  to  rrly  rather  upon 
speculation  than  upon  steady  industry  ;  and  thus  it  is  that  the 
essential  virus  of  gambling  corrupts  the  whole  system  of  trade, 
and  not  only  without  rebuke,  but  with  oi)plause 

Now,  the  essential  difference  between  speculative  and  legitimate 
business  is  this — and  it  is  a  world-wide  difference:  The* specula- 
live  brings  gain  to  one  nmn  and  a  correspondin;^  loss  to  another. 
On  the  contrary,  in  legitimate  business,  nil  are  gainers,  the  pro- 
ducer, the  intennediarv,  atjd  the  consmucr.  This  latter  is  in  bar- 
monv  with  the  eternal  law  uf  love,  and  is  wholesome.     The  other 
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ignores  and  violates  that  law,  breeds  selfisbncss  of  soul,  enfeebles 
the  moral  nerve,  and  engenders  a  dangerous  excitability  unwhole- 
some alike  to  soul  and  body. 

I  say,  therefore,  with  one  of  old,  who  gives  us  this  counsel  from 
•the  God  and  Father  of  us  all,  "  Then,  oh  men  of  God,  flee  these 
things." 

THE  LATE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

It  will  be  naturally  expected  that  I  should  say  something  in 
reference  to  the  late  General  Convention,  held  in  Chicago. 

The  results  of  that  convention  are  now  spread  before  the 
church,  and  it  would  be  superfluous  in  me  to  give  you  in  detail  the 
completed  and  binding  auction  of  that  body. 

REVISION    OF   THE   PRAYER   BOOK. 

With  regard  to  this  whole  matter  of  revision,  I  have  not  had 
much  sympathy,  except  as  it  regards  increased  flexibility  in  the 
4ise  of  the  church  service.  I  felt  a  great  interest  in  the  legislation 
which  pertained  to  that  question.  But  when  it  comes  to  the  ques- 
tion of  "  enrichment  of  the  Liturgy,*'  I  have  grave  doubts  as  to  the 
expediency  of  further  legislation  in  that  direction.  And  for  the 
simple  reason  that  I  do  not  think  that  the  General  Convention, 
with  all  its  concomitants  and  surroundings,  is  competent  to 
*' enrich"  our  Liturgy.  I  can  conceive  of  a  learned  and  devout 
and  chosen  set  of  Divines  and  Laymen  sequestering  themselves  in 
some  quiet  nook  of  earth,  beside  the  shores  of  old  ocean  or  on  the 
mountain  top,  and  by  prayer  and  fasting,  feeding  upon  old  Litur- 
gies and  books  of  devotion,  attaining  to  something  cf  "  the  lost 
Liturgical  Art ; "  but  I  feel  a  great  reluctance  to  putting  the 
"Book  of  Common  Prayer"  into  the  hands  of  committees  amid 
the  lunches  and  dinings  and  whirl  of  the  modern  "  General  Conven- 
tion." On  this  hint  I  spoke  what  I  had  to  speak,  and  said  in  my 
place  in  General  Convention  what  I  feel  in  my  heart  of  hearts. 
**  I  thank  God  that  our  Liturgies,  Creeds  and  Pastoral  Epistles  were 
written  before  the  days  of  "  General  Conventions  I  " 

We  may  add  a  few  Collects  here  and  there,  and  change  the 
"  Maguificat."  from  this  place  to  that,  and  recall  the  lost  Collect, 
*'  Lighten  our  Darkness,  oh  Lord  "  (a  prayer  now  much  needed), 
but  I  have  a  painful  conviction  that  with  all  this  we  have  not 
just  now  the  faculty  for  "  enrichment."  This  age  is  in  some  of  its 
aspects  an   exceeding  great  age — an  age  of  wonderful  invention, 
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actiFitj  and  practical  beoeficence— but  it  is  not  a  Liturgical  Age. 
That  age  must  be  developed  in  prayer  and  devotion,  amid  perse- 
catioD  and  suffering.  Let  us  be  content  to  plaj  the  part  and  per- 
form the  role  wbicb  the  temper  of  the  times,  the  constitution  of  our 
legislative  bodies  and  our  present  capability  leaves  open  to  us. 
"This  kind  of  power  " — the  kind  that  we  aspire  to — "comes  not 
forth"  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  amid  questionings  with  the 
scribes  and  the  multitude,  but  on  the  Mount  of  Transfiguration, 
"by prayers  and  fastings" — a  hopeless  outlook  at  our  General 
CoD76otions  ^as  now  constituted — when,  instead  of  silence  and 
devotion,  there  is  much  speechification  and  feasting. 

No!  we  must  enrich  ourselves  before  we  can  hope  to  enrich 
inght  else.  And  had  the  time  already  expended  in  efforts  to  re- 
vise the  Old  Liturgy,  been  spent  in  efforts  to  revise  our- 
selves— in  repressing  our  excess  of  individuality,  self-will  and 
lawlessness,  and  in  bending  ourselves  to  the  spirit,  law  and  tradi- 
tions of  this  Church,  we  had  made  a  great  advance  indeed.  This 
spirit  of  subordination  to  authority  and  of  fidelity  to  vows  is  one 
of  our  great  needs  to-day.  We  do  need  it  much  more  than  we  do 
re?isions  of  the  Liturgy  and  the  like.*  For  if  we  are  at  all  strait- 
€oed,  it  is  not  in  the  want  of  richness  of  provision,  but  in  our  lack 
of  power  to  digest  and  assimilate  the  food  that  is  now  spread 
before  us. 

CHANGE   OF    NAME. 

Perhaps  the  particular  matter  before  the  Convention  which 
excited  the  liveliest  interest  was  that  which  looked  to  a  change  of 
the  Name  of  cur  Branch  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.  I  have  something  to  say  upon  that  matter,  for  I  am 
persuaded  that  the  question  is  one  which  draws  deeper  and  affects 
the  minds  of  a  large  portion  of  our  people  more  gravely  than  many 
of  our  legislators  have  as  yet  imagined. 

It  is  not  at  all  as  if  a  new  subject  were  introduced — a  name  for 
a  Dew  organization  of  men  proi)osed.  Whatever  may  be  the 
alleged,  and  admitted,  infelicity  of  the  present  appellation — and 
I  freely  admit  that  were  the  name  now  for  the  first  time  proposed 
for  adoption,  I  would  not  vote  for  it — the  change  of  a  name  is  a 
serious  matter;  serious  to  those  whose  ancestors  for  generations 
have  lived  and  rejoiced  to  live  in  the  principles  set  forth  in  that 
name — not  serious  to  those  who  have  newly  come  into  the  family 
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aDd  household.  These  Dewcomera — adopted  children  as  they  are 
— cannot  understand  or  appreciate  the  deep-rooted  attachment  of 
the  *'  Old  Folks*'  for  the  family  name,  and  they  can  vote  for  a 
change  with  the  coldness  of  a  hard  chiselled  logic — the  warm  and 
glowing  sentiment  not  being  cared  for,  indeed  not  comprehended. 

There  were  many  speakers  in  that  General  Convention,  who 
could  not  be  made  to  comprehend  that  there  were  Dioceses  repre- 
sented in  that  body  which  would  have  separated  from  the  General 
Convention  if  a  name,  endeared  to  them  by  every  association  most 
dear  to  the  heart,  had  been  then  changed.  They  wouJd  have  rea- 
soned— and  their  reasons  could  not  well  be  answered — that  the 
Legii*Ja(ire  Union  of  Dioceses  has  no  Divine  oblii^ation,  but  that 
devotion  to  truth,  loyalty  of  conviction — all  of  which  to  them  are 
involved  in  the  matter  pending  and  expressed  in  the  Name — 
demanded  of  them  that  they  should  stand  by  their  Flag,  and  that 
by  it  they  would  die,  or  bear  it  from  the  field  of  combat  in  honor. 

One  great  difficulty  we  have  to  encounter  in  the  adjustment  of 
this  and  kindred  questions,  arises  from  the  fact  (which  I  emphasize 
by  repetition)  that  so  many  of  our  brethren,  both  Clerical  and 
Lay,  are  new-comers  in  our  midst,  and  do  not  appreciate  the 
sacredness  and  de[)th  of  sentiment  which  clusters  about  old  names 
and  family  traditions.  We  fault  them  not  for  this,  but  it  is  most 
needful  for  them  to  understand  and  appreciate  it,  when  called  upon 
to  le^i^islate  upon  matters  involving  sacredly  cherished  traditions. 
AVith  the  large  mass  of  our  old  church  people,  the  proposal  to 
change  the  name  of  their  church  is  a  more  serious  matter  than 
would  be  the  proposal  to  change  a  family  name  that  had  been 
associated  with  nol)le  deeds  and  illustrious  ancestors.  I  share  in 
this  sentiment  to  a  great  extent.  I  do  not  share  in  it  to  such  an 
e.xteni  that  I  uin  blind  to  the  fart  that  there  is  much  infelicitv  in 
the  name  whereby  we  are  distinguished  and  known  in  Christian- 
dom.  Could  this  church  agree  with  any  great  degree  of  unanimity 
in  the  s<?lection  of  a  name  that  would  meet  all  difficulties  and 
reconr'ile  all  opposition,  and  give  us  an  ai)pellation  better  suited 
to  a  Branch  of  the  Historic  Catholic  Church,  I  could  not  but  favor 
the  adoption  of  such  a  name,  however  it  might  pain  me  to  take 
such  a  step. 

lUii  before  giving  my  con.^ient  and  vote  for  any  change,  some 
conditions   would  have  to  be  mast  satisfaciorilv  scttU-d.     If.  fur

example,  a  change  of  name  were  proposed  by  a  certain  class  of 
meo— and  the  fact  cannot  be  denied  that  there  is  such  a  class — 
who  desired  to  take  away  the  title  '*  Protestant,"  because  they 
wished  to  favor  that  against  which  the  protest  was  aimed,  then  I 
would  join  issue  with  them  just  there.  The  name  "  Protestant,'' 
would  be  the  battle  flag — the  flag  under  which  our  forefathers 
fought — aye,  fought  to  the  stake. 

Historically  and  doctrinally  viewed,  the  name  of  "Protes- 
tant,"— not  as  claimed  by  every  sectist,  but  as  worn  by  our 
Anglican  Fathers,  and  as  interpreted  and  vindicated  by  them 
with  a  wealth  of  knowledge  and  a  depth  of  devotion  rarely  dis- 
played— the  name,  I  say,  of  *'  Protestant,"  thus  signalized,  was  a 
grand  assertion  of  fidelity  to  the  **  Catholic  Faith.''  Their's  was  a 
protest  against  the  uncatholic  teaching  of  Rome,  and  a  sublime 
and  triumphant  Protest  it  was.  Indeed,  when  you  view  this 
whole  matter  in  all  its  historical  and  doctrinal  bearings,  the  word 
"Protestant,"  as  used  by  the  Anglican  Fathers,  stands  but  as  the 
negative  side  of  our  Catholicity.  ** Protestant"  meant  then,  as 
we  make  it  mean  now,  ''Catholic"  against  that  which  was 
uncatholic. 

There  were  giants  in  old  England  in  those  days — would  that 
our  young  Priests  could  wear  their  armor — and  their  weighty 
artillery  has  driven  Rome  out  of  her  old  intrench ments,  and  com- 
pelled her  to  find  refuge  in  the  new  position  of  "  Development" — 
a  position  opened  for  them  by  Newman  and  Manning,  who  are 
now  feathering  the  darts  aimed  at  the  breast  of  their  once  dear 
Mother,  the  Church  in  England. 

No;  this  must  be  first  settled  before  I,  for  one,  am  willing  to 
argue  seriously  the  question  of  a  change  of  name,  viz.:  that  there 
is  meant  no  step  backward  from  the  principles  of  "The  Reform- 
ation." 

And,  again,  there  should  be  no  change  attempted  until  the  mind 
and  heart  of  the  Church  is  prepared  and  educated  for  the  change. 
This  is,  supremely,  a  family  matter — a  matter  not  to  be  carried 
by  a  triumphant  majority  over  a  reluctant  minority.  Incalculable 
evil  and  loss  would  surely  follow  from  such  a  victory.  It  is  a 
matter  to  be  discussed  in  our  congregations,  in  our  Diocesan 
Councils,  and  at  our  firesides.  Dioceses  must  speak  in  General 
Council  on  all  matters  of  such  moment.     There  are  questions  of 

(4) 
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a  prudential  character  which  we  do  well  to  leave  to  our  Deputies, 
but  questions  which  concern  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  the 
change  of  name,  are  matters  of  family  concern,  and  the  family 
must  insist  on  its  right  to  be  heard  and  represented. 

Another  serious  difficulty  has  arisen  in  connection  with  this 
whole  matter — the  selection  of  a  name,  in  the  event  of  a  change. 
Many  names  have  been  proposed,  but  so  far  without  general 
acceptance.  It  strikes  me  as  eminently  proper,  desirable  and 
essential,  that  some  agreement  should  be  reached  as  to  a  proper 
name  in  the  event  of  any  change.  It  would  be  lamentable  to  do 
what  was  proposed  in  the  last  General  Convention,  viz :  to  drop  a 
name  without  having  made  suitable  provision  for  another.  As 
yet  no  proposed  name,  as  I  before  said,  has  received  general 
acceptance. 

I  have  pondered  this  whole  matter  for  many  years,  in  view  of 
the  possibility  of  coming  to  some  general  agreement.  I  have 
asked  what  should  the  name  be,  and  what  should  be  its  character- 
istics? Obviously,  it  should  be  "Descriptive,"  setting  forth  unmis- 
takably its  character.  Then,  again,  it  should  be  "Distinctive,"  so 
as  clearly  to  distinguish  it  from  other  religious  bodies.  Then  it 
should  not  be  "  Denominational,"  for  this  is  the  special  infelicity  of 
the  present  name.  Pre-eminently  it  should  be  "  Catholic,"  in  order 
that  the  Title  should  harmonize  with  the  faith  rehearsed  in  the 
Creed. 

In  view  of  all  these  needful  characteristics,  I  venture  to  sug- 
gest a  name,  which  I  would  be  willing  to  advocate  (provided  all 
the  conditions  hereinbefore  laid  down  were  fulfilled),  viz: 

"  2'he  rrimitive  Catholic  Church  in  the  United  Stalett 

of  America.''^ 

JiBi  us  look  at  this  Title  brieflv. 

First.  It  is  perfectly  Descriptive.  This  church  represents  in 
Doctrine,  Liturgy,  and  Order,  The  Primitive  Church.  She  offers 
to  meet  Christendom  on  the  basis  of  the  Primitive  Church.  Thus 
it  fulfills  one  condition — Descripticenesn, 

Second.  It  is  Distinctive.  No  other  religious  body  in  this 
country  calls  itself  by  this  name. 

Third.  It  is  Catholic^  and  particularly  so,  because  holding  to  the 
Primitive,  from  which  the  so-called  Catholic  has  departed. 
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And  tbas,  moreover,  it  should  satisfy  to  the  full  all  those  who 
cleave  to  the  title  of  **  Protestant."  There  is  nothing  that  so  pro- 
tests against  the  Tridentlne  Doctrines  and  the  modern  Pronuncia- 
meotos  of  Rome  as  the  teachings  of  the  Primitive  Church. 

The  name  "  Primitive"  affirms  positively  what  the  name  '* Pro- 
testant" does  negatively — Ancient  Catholic  Truth — *' The  Faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints." 

I  have  never  known  this  name  to  have  been  proposed  before.  It 
is  hardly  possible  but  that  it  should  have  been  proposed,  but  if  so, 
it  has  never  come  to  my  knowledge.     It  seems  to  me  to  possess 
ikll  the  proper  attributes  of  a  name.     It  is  in  itself  an  Educator. 
It  establishes  a  nucleus  for  Chistian  Unity.     It  expresses  the  truth 
of  the  church's  position.     It  prefers  a  claim  to  the  homage  of  all 
from  its  very  name.     Should  it  ever  be  adopted  with  general  con- 
currence— and  I  trust  no  change  will  ever  be  made  without  such 
concurrence — then  it  will  be  the  glorious  privilege  of  this  church 
to  declare  by  name,  what  is  true  in  fact,  that  she  alone  in  these 
United  States  possess  and  maintains  the   Primitive  Truth,  the 
Holy  Scriptures,  the  Divinely  ordained  Sacraments  and  the  Apo- 
stolical Ministry. 

Here  is  the  available  centre  of  a  Christian  Unity. 

It  is  an  interesting  and  suggestive  fact  in  this  connection  that 
those  noble  souls  on  the  continent,  who  are  now  endeavoring  to 
assert  the  primitive  faith  against  the  new  dogmas  of  the  Papal 
Church,  have  taken  the  name  of  the  ^'Alt-Catholic  "  Church.  A 
name  of  precisely  the  same  import  and  signficance  with  that  of 
the  "Primitive  Catholic  Church." 

We  are  thus  fighting  for  the  same  principles  and  under  the  same 
banner — the  banner  to  which  victory  is  pledged  in  the  final 
conflict. 

What  a  grand  and  available  centre  of  unity  there  is  in  the 
principles  set  forth  in  the  "Declaration  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  adopted  October  20th,  1886." 

''As  inherent  parts  of  this  Sacred  Deposit"  (the  Deposit  com- 
mitted by  Christ  and  His  Apostles  to  the  Church),  ''and,  therefore^ 
as  essential  to  the  restoration  of  unity  among  the  divided 
branches  of  Christendom,  we  account  the  following,  to  wit: 

1.  The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  as  the 
revealed  Word  of  God* 
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2.  The  Nicene  Creed  as  the  sufficient  statement  of  the  Chris- 
tian Faith. 

3.  The  Two  Sacraments — Baptism  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord — 
ministered  with  unfailing  use  of  Christ's  words  of  Institution  and 
of  the  elements  ordained  by  Him. 

4.  The  Historic  Episcopate  locally  adopted  in  the  methods  of 
its  administration  to  the  varying  needs  of  the  nations  and  peoples 
called  of  God  into  the  unity  of  His  Church." 

"Furthermore,  Deeply  grieved  by  the  sad  divisions  which  afflict 
the  Christian  Church  in  our  own  land,  we  hereby  declare  our 
desire  and  readiness,  so  soon  as  there  shall  be  anv  authorized 
response  to  this  Declaration,  to  enter  into  brotherly  conference 
with  all  or  any  Christian  Bodies  seeking  the  restoration  of  the 
organic  unity  of  the  Church  with  a  view  to  the  earnest  study  of 
the  conditions  under  which  so  priceless  a  blessing  might  happily 
be  brought  to  pass." 

Now,  just  here,  we  have  something  primitive,  tangible,  histori- 
cal, and,  as  I  think,  unquestionable,  which  may  serve  as  the  basis 
or  nucleus  of  Christian  unity.  Should  there  be  any  commensu- 
rate and  appreciative  response  from  Religious  Bodies  to  this 
Manifesto  of  Principles  and  Conditions  of  Christian  Unity,  and 
should  there  be  any  real  movement  towards  its  practical  consum- 
mation, then  where,  I  ask,  could  there  be  found  an  appellation 
for  such  grouping  of  Christian  men  as  that  of  the 

*' PRIMITIVE   CATHOLIO    CHURCH." 

Inasmuch  as  all  Christendom  has  flowed  from  this  original 
Source  and  Fountain  of  the  Primitive  Catholic  Church,  where 
can  the  Branches  so  effectually  and  really  unite  as  in  the  sourco 

in  which  they  all  had  their  original  rise ?   And  what  name  could 

be  found,  so  true,  so  appropriate,  and  so  significant  as  that  of  the 

"PRIMITIVE   CATHOLIC    CHURCH." 

The  "Alt  Catholics"  of  the  old  world  could  meet  us  there  and 
share  the  common  Name;  and  all  they,  in  this  land  of  ours,  who 
desire  to  join  hands  and  hearts  with  us  in  the  restoration  of  Church 
Unity,  should  rejoice  to  drop  their  Local  and  Denominational 
names  and  come  into  the  family,  and  rejoice  with  us  in  the  Family 
heritage  and  title. 

But  much  remains  to  be  done  before  this  Consummation  can  be 
hoped  for.     The  disintegrating  influences,  which  caused  much  of 
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the  existing  divisions,  must  be  eliminated — pride  of  opinion  and 
iodifidual  lust  of  power  (''for  whence  come  divisions  among  you; 
come  they  not  hence,  even  from  your  lusts?  ") 

Above  all,  if  any  real  movement  is  now  to  be  made  in  the  direc- 
tion of  organic  Christian  Unity,  there  must  be  not  only  knowledge, 
and  wisdom  to  apply  that  knowledge,  but  the  prevalence  of  more 
of  that  Divine  Charity  which  is  the  **Bond  of  Peace,  and  of  all 
virtues." 

God  is  Love  ;  as  we  love,  we  are  made  like  unto  God — we  draw 
nearer  unto  God  and  unto  Christ,  who  is  God  manifest.  As  we 
are  all  drawn  nearer  unto  Christ,  our  Head,  our  differences  nar- 
row, and  the  nearer  we  can  draw  nigh  unto  Christ,  the  closer 
together  will  we  be  drawn  to  each  other ;  just  as  the  intervals 
between  points  on  the  circumference  of  a  circle  gradually  diminish 
as  they  draw  nearer  their  common  centre. 

Where  lies  the  practical  difficulty  in  the  way  of  accepting 
the  declaration  on  Christian  Unity  set  forth  by  our  House  of 
Bishops?  The  essential  and  inherent  parts  of  the  Sacred  Deposit 
given  to  the  church  by  our  Lord  are  very  few,  as  stated  in  that 
Declaration.  Surely,  all  Christians  must  agree  upon  the  first: 
"The  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  as  the 
Revealed  Word  of  God."  We  desire  no  union  with  any  who 
refuse  to  accept  that  declaration. 

There  will  be  more  difficulty  in  regard  to  the  second-named 
essential  point  of  agreement :  "The  Nicene  Creed,  as  the  sufficient 
statement  of  the  Christian  Faith."  The  advanced  and  instructed 
Theologians  of  all  denominations  are  being  more  and  more  drawn 
to  the  recognition  and  acknowledgment  of  the  great  principle 'Of 
unity  contained  in  this  statement.  They  find  themselves  com- 
pelled to  distinguish  between  matters  of  Faith  and  matters  of 
opinion.  The  whole  church  is  being  rapidly  educated  in  this 
direction. 

As  regards  the  third-named  point:  "  The  two  Sacraments,  Bap- 
tism and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  ministered  with  unfailing  use  of 
Christ's  words  of  institution,  and  of  the  elements  ordained  by 
him,"  there  should  be  no  room  for  dispute. 

The  chief  practical  difficulty  will  arise  upon  the  fourth  and  last 
point  set  forth:  **The  Historic  Episcopate  locally  adapted  in  the 
methods  of  its  administration  to  the  varying  needs  of  the  nations 
and  peoples  called  of  God  into  the  Unity  of  his  church  " 
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"The  Hi8toric  Episcopate  !"  Here,  at  last,  the  practical  diffi- 
culty arises  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  discarded  the  Episco- 
pate from  their  Polity.  And  yet  the  Episcopate  is  a  historic  fact, 
and  to  be  learned  as  other  historic  facts  from  History.  We  find 
it  running  back  through  the  Ages  to  Apostolic  times.  The  Canon- 
icity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  rests  upon  no  stronger  and  clearer 
basis  of  evidence  than  does  the  Episcopate.  Xo  fact  in  history  is 
more  clearly  proven  and  satisfactorily  established. 

The  allegation  on  the  part  of  some  that  the  government  founded 
by  the  Apostles  was  Presbyterial  in  form,  and  subsequently 
became  Episcopal,  is  to  my  mind  a  thing  incredible,  and  if  true, 
as  alleged,  Only  goes  to  show  a  strange  tendency  of  the  Presby- 
terial to  the  Episcopal — a  tendency  not  manifested  in  our  time. 
See  what  the  theory  of  an  original  Presbyterial  Polity  involves. 
We  behold  the  Apostolic  Church  entering  that  dark  and  unhistoric 
night  of  persecution  (when  to  be  a  Bishop  meant  to  be  a  chief 
martyr)  under  Apostolic  rule.  When  the  Church  emerged  from 
that  night  of  darkness  into  the  light  of  a  historic  era,  we  find 
everywhere  Episcopal  government.  How  was  this  possible  upon 
the  theory  of  an  original  Presbyterial  form  of  government? 
Chillingworth  (in  his  Apostolical  Institution  of  Episcopacy  dem- 
onstrated) says,  "When  I  shall  see,  therefore,  all  the  fables  in  the 
'Metamorphosis'  acted  and  proven  true  stories;  when  I  shall  see 
all  the  Democracies  and  Aristocracies  in  the  world  lie  down  and 
sleep,  and  awake  into  Monarchies — then  will  I  begin  to  believe 
that  Presbyterial  government,  having  continued  in  the  Church 
during  the  Apostle's  times,,  should  presently  after  (against  the 
Apostle's  doctrine  and  the  will  of  Christ)  be  whirled  about  like 
a  scene  in  a  mask,  and  transformed  into  Episcopacy. '' 

Wherefore,  in  view  of  the  unquestionable  facts  of  History,  I 
am  justified  in  saying  that  the  idea  of  a  Primitive,  Presbyterial 
form  of  Church  government,  thus  suddenly  transformed  into  the 
Episcopal  Form,  is  utterly  baseless  in  fact  and  without  precedent 
iQ  human  affairs. 

The  Founders  of  the  Presbyterian  Form  of  PoUty — notably 
Calvin — advocated  no  suck  Theory.  It  is  altogether  an  after- 
thought among  modern  controversalists. 

And,  therefore,  I  say  that  the  declaration  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  matter  of  an  "^Historic  Epis- 
copate, is  founded  in  fact  and  verified  by  all  history. 
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The  declaration  of  the  Ilouse  of  Bisdops  was  not  made  without 
much  deliberation.  Whatever  is  declared  to  be  fact  can  be  proven 
to  be  fact.     The  Historic  Episcopate  is  a  fact  of  history. 

The  responses  which  have  up  to  this  time  been  made  to  the 
•'Declaration"  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  are  few  and  not  calcu- 
lated to  give  much  encouragement. 

We  have  this  consolation  however:    we  have  done  our  duty  in 

making  proposals  for  unity.     We  have  done  our  full  duty  in  bas- 

iDg  our  proposals  upon  vital  truths  and  unquestionable  history. 

IVith  the  issue  we  are  not  entrusted.     ''Duties  are  ours;  Events 

are  God's."     One  thing  is  very  clear— that  no  unity,  other  than 

that  which  is  based  upon  truth,  is  becoming  Christiau  men  or  com- 

muuities  of  Christiaus.     *'The  wisdom,  which  cometh  from  above 

18  first  pure,  then  peaceable."     Guided  by  this  principle  we  shall 

io  the  end  best  subserve  the  interests  of  peace  among  men,  and  lay 

the  foundation  of  a  true  and  enduriog  unity  among  all  Christiaa 

people.     May  the  Divine  Spirit,  whose  fruits  are  "love  and  joy 

and  peace,"  and  without  whom  nothing  is  strong  and   nothing 

holy,  be  shed  abroad  upon  all  our  hearts,  and  bring  all  our  efforts 

to  this  blissful  consummation.

Beport  of  the  Trastees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report : 

It  appears  by  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  that  the  annual  interest  on 
all  the  securities,  including  the  rent  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property  up  to 
July,  1886,  and  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $871.50,  has  been  collected 
and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

The  securities  belonging  to  the  Fund  are  deposited  for  safe  keeping 
in  the  vault  of  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Selma. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  investments. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  clergyman  of  this  Diocese  has  seen  fit  to  issue 
what  he  is  pleased  to  term  *^V  Compendium  of  the  History  of  the  Ham- 
ner Hall  Property,"  and  to  submit  an  argument  to  the  people  of  the 
Diocese  to  show  that  the  investment  in  that  property  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Bishop^s  Fund  is  coupled  with  a  trust  to  establish  a  Diocesan  Female 
Seminary,  it  has  been  deemed  proper  on  the  part  of  the  Ti-ustees  to  sub- 
mit in  their  report  a  statement  of  facts  showing  the  circumstances  under 
which  this  property  was  purchased  and  has  become  a  part  of  the  invest- 
ment belonging  to  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

It  may  be  admitted  tliat  tlie  Right  Reverend  Bishop  Cobbs  was  the 
earnest  advocate  of  a  Diocesan  Female  Seminary,  to  bo  under  the  control 
of  the  Convention  of  tliis  Diocese,  and  pressed  his  views  earnestly  upon 
the  Conventions  of  1857,  1858,  and  1859,  and  that  his  efforts  were  par- 
tially successful  in  obtaining  the  funds  necessary  for  its  establisliment, 
and  that  the  lots  now  known  as  '*  Hamner  Hall,'^  were  purchased  for  this 
purpose.  (See  Journal  of  1857,  pp.  23  and  35;  1858,  pp.  29,  30,  35,  36; 
1859,  pp.16,  19,  40.) 

At  this  latter  Convention  (1859)  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  **  Proposed 
Seminary''  was  elected  by  tlie  Convention,  to  whom  the  control  of  the 
Seminai-y  was  committed. 

No  mention  of  the  Seminary  is  made  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  1860,  and  the  good  Bishop  died  in  January,  1861,  without  having 
seen  this  *^great  desire  of  his  episcopate''  put  into  successful  operation. 
It  is  true  that  tlie  Rev.  Avery  Shepherd  made  a  report  to  the  Convention 
of  May,  1861,  in  which  he  states  that  in  October,  1860,  he  had  opened  his 
school  in  a  dwelling  house  rented  for  the  family  and  boarding  school,  and 
an  adjoining  lot  with  its  buildings  for  the  purposes  of  the  school.    This 
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was  before  the  completion  of  the  main  building  of  Hamnor  Hall,  which 

was  not  ready  for  use  until  October,  1862.     (Journal  of  1861,  page  39; 

28«3,  page  106.) 

Xo  reports  of  this  school  were  made  to  the  Conventions  of  1862,  1864 
and  1865,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  conducted  by  Mr.  Shepherd  during 
these  years  as  a  private  school,  until  September,  1865,  when  he  trans- 
ferred the  rectorship  of  the  school  to  Prof.  H.  P.  Lefebre,  who  opened  the 
school  in  October,  1865.     (Journal  of  1666,  pp.  23  and  24.) 

In  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  to  the  Convention  of 
1866,  it  appeared  that  the  Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall  had  borrowed  from 
the  Episcopal  Fund  $4,908.18  on  the  28th  day  of  December,  1863.  (Jour- 
nal of  1866,  page  23. ) 

In  1867  the  rector  made  a  verbal  report  in  regard  to  that  institution,  and 
the  Finance  Committee  reported  that  a  part  of  the  investment  belonging 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund  consisted  in  the  notes  of  the  Trustees  of  Hamner 
Hall.     (Journal  of  1867,  pp.  34  and  86.) 

In  1868  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  rejiorted  that  he  held  among 
the  assets  of  the  Fund  two  notes  of  the  Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall  for 
H,968.18.     (Journal  of  1868,  pp.  81  and  32.) 

In  his  address  to  the  Convention  of  1869,  the  Bishop  mentions  the  death 
of  Mr.  Lefebre,  and  deplores  his  loss  as  one  who  had  been  principally 
instrumental  in  establishing  the  ^'Parochial  School  in  Montgomery." — 
(Journal  of  1869,  page  13.) 

It  seems  that  there  was  no  school  in  1869 .  The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop*s 
Fund  at  this  Convention  reported  that  nearly  $5,000  of  the  assets  con- 
sisted in  the  notes  of  the  Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall,  which  the  Trustees  of 
that  Institution  had  promised  to  secure  by  a  mortgage  on  real  estate. 
These  notes  were  respectively  for  $1,151.60  and  $3,816.53,  bearing  date 
December  28,  1863,  and  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $4,968.13. — (Jour- 
nal of  1869,  pp.  26  and  37.) 

At  the  same  Convention  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  were  re- 
<)aired  by  resolution  to  collect  all  the  notes  and  bonds  composing  the 
Episcopal  Fund  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  collected. — (Journal  of 
1869,  page  ^5.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1870,  Rev.  15 r.  Horace  Stringfellow,  rector  of 
^t.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery,  made  the  following  communication  to 
the  Convention: 

**The  Wardens  and  Vostry  of  St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery,  respect- 
fully ask  the  Convention  .to  appoint  a  committee  to  inquire  whether  any 
l>etter  disposition  can  be  made  of  Hamner  Flail  property  than  that  now 
existing,  in  order  to  secure  the  object  for  which  it  was  originally  erected.'* 
—(Journal  of  1870,  page  9. ) 

This  request  was  granted  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of 
Rev.  R.  H.  Cobbs,  Rev.  J.  H.  Ticknor,  Rev.  F.  R.  Hanson,  Messi-s.  David 
Minge,  Henry  Bamewall  and  ^.  H.  R.  Dawson.  On  May  12th,  the  com- 
mittee made  the  iodlowlng  rreport: 
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"The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposition  of  St.  John's 
Parish,  Montgomery,  to  compix>mise  and  assume  the  debt  due  the  Bishop^s 
Fund  by  the  Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall,  in  consideration  that  the  Conven- 
tion relinquish  the  right  to  elect  Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall,  have  bad  the 
matter  under  consideration,  and  have  examined  the  articles  of  subscrip- 
tion for  the  organization  of  said  Hamner  Hall  School,  and  the  Act  of 
Incorporation  by  the  Legislature  of  Alabamaa,  and  find  that  under  the 
original  Articles  of  Subscription,  the  Convention  had  the  right  to  elect 
Trustees;  but  under  the  Act  of  Incorporation  the  property  was  vested  in 
the  Trustees,  with  the  right  to  fill  vacancies  and  keep  up  their  succession, 
and  it  does  not  now  appear  that  the  Convention  has  any  control  over  the 
property. 

**The  proposition  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery,  we  are  informed, 
is  approved  by  the  Trustees,  and  they  have  the  right,  by  law,  to  dispose 
of  the  property  by  sale.  It  is  apparent,  however,  that  the  property  is 
dedicated  to  charitsible,  educational  and  religious  purposes,  and  this  dedi- 
cation, your  committee  thinks,  should  be  kept  in  view. 

"The  committee  agree  that  the  change  would  be  advantageous  to  the 
welfare  of  the  School.  T/iey  also  concur  in  thinking  the  proposal  to  assume 
the  debt  due  the  Bishop's  Fund  upon  the  terms  proposed  is  equitable,  and 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

"7.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  in  behalf  of  the  Church  at  large  in 
this  Diocese,  consents  to  and  approves  of  the  transfer  of  the  Hamner  Hall 
property  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Montgomery. 

"^^.  Resolved,  That  it  is  apparent  to  this  Convention  that  said  property 
has  been  dedicated  to  educational  and  charitable  purposes,  in  conformity 
with  the  do<:trine,  discipline  and  worship  of  this  Church,  and  that  the 
Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  Jolin's  Parish,  Montgomery, 
should  never  permit  it,  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  to  be  diverted  from  such 
purposes. 

*M  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  jurisdiction  over 
the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  shall  have  a  visitorial  power  over 
said  property,  and  the  institutions  connected  therewith. 

**^.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  receive  in  payment  of  the  notes  now  due  the  said  Fund,  by  tJu  Trustees 
of  said  Hamner  Hall,  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars,  with  interest  pay- 
able annually,  from  the  1st  day  of  May,  1870,  to  be  secured  by  note  payable 
in  five  years  from  said  1st  of  May,  with  mortgage  upon  the  Hamner  HaU 
property,  with  power  of  sale  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  either  the  interest 
annually,  or  the  principal  at  maturity,  on  thirty  d'lys''  public  notice,"" 

The  resolutions  as  reported  were  adopted. 

The  authority  given  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  to  receive  $5,000 
in  payment  of  the  debt  on  Hamner  Hall,  was  a  large  concession,  and  an 
abatement  of  nearly  $2,500  of  the  original  debt.  This  debt  consisted  of 
two  notes  bearing  date  December  28,  1863,   amounting  to  the  sum  of 
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^4,968.13,  with  interest  thereon  to  the  time  of  settlement,  aggregating 
#7,485.81.    It  will  be  seen  from  this  report  that  under  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration of  the  Legislature,  the  property  of  Hamner  Hall  was  vested  in 
-fche  Trustees,  and  that  the  Convention  had  ceated  to  have  any  control  over  it^ 
mnd  by  resolution  the  Convention  consented  to  the  transfer  of  the  Hamner 
fiall  property  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Montgomery,  and  authorized  the  Trusteei  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  to  secure 
this  debt  by  a  mortgage  on  this  property ^  with  power  of  sale  in  case  of 
failure  to  pay  either  the  interest  annually,  or  the  principal  at  maturity, 
on  thirty  days'  public  notice.     From  and  after  this  time  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  ceased  to  exercise  any  control  over  the  property,  which  was- 
vested  in  St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery. 

The  second  resolution  is  a  mere  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the 
Convention,  and  as  it  bad  no  control  of  the  property,  was  of  no  binding 
influence  upon  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's  Church 
in  the  final  disposition  to  be  made  of  this  property. 

The  third  resolution  is  merely  declaratory  of  the  law  relating  to  the 
rabject  of  the  visitorial  power  of  the  Bishop  over  all  institutions  claiming 
to  be  Diocesan  in  character. — (Journal  of  1870,  pages  16  and  17.) 

Soon  after  that  date  the  property  was  transferred  by  the  Trustees  of 
Hamner  Uall  to  St.  John's  Church,  and  was  taken  possession  of  and 
managed  by  the  Vestry  of  that  Parish  to  1879.  After  this  time  the  Rector 
of  St.  John's  established  a  Parochial  School  at  Hamner  Hall. — (Journal  of 
1871,  page  56. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  to  the- 
Conveution  of  1871,  that  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery, 
had  complied  with  the  terms  of  the  compromise  of  the  debt  due  by  the 
Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall,  and  bad  given  their  note  for  $5,000,  bearing 
date  April  11,  1871,  payable  on  the  Ist  of  May,  1875,  secured  by  a  mort- 
gage on  the  Hamner  Hall  property  with  power  of  sale  in  case  of  default 
in  the  payment  of  the  annual  interest,  or  of  the  principal  at  maturity^ 
(Journal  of  1871,  page  79.) 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  to  the 
Convention  of  1872,  that  the  interest  on  the  note  on  Hamner  Hall  had 
been  paid.     (Journal  of  1872,  page  65.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1873  the  Bishop,  in  his  Addi-ess,  whilst  dwelling 
upon  the  subject  of  the  Ext«Asion  of  the  Church,  called  the  attention 
ef  the  Convention  to  another  matter  of  general  interest,  and  said: 

"Hamner  Hall — which  was  recently  deeded  by  the  Convention  U>  St. 
John^s  Church — will,  in  the  ensuing  Fall,  become  a  boy's  instead  of  a 
girl's  school.  Many  years  experience  has  shown  that  the  distance  of  the 
Hall  from  the  centre  of  the  city  renders  it  an-  unsuitable  location  for  a 
girl's  school.  At  tho  same  time,  its  distance  from  the  heart  of  the  city 
points  it  out  as  the  very  place  for  a  boy's  school.  Arrangements  have 
alzeady  been  consummated  by  which  the  Hall  will  be  opened  next  October. 

"Francis  Key  Meade,  of  Virginia,  has  been-  selected  as  Principal  of  the- 
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School.  He  will  bring  with  him  an  able  corps  of  coadjutors,  and  the 
whole  establishment  will  be  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rector  of  St. 
John's.  The  school  for  girls  will  be  transferred  from  the  Hill  to  the 
heart  of  the  city.  I  hope  that  our  Clergy  and  Laity  will  do  all  in  their 
power  to  sustain  this  Institution.  Unusual  pains  have  been  taken  to 
make  this  School  one  of  the  highest  grade  in  all  respects.  I  look  to  it  as 
An  important  centre  of  education,  and  one  of  the  feeders  of  the  University 
of  the  South.**     (Journal  of  1873,  page  38.) 

The  Rector,  in  his  report,  states  that  Hamner  Hall  will  be  opened 
October  1st,  as  a  school  for  boys,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Meade,  and 
that  the  school  for  girls  will  be  removed  to  the  city  limits.     (Journal  of 

1873,  page  54.) 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  report  payment  of  the  interest  on 
the  note  of  St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery.    (Journal  of  1873,  page  70.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1874,  no  mention" was  made  of  these  schools,  but 
the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  report  default  in  the  payment  of 
interest  on  the  note  of  St.  John's  Church,  and  proposed  to  extend  it  until 
the  Ist  of  May,  1875,  with  the  addition  of  interest  thereon.     (Journal  of 

1874,  page  61.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1875,  it  api)ears  from  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
that  St.  John's  Church  had  not  paid  the  interest  on  this  note.  (Journal 
of  1875,  page  50.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1870,  a  communication  from  St.  John's  Parish 
was  presented  and  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  It 
does  not  appear  from  the  proceedings  what  the  nature  of  this  communi- 
cation was,  but  On  the  next  day  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  made  the  following  report: 

**The  proposition  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery,  in  reference  to 
the  disposition  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  now  under  mortgage  to  the 
Bishop's  Fund,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and 
by  them  considered;  I  am  instructed  by  the  Committee  to  report  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  to  the  Convention,  and  recommend  its  adoption: 

^^  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  instructed  to 
foreclose  the  mortgage  now  existing  upon  the  Hamner  Hall  property, 
and  sell  the  name,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  dischai'ge 
the  debt  now  due  by  said  property  to  said  Fund,  together  with  expenses 
of  sale;  provided,  however,  that  no  lower  bid  for  the  purchase  of  said 
property  shall  be  considered  than  the  amount  of  the  debt  aforesaid." 
(Journal  of  1876,  page  16.) 

On  the  next  day  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  were  instructed  by 
resolution  not  to  foreclose  the  mortgage  on  the  Hamner  Hall  property 
until  after  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention. — (Journal  of  1876, 
page  17.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1877,  the  Special  Committee  to  whom  the  report 
•of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  was  referred,  seem  to  have  over- 
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looked  the  adoption  by  the  Convention  of  the  resolution  of  May  13,  1876, 
postponing  the  sale  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  and  reported  as  follows: 

"With  regard  to  the€Iamner  Hall  property,  the  Committee  would  call 
attention  to  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  last  Convention  in  relation 
thereto.  For  reasons  unexplained  in  their  report,  the  Trustees  do  not 
appear  to  have  taken  any  action  on  the  subject.  The  Committee  have  no 
further  suggestions  to  offer  in  reference  to  this  property,  believing  that 
prompt  action  under  the  resolutions  of  the  last  Convention  would  furnish 
the  best  solution  of  the  question.^' 

This  report  was  received  and  concurred  in,  but  on  motion  the  Trustees 
of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  were  again  instructed  not  to  foreclose  the  mortgage 
on  the  Hamner  Hall  property  until  after  the  meeting  of  the  next  Conven- 
tion.-(Joumal  of  1877,  pages  22  and  23.) 

At  the  same  Convention  a  Committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  inquire 
into  the  condition  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  and  to  ascertain  the 
legal  rights  of  the  respective  parties  in  interest,  and  to  report  the  result 
of  this  investigation  at  the  next  Convention.  Messrs.  F.  *B.  Clark,  James 
Bond  and  P.  T.  Sayre  were  appointed  on  this  Committee. — (Journal  of 
1877,  page  24. ) 

At  the  Convention  of  1878,  this  last  mentioned  Committee  presented  the 
following  report: 

"The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  to  inquire  into  the 
condition  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  and  to  ascertain  the  legal  rights 
of  the  respective  parties  in  interest,  and  to  report  the  result  of  their 
investigations  to  this  Convention,  do  now  respectfully  report: 

L  Ai  to  the  condition  of  said  property. — The  buildings  are  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  are  well  adapted  for  school  purposes.  The  lot  is  beauti- 
fully situated  and  eligibly  located  for  its  purposes.  Owing  to  the  long 
continued  depression  of  business,  it  is  not  practicable  to  carry  on  the 
school  without  pecuniary  loss  at  this  time.  There  is  no  income  at  present 
from  the  property. 

The  lot  of  land  is  large,  and  in  future  may,  by  sub-dividing,  be  used  as 
the  location  for  other  charitable,  educational  or  religious  institutions. 
The  Committee  deem  it  valuable  property,  and  capable  of  great  useful- 
ness in  the  future. 

U,  A»  to  the  legal  rights  of  (he  respectice  parties. — 1.   The  Committee 
find  that  the  property  was  purchased  and  built  upon  originally  by  means- 
raised  by  subscription  among  members  of  this  church,  for  charitable  and 
educational  purposes,  but  chiefly  with  a  view  of  forming  a  Diocesan 
Academy  for  young  ladies.     By  the  terms  of  the  original  subscription,  the 
right  to  elect  the  Trustees  for  the  management  of  the  funds  and  property 
was  vested  in  the  Diocesan  Convention,   but  subsequently ^  and  with  the 
tacit  consent  of  the  Convention,  the  Trustees  became  incorporated  by  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  whereby  the  property  was  vested  in  a 
Board  of  Trustees,  with  the  right  to  fill  vacancies  and  to  keep  up  succes- 
sion.    The  Contention  thereafter  exercised  no  control  over  the  property.

Being  unable  to  carry  on  the  school  with  success,  the  Trustees,  in  1870, 
proposed  to  dispose  of  the  property  to  St.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery, 
which  at  that  time,  with  high  hopes,  undertool^  to  carry  on  a  school. 
The  Convention  of  1870  (see  printed  Journal,  pages  16  and  17,)  while  dis- 
claiming the  right  to  control  the  Trustees,  approved  the  transfer  to  St. 
John's  Parish,  Montgomery,  but  took  occasion  decidedly  to  express  its 
^convictions  that  the  property  had  been  dedicated  to  educational  and 
charitable  puri)ose8,  and  that  it  should  never  be  diverted  by  the  Parish 
from  such  objects.  St.  John's  Parish  now  holds  it  by  transfer  from  the 
Trustees.  Your  Committer  do  not  clearly  perceive  the  legal  effect  of  the 
transfer  of  the  property  to  St.  John's  Parish.  They  are  inclined  to  the 
opinion  that  the  transfer  to  St.  John's  Parish  could  have  no  other  effect 
than  to  operate  as  the  substitution  of  the  Vestry  of  that  Parish  ^s  Trus- 
tees and  Managers,  and  that  the  dedication  for  educational  and  charitable 
purposes  followed  the  property  into  the  hands  of  the  Parish  authorities. 

2.  Your  Committee  further  finds  that  the  original  Trustees  horroired 
money  from  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop^ s  Fund  to  enable  them  to  complete 
their  undertaking.  The  details  of  the  original  loan  the  Committee  nave 
not  the  means  of  accurately  ascertaining;  but  in  1870  the  Convention  (see 
printed  Journal,  pages  16  and  17)  in  consenting  to  the  transfer  of  the 
property  to  St.  John's  Parish,  then  agreed  to  reduce  the  debt  to  $5,000, 
and  to  take  the  note  of  said  Vestry  for  that  sum,  payable  at  five  years 
from  May  1st,  1870,  with  interest,  to  be  paid  annually  on  the  first  of  May, 
in  each  year,  and  secured  by  mortgage  on  the  property,  with  power  to 
sell  on  failure  to  pay  either  the  annual  interest  or  the  principal  at  its 
maturity.  The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  hold  this  mortgage.  On 
this  loan  there  is  now  due,  principal  $5,000,  and  accrued  interest  $1,600; 
total  $6,600. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  legal  rights  of  the  respective  parties  in 
interest  are  (a)  That  St.  John's  Parish  holds  the  Hamner  Uall  property 
in  trust  for  charitable  and  educational  purposes,  according  to  the  original 
dedication;  (b)  subject^  hoteeter,  to  the  mortgage  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Bishop's  Fund,  as  above  stated,  to  the  amount  at  present  of  ^6,600, 
(c)  Should  a  sale  take  place  on  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage,  the  surplus 
over  and  above  the  mortgage  debt  would  constitute  a  Trust  Fund  in  the 
hands  of  the  Vestry  of  8t.  John's  Parish,  to  be  appropriated  as  nearly  as 
possible  according  to  the  original  purpose  and  intention  of  the  donors  of 
the  Fund. 

The  Committee  are  not  required  by  the  Resolution  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion to  make  any  recommendation  for  future  action;  and,  in  the  absence 
of  any  representatives  from  St.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery,  submit  the 
result  of  their  investigations,  as  now  presented,  that  the  Convention, 
being  advised  of  the  facts,  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable."     (Journal  of  1878,  pages  13  and  U.) 

On  a  subsequent  d:iy  of  the  Convention,  this  report  was  taken  up,  and 
the  following  resolution  adopted: 
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"Raohedf  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  requested  to  take  early  steps  for  the  enforcement  of  the  lien  on 
the  Hamner  Hall  property,  of   Montgomery,  made    to  secure  to  the 
Bishop's  Fund  the  payment  of  a  loan  of  $5,000  out  of  that  Fund,  with 
the  interest  thereon — and  that  said  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  in  the 
adjustment  of  any  matter  connected  with  said  loan,  be  authorized  to 
allow  farther  time  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  or  to  make  any  arrange- 
ment in  their  discretion  which  will  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  inter- 
est and  the  final  payment  of  principal/'     (Journal  of  1878,  page  22.) 
At  the  Convention  of  1879,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 
^'BMolvedf  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  consult  with  the  Rector 
and  Delegation  of  St.  John's  Church,  Montgomery,  in  reference  to  the 
settlement  of  the  moitgage  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
with  accrued  interest,  upon  Hamner  Hall,  and  report  as  early  as  possible 
to  this  Convention." 

Re?.R.  H.  Cobbs,  Rev.  S.  U.  Smith,  A.  Benners,  H.  D.  Clayton,  and 
James  Bond,  were  appointed  said  Committee.  (Journal  of  1879,  page  12.) 

On  a  subsequent  day  this  Committee  reported  as  follows: 

'*The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  Resolution  in  regard  to  the 
settlement  of  the  debt  due  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  by  the 
Parish  of  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  secured  by  mortgage  on  Hamner  Hall 
property,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject,  do  report  as  follows: 

"In  the  opiniou  of  the  Committee,  no  steps  should  be  taken  to  compel 
St.  John's  Parish  to  satisfy  said  indebtedness,  which  will  result  in  placing 
the  Hamner  Hall  property,  or  any  part  of  it,  out  of  the  control  of  the 
Parish  or  of  the  Diocese,  or  which  will  permanently  divert  it  from  the 
pnrpose  for  which  it  was  originally  intended,  namely:  a  Female  School 
nnderthe  control  of  the  Church. 

"The  Rector  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  have  offered  to  convey  the  whole 
property  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  in  satisfaction  of  the  mort- 
gage debt,  with  the  reservation  of  the  use  and  control  of  that  portion 
blown  as  the  Bishop  Cobbs  Orphan  Home,  until  such  time  as  the  Diocese 
may  desire  to  utilize  the  same  as  a  home  for  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Tour  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  be,  and  are  hereby, 
aathorized  to  accept  at  once,  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish,  a  con- 
ttyanee  wUh  warranty,  of  the  entire  Hamner  Hall  property,  including  the 
Bishop  Cobbs  Orphan  Home,  lot  and  building,  in  satisfaction  of  the  mort- 
gage debt  and  accrued  interest;   Provided,  that  St.  John's  Parish  shall 
retain  the  control  and  use  of  that  portion  known  as  the  Bishop  Cobbs 
Orphan  Home  for  any  Church  purpose,  and  to  preserve  and  keep  the 
same  in  good  order  and  condition,  and  insured,  until  such  time  as  the 
Diocese  shall  desire  to  utilize  the  same  as  a  home  for  the  present  or  future 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese;  and  such  reservation  of  the  use  of  said  property, 
and  agreement  to  surrender  such  possession  to  the  Trustees  for  a  Bishop's 
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Home  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  such  Vestry  and  deposi- 
ted with  said  Trustees. 

2.  Re»olf>ed,  That  in  case  the  said  Trustees  .shall  consummate  the 
arrangement  contemplated  in  the  foregoing  resolution,  it  is  recommended 
said  property  be  leased  for  any  reasonable  term  of  years  for  a  Female 
School,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Church — care  being  had,  first,  to  the 
character  and  usefulness  of  the  school,  and,  secondly,  the  preservation  of 
the  property. 

3.  Reiolved,  That  in  case  the  foregoing  arrangement  for  final  settlement 
fail  of  accomplishment  for  any  reason  deemed  sufiicient  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  and  not  apparent  to  this  Convention,  then  said 
Tinistees  are  hereby  recommended  to  consent  to  a  lease  by  St.  John's 
Parish  for  a  term  of  years  for  a  Church  School,  upon  such  terms  as  will 
secure  interest  on  the  mortgage  debt,  if  practicable. 

4.  Reaolredy  That  if,  for  any  cause  such  as  above  mentioned,  the  final 
settlement  should  fail,  and  there  should  be  no  lease  made  under  the 
second  Resolution,  then  all  measures  for  foreclosure  and  sale  of  said 
property  be  postponed  until  further  direction  by  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  and  if  necessary  to  prevent  a  sale,  by  St.  John's  Parish,  the  said 
Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  suspend  the  interest  from  this  date  on 
the  debt  for  such  time  as  they  may  deem  reasonable.  (Journal  of  1879, 
pages  23  and  24. ) 

A  substitute  for  this  report  and  these  resolutions  was  offered  propos- 
ing to  leave  the  property  in  the  hands  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Montgomery, 
with  power  to  lease  for  a  term  of  years  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a 
Female  Seminary. 

This  substitute  was  lost,  and  on  motion,  the  report  as  presented  by  the 
Committee,  was  received  and  con<;urred  in,  and  the  resolutions  adopted. 
(Journal  of  1879,  page  24.) 

At  the  Convention  of  1880,  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  in  their 
report,  say: 

**In  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  last  Convention  (Journal  of 
18T9,  pages  23  and  24),  on  the  24th  of  May,  1879,  the  Trustees  accepted 
in  full  satisfaction  of  the  debt  due  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Montgomery,  a  conveyance  with  warranty,  of  the  Ilamner  Hall  property, 
including  Bishop  Cobbs'  Orphan  Home. 

"The  debt  amounted  at  that  time  to  the  sum  of  $7,000 — principal  $5,000 
and  accrued  interest  $2,000.  This  conveyance  was  duly  recorded  in  the 
Probate  Office  of  Montgomery  county." 

The  original  debt  with  interest  thereon  from  December  28,  1863,  would 
have  amountinl  to  $11,094.7.).  The  conveyance  made  to  the  Irustees  of  the 
Bialiop's  Fund  is  a  tttrirt  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage.  (Journal  of  1880, 
page  16.) 

At  this  Convention  a  report  was  made  by  the  Trustees  and  by  the 
Bishop,  that  the  Hamner  Hall  property  had  been  leased  to  tlie  Rev.  Dr. 
Everhart  for  the  establishment  of  a  female  schoo^ 
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This  lease  was  made  by  direction  of  the  Bishop,  under  the  resolutions 
of  the  Conrention,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $560, 
and  at  its  expiration  the  lease  was  renewed  upon  the  same  terms.  Nearly 
all  of  the  income  since  the  possession  of  the  property  by  the  present 
lessee  has  been  expended  in  repairs  and  improvements.  In  addition  to 
ibis,  the  property  has  been  insured.  The  result  has  been  that  this  valu- 
able property,  until  within  the  last  year,  has  been  an  expense  to  the 
Bishop's  Fund,  while  it  has  been  maintained  as  a  flourishing  and  pros- 
perous private  school  for  the  education  of  young  ladies.  The  question 
whether  the  Bishop's  Fund  should  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  a  Female  Seminary,  however  desirable  such  an  institution  is, 
deserves  the  consideration  of  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop's  Fund  was  raised  by  the  generous  contributions  of  church- 
men of  the  Diocese,  for  the  specific  purpose  of  supporting  the  Episcopate 
without  resorting  to  an  annual  assessment  upon  the  Parishes.  It  is  a 
corporation,  having  for  its  purpose  the  preservation  of  this  Fund,  and  its 
faithful  administration.  Can  the  Convention,  legally  or  properly,  divert 
this  Fund  from  its  original  purpose  to  another  and  a  different  purpose, 
without  a  violation  of  good  faith,  and  without  doing  injustice  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  original  foundera  ? 

This  is  the  question  which  we  submit  to  the  Convention  with  the  con- 
viction that  it  will  receive  the  careful  consideration  which  it  deserves,  and 
we  leave  its  decision  to  your  judgment  as  men  and  churchmen.    The  ex- 
amination of  the  Journals  of  the  Conventions  from  1857  up  to  the  present 
time,  which  we  have  made,  discloses  the  facts  connected  with  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Hamner  Hall  property.    The  proposition  to  sell  the  property 
came  from  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish,  and  was  accepted  reluctantly 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  after  the  matter  had  been  thorough- 
ly investigated  by  the  Convention,  and  authority  had  been  given  them  to 
accept  it  in  settlement  of  the  debt. 

T?ie  Convention  did  not  require  the  Vestry  of  St,  John's  Parish  to  make 
this  settiement.  It  had  no  power  of  this  character,  and  assumed  none  in  the 
transaction.  At  the  time  of  this  settlement,  it  was  very  much  desired  by 
the  Vestry  of  St.  John's,  and  it  was  not  considered  desirable  by  the 
Tmstees  to  make  this  investment,  and  it  was  only  made  because  it  was 
apparently  the  only  feasible  arrangement  left  open  to  secure  the  debt 
The  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish  was  anxious  to  pay  its  debt  by  a  sale  of 
property,  which  was  not  considered  at  that  time  more  than  equivalent  to 
the  amount  due  upon  the  debt.  This  was  regarded  by  them  as  ''a  con- 
summation devoutly  to  be  wished."  The  maintenance  of  a  school  at 
that  point  for  young  ladies  and  for  boys  had  not  been  a  success,  as  all  the 
facts  will  show.  ^ 

Now  that  certain  conditions  exist,  which  were  not  anticipated,  and  this 
property  has  become  very  valuable,  persons  who  were  not  privy  to  the 
transaction  seem  disposed  to  re-open  it  and  inaugurate  a  discussion  which 

(5) 
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will  certainly  not  tend  to  the  peace  and  harmony  of  this  Convention.  The 
purpose  of  this  Convention  is  to  wrest  this  property  from  the  possession 
of  its  present  owners,  thus  subverting  the  design  of  the  original  founders 
and  destroying  at  one  single  blow,  the  morals  and  good  faith  of  the  Con- 
vention to  this  noble  charity — the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  proposition  of  the  author  of  the  Compendium  is: 

JPVr«^— That  no  part  of  this  property  can  be  devoted  to  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,  other  than  the  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
debt  of  St.  John's  Parish  to  the  Bishop's  Fund.  This  is  based  upon  the 
idea  that  the  sale  to  the  Trustees  by  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  was  unau- 
thorized, and  because  the  mortgage  was  not  foreclosed.  The  power  of 
the  Vestry  to  make  the  sale  was  fully  considered  by  the  Committee  of 
lawyers  to  whom  the  proposition  was  referred,  and  decided  affiimatively 
by  them  at  the  Convention  of  1878  (Journal  of  1878,  page  32),  and  while 
the  mortgage  was  not  foreclosed  by  a  public  sale,  it  was  foreclosed  by  a 
strict  fareeloiure,  having  all  the  legal  effects  and  incidents  of  a  procedure  by 
a  public  sale  under  the  potoer  in  t/ie  mortgage. 

The  power  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Parish  to  convey  the  legal  title 
cannot  now  be  questioned,  and  will  not  be  entertained  by  this  Convention 
after  its  solemn  approval  of  the  sale.  If  done,  it  must  be  the  work  of 
another  and  a  different  forum. 

Second — ^The  next  branch  of  the  proposition  is  that  the  property,  after 
the  St.  John's  debt  shall  have  been  paid,  is  a  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a 
Female  Seminary,  and  he  proposes  that  this  property,  which  he  estimates 
at  the  value  of  $200,000,  should  be  devoted  to  this  purpose,  with  a  nominal 
fee  for  tuition,  and  assistance  to  the  Diocesan  Clergy  in  the  education  of 
their  daughters. 

The  policy  of  the  Church  undertaking  to  found  and  maintain  a  Diocesan 
school  will  be  doubted  while  the  examples  of  Montlcello  and  Burlington 
remain  so  fresh  in  our  memories.  All  who  have  had  much  experience  in 
such  schools  are  familiar  with  the  fact  that  while  tuition  may  be  free,  the 
other  features  of  these  schools  require  an  expenditure  not  often  within  the 
reach  of  persons  of  moderate  means. 

These  are  the  propositions  you  are  invited  to  discuss,  and  in  order  to 
obtain  these  ends,  you  are  requested  to  spoliate  and  destroy  a  sacred  trust 
that  has  been  committed  to  the  safe  keeping  of  this  Convention. 

Will  you  do  it  ?  The  recital  of  the  facts  in  the  case  negatives  your 
power,  and  we  trust  that  the  mere  statement  of  them  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  defeat  the  proposition. 

We  have  been  led  to  discuss  this  matter  at  greater  length  than  we  had 
intended,  but  the  importance  of  the  subject  has  rendered  it  necessary,  in 
our  opinion,  to  present  the  facts  so  fully  that  they  cannot  fail  to  be 
understood,  and  in  order  that  they  may  be  placed  upon  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention. 

From  a  sense  of  duty,  as  the  chosen  guardians  of  this  property,  we 
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have  brought  all  the  facts  attending  its  acquisition  to  your  notice,  and  we 
now  leave  the  matter  to  the  arbitrament  of  this  high  tribunal,  feeling 
assured  that  you  will  not  heed  the  invitation  to  '*i*emove  the  ancient 
landmarks  which  thy  fathers  have  set/'  and  disturb  a  transaction  that 
has  been  so  solemnly  entered  into  by  the  parties,  and  which  has  received 
the  deliberate  approval  and  sanction  of  the  Conventions  of  this  Diocese. 
''And  all  the  people  shall  say,  Amen! "

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled 
Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen,  was 
called  to  Order  by  the  President,  and  a  quorum  found  to  be  present.

•other  cause,  to  pass  even  a  portion  of  his  duties  hit^  the  hands  of  another.

Already  some  of  these  youthful  centers  liav 
len;;tlicncd  their  cords  and  formed  second  and  indcpendent.parishes  i 
the^e  towns  of  magic  growth.  The  hearty  co-operation  of  our  La 
brethren  may  bo  mentioned  as  ccnnmendablc  and  c'»nsj»icuou8  in  all  thi 
aggressive  workj  and,  in  proportion  as  they  an*,  recreated  and  animate 
by  the  power  of  God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  **Tlie  Lord  and  Giver  of  Life, 
will  the  great  work  now  outstretching  before  us  be  siweded  to  its  gloriou 
consuinniaticm.  A  form  of  growth  has  Iwen  put  forth  in  three  of  ou 
oldest  c'.ty  parishes  during  the  last  year,  which  we  regard  as  notabl; 
Worthy  of  commendation  and  imitation — the  erection  of  coninuxliou 
buildings  contiguous  to  the  church  for  Sunday  Schools,  Parish  meetings 
&c..  *fcc. ;  the  costly  free-will  oilerings  of  individuals.  Three  such  inon 
uments  of  pious  liberality  now  rear  their  valuable  l>eauty  in  the  ancien 
cities  of  Huntsville,  Montgomery  and  Mobile.  May  the  picture  b< 
enlarged  until  like  beauty  shall  adorn  the  Lord's  holy  temple  in  everj 
parish  of  the  Diocese.

It 
brings  Christian  people  together  daily,  and  serves  as  a  break- 
water against  the  tide  of  worldliness  and  frivolity.

ciples, hi'  ex*  mplified,  in  his  daily  walk  and  in  all  his  relations  to 
society  and  tin-  church,  the  character  of  the  true  Christian  and 
churchman.

Most  happily  I  am  speaking  to  his  familiar  friends,  who  need  no 
dejai-ription  to  bring  him  to  their  remembrance  Hone.*«t  in  chxr- 
acter,  true  and  just  in  word  and  deed,  comely  in  person,  graceful 
anci  dignified  in  manner,  irentleand  courteous  in  speech,  reven-ntial 
and  devout  in  piety,  he  was  the  ideal  of  the  Christian  iientleinan 
and  eburchinan.  He  passed  through  u  sioraiy  revoiuiion  in  the 
political  and  social  world — experienced  sad  reverses  of  fortune, 
(3) 
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but  left  to  bis  children  the  heritage  of  a  name  without  reproach 
or  stain.

It  will  appear  from  the  List  of  Clergy,  and  that  of  Churches 
and  Mission  Stations,  that  a  greatly  extended  ministerial  service 
is  now  being  rendered  by  about  the  same  number  of  clergy  as  in 
1862.  This  fact  represents  a  vast  deal  of  work  upon  the  part  of 
our  employed  clergy.  At  the  same  time,  it  discloses  another  fact 
of  painful  interest — that  a  great  number  of  our  churches  are  only 
supplied  with  occasional  ministrations. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  in  this  connection,  that  we  have  had 
added,  during  the  yenr,  an  unusual  number  of  promising  young 
men  to  our  list  of  Candidates  for  Orders.  The  prayer  to  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest,  "That  He  would  send  forth  laborers  into  his*  har- 
vest," was  no  sooner  added  to  our  Liturgy  than  it  was  graciously 
answered.  Blessed  be  God's  holy  name !  He  is  even  more  ready 
to  hear  than  we  are  to  pray — poor,  unbelieving  mortals  that  we 
are! 

Now,  the  question  comes  up  for  our  consideration — and  it  is  one 
of  grave  importance — what  can  we  do  at  this  Council  in  order  to 
meet  the  opportunities  here  opened  for  Church  Exten.iion  ?  Shall 
we  run  on  in  the  old  lines,  or  shall  we  prepare  to  extend  th<'m? 
As  vet  we  touch  but  a  limited  area  of  the  State.  We  have  no 
representation  in  a  majority  of  the  counties  composing  the  State. 

In  view  of  this  great  que.**tion,  and  bearing  iu  mind  my  increas- 
ing years,  with  the  certainty  before  me  of  declining  strength,  I 
issued  a  Circular  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  bearing  date  March 
15,  1888,  and  sugger^ting  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop. 

Since  the  issuing  of  that  Circular,  I  have  been  able  to  gather, 
directly  and  indirectly,  the  views  of  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  of  the  Diocese  upon  the  subject  matter  submitted.  I  find 
that  there  is  almost  entire  unanimity  of  opinion  The  Diocese 
does  not  now  desire  an  Assistant  Bishop.  I  have  no  desire  to 
pre^s  the  matter  further  upon  their  conBiderntion.  If  they  are 
satisfied  that  matters  should  remain  as  at  present,  so  be  it.  I 
can  only  say  that  it  has  been  to  me  a  work  and  labor  of  love  to 
minister  unto  them  all  these  years. 

Wherever  I  go,  my  labors  are  lightened  by  the  carins:  sympa- 
thies of  clergy  and  people,  and   I  could  ask  no  higher  privilege 
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than  to  be  enabled  to  die,  as  I  have  tried  to  live,  in  their  service. 
Whatever  there  is  left  in  me,  I  freely  give  unto  them. 

Therefore,  I  do  hereby  recall  the  circular  referred  to,  and  in  so 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  the  subject  matter  thereof  is  not  submitted 
to  the  consideration  of  this  Council. 

The  remainder  of  my  address  being  of  a  doctrinal  character, 
and  in  the  form  of  a  Tastoral,  will  be  delivered  as  the  pleasure  of 
the  Council  may  determine.

THE  WORDS  OF  CHRIST. 


A   Pastoral  Charge  to   the  Cleigy  and  Laity 

of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 


"HEAR   WHAT   OUR    LORD  JESUS   CHRIST    8A1TH." 

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren— Id  concluding  ihin  Annual 
Address,  I  feel  moved  to  i^8ue  a  Pastoral  upon  a  subjVct  which 
bas  had  almost  exclusive  possession  of  my  thoughts  for  the  y*»ar 
past.  I  d»>  not  pre:«ume  to  think  that  the  view  of  Christian 
truth  herein  presented  has  any  claim  to  oriffinality — for  at  this  era 
of  time  we  can  hnrdly  expect  to  meet  with  a  new  truth — hut  this 
^  can  truly  say,  that  the  subject  matter  of  the  present  address 
Pf'esents  itself  to  my  own  mind  in  an  entirely  new  li;;hl,  and 
^^rnisht'S,  to  me  at  lea**t,  the  practical  and  conclusive  settlement 
^^  many  vexed  questions. 

Xd  dwelling:,  as  I  have  been  called  to  do  of  late,  upon  the  mat- 
^^  of  Christian  Unity,  the  question  constantly  presses.  "What  is 
*^^  Centre  of  Unity,  and  what  the  guidance  and  power  that  can 
^^tber  the  followers  of  Christ  thereunto?" 

*'This  Church"  has  sent  forih  through  its  Bishops  a  proposed 
^'^^is  of  Unity.  To  our  minds  it  appears  to  be  a  reasonttl)le,  prac- 
^^*il  and  sufiBcient  basis.  But  it  is  not  ?-o  received  by  our  brethren 
^^  the  various  Christian  Communions  Objections  are  being 
y^tsed  upon  a  |)articular  matter,  which  we  cannot  but  re^^ard  as  an 
**^dis|)utable  fact,  "The  Historic  Episi-opat<'." 

The  "  I'^eclaration  "  upon  Unity  Uy  our  Houjse  of  Bishops  does 
^^tgo  into,  nor  insi>t  upon,  any  theory  in  reji^ard  to  the  powers  of 
^*^t  Episcopate,  nor  does  it  affirm  aught  in  regard  to  the  matter  of 
apostolic  succession,  but  lakes  a  distinct  stand  upon  ihe  "  His- 
toric Episcopaie"    as  a  fact — a  fact   which    we  could  not.  if  we 
^ould,  deny — a  fact  only  disputed  in  modern  times — and.  further- 
more, a  fact  which,  if  njecitMl  tor  want  of  sufficient  proof,   would 
^end   to    the    overthrow    of  the    very    evidence   upon    which    the 
Canouicity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  rests — ancient  tradition  and 
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catbolic  consent.  They  who  assail  the  evidence  apoo  which  the 
Historic  Episcopate  rests,  would  do  well  to  pause  and  connider 
that  the  same  line  of  argument,  if  pursued  by  Infidels,  would 
subvert  the  very  foundation  upon  which  the  authenticity  and 
Caiionicitv  of  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament  do  rest. 

So  unquestionable  does  "This  Church"  regard  this  fact,  that 
she  has  prefaced  her  Ordinal  with  the  declaration — "It  is  evident" 
— not  to  all  meb,  but — "to  all  men  diligently  reading  the  Holy 
Scriptures  and  ancient  authors,  that  from  the  Apostles'  time  there 
have  been  these  Orders  in  the  Church,  Bishops,  Priests  and 
Deacons  " 

Notwithstanding,  the  fact  is  seriously  controverted — conscien- 
tiously, we  must  coucede  by  the  law  of  charity,  but  intelligently 
we  cannot  admit  by  the  law  of  evidence,  for  by  so  doing  we  would 
throw  a  doubt  over  the  credibility  of  all  history. 

In  view  of  the  prevailing  diversity  of  opinion  upon  this  and 
kindred  questions;  and,  more  vital  still,  in  view  of  the  very  grave 
differences  upon  doctriual  matters  which  keep  asunder  Christian 
bodit*8,  I  have  asked  myself — ''cannot  we  go  beyond  the  present 
and  even  primitive  times,  when  at  best  the  original  rays  of  truth 
must  have  suffered  some  refraction,  and  cannot  we  stand  in  the 
pre.-t^nct^  of  Christ  Himself,  and  learn  from  Him,  the  Great 
Teacher  ?  " 

Suppose — and  it  is  not  a  violent  supposition — that  representa- 
tives from  all  the  great  Christian  Communions  were  to  gather 
around  the  Master,  call  a  truce,  keep  still  silence  before  Him 
and  hear  His  Blessed  Words?  Are  His  words  dead  words? 
'Does  lie  not  say,  "The  words  I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit, 
and  They  are  life? " 

St.  Peier  exclaimed,  "Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go?     Thou  hast 

the  words  of  eternal  lifel"     Our  brethren  of  the  Roman  obedience 

could   not   well   decline   to   stand  with  their  own  chosen  Apostle. 

Thnt,  indei'd,  should  be  holy  ground  where  a  true  Apostle  stands 

ready  to  hear  the  words  of  the  Lord.     Our  brethre'>  of  the  extreme 

Protestant  section  could  not  reasonably  refuse  their  presence  and 

withhold  their  reverence,  for  "The  Bible,  and  the  Bible  alone.*'  is 

their  watch-word.     What  a  gathering  that  would  be;  what  intent- 

ness   to  catcheach    word   as  it  fell   from   the  Master's  lips;  what 

teachableness  of  spirit;  what  carefulness  not  to  offend  each  other  by 
word,  thought  or  deed  in  that  Sacred  Presence! 
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Abl  caD  any  one  doubt  that  these  choseo  men  would  return 
from  such  an  interview  with  hearts  chastened  and  mindi^  illurai- 
Liated  with  the  rajs  of  truth  and  love  that  fell  upon  them,  and 
til  us  be  able  to  tell  their  brethren  of  something  they  knew  not  of, 
or  had  quite  forgotten?  And  are  we  not  ever  in  the  Divine 
presence,  and  does  not  the  Lord  still  hold  converse  with  His 
disciples? 

^'6  know  not  how  the  lost  spirit  of  Unity  shall  be  restored ; 
w^  know  only  that  it  shall  be,  for  we  know  that  dipcord,  strife 
and  disunion  are  the  enemies  of  Christ,  and  we  are  assured  that 
"  He  shall  reign  until  all  enemies  are  put  under  His  feet." 

The  mind  is  altogether  bewildered  and  lost  in  conjecture  as  to 

bow,   when,    and    by    what  instrumentalities  the  glorious  Unity 

p»"«myed  for  by  our  Lord  shall  be  consuranjated.  but  this  much  we 

do    know — that  this   Unity  can   centre  only  in   Christ;  that  the 

nearer  His  people  follow  Him,  the  closer  they  will  be  together  in 

lifVi;  that  the  more  they  understand  His  word,  the  nearer  they  will 

^>^    in  mind;  and  the  more  they  love  Him  the  nearer  they  will  be 

itk     heart.     And  when  all   Christians  are  thus  joined  tourether  iq 

b^firt  and  mind  and  life,  there  will  be  once  more  upon  this  Earth 

^^e  united  body  of  Christ,  "continuing  steadfastly  in  the  Apostle's 

doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  brt^aking  of  bread,  and  in  prayers." 

**One  Lord,  one  Faith,  one  Baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  all; 

^  the  glory  of  God  the  Faiher."     A  disunited  family  is  not  to  the 

"Olory  of  the  Father." 

And  not  only  the  Christian   man,  but  the  man  of  science  and 

^t^e  student  of  nature  would  do  well  to  come  to  Christ  that  he 

^ay  hear  •*  words  of  Eternal  life  "     Nature' — to   which    the   mind 

o^the  age  seems  to  turn — speaks  grandly  of  creative   power  and 

of  natural  life.     "The    Heavens  declare   the  glory   of  God."  and 

**  day  unto  day  uttereth  speech  and  sbeweth  knowledge  "   of  His 

creative  power,  but  Nature  is  silent  and   uttereth    no  speech  of 

eternal  life.     For  Nature  itself  is  of  time,   and   has  no  voice  for 

eternity.     Ask  of  the  Heavens  above  and  of  the  Depths  beneath, 

"What  la  God?"  "how  shall  we  worship  Him?"  "if  a  man   die. 

shall  he  live  ajrain?"    "if  he  falls,    shall   he  have  a  Kestorer — a 

Saviour?"     To  all  such  question.s — and  the  heart  and  mind  will 

^^'k  them — they  are  as  universal  as  humanity — they  will  not  down 

•tany  bidding — Nature  makes  no  response.     From  her  deepest 
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recesses  there  comes  do  echo  to  the  question  of  all  qoestioos — 
"What  am  I.  and  whither  am  I  bound?'* 

Science,  too,  speaks  wonderfully  of  the  phenomena  of  natural 
life,  but  its  sphere  is,  avowedly,  with  the  material  world — the 
thin<rs  which  can  be  seen — but  it  keeps  still  silence  in  regtird  to 
thin^rs  unseen;  and  yet  it  is  the  unseen  alone  that  is  eternal.  In 
this  realm  of  knowled^^e.  the  mightiest  effort  of  the  mightiest  mind 
can  b(^  nothin;;  more  than  *'a  splendid  conjecture  " 

Where  then,  and  to  whom,  shall  we  >ro?  I  know  no  answer 
but  that  given  by  the  questioner,  **  Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go? 
Thon  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life."  We  Christian  people  are 
shut  up  to  this  alternative:  we  are  bound  to  receive  His  word,  or 
to  remand  ourselves  back  to  darkness! 

All  that  was  written  of  Eternal  life  before  the  Advent  of  Christ 
converj^e  in  Him  as  rays  of  light  in  their  focus  The  visions  of 
prophecy  are  fulfilled  in  Him.  The  sacrifices  and  symbols  of  the 
old  Dispensation — which  were  shadows  and  types — all  become 
realities  and  sub.-^taiices  in  Him,  the  Great  Antetype. 

And,  equally,  all  that  we  learn  of  Eternal  life  since  His  Ascen- 
sion, whether  from  Aposth'S  or  Fathers,  or  Councils,  radiates  from 
Him.  Christ  is.  therefore,  the  one  luminous  point  in  history. 
His  birth  chronichw  a  new  Era  in  time.  .Vs  if  the  world  first 
beifan  to  live  when  he  lived,  the  centuries  now  take  date  from  His 
Nativity.  The  light  in  which  we  walk  emanates  from  Him — 
^'Theliffhtof  the  World!" 

Therefore  it  is  that,  whilst  we  receive  the  writin«rs  of  the 
Apost'es  as  the  testimony  of  faithful  witnesses  oF  the  truth 
reeeivid  by  them  front  Christ,  yet  is  there  a  >peeia!ity  about  His 
words  which  belon-i^s  to  no  other  \v<)rtls — not  even  the  words  of 
the  Apo>tles  themselves.  They  were  the  stn-ams;  He  is  the 
Fountain.  They  received  the  rays  of  lit-lit  from  Ilim.  He  is  the 
"Liirht  which  li^hteih  every  man  that  cometli  into  the  world." 
Thus  it  eomes  to  pass  that  while  His  disj-iples  spake  the  truth, 
Christ  is  "The  Truth"  Their  words  are  inspired  words;  His 
words  are  Inspirations. 

One  must  he  strmk  at  the  merest  glanee  with  the  vast  difference 
beiwi'e'i  the  words  of  all  others  and  ihose  of  Him  who  "spake 
as  nt'Vi  r  n)an  spnke."  Take  i»ne  of  hi-  we'^hty  mternnces  in 
answer  to  cries  for  knowledge — "  If  a  man  die  shall  he  live  again?" 
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*'Iam  the  Resurrection  and  the  Life/'  saith  thi*  Lord,   "He  that 
belie veth  io  Me  though  he  were  dead,  vet  shall  he  live;  and  who- 
soever liveth  and   helieveth  in  Me  sliall  m-ver  die."     Not  all  the 
di^^coveries  and  inventions  of  all  ages  can   approach  in  weight  or 
momentousnens  to  this  single  declaration. 

The  di>tinction  which  I  am  presping  in  strikingly  brought  out 

in  the  comfortable  words  which  call   to  the  Sacred   Feast — Alas! 

that  so  few  of  our  congregations  ever  stay  to  hear  ti.em  uttered — 

"  Come  unto  me,"  salt h  our  Saviour  Christ,  "all   ve  that  travail 

and  are  lieavv  laden,  and  I   will  refronh   vou."     Now  hear  what 

St,.  Paul  saiih  :    "  This  is  a  true  saying,  and  worthy  of  all  men  to 

t>^  received,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world   to  save  sin- 

EK^ra."     St.  Paul  delivers  a  true  saying,  and   he  spenk.s  a  truth

And  there  are  weighty  reasons  for  the  great  distinction  upon 

^"bich  I  am  insisting,     t.'hrist  spoke  for  all  time.     His  words  sup- 

pl  V  thought  for  the  Ages.     All  true  development  since  his  day  is 

'tbe  development  of  the   mind  and   heart  and   lift*  of   Humanity 

upward  to  UiH  teaching  and  example      And  Humanity  will  never 

Mtain  its  highest  possible  perfection  until  the  teachings  of  Christ 

8hall  have  been  unfolded  and  His  life  become  the  Great  Exemplar. 

•All  moral    and   religious    truths    have  their    germ-life   in    "The 

Truth."     All    the  present  developments    in  moral  and    religious 

8cieoce  can  be  traced  to  their  origin  in  Him,  and  are  of  Him  and 

bjr  Him  and  through  Him;  and  thus  to  the  Christian  men  Christ 

is  the  "All  in  all"— "Head  over  all  things  to  the  Church  " 

Therefore  it  is  that  the  teachings  of  the  Master  cannot  be  fully 
tinderstood  by  any  one  mind  in  any  one  age  Kven  among  the 
Holy  Apostles  there  could  not  have  been  the  fullot/apprecialion 
of  His  far  H'aching  Doctrines.  For  nt>  mind  can  take  in  more  of 
truth  than  it  is  prepared   for  by  knowledge  and  experience.     The 
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mind,  as  the  cup,  may  he  full   to  the  overflow,  but  it  can  coutain 
only  according  to  its  capacity. 

For  example,  St.  James,  in  his  Epistle,  dwells  mostly  upon  the 
practical  duties  of  the  Chrintian  life.  He  enters  minutely  into  its 
details,  and  treats  of  the  government  of  the  tongue  and  kindred 
matters,  all  of  which  the  church  greatly  needs  to  know.  He 
dwells,  also,  upon  the  fruits  of  faith,  rightly  counting  dead  the 
faith  which  bear**  no  fruits  of  Holine>is.  This  seems  to  have  been 
his  special  mission — perhaps  the  truth  just  then  most  needed  by 
those  to  whom  he  wrote. 

On  the  other  hand,  St.  Paul,  wliilst  equally  enforcing  practical 
duty,  goes  down  deeper — to  the  root  of  the  matter — the  faith  from 
which  all  good  fruit  must  spring.  Bred  in  the  schools  of  phi- 
losophy, and  specially  gifted  and  illuminated,  he  discourses  of  the 
deep  things  of  God — of  His  eternal  purposes  and  decrees.  He 
mnkes  no  attempt  to  reconcile  the  determinate  counsels  of  the 
Almighty  with  the  free  will  of  man.  He  makes  no  attempt  to 
show  the  harmony  of  forces  where  the  point  of  ha»'mony  lies  far 
beyond  the  ken  of  man.  He  was  too  profound  to  make  this  effort, 
which  has  attracted  inferior  minds  in  every  age.  Mo  I  he  is  con- 
tent with  affirming  principles  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  the 
mighty  plans  of  the  Supreme  Ruler — principles  without  which 
government,  to  any  definite  exterjt,  would  be  impossible.  And, 
therefore,  very  naturally,  we  find  St.  Peter,  a  man  of  plaiuer  intel- 
lect, who  never  dealt  with  questions  of  that  degree — a  plain  but 
honest  and  truth-telling  man  was  he — speaking  of  some  things  in 
his  brother  Paul's  writings  as  "hard  to  he  understood." 

You  see  the  same  difference  of  mental  structure  in  the  Evan- 
gelists. St.  Matthew,  for  example,  opens  his  narration  of  the  life 
of  Christ  with  an  account  of  His  human  genealogy,  and  traces 
His  lineage  to  the  House  of  David.  This  Apostle  was  evidently 
a  man  of  method  and  detail,  as  we  may  infer  from  his  having 
been  culled  to  the  ministry  from  the  "receipt  of  custom."  Such 
men  are  greatly  needed,  and  their  function  is  an  important  one. 
They  collect  the  facts  of  history,  and  enrich  us  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  past.  There  are  many  minds  which  would  be 
more  effectually  reached  and  persuaded  by  a  true  genealogical 
record  than  l)y  the  deeper  revelations  of  St.  John. 

On  the  other  band.  St.  John,  an  Apostle  of  higher  tone  and 
type,  who  lived  in  closer  relations  to  the  Master,  lying  on  the 
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bosom  of  bis  Lord,  with  ear  ready  to  catch  bis  every  word,  seemed 
to  drink  in  richer  and  deeper  truth      In  the  outset  of  his  Gospel, 
be  plunges  into  the  Profound.     "In  the  beginning  was  the  Word, 
and   the  Word  wa.s  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God."     The 
same  Apostle  it  is  who  gives  us  the  deep  communings  of  uur 
JLiOrd  with  His  disciples,  as  He  tells  them  of  His  speedy  departure 
add   the  coniinp;   of  the  Comforter.     To  the  same  Apostle,  also, 
-were  vouchsafed  visions  of  the  future  apes  and  the  final  cnnsura- 
ixiation      Many  complain  that  St.  John  is  mystical,  and  bis  phi- 
losophy obscure      We  live  too  low  to  understand  St.  John.     But 
r    fcave  ever  been  struck  with  the  fact  that  in  our  deepest  sorrows 
v^G  turn  to  his  pages;  and  the  dying  saint  is  ever  wont  to  refresh 
bis  fainting  spirit  with  the  water  of  life  which  this  Evangelist 
holds  to  bis  lips. 

Daeh  Apostle — as  is  the  wont  of  witnesses  in  general — seems 

to     have  taken  note  and   made  record  of  that  truth  or  incident 

wtiich  most  struck  his  individuality — each   testifying  honestly  to 

tbi«  truth,  but  to  that  aspect  of  the  truth  which   impressed   him 

and  dwelt  in  his  memory.     This  accounts  for  the  varied,  but  not 

conflicting,  statements  of  the  Evangelists.      The  collected  testi- 

tnony,  as  has  been  fully  shown   by  many  writers,  makes  up  the 

Harmony  of  the  Gospels. 

And  there  is  another  cause  of  diversity,  not  only  in  mental 
structure,  which  has  divided  the  church  into  schools  of  specula- 
tive Theology,  but  in  the  different  degrees  of  spirituality  attained 
^J  the  sacred  writers.  Not  all  men,  not  even  all  Apostles,  are 
^nally  spiriiually  minded;  and  the ^  mind  can  only  apprehend 
Bplriiaal  truth  as  it  is  prepared  to  understand  and  receive  it.  We 
have  a  striking;  exemplification  in  the  account  of  the  Transfigura- 
tion of  our  Lord.  Three  only  of  the  Apostles  were  privileged  to 
behold  that  wondrous  Epiphany.  Where  were  the  other  nine 
-Apostles  ?  Id  the  valley  below,  shorn  of  their  power,  and  hope- 
lewly  disputing  with  the  multitude,  which  made  a  mock  of  their 
'nipoteocy.  The  same  thing,  alas !  is  going  on  now:  evil  pos- 
sessing the  souls  of  men;  a  ministry  disputing  with  the  scribes, 
•nd  shorn  of  their  powers,  whilst  poor  humanity  seems  posse>sed 
by  the  Evil  One  The  three  Apostles  in  the  Mount  snw  a  won- 
drous Glory  in  their  Master,  and  could  tell  of  it  to  their  felluw- 
tten.    The  other  nine  failed  to  witness  it,  and  could  only  testify 
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to  It  upon  hearsay — too  aiucb   the  case  with   us,  iny  bretbreD  of 
tbe  ministry. 

St.  Paul,  too,  was  caught  up  and  beheld  visions  of  unspeakable 
glory;  but  to  pee  what  Paul  saw,  one  must  live  an  St.  Paul  lived. 

Now,  all  these  differendes  «»f  which  I  speak  do  not,  in  nny  wise, 
impeach  or  disparage  the  truthfulness  or  inspiration  of  any  of  the 
sacred  writers.  They  were  all  faithful  witnesses — most  of  them 
even  unto  death — and  truly  testified  to  whai  they  saw,  and,  as  far 
as  they  could,  received  the  truth, each  after  his  own  kind  and  man- 
ner. The  Light  bhone  upon  them  all,  and  they  reflected  it  accord- 
ing to  the  measure  of  their  fitness  and  capacity. 

And  there  was  need  of  all  this  diversity,  in  order  to  meet  the 
wants  of  a  very  diverse  world  to  which  they  were  sent  The 
World  is  made  up  of  all  sorts  of  minds — .some  deeply  impressed 
by  one  aspect  of  truth,  some  by  another;  some  dwelling,  fondly 
and  profitably  withal,  upon  the  simple  narratives  of  our  Lord's 
kindness  and  sympathy,  and  some  few  longing  to  gaze. upon  tbe 
radiance  of  His  glory.  It  is  not  the  advanced  scholar  that  makes 
the  best  teacher  of  untutored  niind.s.  There  are  minds  that  turn 
from  all  strong  meats;  there  are  babes  in  Christ,  who  must  be  fed 
upon  the  milk  of  the  Word;  and  there  are  also  strong  men,  who 
demand  strong  meat.  "In  the  Ocean  of  Divine  Truth,"  says  one, 
"there  are  shoals  where  lambs  may  wade,  and  depths  where 
elephants  mu^t  swim.'' 

Some  minds  have  found  their  deepest  inspiration  in  the  thought 
that  "God  was  ever  working  in  them  of  His  own  good  will  and 
pleasure."  Such  minds  turn  naturnlly  and  lovingly  to  the  epistles 
of  St.  Paul,  and  at  times  have  pushed  his  teachings  to  the  extreme 
of  ignoring  the  freedom  of  the  humat)  will.  Such  men  have  made 
their  mark  in  the  world,  for  they  livrd  uFider  the  inspiration  of  a 
grand  idea.  Other  minds,  while  not  failing  to  recognize  the  need 
of  the  grace  of  God  working  in  them,  have  wrought  :>ut  noble 
lives  under  the  force  of  a  conviction  that  they  themselves  had  a 
work  to  do  and  a  "salvati«»n  to  work  out  "  The  whole  truth, 
larger  than  either  part,  emiiraces  both,  for  this  whole  truth  is  rather 
comprehensive  than  interntediate — rjither  embraces  both  extremes 
than  lies  between.  Thus  in  Revelation,  as  in  Nature,  we  find, 
amid  manifold  divt  r>ities,  the  same  gienl  law  of  Lenity.  There  is 
no  conflict  nor  contradiction,  but  perfect  harmony.     The  light  as  it 
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shone  upon  th«  Apostles  took  its  hue  from  the  individuality  of 
«&i'h  Thus  it  was  refracted,  and  consequently  we  have  presented 
the  varied  hues  of  the  Spf^ctrum.  Had  we  the  power  to  re-com- 
pose these  scattered  rays  of  ii«i^ht,  we  would  have  some  npproxi- 
matioD  to  pure  sunlight — "The  Light  which  lighteth  every  man. 
C'liat  conielh  into  the  world."     This  brings  us  to  the 

VERY    WORDS   OP    CHRIST,    HIMSELF. 

Let  us  place  ourselves  in   His  sacred  presence,  and  ask  of  Him. 
tti<^  great  questions  which  stir  the  heart  of  Christendom  : 
What  is  God?     How  must  He  be  worshipped? 
The  answer  comes  as  a  ray  of  sunlight:    "God  is  a  spirit;  and 
tlicy  that  worship  Him  must  worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth  "" 
'Ftiat  question  is  settled  definitely  for  the  Christian  man.    Worship. 
or    the  Most  High  without  the  spirit  and  the  truth  receives  its 
death  blow. 

-Again:  Unto  what  likeness  shall  we  compare  the  Almighty? 
Saith  Christ:  '*Hast  thou  been  so  long  with  Me  and  ha^t  tht)U 
not  known  Me,  Philip?"  'He  that  hath  seen  Me  hath  seen  the 
Father"  There  is  no  room  for  doubt  "God  manifest  in  the 
flesh,"  as  St.  Paul  interpreted  it.  "The  only  begotten  Son,  which 
is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Father,  He  hath  decliired  Him,"  as  deliv- 
ered unto  03  from  St.  John. 

ENTRANCE   INTO   CHRIST'S    KINGDOM. 

What  does  our  Lord  declare,  and  what  are  we,  Hi.<*  emlias^a- 
dors,  to  teach?  We  are  all  in  the  Kingdom  of  .Nature  by  virtue 
of  our  first  birth — our  birth  after  the  flesh.  How  nuist  we  enter 
lE>y  a  second  birth  into  the  Kinufdom  of  Heaven?  The  words  of 
Christ  come  to  us  ns  pure,  unrefraetetl  sunlight:  "Verily,  verily, 
Isay  QQto  you,  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  v^pirit 
lie  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God."  That  question  is  set- 
tled and  ruled  by  Supreme  Authority,  and  is,  therefore,  not  to  be 
discussed  among  disciples  of  Christ.  As  to  what  the  Lord  of  the 
Kin^fdoni  may  dispense  with  in  the  case  of  those  who,  either 
thmu^rh  ignorance,  false  teaching  lack  of  opportunity,  or  a  mis- 
tftken  8en.*»c*of  un worthiness,  do  fail  of  this  second  birth,  we  are 
not  a«l vised.  The  Sovereign  is  not  limited  by  his  insiructions  lo 
His  Kmbas^tadors,  but  the  Embassadors  are  so  limited.  All  ques- 
tions of  this  description  are  prftp(»rly  relegated  to  the  Lord  of  life 

M  death.      We  leave  them  all  undonbtingly  in  lli<  hand.-,  for  the 
Wd  is  good  and  gracious   and   full   of  comp.tssiou ;  "and  His 

(4) 
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mercj  is  from  Everlasting  to  Everlasting."  Beyond  the  reveale 
word,  we  have  no  instructions.  We  may  have  opinions,  and, 
called  upon  to  declare  them,  we  should  have  a  care  to  announ< 
them  as  our  opinions,  but  we  have  no  instructions.  It  would  pi 
an  end  to  much  profitless,  ambitious  aud  even  audacious  preaci 
iug,  if  the  ministry  of  Christ  would  busy  themselves  more  wil 
studying  and  preaching  Christ;  and  we  might  in  a  larger  measure  s< 
the  fruits  of  our  ministry,  if,  as  did  the  early  Evangelists,  w 
preached  Christ  to  our  people.  Christ  was  the  "wisdom  at 
power  of  God"  unto  Salvation  in  the  early  ages  of  the  church,  ac 
**  He  is  the  same,  Yesterday,  To-day  and  Forever.  " 

THE  SUPPER  OF  THE  LORD. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  is  tl 
other  Sacrament  of  "the  Supper  of  the  Lord.  "  The  Account 
its  Institution  is  very  simple  aud  very  short.  The  words  of  oi 
Lord  are  few,  yet  over  the  meaning  of  these  fe\v  words  the  churc 
has  been  convulsed,  kingdoms  have  fought  over  them,  multitude 
have  died  for  their  several  interpretations  of  them.  Unlike  son 
other  matters  treated  of  in  this  charge,  the  controversy  is  aboi 
the  meaning  of  the  words  of  Christ  Himself  I  would,  therefon 
fain  I'xcuse  myself  for  omitting  them,  if  I  could  feel  that  I  wfi 
warranted  in  so  doing. 

I  take  the  account  of  the  Institution  from  the  gospel  of  S 
Matthew.  The  variations  in  the  accounts  of  the  several  Evang 
lists  are  not  at  all  material. 

"  And  as  they  were  eating"  (The  Passover)  "Jesus  took  brea( 
and  blessed  it,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  sale 
Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body.  " 

"  And  He  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  then 
saying,  'Drink  ye  all,  of  it.  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  Ne^ 
TestanieFit,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the  remission  of  sins.'" 

I  apjiroach  the  consideration  of  these  words  with  extreme  difl 
dence  and  awe.  We  stand  in  the  presence  of  words  which  hav 
had  no  full  determination  as  to  their  entire  meaning  by  The  Cathc 
lie  Church.  There  has  been  no  consensus  of  all  branches  of  th 
Catholic  Church,  nor  of  the  great  Divines  thereof,  as  to  their  fu! 
meaning.  Strictly  speaking,  there  is  no  Catholic  view  of  the  mod 
of  Christ's  j)resence  in  this  Sacrament.  Unquestionably,  ther 
must  be  a  sense  in  which  the  words,  "  This  is  my  body, "  must  b 
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received  by  every  bel'ever,  but  in  what  sense  lies  the  great  diffl- 
calty  ?  It  were  very  ev^y  to  settle  the  question,  if  we  could  take 
the  words  of  Christ  in  their  extremest  literal  meaning,  but  how  is 
this  possible  ?  The  body  of  Christ,  at  that  moment  of  speaking, 
was  a  mortal  bodv.  and  did  soon  die.  Was  it  then  of  His  mortal 
body  of  which  His  disciples  were  to  take  and  eat?  Who  is  pre- 
pared to  affirm  this?  If  then,  it  be  said  that  He  spake  of  His 
glorified  body,  the  extreme  literal  interpretation  cannot  hold,  for 
He  declares  of  the  broken  bread,  not  "  this  is  the  body  that  shall 
66,"  but  "  this  is  my  body.  " 

It  is,  therefore,  clearly  impossible  to  interpret  literally  the  words 
of  our  Lord  as  referring  either  to  His  mortal  or  His  glorified  body; 
for  by  so  doing,  we  should  be  compelled  to  believe  that  what  will 
be  then  is  now.  The  mind  can  surrender  itself  to  matters  above 
its  reasoning  powers,  but  it  degrades  itself  by  accepting  anything 
contradictory  to  reason  or  the  senses.  These  are  the  avenues 
through  which  God  Himself  speaks  to  us.  Keason  and  Faith 
alike  would  lose  their  landmarks,  and  there  would  be  no  starting 
point  for  either. 

Besides,  *'there  is  a  natural  body  and  there  is  a  spiritual  b<jdy;" 
of  which  does  our  Lord  speak?  He  does  not  say.  But  dues  not 
Christ  interpret  his  own  words?  Most  certainly,  a>  I  think,  He 
does.  We  turn  to  the  memorable  chapter  (vi)  of  St.  John's  Gost 
pel.  In  that  chapter  Our  Lord  discuurfrcs  concerning  Himself  as 
the  Bread  **  which  came  down  from  Heaven;"  declaring' that 
"^hoso  eateth  my  flesh  and  drinketh  my  blood  hath  Eternal  life- 
and  I  will  raise  him  up  in  the  last  day  "  Mnrvellous  words  are 
thej*e,  and  it  will  be  profitable  to  note  how  they  were  received  and 
tnierpreted  by  the  various  classes  of  hearers 

The  unbelieving  Jew  understood  them  in  a  gross  materialistic 
Sense.  •*  IIow  can  this  man  give  us  His  flesh  to  eat  ?  *'  It  would 
Wdly  do  to  take  the  Jewish  misconception's  the  true  interpre- 
tation of  our  Lord's  words. 

Some  of  our  Lord's  disciples,  taking  literally  the  words  of  their 
Master,  **  murmured  at  them,  and  went  back  and  walked  no  more 
after  him.  "  It  would  hardly  do  to  take  the  conception  of  the  half- 
hearted follower  of  Christ  as  the  true  interpretation  of  his  Master's 
teaching. 

Now,  hear  what  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  saith  in  this  connection. 
The  mists  are  scattered  and  dispersed    as    by    sunlight.     "What, 
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aiid  if  ye  shail  see  the  Son  of  Man  ascend  up  where  He  was  h€ 
fore?"  "  —  referring,  beyond  controversy,  to  His  Ascension  and  lb 
coming  of  "The  Comforter.  ''  *'  It  is  the  Spirit  that  quickeneib 
the  flesh  profiteth  nothinjr.  The  words  that  I  speak  unto  you 
they  are  spirit  and  they  are  life.  " 

It  is  most  noteworthy  that,  just  then,  when  these  word 
were  uttered,  "many  of  His  disciples  went  back  and  walke* 
no  more  after  Him ;"  and,  also  that  just  then,  when  our  Lon 
turned  to  the  twelve  and  asked,  "will  ye  also  go  away  ?"   S' 

Peter  uttered  the  words  which  are  serving  us  as  a  text,  **Lorc 
to  whom  shall  we  go?     Thou  Last  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

Here  was  a  revelation  to  the  faithful  follower  and  to  th 
church  in  all  ages — "The  fle>h  profiteth  nothing;  it  is  ih 
spirit  that  quickeneth.''  This  is  the  great  vital  and  distin 
guishing  truth  of  the  Christian  dispensation — asisluminousl; 
set  forth  bv  St.  Paul  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews.  Th 
words  of  Christ  are  the  inspiration  of  that  Epistle. 

Whatever  then  be  oar  theories  of  the  life  that  is  in  ChrisI 
or  of  the  means  and  appliances  for  sustaining  that  life,  thi 
much  is  beyond  dispute — 

"IT  IS   THE   SPIRIT  THAT   QUICKKNKTH." 

We  must  distinguish  most  clearly — a  distinction  often  los 
sight  of — between  the  vital  principle — Life  itself — and  th< 
means  of  sustaining  life.  Bread  sustains  life,  but  bread  is  no 
life;  men  die  daily  wh<>se  houses  are  full  of  bread. 

They  who  make  the  Incarnation  the  starting  point  in  thei: 
theological  svstem,  must  go  deeper  still,  even  to  "the  Lore 
and  Giver  of  Life."  For  the  Incarnation  itself  is  a  produc 
of  that  life  givinj?  power.  We  formulate  this  and  rehearse  i 
in  the  Creed,  ^'Conceived  by  the  Qoly  Ghost'' — "incarnat 
by  the  Holy  Ghost  of  the  Virgin  Mary." 

We  are  now  brought  by  natural  sequence  to  that  wondei 
ful  conversation  of  our  Lord  with  His  disciples  just  befor 
His  ascension  into  Heaven.  He  told  his  sorrowing  followers 
"it  is  expedient  for  you  that  I  go  away;  for  if  I  go  no 
away,  the  Comforter  will  not  come,  but  if  1  depart  I  will  sexn 
Him  unto  you."  Hitherto  they  had  only  known  Christ  afte 
the  flesh,  and  it  seems  that,  in  the  Economy  of  Grace,  the; 
could  only  know  Him  after  the  Spirit  by  His  departure  fmn 
their  presence,  and  the  revelation  of  The  Comforter.  "Th- 
Holy  Ghost  pioceeding  from  the  Father  and  the  Son"  was  t 
reveal  to  them  both  the  Father  and  the  Son,  and  thus  was  U 
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be  inaugurated  the  Dispensation  of  the  Spirit — which  is  the 
present  Dispensation  of  the  Church. 

I  might  just  here  cill  you  to  note  how  vain  must  be  all  our 
efforts  to  try  and  supplement  the  appliances  of  spiritual  life 
by  bringing  into  our  worship  the  representation  of  Christ's 
appearance  on  earth  in  the  way  of  pictures  and  crucifixes,  in 
order  to  heighten  our  devotion  and  inflame  our  love.  One 
question  seems  sufficient  to  settle  all  that  controversy  :  **  If 
Christ's  own  visible  presence  upon  earth  had  to  be  withdrawn 
in  order  that  His  disciples  might  know  Him  after  the  Sf>irit, 
how  worse  than  vain  is  it  for  us  to  try  and  bring  back  by  our 
own  poor  representations,  some  idea  of  His  likeness  after  the 
flesh?"  Yet  there  have  always  been  those  who  seem  content 
to  know  Christ  after  the  flesh — ever  as  an  infant  in  the  arms 
of  His  mother.  Such  per.-ons  will  always  continue  infants  in 
knowledge,  or  drift  into  hopeless  senility. 

I  may  have  apparently,  though  not  really,  digressed  from 
the  particular  point  m  hand — the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.  The  office  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  an  inte- 
gral element  in  any  full  consideration  of  this  Sacrament. 
This  is  true  also  of  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  by  water  and 
the  Holy  Ghost.  The  Quickening  Spirit  permeates,  like  life, 
through  all  Nature  and  Revelation — through  all  the  Offices, 
Sacraments  and  Ordinals.  Without  that  Divine  life,  we  are 
but  as  dead  men,  and  in  our  ministry  there  cm  he  no  life. 
What  ails  our  brethren  of  the  Oriental  churches?  Tliey 
have  the  Word,  the  Sacrament,  the  Liturgy  and  the  Ministry 
—the  Golden  Candlestick — but  alas!  their  light  seems  to 
have  gone  out.  The  Spirit  of  God  seemeth  not  to  move  upon 
the  face  of  the  deep,  and  darkness  arul  chaos  reign  once  more. 

To  sum  up  briefly — all  that  I  have  been  able  to  gather 
froin  the  words  of  Christ — and  as,  I  think,  "this  church  hulh 
received  the  same" — is  that  we  do  receive  His  body  and 
blood  in  the  Holy  Sacrament  "after  a  spiritual  and  heavenly 
manner."  And  yui  how  little  «lo  we  understand  of  the 
meaning  of  such  words!  Beyond  this,  I  do  not  attempt  to 
go  in  the  way  of  explanation.  For  many  years,  when  my 
mind  was  more  vigorous  and  inquisitive,  I  tried  to  reach 
some  rationale  of  the  subject  matter,  but  signally  tailed.  My 
only  consolation  is  that  gteaier  mindt^,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  follow  them,  havet»xprrience<l  a  like  lailuri-.  It  seems 
to  be  one  of  those  matters  beyond  our  ken.  It  n^lales  to  the 
mode  of  the  Divine  subsistence  and  to  the  manner  of  receiv- 
ing grace — matters  of  which  we  know  next  to  nothing.     And 
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if  I  read  the  lucubrations  of  others,  as  I  have  read  them,  to 
weariness  and  confusion  and — ^''usque  ad  navseum,^^  so  grossly 
materialistic  are  the  ideas  of  a  certain  class  of  minds — still 
I  find  no  satisfying  solution. 

You  may  go  along  the  whole  line  of  discussion,  from  ex- 
treme Zwinglianism,  which  regards  the  Holy  Supper  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ  as  a  mere  recalling  to  mind  the 
death  and  passion  of  our  Lord;  you  may  proceed  on  through 
Lutheranism,  which  teaches  a  consubstantiation,  or  co-dwell- 
ing of  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  with  the  sacred  symbols 
of  bread  and  wine ;  lind  thence  advance  to  Transubstantiation 
which  teaches  that  the  sacred  elements,  by  virtue  of  consecra- 
tion, do  become  the  veritable  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  and, 
as  such,  are  to  be  adored  as  Christ  Himself;  and  between 
these  three  salient  points  of  belief  you  may  find  any  and 
every  shade  of  opinion  and  theory  tnat  the  mind  can  invent 
or  suggest.  What  shall  I  say?  I  cannot  dogmatize — it 
would  be  arrogance  supreme. 

In  view  of  all  this  diversity  of  thought,  I  have  concluded 
for  my  own  part,  that  the  rationale  of  this  whole  matt^er — 
for  it  amounts  to  that — and  the  rationalizing  spirit 
of  the  times  speaks  in  the  pulpit  and  at  the  altar  alike 
of  this  Sacrament,  is  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitation,  and 
the  limitation  is  in  the  human  faculty,  which  has  no  jurisdic- 
tion in  matters  beyond  its  ken. 

If  we  turn  to  the  office  of  Holy  Communion  in  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  we  find  expressions,  warranted  by  Holy 
writ,  which,  taken  apart  from  the  rest,  seem  to  favor  the  most 
advanced  views  of  this  Sacrament  —  to  use  the  current  lan- 
guage of  the  day.  (The  word  of  God  itself  is  not  exempt  from 
this  same  liability.)  A  part  of  a  truth  is  oft  a  great  false- 
hood. Yet,  at  the  same  time,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the 
whole  tenor  of  the  Communion  office  is  to  this  eft'ect  —  that 
what  is  imparted  to,  and  received  by,  the  devout  Communi- 
cant is  ** after  a  spiritual  and  heavenly  manner.  "  Viewed  in 
the  light  of  history,  such  is  beyond  controversy  the  teaching 
of  this  church.  In  the  Post  Communion  piayer,  we  arc 
taught  to  "heartily  thank  the  Almighty  and Everliving God' 
for  that  He  hath  **  vouchsafed  to  feed  us  who  have  duly  re- 
ceived  these  holy  mysteries  with  the  spiritual  food  of  the 
most  precious  Body  and  blood  of  thy  son,  our  Saviour  Jesuj 
Christ.  "  And,  still  more  dogmatically,  in  the  28th  of  th( 
XXXIX  Articles  —  which,  say  what  we  will  about  them 
must  carry  more  weight  of  authority  than  the  opinion  of  anj 
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individual  divine,  or  of  any  school  of  thought  in  the  church 
—  we  find  this  language :  "The  Body  of  Christ  is  given, 
taken  and  eaten  in  the  Supper,  only  after  a  heavenly  and 
spiritual  manner.  And  the  means,  whereby  the  Body  of 
Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Supper  is  faith. '' 

Of  one  thing  we  should  feel  well  assured  —  I  cannot 
imagine  there  should  be  any  dissent  —  that  whatever  theory 
we  may  hold  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  Christ's  presence  in  the 
Holy  Supper,  the  benefit  to  the  receiver  must  depend  upon 
the  measure  of  faith,  penitence  and  charity  with  which  he 
communicates.  This  is  so  implied  in  thecatechism,  which  re- 
quires that  "they  should  examine  themselves  whether  they 
repent  truly  of  their  former  sins;  steadfastly  purposing  to  lead 
a  new  life;  have  a  lively  faith  in  God's  mercy  through  Christ; 
and  be  in  charity  with  all  men. " 

Of  the  same  import  islhe  Exhortation  at  the  time  of  commu- 
nicating :  "  Consider  how  St.  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons  dili- 
gently to  try  and  examine  themselves  before  they  presume  to 
eat  of  that  bread  and  drink  of  that  cup, "  etc.  "  Examine 
tbemselves  1"  That  much  is  very  clear.  We  are  all  able  to 
do  this  much^  and  we  should  derive  much  benefit  thereby.  If 
we  attempt  to  pry  into  the  mysteries  —  and  natural  as  well  as 
spiritual  life  has  its  mysteries  —  we  get  beyond  our  depth, 
and  are  lost  in  a  sea  of  speculation  —  a  state  of  mind  not 
favorable  to  devotion. 

Eealizing  all  this,  after  many  years  of  study  and  reflection, 
I  bave  reached  this  conclusion — I  speak  for  myself:  "  I  cannot 
comprehend  nor  explain  the  mode  of  Christ's  presence  in  this 
Holy  Sacrament,  nor  can  I  comprehend  how  the  grace  con- 
veyed thereby  is  imparted,  but  I  can  comprehend  all  that  is 
g'ven  me  to  do  in  order  that  I  may  become  a  worthy  partaker  of 
"ihose  Holy  Mysteries."  I  can  repent,  I  can  believe,  I  can 
forgive,  I  can  adore.  Here  my  mind  finds  rest.  I  look  up, 
confidingly,  to  Him,  who  bids  me  *'come  unto  Him."  Hungry 
«Dd  thirsty,  I  look  to  Him  to  refresh  me.  I  cry  unto  Ilim, 
the  "Bread  of  Life,  "  *  Lord,  Evermore  give  us  this  Bread;  " 
and  do  ''take  and  eat  this.  His  Body,  and  tee<l  on  Him  in  ray 
heart  by  faith,  with  thansgiving;"  and  do  drink  tbis  (His 
Blof^d)  "in  remembrance  that  Christ's  Blood  was  shed  for  me 
and  am  thankful. " 

In  conclusion,  I  press  this  one  thought:  Christ  declares 
that  "God  is  a  spirit"  and  to  be  "  worshipped  in  spirit. "  If 
80,  then  the  higher  the  worship,  the  more  spiritual  it  should 
l>e.    If  then  the  worship  in  the  "  Supper  of  the  Lord  "  be  the 
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highest  act.  of  worship  rendered  unto  Christ,  how  intenselj 
'^ alter  a  spiritual  and  heavenly"  manner  should  be  our  wor 
ship  in  that  Holy  Celebration  ? 

THE   EFFICACY   OP   PRAYER,    AND   ITS   MANNER. 

There  is  nouch  skepticism  in  regard  to  prayer.  To  when 
shall  we  go  to  learn  about  prayer  ?  Not  to  the  agnostic,  foi 
with  perfect  consistency  he  avows  his  ignorance.  Not  to  th< 
men  of  science,  for,  whilst  some  in  our  day  have  proposed  t< 
test  its  eflRcacy,  they  have  no  data  for  the  experiment.  W( 
must  fallow  the  rule  which  governs  us  in  the  acquirement  o: 
all  knowledge.  We  sit  at  the  feet  of  Him  who  knows  anc 
can  teach.  The  art  of  navigation  we  learn  from  the  sailor  — 
the  art  of  war  from  the  soldier.  Hence,  we  go  to  the  Man  o 
Prayer — to  Him  who  spent  whole  nights  in  prayer — U. 
learn  the  reality  and  the  manner  of  prayer. 

We  sit  at  the  feet  of  the  Great  Teacher  and  ask  the  ques 
tion  :  "Is  there  answer  from  on  high  to  the  cry  of  mortal? 
upon  Earth  ?  '*  The  answer  comes  back  like  the  light  of  the 
sun:  '^Ask  and  ye  shjill  receive;  seek  and  ye  shall  find 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you. ''  We  ask  again: 
^*  Lord,  teach  us  how  to  pray.  "  After  this  manner  pray  yc 
and  say,  "  Our  Father,  which  art  in  Heaven.  " 

How  like  sunshine  is  His  teaching  t  He  comes  to  us  in 
our  homes  and  hearts,  talks  to  us  as  to  children — and  children 
we  all  are  in  respect  of  Divine  knowledge — asks  us  questions 
like  these :  "  Which  of  you,  if  your  son  shall  ask  bread,  will 
he  give  him  a  stone,  or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  offer  him  a 
serpent?  If  ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  togivc  good  ^zifts 
unto  your  children,  how  much  more  shall  your  Heavenly 
Father  give  th*  Holy  Spirit  to  ihem  that  ask  JSim?" 

Moreover,  He  tells  us  after  what  manner  to  pray:  **  When 
ye  pray,  say  *Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven.  Hallowed  be 
thy  Name  ;  thy  kingdom  come,  thy  will  be  done,"  "  etc.  As  ii 
to  say,  ''in  your  worship  think  first  of  the  honor  and  glory  ol 
the  Father,  then  ask  for  your  daily  bread  and  forgiveness  and 
diliverance  f n  m  evil.'*  What  a  RevelationI  What  untu- 
tored heart  ever  knew  how  to  pray  after  this  manner.  The 
"will  o1  the  Father"  finst,  and  the  *'coming  of  His  kingdom." 
All  else  is  subordinate.  Adt)ration  comes  before  supplication. 
Our  Lord  here  gives  us  the  keynote  of  worship.  Alas  I  wor- 
ship is  almost  extinct,  and  prayers  are  offered  before  man — 
for  men's  needs  or  glory— and  not  to  "^the  Father  ot  an  infinite 
Majesty."  If  our  heaits  were  rightly  tuued,  we  should  need 
no  other  prayer  than  '"The  Lord^s  Piayer."     The  whole  aim 
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nd  purpose  of  life  ia  in  this  prayer  breathed  into  adoring 
orship.  '-Seek  ye  first" — first  in  prayer  as  in  life — **the 
ingdom  of  God  and  His  Righteousness,  and  all  these  things" 
such  as  food  and  raiment — "shall  be  added  unto  you." 
It  is,  therefore,  with  no  ordinary  meaning  or  emphasis  that 
e  church  insists  so  constantly  and  urgently  upon  he:  children 
'l:>ciDg  taught  **The  Lord's  Prayer,"  as  one  of  the  elementary 
irts  of  Christian  knowledge.  The  prayer  of  the  natural 
;art  is  ever,  **Grant  me  my  heart's  desire,"  "indulge  me  in 
y  will."  And  when  such  prayer  is  not  answered — for  "Our 
F'adiher"  loves  us  too  well  to  answer  such  petitions — then  the 
Sf~>iritof  unbelief  is  aroused,  and  prayer  is  restrained  and  its 
eflficacy,  perhaps,  denied — a  state  of  mind  fearfully  prevalent 
i  n.  our  midst. 

Christian  people  fall  into  error,   in  this  and  many  other 
naatiera,  from  viewing  only  a  part  of  the  truth — a  part  of  the 
truth  being  often  a  great  falsehood.     They  read,  for  example, 
'*-All  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the   Father  in  My 
N«me,  He  will  give  it  you."     This  is  but  a  part  of  the  truth, 
and  it  would  be  fearful,  in  view  of  our  impatient  desires  and 
wills,  to  think  that  all  our  petitions  would  be  granted.     There 
is  another  part  of  the  truth  which  supplements  and  completes 
*ti.     "After  this  manner  pray  ye."     The  whole  truth  as  it 
comes  from   the    words   of  Christ — and   a  gracious  and  all- 
sufficing  truth  it  is — "All  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  the 
father  in  My  Name,  after  this  manner,  He  will  give  it  you." 
Herein  is  a  clear,    but  great,    revelation — one  which  our 
P^ple  greatly  neeil  to  reprove  their  unbelief  and  inspire  a 
true  devotion.     How  perfectly  does  the  Church  in  all  her 
offices  supply  our  needs  by  making  the  prayer  of  our  Lord 
^liesam,  substance  and  keynote  of  all  her  worship,  from  that 
ftt  the  Font  to  the  service  at  the  grave !     Turn  from  the  un- 
tutored and  unstuiiied  petition  of  the  heart,  where  the  indi- 
vidual needs  fill  the  whole  field  of  vision  and  aspiration,  and 
^liose  keynote  is  ever  wont  to  be,  *That  it  may  please  me, 
0|  Father,"  and  take  up  the  Liturgy  formed  after  the  model 
given  by  our  Lord,  and  see  how  perfectly  all  our  worshif)  is 
iorined  after  *'this  manner;"  and  the  cry  goes  up  ever,  *'Tbat 
It  may  please  Thee,  O,  Father,"  'Mf  it  seems  good  to  Thee, 
Father!"     There  will  \)e  a  great  step  towards  Christian  unity 
^heu  all  the  disciples  t)f  Christ,  sh^ll  gather  arouui  the  Mas- 
ter and  usk  Him,  as  did  the  <lisciples  of  old,  "Lord,  teach  us 
to  pray,  as  John  also  did  his  disciples." 
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WORSHIP   DUE   TO   GOD   ALONB. 

Intimately  connected  with  these  thoughts  on  prayer,  is  the 
question,  "May  we  worship  any  but  God?"  We  come  with 
this  question  to  Christ.  His  answer  comes  to  us  clear  and 
distiuct  as  a  sunbeam — *Thou  sbalt  worship  the  Lord  thj 
God,  and  Him  only  shalt  thou  serve."  That  question  is 
settled  for  the  disciple  of  Christ. 

But  may  we  not  pay  devotion  to  the  saints — especially  to 
the  Blessed  Virgin  ?  This  is  a  question  of  grave  importance, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  largest  community  of 
Christians  on  earth  renders  to  her  a  marked  devotion  and 
homage.  We  are  well  aware  of  the  distinction  which  is 
attempted  to  be  drawn  between  the  devotion  due  to  the  Vir- 
gin and  that  which  is  due  to  the  Almighty,  but  it  requires  a 
faculty  of  discrimination  not  possessed  by  the  great  mass  of 
worshippers,  to  be  able  to  define  so  subtle  a  distinction. 

Take  up  such  a  book  as  "The  Glories  of  Mary" — a  work 
published  under  authority — and  read  the  titles  given  her  and 
the  powers  and  attributes  ascribed  to  her — titles,  some  of 
which  my  lips  could  not  utter.  The  prayers  daily  offered  to 
her  from  the  rising  to  the  setting  of  the  sun,  if  they  are  to  be 
effectual,  must  imply  a  belief  in  her  omnipresence  and  omnis- 
cience Then  call  to  mind  the  fact  that  in  our  day  the  Blessed 
Virgin  has  been,  by  an  authority  deemed  infallible,  proclaimed 
"Immaculate" — without  spot  of  sin;  and  that  the  proclama- 
tion has  been  formulated  and  made  an  article  of  The  Faith. 

What  j^hall  we  say?  To  whom  shall  we  refer  this  matter? 
"Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go?"  What  saith  Christ  of  His 
mother?  We  go  back  behind  the  Centuries,  and  stand  in 
His  sacred  presence  and  hear  His  words.  They  come  clear 
and  distinct  as  unrefracted  light. 

I  note  briefly  His  words  in  response  to  His  mother's 
chiding  for  His  having  tarried  behind  at  Jerusalem  —  and 
they  are  his  first  recorded  words,  if  I  remember  well  — 
**  Wist  ye  not,  I  must  be  about  my  Father's  business?"  These 
words  assuredly  imply  that  His  mother  had  not  yet  taken  in 
the  thought  of  Her  Son's  Divine  Mission  and  Nature.  And 
His  words  declare  to  her  that  the  "Father's  business"  was  the 
supreme  rule  of  His  life — taking  precedence  of  all  other,  even 
filial,  duty. 

I  note  briefly  also  the  incident  recorded  in  the  account  of 
the  marriage  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  when  the  mother  intervened 
because  of  the  want  of  wine  His  reply  to  her —  "  Woman,  " 
(or  mother,  as  some  translate  it)   "  what   have   I  to  do  with 
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tbee?"  —  were  assuredly  not  irreverent,  but  they  do  teach 
with  great  distinctness,  that  between  Him  and  the  Divine 
power  which  He  was  about  to  exercise,  there  must  be  no 
buman  — not  even  His  mother's —  intervention.  In  the  light 
of  Christ's  words  how  can  such  stress  be  laid,  as  is  laid  by 
some,  upon  the  necessity  of  the  Virgin's  intervention  ?  A 
volume  could  furnish  no  further  light  than  do  these  few  words 
of  our  Lord.  It  was  again,  ^*  His  Father's  business  that  He 
^was  about." 

I  come  now  to  two  special  incidents  which  illumine  the 
-^hole  subject.  On  a  certain  occasion,  as  our  Lord  was  dis- 
ooursing,  a  woman  of  the  Company  —  so  natural  in  woman  — 
lifted  up  her  voice  and  said,  "  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare 
t^liee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast  sucked  I "  What  were 
tibe  words  of  Christ  in  reply  ?  If  He  had  meant  that  His 
znother  should  be  exalted  to  such  homage,  as  is  now  rendered 
her  by  millions  of  His  followers,  could  there  have  been  a 
xnore  fitting  occasion  lor  Him  to  have  made  proclamation  of 
fcJie  fact?  What  were  His  words  ?  "  Yea,  rather,  blessed 
SLTe  they  that  hear  the  word  of  God  and  keep  it."  What  a 
X^velation  I  Obedience  to  God's  word,  more  blessed  than 
dJhrist's  earthly  motherhood. 

And,  again,  when  upon  another  occasion.  He  was  discours- 

ax3g  to  the  multitude,  they  that  sat  about  Him  said  unto  Him  : 

"T*hy  mother  and  thy  brethren  without  seek  for  Thee."  And 

id  e  answered  them,  saying,    "Who   is   my   mother   or   my 

brethren  ?  "     And  He  looked  round  about  on  them  which  sat 

atout  Him,  and  said:     **Behold  ray  mother  and  my  brethren. 

^or  whosoever  shall  do  the  will   of  God,   the   same   is   my 

brother,  and  my  sister,  and  my  mother.  " 

Now,  the  failure  to  recognize  in  a  moment,  the  presence  of 
His  mother  and  brethren,  rises  to  something  which  takes  pre- 
<5cdence  of  all  questions  of  decorum,  for  Christ  was  speaking 
to  the  Ages  after  Him.  Now  was  the  opportunity  to  declare 
*  great  truth,  for  purity  of  Doctrine  and  Worship  were  in- 
volved. He  knew  what  was  in  man,  and  how  man  ever  tended 
to  worship  the  Creature  m'>re  than  the  Creator,  and  He  gave 
utterance  to  the  mighty  words,  that  obedience  to  the  will  of 
^ne  Father  was  man's  supreme  concern  and  blessedness. 
What  a  revelation  ?  It  was  "  The  Father's  business  "  that 
Be  was  about.  "  The  Father's  Word  "  that  He  was  proclaim- 
iiis[  —  all  summed  up  in  His  teaching:  When  ye  pray,  say 
*'OQr  Father,"  not  *^Our  Mother." 

This  was  the  Key-note  of  His  life  and  doctrine.     No  other 
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note  18  Struck  in  Holy  Scripture.  All  else  is  merged  in  this 
sublime  truih.  The  Will  of  the  Father  is  the  weal  of  the 
universe.  Obedience  to  that  will  is  the  supreme  bond  of  re- 
lationship. ''  The  same  is  my  brother,  and  my  sister,  and 
mother. " 

Why  cannot  we  mount  up  somewhere  near  the  light  of 
Christ's  words?  Why  cannot  we  take  in  deeper  views  of  His 
Divine  Incarnation?  That  He  was  not  so  much  a  man  as 
that  He  was  Man — Deity  and  Humanity  incarnate;  not  only 
the  son  of  a  woman,  but  the  **Sonof  Man,"  as  He  styles 
Himself.  This  was  manifestly  His  thought  as  He  looked 
round  upon  the  multitude  while  His  mother  and  brethren 
stood  without,  and  asked:  "Who  is  my  mother  and  my 
brethren  ? "  Disengaging  Himself,  as  it  were,  from  indi- 
vidual and  home  relationship,  and  linking  Himself  in  with 
Universal  Humanity — He  became  at  once  the  manifestation 
of  the  Fatherhood  and  the  realization  of  the  Brotherhood. 

The  Holy  Church  —  Primitive  and  Catholic  —  has  ever 
paid  fitting  honor  to  the  Blessed  Virgin.  She  ever  joins  in 
with  the  Salutation  of  the  Angel:  "Hail  thou  that  are  high- 
ly favored.  The  Lord  is  with  thee.  Blessed  art  thou  among 
women. "  Her  sign  is  in  the  Firmament,  brightly  shining 
amid  the  constellations  of  the  Holy  Prophets,  Aj^ostles  and 
Martyrs,  and  we  fulfill  her  own  prophecy,  "  All  generations 
shall  call  me  blessed."  But  farther,  the  true  Catholic  cannot 
go.*  We  shall  only  belittle  her  by  unduly  exhalting  her. 
Therefore,  it  is  that  we  join  her  in  her  own  hymn  of  the  "Magni- 
ficat :  " 

"My  .*-oul  doth  magnify  the  Lord  ; 
And  my  Spirit  ha»h  rejoiied  in 

God,  My  Saviour.  " 

Yes,  "God,  My  Saviour;"  for  while  He  was  born  of  the 
Virgin,  She  was  Saved  by  the  travail  of  His  soul. 

THK   MINISTRY    OF    THE    CHURCH. 

I  take  up,  briefly,  the  subject  <»f  the  Ministry  —  its  origin, 
its  authority,  and  its  perpetuity. 

In  this  Era  of  Diinocratic  ideas,  it  is  most  natural  that  the 
popular  mind  should,  consciously  or  unconsciously,  apply  to 
the  Church  the  same  theory  of  government  that  pertains  to 
the  State,  whereby  all  power  proceeds  from  ihe  people,  and 
the  voice  of  a  majority  is  supreme  in  all  human  affairs. 
Everything  tends  inanward;  nothing  is  God  derived.  Tbe 
voice  of  the  people  is  practically  the  voice  of  God,   notwith- 
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Standing  the  admonition  from  Heaven,  ^^  Let  all  the  Earth 
Keep  silence  before  Him.  " 

But  I  am  speaking  of  something  that  men  did  not  create  — 
"The  Kingdom  of  God."  Nature  has  her  laws,  and  no 
created  thing  can  violate  them  with  impunity.  Men  create 
kingdoms,  establish  constitutions,  enact  laws,  perish  and  pass 
out  of  view.  I  am  not  speaking  of  perishable  things.  I  am 
speaking  oi  the  "  Kingdom  of  Heaven  "  —  a  Kingdom  not  of 
thi.s  world,  either  in  origin,  claim,  or  destiny. 

What  are  the  words  and  deeds  of  Christ  in  reference  to 
those  who  shall  rule  and  minister  in  His  Kingdom?  He  is 
the  Lord  of  that  Kingdom.  He  hath  the  Keys  and  **  thutteth 
and  no  man  openeth ;  and  openeth  and  no  man  shutteth.  " 
They  are  few,  but  clear  as  the  light  at  noonday.  Just  before 
His  Ascension,  He  gathers  His  Apostles  around  Him.  He 
had  already  told  them,  *'  Ye  have  not  chosen  Me,  but  I  have 
chosen  you,  and  ordained  you.  "  He  now  proceeds  to  speak 
to  them  more  at  length,  and  with  more  emphasis  in  word  and 
deed.  He  eives  them,  first,  ocular  demonstration  of  His  own 
identity.  He  showed  them  Hi.^  hands  and  His  side.  He  then 
speaks  the  decisive  words,  *'Peace  be  unto  you;  as  the  Father 
hath  sent  Me,  even  so  send  I  you.  "  And  when  He  had  said 
this,  He  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them,  "  Receive 
Ye  the  Holy  Ghost.  Whosoever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  re- 
mitted unto  them :  and  whosoever  sins  ye  retain,  they^are 
retained. " 

These  words  carry  us  back  to  the  scene  when  Christ  was 
formally,  and  visibly,  audibly,  and  Sacramentally  sent,  and 
sealed  of  the  Father.  It  was  at  His  baptism,  when  the  Heaven 
i¥as  opened  and  the  Holy  Ghost  descended  in  a  bodily  shape, 
like  a  dove  upon  Him,  and  a  voice  came  from  Heaven,  which 
said,  "  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. " 
Thus,  as  He  declared,  His  apostles  were  sent  even  as  He  was 
sent.  "  Eeceive  Ye  the  Holy  Ghost. "  This  is  St.  John's 
account.  St.  Matthew  gives  the  language  of  their  commis- 
sion :  "  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations ;  "  *  *  *  »'and 
lo,  I  am  with  you  always" — through  all  time — "even  unto 
the  end  of  the  world.  "  Most  wonderfully  has  this  promise 
been  fiflfilleJ.  If  there  be  any  large  territory  in  India,  Asia, 
Africa  or  America,  where  Bishops,  tracing  their  lineage  from 
the  Apostolic  College,  do  not  hold  jurisdiction,  I  find  it  not  on 
the  map  of  the  world  ;  and  if  any  great  nation  of  people  has 
been  converted  to  Christianity,  save  in  connection  with  Epis- 
copal auspices,  I  read  not  of  it  in  history. 
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The  C/hurch  is  Dot  a  matter  of  constitutions  and  compacts 
and  laws,  and  usages  ;  although  it  has  all  these.  It  is  a  living 
Temple,  built  on  living  stones ;  its  foundation  being  (the 
living  stones  first  laid)  Prophets  and  Apostles  —  Christ,  Him- 
self, the  chief  Corner  Stone.  Its  ministry  stands  to-day  indis 
putable  as  to  its  origin,  unquestionable  as  to  its  authority 
and  indestructible  as  to  its  perpetuity.  The  words  of  Chrisl 
give  the  warranty.     "  Because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  also. " 

ST.  PETER,  THE  APOSTLE. 

I  cannot  properly  leave  the  question  of  the  "Apostolical  Com 
mission,  "  without  bringing  forward  the  words  of  Christ  it 
reference  to  one  of  His  Apostles  —  St.  Peter.  The  Bishop  o: 
Rome  lay§  claim  to  universal  supremacy  in  the  Church,  bj 
virtue  oi  certain  words  addressed  by  our  Lord  to  this  namec 
Apostle.  Upon  a  certain  occasion,  St.  Peter  made  a  nobl( 
confession  of  Christ.  Our  Lord  said  unto  him,  "  Thou  art 
Peter,  and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my  church,  and  the 
gates  of  Hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.  '^  Words,  upon  the 
interpretation  of  which,  whole  libraries  have  been  written 
They  have  caused  a  controversy  which  has  plunged  nations 
into  war,  divided  families  asunder,  and  rended  the  church  bj 
a  schism  which  even  now  yawns  as  an  impassable  aby^s  —  **a 
great  gulf"  seemingly  '* fixed."  It  is  a  controversy  over  the 
meaning  of  Christ's  words,  for  which  they  surely  are  not  re- 
sponsible. These  words  gave  rise  to  no  such  disastrous  con- 
sequences for  many  centuries  after  they  were  uttered,  and  are 
no  more  responsible  for  the  angry  passions  which  they  have 
sin^.e  excited,  than  is  the  Sun  in  the  Heavens  for  the  disputes 
among  Astronomers  concerning  the  true  theory  of  the  Solar 
System. 

If  it  be  claimed  that  these  words  must  be  taken  literally, 
apart  from  the  light,  which  subsequent  history  sheds  upor 
their  interpretation,  then  what  shall  we  do  with  those  other 
words  addressed  to  St.  Peter,  and  equally  plain:  "Get  thee 
behind  Me,  Satan ;  thou  art  an  offence  unto  Me,  for  thoi] 
savorest  not  the  things  that  be  of  God,  but  those  that  be  of 
men. "  —  (Matt.  xvi.  23.)  If  the  literal  reading  be  insisted  on 
then,  by  an  easy  and  familiar  substitution  of  terms,  we  might 
read  :  "Peter  (or  Satan)  the  Rock  on  which  the  church  was 
builded."  A  fearful  but  inevitable  conclusion,  if  the  literal  in- 
terpretation be  strictly  pressed. 

But,  suppose,  it  be  granted  that  Our  Lord  did  give  St. 
Peter  a  maiked  distinction  and  pre-eminency  among  the 
Apostles  as  a  signal  recognition  of  his  striking   confession  — 
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''  Thou  art  The  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God  "--by  what 
law  of  inheritance,  by  what  rule  of  logic,  or  by  what  fact  of 
history,  can  a  Bishop  of  Eome  lay  claim  to  the  same  distinc- 
tion ?  The  whole  of  this  question,  between  the  Catholic  and 
Roman  Catholic,  is  reducible  to  this  single  inquiry.  If  the 
question  be  viewed  logically,  there  is  a  serious  gap  and  a 
fatal  assumption  between  the  Premises  and  Conclusion.  The 
wjrllogism  would  have  to  run  thus  :  '*  Our  Lord  gave  to  St. 
Peter  a  pre-eminence  among  the  Apostles.  Now,  St.  Peter 
was  Bishop  of  Rome.  Therefore,  all  Bishops  of  Rome"  enjoy 
the  same  pre-eminence  above  other  Bishops.  "  This  is  a 
syllogism  in  which  the  major  premise  is  granted  for  the  sake 
of  argument,  and  the  minor  premise  assumes  as  true  a  much 
disputed  (by  no  means  settled)  question  of  history,  involving 
a  most  inconsequential  conclusion  ;  yet,  upon  such  a  conclu- 
sion, rests  the  whole  fabric  of  Papal  pretensions.  Thus  the 
question  appears  from  a  logical  standpoint. 

How  does  it  appear  in  the  light  of  history  ?  Our  first 
authentic  church  history,  after  the  Ascension  of  Christ,  is 
a  book  in  the  hands,  or  in  the  reach,  of  all  our  people.  I  won- 
der that  so  few  of  our  people  make  it  their  study.  From 
this  history,  it  is  established  beyond  all  question,  that  whilst 
St.  Peter  was  prominent  among  his  brethren  of  the  Aposto- 
iate,  by  reason  of  his  zeal,  courage  and  devotion  ;  and  by 
reason,  moreover  —  we  have  no  diflSculty  in  admitting  —  of 
his  having  been  singled  out  to  open  the  door  to  the  Gentiles, 
it  does  not  appear  anywhere  in  the  history  of  the  *'  Acts  of 
the  Apostles  that  he  claimed,  or  attempted  to  exercise  offi- 
cial precedence.  On  the  contrary,  when  the  first  Council  of 
the  Church  was  called  together  at  Jerusalem  (the  mother 
church)  to  settle  some  vexed  questions,  St.  James,  the  Bishop 
of  Jerusalem,  presided.  St.  Peter  took  his  place  among  the 
other  Apostles,  and  gave  his  opinion  upon  the  matter  under 
deliberation.  St.  James,  on  the  other  hand,  summed  up  the 
deliberations  with  these  weighty  words:  "  Wherefore,  my 
sentence  is  "  etc.  Suppose  St.  Peter  had  been  in  St.  James* 
place  and  uttered  those  words,  it  would  not  be  difficult  to  as- 
sign him  a  marked  pre-eminence,  but  how  it  could  enure  to 
the  dignity  of  a  Bishop  of  Rome,  it  is  hard  to  see. 

Now,  in  order  to  get  at  the  lull  force  of  these  historical  and 
undisputed  facts,  let  us  suppose  that  to-day  a  Council  of  the 
Church  were  to  assemble,  and  the  Bishop  of  Rome  were  to 
appear  and  take  his  seat  in  Council,  whilst  another  Bishop 
presided  and  gave  sentence.     If  he  be,  as  he  alleges,  the  sue-

oessor  of  St.  Peter,  why  should  he  shrink  from  occupying        ^ 
similar  position  with  his  forerunner?     Can  he  be  supposed 
demean  himself  by  so  doing?     **Upon  what  meats  hath 
fed  "  so  as  to  be  greater  than  his  predecessor? 

No !    Rome  is   not  the    mother   church — not  the   olduiau- fit 
church — and,  sorry  am  I  to  say  it,  not  doing  the  part  whicV  -^ 
by  her  zeal  and  power  she  is  fitted  to  do  for  this  seneratiooczar  u. 
No;  when  the  final  consummation  of  all  things  is  at  handE^^^) 
and  there  shall  be  new  Heavens  and  a  new  Earth,  the  churcK'^^ixla 
will  come  "down  from  God  out  of  Heaven,  prepared  as  a  brid»  fcWe 
adorned  for  her  husband  "  and  her  bridal  name  will  be  th»  ^=41ie 
"New  Jerusalem,"  "which  is  free  and  is  the  mother  of  us  all.' — »-^. 

W  e  pass  on  to  another  subject — the  state  of  the  departe^^^®^ 
— and  first, 

THE   INTERMEDIATE   STATE. 

There  is  much  ignorance  and  confusion  of  thought  upoBK'^^^'^ 
this  subject  among  Christian  people,  and  even  among  teachers ^"^^  ^^ 
who  are  in  other  matters  better  instructed.  Outside  of  th^  ^^^ 
Historic  Catholic  Church,  which  retains  the  ancient  faith  anc^  ^" 
ever  solemnly  rehearses  it,  we  rarely  meet  with  ideas  of  th^^  ^^ 
state  of  the  departed  which  harmonize  with  the  teachings  o^  -^^ 
of  our  Lord.  We  are  ever  hearing  in  sermons, 
and  common  discourse,  about  the  perfect  felicity  of 
who  have  passed  from  this  mortal  state  into  the  bliss  ol 
Heaven.  There  is  no  warranty  for  such  teaching  in  the  won 
of  God.  The  words  of  Christ  do  most  emphatically  declare, 
"No  man  hath  ascended  up  to  Heaven,  but  He  that  came 
down  from  Heaven,  even  the  Son  of  Man  which  is  in  Heaven." 
He  led  the  way  which  all  His  disciples  must  follow.  After 
death  He  "went  into  the  place  of  departed  spirits."  To  the 
penitent  thief  He  declared,  "This  day  shalt  thou  be  with  me 
m  Paradise."  Then  "He  rose  again  from  the  dead  and 
ascended  in  His  glorified  body  into  Heaven.  The  Resurrec- 
tion shall  precede  the  general  judgment  and  the  final  awards 
thereof " 

As  to  the  state  of  the  departed  before  the  resurrection  from 
the  dead,  we  know  but  little,  for  but  little  is  revealed,  and  we 
should  hesitate  to  enter  where  Qe,  the  Resurrection  and  the 
Life,  leads  not  the  way.  But  He  does  lor  a  moment  draw  aside 
the  veil  and  permit  a  glimpse  of  the  Intermediate  siate.  We 
see  a  man  who  had  lived  for  self,  and  cared  not  for  his  brother's 
needs,  in  a  state  of  torment,  and  longing  in  vain  for  a  drop  of 
water  to  cool  his  tongue.  Afar  off,  across  a  great  gulf,  is 
another  departed  one.     His  life  on  earth  bad  been  one  of 
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suffering,  but  now  he  finds  rest  for  his  weary  soul  in  the 
tyoaom  of  Abraham.  The  unhappy  one  would  fain  have  that 
0alf  orossed  and  his  thirst  slaked.  But  no;  he  is  told  that 
it  cannot  be  passed  over — that  it  is  a  **gulf  fixed." 

Modern  developments  of  religious  science  have  since,  as  it 
'fehinks,  spanned  that  gulf;  and  the  prayers  of  the  faithful, 
-«vinged  with  alms,  can  convey  souls  across  the  chasm. 
'Wealth  thereby  accrues  to  the  parties  on  earth,  but  in  the 
-V'ision  which  Christ  vouchsafes,  not  a  drop  of  water  could 
pass  from  the  one  to  the  other  side. 

What  can  we  say  concerning  this  revelation?  That  *Hhis 
iiB  altogether  an  allegory."  An  allegory  !  What  can  an  alle- 
gory of  Christ  be  but  a  vision  of  trutn  ?  I  know  not  how 
'to  express  my  sense  of  the  impertinence  and  audacity  of  one 
—especially  an  embassedor  of  Christ — who  tells  the  people 
tliat  his  Master  was  not  dealing  with  realities  when  He 
opened  up  visions  of  the  future  state. 

What  if  the  Lord  were  visibly  present  in  our  midst — and 
He  is  ever  present,  although  we  forget  ii — and  were  to  lift 
the  curtain  and  give  us  the  same  glimpse  of  the  future, 
Would  we  have  any  question  as  to  his  meaning  ?  We  should 
over,  as  we  hear  His  words,  realize  that  Christ,  the  Truth,  is 
giving  us  of  His  light.  Best  for  the  weary,  deliverance  from 
the  body  of  death  and  its  defilements — then  are  the  realities 
revealed  for  the  faithful.  Would  that  we  kne^  how  to  sing 
the  hymn,  "O  Paradise,  O,  Paradise !"  But  our  hearts  are  not 
yet  strung  to  so  high  a  pitch. 

NUMBER  OF  THE  8AVBD. 

We  live  in  an  age  of  violent  rebound  from  a  Puritanic  era, 
&Bdas  is  inevitable,  the  tendency  of  thought  is  to  the  opposite 
^ireme.  Not  only  do  the  ungodly  and  profane  deriae  the 
idea  of  a  ooming  retribution,  but,  sad  to  say,  some  who  were 
^^mmissioned  to  warn  the  wicked  from  their  ways,  are  luUmg 
Aeir  hearers  into  a  fatal  security.  They  are  soundmg  the 
^ote  that  first  tempted  man  to  fall — "thou  shalt  not  surely 
die;"  and,  if  thou  diest,  "still  there  is  eternal  hope;"  and 
biling  of  that,  "perhaps  annihilation." 

I  need  not  dwell  here.  These  men  who  prate  of  these 
Aings,  what  do  they  know  of  the  future  state  ?  Which  one 
of  tbem  has  passed  the  vail  and  penetrated  the  hidden  secrets 
of  the  world  beyond  ? 

There  is  but  One  who  knows — He,  the  Immaculate,  who 
<*me  down  from  Heaven  and  became  man,  died,  was  buried, 
descended  into  Hell,  rose  again,  and  did  all  this  for  our  salva- 
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tion.     He  alone  has  the  right  to  speak,  for  He  alone  know 
what  to  speak.     And  He  has  spoken. 

What  are  His  words?  Let  us  try  and  get  verj  near  Hit 
while  He  speaks,  for  life  and  death  alike  are  in  His  word 
His  disciples  upon  a  certain  occasion  gathered  around  Hin 
They  asked  the  question :  *'Lord,  are  there  few  that  t 
saved?"  His  preaching  seems  to  have  stirred  the  questioi 
and  our  preaching,  if  it  be  like  His,  will  ever  stir  the  sana 
question,  "Lord,  are  there  few  that  be  saved  ?'*  What  w£ 
His  answer?  It  came  in  language  to  be  understood  of  a  chil< 
"I  sav  unto  you,  strive" — ^agonize — "to  enter  in  at  the  t^tvh 
gate."  He  goes  on  to  give  the  reason  for  this  urgent  eff»>rt 
"  Because  strait  is  the  gate  and  narrow  is  the  way  that  leadet 
unio  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it."  This,  then,  is 
settled  question— one  that  may  not  be  properly  bi  ought  int 
discussion  among  the  disciples  of  Christ. 

And  you  may  go  through  the  Gospels — I  speak  advisedl 
— and  I  declare  unto  you  that  there  is  not  a  sentence  of  th 
words  of  Christ  which  give  any  countenance  to  the  senti 
mentalism  of  "Eternal  Hope."  I  marvel  at  the  audacity  c 
any  one  of  Christ's  embassadors  who  ventures  to  falsify  o 
neutralize  the  message  of  his  Sovereign;  who,  when  th 
Master  declares,  "Their  worm  dieth  not,  and  their  fire  is  no 
quenched,"  will  yet  whisper,  '^Still  there  is  eternal  hope." 

That  vaunted  disc  wery  of  the  modern  scientist — **the  sur 
vival  of  the  fittest" — is  nothing  new.  It  is  simply  th 
announcement  of  the  old-time  law  of  Nature  and  Revelation 
It  began  with  the  creation  of  things  perishable — it  will  em 
with  the  consummation  of  things  temporal,  when  **Th< 
Fittest"  shall  survive  and  enter  into  Life  Eternal.  Th< 
scientist  dwells  much  upon  the  faculty  or  power  of  "Seieo 
tion"  evinced  by  the  lowest  forms  of  material  things.  Shal 
that  same  faculty  be  denied  to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  whicl: 
is  granted  to  the  insect  and  plant — even  that  of  ^'Selection  ?' 

There  is  no  question  of  Divine  compassion  and  tendernesf 
to  be  raised  here,  although  our  modern  Theologians  do  draii 
their  conclusions  from  iheir  own  conceptions  of  the  Divine 
Being  rather  than  from  the  express  words  of  Christ.  The 
love  of  the  Father  is  not  to  be  drawn  into  question.  He  sc 
loved  the  world  that  He  sent  His  S  )n  that  man  might  live 
and  not  die.  His  proclamation  of  Eternal  life  is  to  all  wh< 
will  come.  He  will  save  all  who  will  let  Him  save  them 
He  will  .-ave  "umo  the  uttermost."  No;  there  isnoquestioi 
as  it  regards  the  will  of  God  or  the  universality  of  Redemp- 
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tion.  It  is  the  wayward  will  of  man  that  renders  ''the  Graoe 
of  God  in  vain."  The  unclean  shall  not  pass  over  the  **Way 
of  Holiness,  because  that  which  is  unclean  cannot  enter  the 
Kingdom. " 

li  the  Fatherhood  of  Ood,  manifested  in  His  Son,  reveals  a 
type  of  love  as  far  surpassing  that  of  human  love  as  the 
Divine  is  above  the  human,  so  does  His  infinite  holiness  disclose 
a  hatred  of  sin  in  like  proportion.     Indeed,  the  Divine  com- 

Eassion  for  the  sufferer  from  sin  is  the  measure  of  the  Divine 
atred  of  that  which  causes  the  suffering.  In  a  word,  the 
boundlessness  of  the  Father's  love,  is  the  measure  of  His 
hatred  of  that  which  estranges  His  child  from  Himself, 
renders  him  unfit  for  His  presence  and  leaves  him  speechless 
in  the  ''outer  darkness,''  when  *'che  door  is  shut." 

If  any  man  perish  it  will  not  be  because  Christ  had  no  heart 
for  him,  but  because  he  had  no  heart  for  Christ. 

THE   LAST   GREAT    DAY. 

Christ  tells  us  that  He  will  judge  us  in  that  day:  "My 
word  shall  judge  you  in  that  day."  The  Heavenly  Hosts 
which  heralded  His  Nativity  shall  usher  in  the  solemnities  of 
His  second  coming  to  judge  the  world.  Hear  what  weighty 
words  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  saith.  All  other  words  are 
beneath  the  theme. 

**  When  the  *Son  of  Man'  shall  come  in  His  Glory,  and  all 
the  Holy  Angels  with  Hun,  then  shall  He  sit  upon  the  throne 
of  His  Glory.  And  before  Him  shall  be  gathered  all  Nations; 
and  He  shall  divide  them  one  from  aooiher  as  a  shepherd  di- 
videth  his  sheep  from  the  goats.  Then  shall  the  King  say  unio 
those  on  His  right  hand,  *Come  ye  blessed  of  My  Father;  in- 
herit the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of 
the  world.'     Then  shall   He  say  untO'those  on  the  left,  *  De- 

Eart  ye  cursed  into  everlasting  fire  prepared  for  the  Devil  and 
is  angels.' " 

How  august  the  assembly — "All  nations!"  how  just  and 
merciful  the  Judge — '*That  man  I'' — that  man  who  knows  all 
of  human  infirmny — how  weak  humanity  is;  how  strong  is 
temptation.  No  judge  ever  sat  in  judgment  with  a  heart  so 
full  of  tenderness  to  ihe  judged.  How  fearful  the  issue — 
"Everlasting  punishment "  and  ''Life  eternal!" 

Who  are  ihe  "Blessed  ?"  He  kaves  us  in  no  doubt.  He 
has  long  premonished  us.  For  while  on  Earth,  He  sat  upon 
the  mount  and  described  them.  "  Blessed  are  the  pure  in 
heart;  Blessed  are  the  meek;  Ble^Scd  are  they  which  do 
hanger  and  thirst  after  righteousness. "     The   Beatitudes  are 
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all  before  us,  in  the  Holy  Word,  read  and  preached.  No^:^^ 
word  of  blessing  to  those  who  are  esteemed  blessed  by  t  '^^ 
world. 

And  now,  again.  He  will  sit  upon  the  Throne  of  His  Glo^'^^' 
and  call  His  flock  as  a  shepherd  :    "  Come  Ye  Blessed.    Cot0^^^^^^^ 
ye  pure  in  heart.     Come  ye  that  do  hunger   and   thirst   aft^  ■■  -^^ 
righteousness,  inherit  the  Kingdom   prepared   for   you    froi  '^^T, 
the  foundation  of  the  World.  "     This  closes  the  Drama.    Olc^^^^^^ 
my  soul,  where  shalt  thou  be  on  that  day? 

The  solemnities  of  that  august  scene  are  in  some  measur^^  J^ 
rehearsed,  whenever  The  Holy  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  oel^P*  ^®' 
brated.  When  the  people  are  bidden  to  "hear  what  comfor^''^^ 
able  words  <mr  Saviour  Christ  hath  said  unto  all  who  trul^^^J 
turn  unto  Him."  Alas!  the  larger  part  of  the  congregation: -^'^ 
tarries  not  to  hear  those  words  :  **Come  unto  Me  all  ve  tba-^^^* 
travail  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  refresh  you. "  Th^  ^® 
invitation,  virtually,  is:  "Come  Ye  Blessed.  Why  '^  —  ^ 
you  not  come  ?  "  i  am  not  worthy  to  come  ?"  Are  you 
worthy  to  inherit  the  Kingdom?  "  I  have  not  the  heart 
oome. "  Have  you  then  the  heart  for  entrance  into  the  King- 
dom above? 

Few  spectacles  are  to  me  so  sad,  as  that  of  Christian  peopii 
many  of  them  with  vows  upon  them,  turning  from  the  voi( 
of  their  Lord,  and  yet  still  hoping  to  be  saved  by  His   blood. 
Oh  !  think  —  all  ye  to  whom  these  lines  may  come  —  that  ih< 
heart  which  now  keeps  you  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  is^ 
the  heart  which  shall  bar  all  access  to  His  sacred  Presence  in^ 

THE   LAST   GKEAT   DAY. 

I  might  pursue  the  line  of  thought  here  begun,  to  an  in- 
definite extent.  The  words  of  Christ  cover  the  whole  area  of 
human  life  and  human  need.  He  tells  us  wherein  life  con- 
sisteth,  and  wherein  it  consisteth  not.

What  suppression  of  ambition  and  lust  of  power,  as  we  stood 
in    the  presence  of  Our  Great  High  Priest  and  heard   Hia 
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Jjrayer  ascending  on  bigh,  for  the  Unity  of  His  Disciples : 
** Father,  that  they  all  may  be  one  as  we  are  One."  The 
JRoman  soldier  rent  not  the  Robe  of  Christ,  yet  Christian  men 
^will  oarelessly  rend  His  Body. 

How  would  all  the  "  wood,  haj  and  stubble  "  which  men 
liave  builded  on  the  One  Foundation,  be  consumed  before  the 
inten^^ity  of  heat  from  the  concentrated  rays  of  his  teaching  ? 
How  would  all  our  worldliness,  and  greed,  and  frivolity, 
shrivel  up  as  dead  leaves  before  the  consuming  fire  of  His 
-words,  "But  one  thing  is  needful."  How  would  our  revenge- 
£iil  and  impure  thoughts  stand  out  to  view  in  the  li^ht  of 
^worda,  which  teach  that  causeless  anger  is  incipient  murder, 
And  the  lascivious  glance  the  consummation  of  adultery  in  the 
lieart. 

How  would  our  daily  carking  cares  and  anxieties,  our 
oooiplainings  of  Providence,  our  faintings  under  His  chasten- 
ings,  melt  away  before  His  wordp  :  "  What  I  do,  thou  know- 
est  not  now,  but  thou  shah  know  hereafter. "  **  Seek  first 
'the  Kingdom  of  God  and  His  righteousness ; "  and  as  to  food 
^nd  raiment,  **  Your  Heavenly  Father  knoNveth  that  ye  have 
need  of  all  these  things. " 

1  might  expand  these  thoughts  into  a  volume,   but   I   for- 
l>ear. 

Dearly  beloved  Brethren  of  the  clergy,  preach  Christ  unto 
y-our  people;  not.  about  Christ,  nor  about  Christianity,  bat — 
Ohrist.     1  e  are  His  embassadors ;  study  His   message  ;    His 
-virords;  catch  the  inspiration  of  His  teaching.     Learn  of  Him 
and  be  witnesses   for  "  The  Truth  "  —  the  whole  truth  and 
nothing  but  the  truth,  so  help  you  God.     His  words  :  "  They 
are  spirit  and  they  are  life. "     Gather   together   under  appro- 
priate headings  all  His  teachings,  and  thus  by  their  concen- 
^ated  light  and  heat  —  as  by  the  rays  of  the  sun  in  the  solar 
microscope  —  all  latent  and  unsuspected  sins  will  be  brought 
^  view,  and  the  brightness  and  glory   of  the  Son  ofRight- 
^Qsness  be  displayed. 

And  ye,  dearly  beloved  brethren  of  the  Laity,  study  the 
^ordsoi  Christ — His  eveiy  word.  They  are  a  great  light 
sbiDiog  amid  great  darkness.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  Convention  year: 

Tlie  report  of  the  Treasurer  sIiowb  that  the  interest  on  the  Alabama 
Honds,  and  the  rent  of  the  Hainner  Hall  property  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1887,  have  been  collected,  amounting  to  $1,216  ;  $107.25  has  been 
US4^<1  in  paying  the  difference  in  exchange  between  four  bonds  of  the 
denoinin-ition  of  $100  and  one  of  the  denomination  of  $500.  The  balance 
of  the  income,  amounting  to  $1,108.75,  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 
The  status  of  the  Selma  bonds  is  unchanged,  but  it  is  believed  that  they 
will  improve  in  value. 

The  Hamner  Hall  property  is  leased  to  Rev.  Dr.  Everhart,  at  $560  per 
annum  until  the  30th  of  June,  1889.  For  the  terms  of  this  lease  .see  the 
rei>ort  to  the  Convention  of  May,  1886.  The  insurance  on  the  building  is 
provided  fur  until  May  15,  1891. 

At  the  last  Convention  the  report  of  the  Trustees  in  regard  to  the  legal 
title  of  this  property  was  referred  to  a  committee  ol  three  lawyers,  with 
instructions  to  report  to  the  present  Council  in  regard  to  the  legal  status 
of  the  property. 

We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  an  error  in  that  report  as 

publihhed  in  the  last  journal.     On  the  second  lino  from  the  top  of  p;i«;e

"Vour  Committee  appointed  at  tlif  last  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese 
^^  Alabama,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
^^slioj/s  Fund,  relative  to  the  property  in  the  city  of  Montj^tnntMy  JK-ld 
^y  said  Trustees,  and  known  as  tlu'  "Hamner  Mall"  property,  with  in- 

»tructionH  to  report  to  this  Council  the  legal  status  of  said  property,  beg 

Iwve  to  report : 
Id  addition  to  the  facts  set  out  in  the  rei>ort  K)f  the  Trustees  of  the 
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Bishop's  Fund,  we  find  that  the  property  wa«  originally  conveyed  to 
"Trustees  of  Hamner  Hall,"  the  corporation  created  by  the  act  of 
Legislature    of    the     State,     approved     February    23d,    1860.       Th 
act  will  be  found  in  the  Pamphlet  Acts,  Session  of  1859-60,  p.  351. 
the  fourth  Hcction  of  that  act,  the  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  thero,  we 
expressly  authorized  to  sell  or  dispose  of  any  property  belonging  to  t 
corpoi-ation  ;  to  borrow  money  and  to  pledge  the  proporty  of  the  oorpo 
tion  for  its  payment.     This  authority  to  borrow  was  exercised,  as  show^ 
by  the  former  reports,  by  obti^ining  a  loan  from  the  **Tru8tee8  of  tl»^ 
Bishop's  Fund/'  and  while  it  does  not  appear  that  any  mortgage  or  othe? 
contract  lien  was  given  to  secure  the  re-pay roent  of  such  loan,  yet,  unde 
the  general  law,  all  the  property  of  the  corporation  was  liable  for  i 
repayment,  and  could  have  been  subjected  thereto  by  legal  proceedings. 
The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  **Trusteesof  Hamner  Hall'*  sho 
that  as  early  as  October  2,  1865,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  them  author 
izing  Col.  C.  T.  Pollard  to  sell  as  much  of  the  property  of  the  corpo 
ti<m  as'  he  might  deem  advisable,  in  order  to  liquidate  its  indebtedness^ 
No  action  appears  to  have  been  taken  under  this  resolution  until  the  sal^ 
to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's  Church,  alluded  U^ 
in  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop*s  Fund  hereinabove  referrecL 
to.    The  consideration  of  that  conveyance  was  the  assumption  by   the- 
grantees  of  the  indebtedness  due  by  the  grantor  to  the  Bishop's  Fund. 
Such  assumption  of  that  debt  was  clearly  a  valuable  consideration,  and  a 
deed  executed  upon  it  is  as  well  supported  as  if  it  had  been  executed  in 
consideration  of  that  amount  of  cash  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Trustees. 

We  have  seen  that  those  Trustees  were  expressly  authorized  by  the  act 
of  incorporation  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  property.  Under  this  authority 
a  purchaser  would  have  taken  the  pn>perty,  relieved  of  all  trusts,  and 
would  have  been  under  no  obligation  to  see  that  the  funds  received 
therefor  were  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  trust.  But  here  there  was 
not  only  a  sale  by  those  authorized  to  sell,  hut  by  a  sale,  the  application  of 
the  property  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  held.  While  it  may  be  true 
that  the  Trustees  held  the  property  in  trust  for  the  support  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  Female  College,  this  trust  was  secondary  to  the  one  imposed 
upon  it  by  the  law.  When  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  them, 
they  created  debts,  they  held  the  property  from  thence  on  primarily  in 
trust  for  the  payment  of  those  debts.  Tlie  law  would  have  compelled 
them  to  devote  it  to  that  purpose,  and  having  done  voluntarily  tliat  which 
the  law  would  have  compelled,  their  action  will  be  sustained  and  upheld. 
Tiie  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Church  assumed  the 
indebtedness  referred  to,  the  creditors  consenting  thereto,  and  releas- 
ing the  former  debtor  therefrom,  and  to  secure  the  same,  executed  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  on  the  llth  day  of  April.  1871,  a  mort- 
gjige  upon  this  property,  witli  power  of  sale  on  default. 

The  law  day  of  that  mortgage  having  pai^sed,  and  the   indebtedness 
secured  thereby,  with  a  good  deal  of  the  accrued  interest  being  in  default. 
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arrangement  was  made  whereby  the  property  was  to  be  accepted  in 

Cull  payment  and  satisfaction  of  such  indebtedness  and  interest.    This 

arrangement  was  consummated   by   the    execution,    by    persons   duly 

a^izithorized  by  such  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  of  a  warranty  r'ead 

conveying,  absolutely  and  unconditionally,  this  property  to  the  Trustees 

the  Bishop's  Fund.    This  deed  was  made  on  the  24th  day  of  May, 

^^d,  and  in  consideration  of  it,  the  mortgage  above  referred  to  was  satis- 

?d  on  the  records,  and  the  notes  it  was  given  to  secure  were  delivered  up. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  in  our  opinion,  that  this  conveyance  vested  in 

le  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  a  title  to  the  property  relieved  of  and 

ed  from  any  and  all  trusts  of  every  kind  and  chai*acter  that  may  have 

baeretofore  attached  to  it.     A  conveyance  of  the  equity  of  redemption  by 

Ba>     mortgagor  to  the  mortgagee,  if  free  from  fraud  and  for  an  adequate 

E>rioe,  merges  the  legal  and  equitable  titles,  and  vests  the  grantee  of  the 

^<]uity  with  an  absolute  title  to  the  property.     Even  if  there  was  fraud, 

OJT  inadequacy  of  consideration,  the  mortgagor,  to  avail  himself  of  it  as  a 

<2«au8e  for  vacating  and  setting  aside  the  conveyance,  must  apply 'to  the 

Oourts  within  a  reasonable  time,  and  under  our  decisions,  it  is  certain 

"tliat  one  who  fails  to  apply  within  four  years  would  be  refused  relief. 

TJnder  this  rule,  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  St.  John's  are 

tlie  only  persons  entitled  to  complain.     No  complaint  has  ever  been  made 

^y  them,  and  even  were  they  now  disposed  to  complain,  they  are  as 

efTectoally  shut  oflf  by  lapse  of  time  as  they  would  be  had  the  property 

^>eenBo]d  under  a  decree  of  foreclosure  on  regular  proceediugs. 

Much  has  been  said  on  former  occasions  in  reports  and  articles  relative 
to  this  property,  about  the  trusts  attached  to  its  holding.  It  is  difficult 
to  define  what  trusts  there  were.  It  is  true  that  the  corporation  created 
^y  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  was  created  for  the  purpose  of 
Mtablishing,  operating  and  maintaining  a  Female  Seminary  in  the  city  of 
Montgomery,  and  held  the  property  for  that  purpose,  but  who  were  to  be 
^  beneficiaries  of  that  trust,  and  what  person,  or  body  of  persons,  out- 
ride of  the  Sovereign  State  who  brought  the  corporation  into  existence, 
Would  have  been  authorized  to  institute  proceediugs  to  compel  these 
'^''iistees  to  execute  the  same,  is  left  very  doubtful. 

^  the  church  of  this  Diocese  had  any  authority  in  the  premises,  it  will 
^  seen  from  the  proceedings  of  its  Annual  Council  that  every  step  taken 
^  every  party  connected  with  the  different  sales  and  transfers  of  the 
pvopeity  has  been  taken,  not  only  with  its  consent,  but  by  its  direction, 
'od  it  is  certainly  not  now  in  a  position  legally  to  complain  of  those 
^ctkmt  which  have  vested  the  legal  and  equitable  title  to  this  property  in 
^  present  owners.  In  fact,  however,  as  said  above,  there  has  been  no 
^iJ^ersion  of  the  property  from  the  purposes  of  any  trust ;  there  has,  on 
^  contrary,  been  an  application  of  it  to  the  purposes  of  the  trust  with 
which  it  was  primarily  charged  by  law,  and  as  it,  at  the  time  it  was  so 
Applied,  was  only  sufiicient  to  discharge  that  trust,  the  one  tliat  was 
leooodary  was  finally  and  fully  cut  off.     If  it  was  more  than  sufficient  to 
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discharge  the  first — if  the  conveyance  was  upon  an  inadequate  consider 
tion — those  who  had  any  right  to  apply  to  have  it  set  aside  for  that 
have  long  since  heen  barred  of  that  right. 

In  conclusion,  our  opinion  is  clear  that  the  present  holders  of  the  tlt^^^ 
to  the  property  in  question  have  a  right  to  convey  the  same,  and  tha^  ^ 
deed  from  them,  proi)erly  executed,  will  convey  to  their  grantee  a  tit  1-* 
forever  relieved  and  discharged  of  all  pist  trusts  that  may  have  attach* ^5"^ 
to  it  at  and  since  its  first  conveyance  to  the  **Tru8tee8  of  Hamner  Hall  -  ^ 
The  proceeds  of  such  sale,  regardless  of  the  amount  it  may  bring,  will 
subject  to  the  same  trusts  that  the  other  property  and  money  held  by 
Trustees  of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  is  subject  to,  and  will  be  subject  to  no 
other.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  this  year's  reports  over  those 
last  year.     Last  year  there  were  four  to  six  good  reports ;  this  year  soiup^ 
fifteen  or  sixteen  fairly  good  ones.     As  there  are  fifty -six  places  repo 
ing,  there  is  much  improvement  yet  possible. 

TITLES   to   property. 

Nine  i)lace8  report  the  titles  to  their  property  as  vested  in  the  Bisho 
and  his  successor,  or  in  the  Diocese,  viz.  :  Birmingham  (Advent),  Bo 
Secour,  Decatur,  Eufaula,  Si'Ottsboro,  Trinity.  Athens,  Clayton,  Mobil 
(Good  Shephord).  Five  places  report  that  the  title  to  their  pro|>ert 
rests  in  tlieir  vestry  or  corporation,  viz.:  Mobile  ((.hrist  Church).  Mnbil 
(St.  Johir8).Selina,  Tuskaloosa  and  Whistler.  One  parish,  Sheffield,  h 
three  Trustees.  Union  Town  reports  it  unascertained  who  holds  th 
titles.     None  of  the  others  report  on  this  point. 

incorporated  parishes. 

Five  parishes  report  themselves  as  incorporated,  viz.:  Mobile  (Christ^ 
Church),   Mobik'  (St.  John's),   Eufaula.  Sclma,  Tuskaloosa.     Three  are 
not  incorporated,  viz.:  Hirminj^ham  (Advent),  Sheffield,  Whistler.     This 
la<tp  Irish,  although  not  incorporated,  holds  the  titles  to  its  own   prop 
erty.     Union  Town  has  not  ascertained  whether  or  not  it  is  incorporated. 
None  of  the  other  places  report  on  this  point. 

VALUATION. 

Fourteen  parishes  report  church  property  to  the  value  of  $310,575.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  how  much  property  the  church  does  own 
in  the  Diocese.     It  is  hoped  that  the  reports  will  be  more  full  next  year 
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on  this  point.  The  above  atnount  of  property  is  covered  by  $51,573  of 
insnrance.  Several  parishes  holding  most  valuable  property  make  no 
report  concerning  value,  and  only  eleven  out  of  the  whole  number, 
report  any  insurance. 

DEBT. 

There  appears  to  be  but  one  moitgage  debt  in  the  Diocese,  which  is  of 
tlie  amount  of  $1,000,  but  this  was  justified  by  the  circumstances  of  its 
creation.  The  total  floating  debt  in  the  Diocese  among  all  its  parishes 
is  $364.  Old  debts  have  been  paid  to  the  amount  of  $2,133.69  during  the 
year. 

STATISTICS. 

The  reports  show  2,046  families  in  the  Diocese  and  0,971  parishioners. 

In  a  few  cases  the  reports  showed  a  certain   number  of  families  in  the 

parish,  without  any  parishioners.     These  instances  were  few,  but  the 

number  given  above  should  probably  be  10,000.     Of  this  number  over 

one -half  (5,341)  are  held  by  six  parishes.     The  ten  largest  parishes  have 

nearly  7,000  of  the  whole  number.     Last  year  4,652  Communicants  were 

reported,  and  4.874  are  reported  this  year,  showing  an  increase  of  222, 

and  this,  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  468  by  death  and  removal.     There  are 

2,679  children  under  instruction  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese, 

And  this  although  ten  reports  contain   no  mention  of  Sunday  Schools, 

while  one  report  gives  live  teachers  and  two  officers  but  no  pupils.    These 

schools  have  372  teachers,  of  whom  only  52  are  males. 

There  are  37  Societies  in  the  Diocese,  with  1,020  members;  of  these  16 
Societies,  with  655  members,  are  in  two  parishes.  These  Societies  are 
orfrauizations  of  the  Laity  for  the  work  of  the  church,  and  show  a  very 
fcniarkable  amount  of  activity,  especially  among  the  women,  only  one 
parish  showing  any  considerable  number  of  men  thus  organized.  These 
Societies  gave  to'their  parishes  this  year  $10,041.58. 

There  were  490  baptisms,  of  which  103  were  adults,  and  457  persons 
^©re  confirmed.  Two  reports,  however,  while  recording  the  visit  of  the 
Bishop  and  stating  that  he  held  a  confirniation,  do  not  give  the  number 
confirmed.  Of  the  number  confirraed  about  one-quarter  (121  persons) 
^ce  from  other  religious  bodies,  and  73  were  heads  of  families.  Several 
sports  fail  to  give  information  on  these  points. 

FINANCIAL   ITEMS. 

The  amount  of  money  expended  in  the  Diocese  this  year  is  most  cxtra- 
otdinary,  the  grand  aggregate  being  $139,803.55.  Of  this  $2,133.09  was 
for  debt;  $125,784.75  for  parochial  purj^ses;  $8,840.05  for  the  Diocese, 
and  1653  77  for  the  church  at  large.  Of  this  grand  aggregate  $11,538.95 
▼ere  gifts  in  money;  $10,041.58  were  the  result  of  Society  work,  almost 
wholly  by  the  women,  and  $19,939. 9(1  were  the  estimated  values  of  gifts 
of  property. 

The  salaries  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  including  the  Bishop,  were 
^^.37431.  The  amount  expended  for  land,  new  buildings,  «fee.,  was 
158,244.82.     Had  these  reports  been  more  full  these  items  might  have 
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been  greatly  extended,  especially  as  regards  the  poor;  they  would    ^^* 
impossible  under  any  other  form  of  report. 

With  regard  to  the  desire  expressed  by  many  members  of  the  Couooil 
to  have  published  in  the  journal  somewhat  more  full  accounts  from  t;l*« 
various  parishes  and  mission  stations  than  are  afforded  by  the  tabiml^' 
statement,  your  Committee  offer  the  following: 

ReBoltedy  That  the  Council   request  the   Rectors  and  Missionaries      t;^ 
write  in  narrative  form  accounts  of  the  progress  of  the  church  in 
fields  under  their  charge  and  transmit  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Coi 
cil,  who  shall  pi-esent  them  to  the  Bishop  on  Che  first  day  of  the  Coun43  tl 
But  these  narrative  reports  are  not  to  be  understood  as  taking  the  pit 
of  the  Statistical  Reports  in  the  present  use. 

Your  Committee  also  recommend  that  the  Statistical  Reports  be  cl 
on  the  first  day  of  May,  and  be  immediately  thereafter  forwarded  to  ^z^^l^^e 
Secretary,  or  some  person  designated  by  the  Bishop,  so  that  the  tabia.^^^ 
tion  may  be  completed  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council.

Act  of  Incorporation. 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alahama,  and  enahle  said  Church  to  provide 
for  the  orphans  and  widows  of  soldiers,  and  other  destitute  persons, 
approved  December  12,  1864. 

Title  amended.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Alabama, 
That  said  Act  shall  herealter  he  entitled  *'An  Act  to  incorporate  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  and  the  several 
parishes  thereof,  and  to  regulate  the  tenure  of  church  property  and 
enable  said  church  to  establish  religious,  charitable  or  educational  insti- 
tutions," and  that  the  provisions  of  said  Act  be  so  amended  that  said  Act 
shall  hereafter  real  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  ot  Ala- 
"baiiia  be,  and  is  hereby  created  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  '*The 
piotestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,'^  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  bt;  defended,  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  incident  to  such  religious  corporation  not  inconsistent  with  the 
la.ws  and  Constitution  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  corporation  may  acquire  money 

^,Kid  real  or  pi  raonal  estate  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  bequ«  st  or  ]»urch.ise  for 

^Isc  use  and  benefit  of  baid  church  at  large,  oi  of  any  parish  or  mission 

s^sition  of  said  church,  or  for  the  use  and  In  ntiit  nf  any  orphan  asylum, 

laoine  for  destitute  persons,  or  for  any  other  religious,  charit^ible  or  edn- 

cs^%\onA\   institution   heretofore,  or  hcrt-after  tstablislud;    and   all  such 

p^z-^perty  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  shall  he  held  and  disposed 

o^  according  to  the  use  and  purpose  for  which  the  same  may  have  been 

g'^'^en  by  the  donoi^  thereof,  wliere  the  same  ban  been  expressed  by  snch 

♦^^^uors;  otherwise  the  same  shall  be  held  and  disposed  of  lor  the  use  juid 

l^^nefitof  said  church  and  its  religious,  cliaritable  and  educational  insti-

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institution,  and  all.  conveyances  of  property,  when  authorized  as  afore- 
said, may  be  made  by  the  Bishop  as  head  of  said  corporation,  in  the  name 
and  by  authority  of  said  corporation,  and  signed  by  him  as  Bishop,  and 
such  conveyances,  so  executed,  shall  be  good  and  effectual  to  all  intents 
and  purposes. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  eruutedy  That  said  corporation  is  empowered  to 
establish  in  the  City  of  Mobile,  and  at  such  other  place  or  places  in  the 
State  of  Alabama  as  it  may  deem  proper,  an  asylum  or  asylums  for 
orphans,  or  widows  or  other  destitute  persons,  under  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  the  Bishop,  as  head  of  said  corporation,  may  prescribe;  and 
also  may  establish  in  this  State  hospitals  for  the  care  of  the  sick,  whether 
destitute  or  paying  patients;  and  may  establish  schools,  colleges,  or  any 
other  religious,  charitable  or  educational  institutions,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  said  Bishop  may  prescribe,  and  may  modify  and  alter  such  reg- 
ulations at  its  discretion;  Provided^  that  no  change  of  locality  or  diversion 
from  one  purpose  to  another  shall  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the 
Council. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese,  or  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  or  he  is  absent  or  disabled  from  acting,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  said  church,  as  the  head  of  the  corporation,  may  make  all 
sucli  rules  and  i*egulations  for  the  government  of  such  asylums  and  other 
institutions  of  said  church,  and  appoint  such  officers  and  agents  thei'eof 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  may  remove  such  agents  at  pleasure;  and 
said  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee,  shall  provide  for  the  management 
of  the  property  specially  belonging  to  or  set  apart  for  tlio  use  of  such 
asylums  or  other  religious,  charitable  or  educational  institutions  of  said 
church;  and  said  corporation  may  receive  and  hold  any  money,  real  estate 
or  otlier  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  such  asylum  or  of  any 
other  religious,  charitable  or  educational  institution,  established  or  car- 
ried on  by  or  under  the  authority  of  said  corporation;  and  in  like  manner 
may  receive  and  hold  property  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any  parish,  con- 
gregation or  mission  station  of  said  church. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  eiuuted,  That  all  property,  real  or  personal,  here- 
tofore given  or  conveyed  to  any  person  for  the  benefit  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  or  held  in  trust  for  the 
same,  shall  vest  in  said  corporation  as  though  given  or  conveyed  thereto 
by  its  corporate  name,  and  no  device,  bequest,  gift,  grant  or  ccmveyance 
heretofore  made  for  the  benefit  of  said  church,  or  of  any  asylum  or  other 
religious,  charitable  or  educational  institution,  such  as  is  contemplated 
by  this  Act,  or  which  hereafter  shall  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  said 
church,  or  of  any  asylum  or  other  religious,  charitable  or  educati(mal 
institution  herein  contemplated,  shall  fail  for  want  of  a  sufficient  descrip- 
tion, or  of  a  competent  person  to  take,  or  for  any  other  reason  whatever; 
but  the  same  shall  vest  in  said  corporation  by  the  name  given  by  tiiis 
Act;  and  the  said  Bishop  shall  report  to  the  Diocesan  Council  each  year 
the  property  which  from  time  to  time  may  be  held  under  this  Act,  and 
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what  disposition,  if  any,  may  have  been  made  thereof;  and  the  said 
Diocesan  Council  shall  have,  and  in  its  discretion  exercise,  a  general 
supervision  and  control  in  regard  to  property  and  institutions  of  said  cor- 
poration, and  may  organize  a  Board  of  Trustees,  either  local  or  general, 
to  assist  in  such  management  and  control. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  furthir  enacted^  That  all  parishes  of  said  Diocese  which 
may  apply  for  the  same,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  and  benefits 
of  said  corporation  upon  such  rules  as  the  Diocesan  Council  may  pre- 
scribe for  the  organization  and  firovernment  and  admission  of  parishes 
oompostng  the  same;  that  a  condition  precedent  to  the  admission  of  new 
parishes  shall  be,  that  all  lands  and  property  of  said  parish,  or  held  for  its 
use,  shall  be  conveyed  to  said  corporation  to  be  held  under  this  Act,  and 
that  no  lands  or  other  propt  rty,  or  money  given  at  any  time  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  church,  or  of  said  parish,  or  any  religious,  charitable 
or  educational  institution  thereof,  shall  be  sold,  moiijgaged  or  withdrawn 
from  this  church,  by  any  parish  or  congregation,  except  by  consent  of 
said  corporation,  given  as  in  case  when  property  is  allowed  to  be  sold 
under  this  Act.  The  property  or  funds  of  any  parish  or  mission  station 
which  has  or  may  become  distinct  be,  and  is  hereby  invested  in  said  cor- 
poration, and  may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  as  other  property  under  this 
Act;  that  all  conveyances  shall  be  made  to  said  corporation  by  its  cor- 
porate name,  ^*The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama.'^ 

Sec.  7.  Be  U farther  enacted^  That  any  parish  her«^tofore  organized  in 
anion  with  said  church,  desiring  to  have  the  property  now  or  hereafter 
owned  by  said  parish  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  may  at 
a  meeting  of  the  congregation,  of  which  one  mouth's  notice  at  public 
tervice  on  Sunday  shall  have  been  giveu  in  the  parish  church,  by  resolu- 
tions adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  male  communicants  over  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  asi^embled  at  such  meeting,  declare  their  wish  and  inten- 
tions that  all  the  property  of  said  parish,  then  owned  or  subsequently 
acquired,  shall  be  held  subject  to  the  provisions  of  tliis  Act,  and  the  ten- 
are  of  which  shall  be  secured  to  said  church,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  and  that  a  copy  of  said  resolutions,  certified  by  the  prrsident 
and  secretary  of  said  meeting,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Judge 
of  Probate,  as  ineorporations  are  recorded,  and  thenceforth  all  the  prop- 
erty of  said  parish  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in 
accordancse  with  said  resolutions,  and  the  adoption  of  such  resolutions 
aball  be  certified  to  the  Diocesan  Council  by  the  president  and  secretary 
of  such  meeting,  and  the  adoption  of  such  resolutions  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Jud<rc  of  Probate,  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  made  a  full  and  sufficient  authority  for  the  vestry  or  other  officers 
of  any  parish,  or  for  any  Trustee  or  Trustees  holding  title  to  any  property 
for  any  such  parish,  to  convey  all  such  property  to  the  said  corporation, 
to  be  held  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  parish,  according  to  the  terms 
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and  provisions  of  this  Act.     Nothing  herein  contained  shall  aflfect 
method  of  incorporating  a  parish  or  congregation  under  the  general  la 
of  this  State,  or  the  method  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  any  parish 
congregation  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  but  all  property  of  s^t^  ^^ 
parish  shall  be  conveyed  to  said  corporation  and  held  under  this  Act.

The  Clerot  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Kpisgopal 
Church  in  the  Dioobsb  of  Alabama,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
ii^oting  the  cau»e  of  religion  and  piety,  establish iog  order,  and 
Becoring  to  tbemsolves  and  tbeir  ponterity  tbe  advantages  of  tbe 
Ministry  and  Ordinances  of  tbe  Cburcb,  do  ordain  and  establisb 
this  Constitution : 

OenertU  Convention, 

Article  I.  This  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority,  and 
i^ecognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Pro- 
testant  Episcopal  Church  in  tbe  United  States  of  America. 

Annual  Council— Change  of  Place. 

^RT.  II.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Council  of  the  Church,  to 
^  lield  at  sucb  time  and  place  as  Bhall  be  designated  by  the  next 
P>"ocedin}ir  Council;  and  in  cane  there  nbould  be  an  epidemic  dis- 
®**5^  in  the  place  appointed  for  holding  said  Council,  or  any  other 
^txse  to  render  it  necessary  to  alier  the  place  or  time  fixed  for 
kc>lciiDg  it,  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  another 
plx^ce  or  time  for  holding  the  same.

-Art.  III.  The  Council  shall  be  composed    of  clergymen  and

The  President— May  Make  a  Motion— Special  Councils.

President  pro  tempore  from  the  presbyters  present.  The  BishC^^P 
may  make  any  motion  which  he  shall  judge  conducive  to  the  goC^  ^ 
of  the  Church,  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate;  and  he  mt^-^ 
deliver  his  sentiments  on  any  sulyect  after  it  has  been  discusseC^' 
before  a  vote  thereon.

The  Secretary. 

Art.  VI.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  Council,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  electioi 
of  a  Secretary.  His  duty  shall  be  to  make  minutes  of  their  pn 
ceediiigs,  to  pre.serve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  th< 
public  accounts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  th< 
hands  of  his  successor  all  hooks  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Council  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Methods  of  Voting. 

Art  VII.  In  Council  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate  and 
vote  as  one  body.  But  if  it  be  re(|iiired  by  two  clergymen,  or  by 
the  representations  of  two  parish«^s,  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separately;  in  which  case  each  clerjrynian  shall  cast  one  vote,  and 
the  representations  of  ouch  parish  one  vote,  and  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  each  order  thus  cast  shall  be  decisive.  In  electing  a 
Bishop,  the  laity  shall  vote  by  parishes  as  herein  provided. 

Kl4frti^n  of  a  Bishop. 

Art.  VIII.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  in  Council, 
in  the  following  manner:  The  clergy  shall  nominate,  by  ballot, 
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some  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  for  that  office,  the  votes  of  a  majority 
of  that  order  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice.  Such  nomi- 
nation shall  be  communicated  to  the  lay  deputies  and  be  consid- 
ered by  them  ;  and  if  on  a  ballot  it  shall  appear  that  the  per-^on 
so  nominated  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  parishes  represented, 
he    shall  then  be  declared  by  the  President  of  the  Council  duly 

elected. 

The  Standing  Committee. 

Art.  IX.  The  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  not  more 
than  three  clergymen  and  three  laymen,  shall  be  elected  at  each 
SLnnual  meeting  of  the  Council.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee, 
caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members      A  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Opening  of  the  Council. 

Art.  X.  Every  Council  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  a  sermon, 
and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion;  the  preacher  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Alteration  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  XI.  Any  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution  shall  be 
made  in  writing,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Council, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  Council ;  and  if  approved  by  a 
niajority  of  the  two  orders  therein,  voting  separately,  it  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  Constitution.

CANON  I.—OF  PARISHES. 

Union  with  the  Council. 

Section  1.  No  Church  or  parish  shall  be  received  into  xxux^^^ 
with  this  Council  unlens  the  Articles  of  Association,  authenticat^^^ 
by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  such  Association,  be  present^^* 
to  the  Council  by  a  member  thereof. 

Lay  Delegates  from  Parishes. 

Sec.  2.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  the  Dioce 
to  send  one  Lay  Communicant  in  good  standing,  whose  expense 
shall  be  paid  by  the  parish,  as  a  deputy  to  the  Diocesan  Council 
but  every  parish  may,  at  its  discretion,  send  a  number   of  add 
tional  deputies  not  exceeding  four,  who  shall  aldo  be  coromun^^ 
cants  in  good  standing. 

From  Missions. 

(h.)  Each  missionary  station  may  also  pend  one  Lay  Comma 
nicant,   to  be  appointed  by  the  minister  in   charge,  who  shall 
entitled  to  a  st  at  in  the  Council,  and  to  participate  in  its  debates^ 
but  not  to  vote. 

Notification  to  Secretary^ 

(c)  Each  vestry  or  mini.-ter  in  charge,  shall  send  to  the  Secre^ 
tary  of  the  Council,  the  name  of  each  deputy  elected  or  appointed 
to  n^present  such  parish  or  mission  station,  as  soon  as  elected  or 
appointed. 

Asse^isments  Must  be  Paid. 

Sec  3.  (a)  No  parish   or  mission   station   shall  be  entitled  to 
lay  representation,  nor  shall  the  names  of  the  lay  deputies  from 
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any  parish  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  until  all  assessments  upon 
the  same  naade  by  the  council,  shall  have  been  paid  to  the  Tfeas- 
tirer,  or  shall  have  been  specially  remitted  by  the  Council. 

(6)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  to  furnish  the  Secretary  with  a  complete  list  of  the 
parishes  that  have  paid  their  assessments.

Council,  a  list  of  all  parishes  which  have  paid  their  assessments 
io  full. 
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Time  of  Closing  Accounts, 
Sec.  2.  All  Treasurer's  accouDts  shall  be  closed  and  balances 
on  the  Wednesday  preceding    the  meeting  of  the  Council;  ant 
two    weeks  before    such  date,  the    Treasurer    shall  send  notic* 
thereof  to  all  parishes  and  missions  in  arrears  to  him. 

Tranter  to  Successor. 
Sec.  3.     Upon  retiring  from  office,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dioces* 
shall  pay  over  to  his  successor   all  funds  remaining  in  his  haods 
and   also  transfer  to  him  all  books   and  papers  belonging  to  tb« 
diocese  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Duplicate  Receipts  from  all  Treasurers. 
Sec.  4.  All  Treasurersreportingto  the  Council  shall  issue  dupli 
cate  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  them,  one  of  which  shal 
be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

CANON  III—OP  THE  REGISTRAR. 

Safe-Keeping  of  Documents. 
Section  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  of  tb€ 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  Council,  and  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  provide  a  suitable  safe  for  the  pre?:erv}ition  of  deeds  oi 
other  conveyances  of  all  Church  property,  the  original  articles  oi 
association  of  all  parishes,  and  any  other  documents  of  interest 
and  value  to  the  Church  in  this  Dioce$>e  which  may  be  deposited 
with  him ;  and  he  shall  also  use  reasonable  diligence  in  collecting 
and  preserving  all  such  papers  as  may  now  be  in  existence,  oi 
shall  hereafter  be  executed. 

Duties  of  Hectors.  Vestries  and  Trustees,  with  regard  to  the  Registrar. 
Sec.  2.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  rectors  or  vestries  of  par- 
ishes, trustees  of  Church  property,  and  any  one  into  whose  hands 
conveyances  of  real  estate  for  Church  purposes  may  come,  to  have 
the  same  duly  recorded  and  certified,  and  then  promptly  deposit 
the  same,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  with  the  Registrar,  who  shall 
examine  such  instruments,  and  finding  them  duly  recorded  and 
certified,  shall  enter  the  title  thereof  in  a  catalogue  to  be  formed 
of  such  papers,  shall  file  them  in  due  order  and  deposit  them  in 
his  safe,  subject  to  the  order  and  control  of  the  Council. 

DiUy  of  the  Secretary  with  regard  to  the  Registrar, 
(h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  to  turn 
over  to  the  Registrar  all  articles  of  association  of  parishes  which 
are  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council. 
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PreservcUion  of  Journals. 
Sec.  3.  The  Registrar  shall  collect  and  preserve  at  least  one 
copy  of  the  Journal  of  every  Council  of  the  Diocese  and  of  every 
Qeneral  Convention,  and  the  charges  and  pastoral  letters  at  any 
time  issued  by  the  Bishops  of  this  Diocese,  and  have  the  same 
suitably  bound  in  convenient  volumes.

Record  of  Acts, 

Sec.  4.  The  Kegistrnr  shall  provide  a  suitable  book  in  which  to 
record  such  Episcopal  or  clerical  acts  as  may  be  deemed  proper 
by  ibe  Bishop,  and  shall  report  thereon  annually  to  the  Council.

CANON  IV— OF  THE  CHANCELLOR. 

Adaiser  of  the  Bishop — Counsel  of  tlie  IHocese 

A  Chancellor  of  the  Dioce.se  shall  be  elected  bv  the  Council  at 
each  annual  meeting,  who  shall  be  the  adviser  of  the  Bishop  in 
all  legal  matters  pertaining  to  the  Diocese,  and  couns«»l  in  all  suits 
at  law  that  may  arise  in  the  administration  of  its  affairs. 

CANON  V—OF  THE  DIOCESAN  PRINTER. 

Prrnting  the  Journal  and  Other  Doct^ments  —  ComperisatCon—Bids  may  be 

Beeeivfid. 

The  Couocil  shall  elect  a  Diocesan   Printer,  who  shall  hold  his 

office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Couficil.     His  duty  shall  be  to 

print  the  annual  reports  of  the  Council  in  a  suitable  form,  an«i  of 

cOQveDient  size;  and  also  to  print  in  like  form  and  of  like  size 

whatever  addresses,  circulars,  pastoral  letters  or  other  documents 

the  Bishop  may  from  time  to  time  see  fit  to  isj^ue  to  the  clergy  or 

^  the  laity  of  the  Diocese;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  upon 

the  Treasurer  for  the  customary  and  reasonable  cost  of  such  labor, 

'^^en  performed  and  approved   by  the  Standinj^  Committee  of  the 

I^iocese.     Provided,  That  this  shall  not  be  construed  as  prevent- 

JD&  the  Secretary  from  receiving  bids,  and   having  the  work  done 

by  other  parties,  if,  in   his  opinion,  the  interests  of  the   Church 

shall  so  require. 

(7) 
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CANON  YI— OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CON- 
VENTION. 

DepuUes  to  the  General  Convention, 
The  Diocesan  Council  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  aunual  meeting, 
deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  who  shall  continue  in  office 
until  a  new  election  shall  be  had. 

CANON  VII— OP  THE  DIVISION  OF  PARISHES. 

Division  of  ParUthes,  by  Consent. 

Section  1.  When  any  portion  of  a  parish  in  connection  with 
this  Council  shall  desire  to  be  separated  fmni  the  parish  to  which 
they  belong,  and  to  be  erected  into  a  new  pari.^h,  they  shall  first 
secure  the  con^eut  of  the  parish,  adopt  the  articles  of  asbociaiion, 
and  apply  to  the  Council  for  admission. 

If  ConU4ited. 

Sec  2.  In  case  the  parish  should  not  consent  to  the  proposed 
division,  the  portion  seeking  it  shall  make  known  the  fact  to  the 
Council,  and  the  Council  shall  then  decide  upon  the  expediency 
of  separation. 

CANON  VIII— OF  THE  VESTRY. 

Election  —  Wardens 

Section  1.  In  every  parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  oo 
Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  the  parish  may 
appoint,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  thr^e  and  not 
more  than  eleven  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  appointed  to 
serve  as  Wardens,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  the  Senior 
Warden  of  the  parihh. 

Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  2  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall 
"be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  procefdin^s,  attest  the 
public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  reconls  and  papers  belong- 
ing to  the  parish,  perform  all  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  legally 
assigned  to  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his 
successor  all  books  and  documents  that  may  be  in  his  possession 
Ijelonging  to  the  parish. 

Treasurer  of  the  Vestry 

Sec.  '^  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  authority  of

th^  Vestry,  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  which  is  not  other- 
wits «  provided  for.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all 
moDevs  that  come  into  his  bandstand  sui  mi  it  an  exhibit  of  the 
s^nne  annually,  and  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Qualifications  of  Voters, 
Sec.  4.  In  every  parish  the  qualifications  of  voters   shall   be 
^etei mined  and  regulated  by  the  parish   itself;  but  in  the  forma- 
tion of  new  parishes,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  shall 
iiot  have  signed  the  articles  of  association. 

Qitaliflcations  of  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  elected  as  Vestryman  who  is  not  a 
qnalified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected:  Provided, 
That  oo  person  shall  l)e  qualified  to  act  as  Vestryman  who^oes 
not  believe  in  the  truth  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  approve  the 
cloctrioe  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Duty  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the 
property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  its  temporal  concerns,  elect 
&nd  call  a  minister,  and  provide  for  his  maintenance;  to  keep 
ordpr  in  church  dniingthe  celebration  of  Divine  worship,  and  in 
gpeoeral  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is  appropri- 
^\m  to  laymen  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel. 

Duty  of  Wardens. 

Skc.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially  to  pro- 
^*de  the  elements  for  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the 
^uilnibtration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms,  incase 
the  church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration 
^^  public  worship  and  the  instruction  of  the  coniJ^regation  by 
Occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances 
^ay  admit. 

Hector  to  Preside  and  Vote 
Sec.  8    (a)  The  Rector  of  every  parish  shall  ex-officio  preside 
**  Chairman  at  Vestry  nn;ctin«>:s.  and  shall  be  eniiilcd  to  a  cast- 
^^g  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  in  all  questions  except  those  in  which  he 
^^y  be  personally  concerned. 

To  Call  VtHry  Meetings 
(h)  The  rector  shall  have  power  to  cah  Vestrv  meetings  at  any 
time,  giving  reasonable  notice;  niid  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  do  so 
whenever  he  may  be  requested  by  three  members  of  the  Vestry. 
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Senior  Warden  May  Call. 

(r)  In  bifi  absence,  or  if  the  parish  is  without  a  rector,  tb^ 
Senior  Warden,  or  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  shall  hav-' 
power  to  call  Vestry  meetingf^,  giving  reasonable  notice. 

Regular  MeeUngn. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  boiden  four  regular  Vestry  meetings  \m 
each  year — one  on  Easter  Monday,  and  the  others  quarterl]^ 
thereafter. 

Vacancies. 

Sec.  10.  Vacancies  in  the  Vestry,  caused  by  death,  resignation 
or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members. 

CANON  IX.— OF  THE  CLERGY. 

The  Clerical  Li»t.  . 

Section  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  the  Bishop,  ob 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clericfil  members  of  the  standing  Com- 
mittee shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  lisi  of  all  the  clergytuec: 
cauouically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  name  of  thai' 
respective  cures,  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  th^ 
iuhtitulions  of  learning  in  which  they  are  en^ajred;  and  the  places 
of  residence  of  such  as  are  not  employed  in  either  of  the  way^ 
above  mentioned;  specifying  at  the  same  lime  who  of  either  cla^ 
are  deacons — but  no  person  while  suspended  from  the  ministi-« 
shall  have  a  place  on  such  list — and  such  li>t.  shall  be  laid  befo  — 
the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall  have  l)een  called  to  ordeEi 
and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  shall  be  called  iherefro  : 
The  same  shall  be  inserted  in  the  journal,  and  a  copy  sent  to  ^ — 
Secretary  of  the  General  Convention. 

Dinputed  Seats. 

Sec.  2.  When   the   right  of  any   clergyman  to   a  seat  in     *^ 
Council  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  by  th%  Council  acc<^' 
ing  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  whether  his  nam^ 
inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

Candidates  Ineligible. 

Sec.  3.  No  persort  who  is  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  ^* 
Church,  shall  be  permitted  to  accept  an  appointment  as  deputy  ^ 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese. 
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CANON  X.— OF  THE  BISHOP'S  FUND. 

Tmuitees, 

Section  1.  (a)  Three  Trustees  shall  be  annually  elected  by 
ballot  by  the  Council;  said  Trustees  to  he  selected  from  diiferent 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  to  manage  the  Bishop's  Fund;  one  of  whom, 
to  be  designated  by  the  Council,  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  said 
PuQd. 

Their  Duties, 

(b.)  Said  Trustees  shall  hold  the  said  Fund,  and  manage  and 
invest  the  same  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Council  has 
prescribed,  or  may  hereafter  prescribe. 

Inv€%tmenU. 

Sec.  2.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  keep  said 
Fund  safely  invested  in  public  securities  of  unquestioned  validity, 
or  other  permanent  and  safe  securities  or  investments;  the 
interest  thereon  to  be  paid  annually  or  oftener. 

Reports. 

(h)  The  Trustees  and  Treasurer  shall  make  an  annual  report  of 
the  condition  and  roanHsremeut  of  the  Fund,  specifying  clearly  the 
existing  investments. 

Duty  of  Trecufurer. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and 
reeeive  all  moneys  and  other  assets  belonging?  to  the  said  Fund, 
as  well  as  the  interest  or  other  income  arising  therefrom,  and  to 
l^ecp  and  account  to  the  Council  for  the  same. 

Vhcaimies. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancv  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  bv 
reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  Trustees 
^ball  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  Council. 
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TITLE     II- 

General  Regulations  of  MinistersfTheirDutie^^ 


CANON  I.— OF  ATTENDANCE  UPON  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  re^fular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the  meet 
ings  of  the  Council  being  deemed  of  great  importance  to  th 
interests  of  the  Church,  is  a  duty  with  which  no  slight  obsstacle 
should  be  allowed  to  interfere.  And  it  is  recommended  to  the 
parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  respective 
ministers  in  attending  the  Council. 

CANON  II.— OP  ADMISSION  TO  PARISHES. 

Section  1.  No  clergyman  shall  bo  admitted  to  the  pastoral 
charge  of  any  parish,  unless  he  first  produce  to  the  Ve-try  thereof 
a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  from 
the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  presented  satisfactory  testi- 
monials that  he  is  an  accredited  minister  of  the  Church  in  good 
standing. 

CANON    III— OF    THE    PARISH     REGISTER    AND 

REPORTS 

Parish  Book- Keeping— Records. 

Section  1.  Every  minister  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  bap- 
tisms, confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him, 
or  in  his  parish  hy  any  other  minister,  specifying  the  names  and 
times  of  birth  of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of 
parents  and  sponsors;  the  names  of  adults  ba])tized,  and  also  the 
witnesses  of  the  baptism;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by 
whom;  the  names  of  persons  married,  and  of  persons  buried;  and 
also  the  times  when  each  rite  and  sacrament  was  perft»rmed. 
This  register  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  belonging  to  the  Vestry  in  each  parish,  which  book  shall  he 
called  the  Parish  Register,  and  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  parish. 

RegiHtration. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  register  above  named,  the  minister  of 
each  parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  families 
within  his  cure,  specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  com- 
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muDicaDts  of  his  parish,  aod  whether  by  removal  from  some  other 

parish  or  otherwise. 

Parochial  ReporU 
Skc.  3.  Every  minister  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  every  annual 
Oouncil,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the   Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Council, 
a  Btutement  of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals  and 
confirmations  within  his  cure  since  the  last  Council;  the  number 
of  communicants  and  the  number  of  baptized  persons  not  com- 
municants, specifying  the  number  of  removals,  deaths  and  addi- 
tions  from  other  churches,  or  otherwise,  during  the  same  time; 
also,  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday 
schools;  and  the  amount — first,  of  all  expenditures  for  parochial 
parpoees;   second,  of  all  charities  and    benefactions  within   the 
parish,  within  the  Diocese,  or  elsewhere;  and  third,  of  all  contri- 
butions, however  raised,  ror  any  Church  objects  not  included  in 
the  forenamed  items,  together  with  a  concise  statement  of  what- 
ever other  matters  may  be  important  in  showing  the  state  of  the 

paris^h. 

Parish  Clef  k— Report  by  the  Warden. 

Sec.  4.  In  every  parish  defititute  of  a  minister,  the  register  shall 
be  kept  by  .«onie  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry  for  that  purpose 
and  the  aniiual  parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  or  forwiirded 
to  the  Bi.'^hop,  or  President  of  the  Council  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
by  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  parish. 

CANON  IV_OF  VACANT  PARISHES. 

NoUficatUm  to  the  Bishop  -  Bishop's  Supply. 

Section  I,  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  rectorship 
of  any  parish,  it -shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  such  parish 
promptly  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  such  vacancy;  and  in  the  event 
01  the  failure  of  the  Vestry,  for  a  period  of  three  months,  to  give 
each  notification  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  the  Ve.-try  inform  him  that 
00  adequate  steps  are  being  taken  to  supply  the  vacancy,  or  its 
iDabiiity  to  supply  it,  then  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  see  fit  to  do  so, 
niay  appiiint  a  clergyman  to  ollSeinte  teniporiiriiy  in  said  parish,  or 
ontil  \\ie  vacancy  in  the  rect'^rship  shall  have  been  supplied  by 
the  action  of  the  Vestry;  and  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty 
of  the  parish  to  provide,  according  to  its  ability,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  clergyman  so  officiating. 
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CANON  V— OF  CONVOCATIONS. 
Convocations— How  Formed. 

Section  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop,  for 
mispioDarj  purposes,  into  Cod  vocational  Districts,  with  sach 
boundaries  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

How  O&eemed. 

Sec  2.  (a)  The  presiding  officer  of  each  Convocation  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  such  office  to  be  held  at  his  discretion, 
with  such  title — Dean,  Archdeacon,  or  the  like — as  the  Bishop 
may  prefer  to  bestow. 

Duty  of  Dean. 

(h)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  presiding  officer  to  direct  the 
mission  work  of  his  Convocation,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Binhop,  to  preside  at  its  meetin^f>,  and  in  general  to  do  such  work 
as  may  be  committed  to  him  by  the  Bishop. 

Other  Ojftcers. 

(e)  The  other  officers  of  the  Convocation,  as  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, etc.,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convocation,  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convocation. 

Duties  of  Members— Expenses. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  liis  Convocation  when  duly  called,  and 
to  officiate  at  any  point  or  points  within  the  Convocation  to  which 
he  belongs  on  at  least  four  Sundays  in  the  year,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  shall  be  appointed  bv  the  Bishop,  or  by  the  presid- 
ing officer  of  the  Convocation,  acting  by  the  authority  of  the 
Bishop;  provided,  however,  That  the  necessary  expenses  of  such 
missionary  services  shall  be  defrayed  from  the  Diocesan  MissioD 
Fund,  or  any  other  funds  that  may  be  available. 
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OF    DISCIPLINE. 

CANON  I— OF  THE  TRIAL  OP  A'  CLERGYMAN,  NOT 

BEING  A  BISHOP. 

Enacting  Clause, 

Whenever  any  minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  '* liable  to  presentment  and  trial'*  under 
the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  the 
Diocesan  Council,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall 
be  as  follows,  viz. : 

Triai  upon  Presentment— By  a  Vestry— By  Three  Priests, 

Section  1.  (a)  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing, 
addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offense  of 
which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  cer- 
tainty as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment 
may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  mt^mbers  of  the 
Vestry  of  any  church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  minister,  or  by 
any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Coun- 
cil, or  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

By  tJie  Bisfiop's  Appointment, 
(6)  Whenever,  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  anv  cleri^vman  is  under  the 
imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct, 
for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the 
Church  require  an  investigation,  or  upon  the  written  request  of 
the  party  himself,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ap])oint  three  persons, 
of  whom  two  at  least  shall  be  presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a 
majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination ;  and  if  there  is, 
in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present 
the  clergyman  accordingly. 

The  Bishop  to  Dismiss^  or  Modify  Charges. 

Sec.  2.  (a)  A  presentnx^nt  being  made  in  one  of  the  modes 
above  prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  ap]>ear 
to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if 
it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  some  do  not  constitute  an 
oflfense,  he  may  allow  it   in  part,  and  dismiss  the  residue    or  he 
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may  permit  it  to  be  amended;  and  be  sball,  in  all  eases,  take  care 
tbat  the  presentment  shall  set  forth  a  substantial  offense,  upon 
which  a  verdict  and  final  judgment  can  be  pronounced,  as  herein- 
after provided. 

A  Copy  to  be  Served— Formation  of  a  Court— Time  of  Trial— The  BUhop 

a  Party. 

(h)  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall 
also  nominate  eiffht  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Council,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause 
a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  three  of  them,  and 
notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop.  And  if  he  fails  to 
do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  select  three,  and  the  presbyters  so  selected 
shall  form  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place 
(within  the  Diocese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary;  Promded, 
That  in  case  the  Bishop  should  be  the  party  against  whom  the 
offense  is  charged  to  have  been  committed,  or  is  himself  a  neces- 
sarv  and  material  witness  in  the  case,  the  clerical  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  Bishop,  per- 
form the  duty  above  prescribed  for  the  Bishop;  provided  further, 
that  the  Bishop  may,  in  case  of  necessity,  change  the  time  and 
place  of  the  assembling  of  the  court,  giving  thirty  days'  notice  of 
such  change  to  the  accused. 

Confesnioji. 

Sec.  3.  If  a  clergyman  shall,  at  any  time  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  trial,  confess  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment, 
the  Bishop  shall,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  clerical 
menjbers  of  the  Standing  Committee,  proceed  to  pass  sentence; 
otherwise  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Thirty  DnyiC  Noti<ie 

Sec.  4.  A  written   notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirtv  davs  before 
such  meeting,  or  at  an  earlier  day  by  consent  of  both  parties; 
and  if  practicable,  a  like  notice  on  one  or  more  of  those  making 
the  presentment. 
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2'o  Complete  the  Court. 

Sec.  5.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board,  the  whole  number  of  three  do  not  attend,  tho8e  present 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  lime,  and  if  it  appears  at  that  time  or 
later,  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a 
reasonable  time,  then  such  as  may  be  present  shall  nominate  five 
presbyters,  from  whom  the  accused,  or  if  he  fails  or  neglects, 
then  the  Bishop,  shall  select  one  or  more  necessary  to  fill  up  the 
Board,  and  the  trial- shall  proceed,  and  a  majority  of  the  Board 
shall  decide  all  questions. 

Confemon^  or  Pleading — Change  of  Charge, 

Sec   6.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 

facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur  thereto,  it 

shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop 

as  to  the  sentence  which  should  be  pronounced;  and  if  he  does  not 

confess,  then  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them.     The  board 

shall,  during  the  progress  of  the  trial,  and  without  delay,  permit 

the  presentment  to  be  amended  in  matter  of  form,  and  as  to  facts, 

not  materially  changing  the  charges.     Amendments  in  matters 

of  substance  may  also  be  allowed,  if  justice  to  the  accused  or  the 

interests  of  the  Church  so  require,  but  upon  such  conditions  as 

will  prevent  surprise,  and  will  secure  a  full  and  fair  investigation 

and  trial. 

Absence  of  Accused. 

Sec.  T.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice, 
shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his 
trial,  the  board  may,  nevertheless,  proceed  as  if  he  were  present, 
unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day. 

Evidence. 

Sec.  8.  (a)  When  the  board  proceeds  to  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  relevant  and  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which 
phall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  witnesses 
respectively.  At  the  request  of  either  party,  the  witnesses  shall 
be  sworn  bv  an  officer  of  the  law  authorized  to  do  so,  that  thev 
will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth, 
as  to  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment. 

Confesm'on. 

(b)  If  on  or  during  the  trial  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth 
of  the  charges,  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  board  may  dis- 
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pense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to 
state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  senteiice  that  ought 
to  be  pronounced. 

Testimony  of  Non-Attendant  Witnesses. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  or 
to  the  Court  after  its  organization,  and  it  being  made  satisfac- 
torily to  appear  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  produced  on 
the  trial,  the  Bishop  or  the  Court  may  appoint  a  commissioner 
to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  -shall  prescribe  what 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  other  party  of  the  time  and  place  of 
taking  such  testimony.  Both  parties  may  attend  and  examine 
the  witness,  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
commissioner  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted  to  the 
board,  and  shall  be  received  bv  them  as  evidence.  The  witness 
so  examined  shall  be  sworn  according  to  law. 

Decision  of  the  Court, 

Sec.  10.  {a)  The  board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evi- 
dence, shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  their  decision  on  the  charg(?s  contained  in  the  present- 
ment, distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not 
guilty  of  the  charges  res]K»ctively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence 
which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounced;  and  a  copy  of 
such  decision  shall  l)e,  without  delay,  communicated  to  the 
acciised.  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidi'nce, 
shall  be  delivered  to  the;  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
canonical  sent<'nce  as  shall  a])pear  to  him  to  be  proi)er;  providctl^ 
the  same  shall  not  exc<'ed  in  severitv  the  sentence  recommended 
by  the  board,  and  such  sentience  shall  \w  final. 

New   Trial, 
(h)   But  the  Bislio]),  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires 
it,  may  grant   a   new  trial   to  the  accused  ;   in  which  case,  a  new 
Board  of  Presl:yters    shall    be  appointed,  the  proceedings  before 
whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Ti?ne  and  Plaice  of  Sentetice. 
(r)  BefoH'  ])r<>nouii(;ing  any  sentence,  the    Bishop  shall   sum- 
mon the   accused  and  anv  three  or  more  of  the  (/lerirv,  to   meet 
him  at  such   time  as  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in 
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some  church,  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  pur- 
pose be  open  to  all  persons  who  ma}'  choose  to  attend,  and  the 
sentence  shall  be  then  and  there  pronounced  by  the  Bishop. 

RenundaUon  of  Error  of  Dottrine  or  Ritual. 

(d)  Provided,  however,  that  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of  an 
error  in  doctrine,  or  non-conformity  to  the  rubrics  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  and  if  the  accused  at  such  public  assembly  at 
such  church,  shall  then  and  there,  in  writing,  renounce  the  error 
of  which  he  has  been  convicted,  or  avow  his  purpose  of  future 
conformity  to  the  rubrics,  and  shall  submit  to  the  judgment  of 
the  Church,  pronounced  in  his  case;  then,  for  a  first  offense,  the 
sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  that  of  admonition. 

Service, 

Sec.  11.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon, 
may  be  served  l\v  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  or  by  the  Court,  and  whose  certificate  of  service  shall 
be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  it 
shall  be  proved  by  his  affidavit  thereof.  A  written  notice  or 
paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof. 

Counsel, 

Sec.  12.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  either  side,  provided  they 
are  communicants  of  the  church. 

Witnesses. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be  Fum- 
moned  as  a  witness  before  the  Court  of  Inquiry,  or  the  board  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  or  shall  refuse  to  testify  or  be 
sworn  or  affirmed,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  viola- 
tion of  Godly  discipline. 

Authority  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  14.  All  matters  of  government  and  discipline  and  pro- 
ceedings connected  therewith,  not  especially  provided  for  by 
Canon,  are  within  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop 
bv  virtue  of  his  office. 

Expenses  of  Trial. 

Sec.  15.  The  expenses  necessarily   incurred  in  any  investiga- 
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tion  or  trial  under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused 
when  found  innocent,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  under  the 
direction  of  the  Court,  and  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next 
Council  for  payment,  as  the  Council  may  direct. 


TITLE    I"V^. 

MISCELLA.NEOUS    PROVISIONS. 


CANON  I.— OF  THE  REPEAL  OP  CANONS. 

1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any  Canon, 
and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  be  a 
re-enactment  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said  re- 
pealing clause. 

CANON  II.— ON  THE  ENACTMENT  AND  ALTERA- 
TION OF  CANONS. 

1.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  bv  wav  of 
amendmi'Ut  of  an   existing  provision,  shall  be  in   the  following 

form  :   "Canon  . . .  . ,  or,  section of  Canon ,  or,  clause  .... 

of  section  ....  of  Canon  . . . . ,  of  Title  . . . , ,  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows  :''  And  if  the  enactment  is  of  an  additional 
clause,  section  or  Canon,  it  shall  be  designated  as  the  next 
Canon,  or  next  section,  or  next  clause  of  a  Canon  or  section,  in 
the  order  of  numbering  of  the  title  to  which  the  subject  properly 
belongs;  and  if  a  Canon  or  section,  or  clause,  be  stricken  out,  the 
existing  numbering  shall  be  retained  until  a  new  edition  of  the 
Canons  be  directed. 

2.  No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to  the  Canons,  shall 
be  considered  bv  the  Council,  unless  bv  unanimous  consent,  with- 
out  at  least  one  day's  notice  thereof  in  open  Council;  nor  shall 
such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Council, 
if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shall  not  concur  therein  ; 
b  It  in  such  case,  the  same  shall  lie  over  for  consideration  until 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Council. 
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ARTICLES    OF    ASSOCIATION 

Eecommended  for  the  Organization  of  New 

Parishes. 

We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desiring  to  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  religious  worship  and  instruction  according  to 
the  forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 

the  United  States  of  America,  have  this day  of A. 

D.,  at in  the  State  of  Alabama,  formed  ourselves  into  a 

congregation,  and  adopted  the  following  Articles  of  Association  : 

Article  I.  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be  known 
by  the  name  of  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestry  of Church. 

Art.  II.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to,  and 
adopts  the  Constitution,  canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  p]piscopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

Art.  III.  When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Association 
shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privilege  of  voting  in 
the  election  of  Vestrymen,  of  being  elected,  or  of  exercising  any 
function  concerning  or  connected  with  the  said  Association. 

Art.  IV.  The  Ve.«itrymen  of Church,  shall  be  elected 

annually,  en  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  by  a  majority  of  the 
voters  assembled  for  that  purpose ;  and  if  the  election  shall  fail  to 
be  efiFected  on  Easter  Monday,  then  it  shall  be  had  as  soon  there- 
after as  may  be,  notice  to  that  effect  having  been  given  publicly 
to  the  congregation  on  the  preceding  Sunday,  or  some  other  con- 
venient occasion  previous  to  the  day  of  election.  The  Vestry- 
men so  elected  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until 
others  are  chosen. 

Art.  V.  The  Rector  of Church  shall  be  elected  bv  the 

Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting,  which  shall  be  duly 
convened  for  that  purpose,  they  having  due  regard  in  all  such 
elections  to  the  previously  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  especially  of  the  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Art.  VI.  No  person  shall   be  chosen   Rector  or  Minister,  or 
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Associate  Rector  or  Minister* of Church,  or  be  allowed  to 

exorcise  any  of  the  functions  of  the  sacred  ministry  in  the  same, 
unless  he  shall  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  having  charge  of 
this  Diocese,  or  if  there  is  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  same,  as  an  ordained  Minister  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  good  standing;  Promded,  That  nothing  in  this 
article  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
from  inviting  any  regular  ordained  Minister  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  good  standing,  and  not  known  to  be  dis- 
countenanced bv  the  authority  aforesaid,  to  oflBciate  occasionally 
in  the  Church,  or  to  interfere  with  the  performance  of  the  usual 
services  by  Lay  readers  duly  appointed  to  officiate  in  the  congre- 
gation in  the  absence  of  the  Minister. 

Art.  VII.  The  annual  rents,  contributions  and  other  revenues 
raised  by  this  Association  or  Congregation,  shall  be  from  time  to 
time,  applied  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  maintenance 
and  support  of  the  Rector  or  Minister,  and  to  such  other  objects 
as  are  connected  with  the  well-being  of  the  Church,  and  to  no 
other  purposes  whatever. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Association,  or  the  "  Rector,  Wardens  and 

Vestry  of Church,"  or  other  i)ersons  in  whose  name  the 

property  of Church  may  be  vested,  shall  not,    by  deed  or 

any  other  means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  having 
chars^e  of  the  Diocese,  under  his  hand — or  if  there  be  no  such 
Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  said  Diocese,  by  a 
majority  thereof,  under  their  hands— previously  had  and  obtained, 
grant,  alienate,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,  messuages, 
hereditaments,  in  them  vested  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
Church,  nor  charge  nor  encumber  the  same  to  any  person  what- 
soever. 

Art.  IX.  In  the  case  of  the  dissolution  or  extinction  of  this 
Association,  for  any  cause  whatever,  the  lands,  tenements  and 
other  estates,  real  or  personal,  if  such  there  be.  shall  vest  in  the 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  or 
under  whose  supervision  it  may  for  the  time  be,  and  his  Canon- 
ical successors,  to  be  by  him  and  them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
of  a  future  Congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
which  may  be  formed  in  the  same  place  or  its  vicinity,  and  upon 
the  same  principles  as  the  present  Church  and  Association.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  take  great  pleasure  in 
reponinjj,  as  the  result  of  their  investigations,  a  remarkable  a<lvancement 
of  tl»e  Diocese  in  many  respects  during  the  ecclesiastical  year  just  ended. 
They  think  it  may  be  safely  said  that  the  Diocese  has  never  been  in  a 
»ficancial  condition  so  sound  and  encouraging.  This  is  jdainly  evident, 
not  only  in  the  fact  that  it  is  entirely  free  from  all  indebtedness,  but  is 
especially  apparent  in  the  con.siderable  amounts  still  remaininji:  in  the 
hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer,  <»f  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  in  those  held  by  the  Treasurers  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund,  and  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of 

This  they  deem  to  be  especially  grat'fying,  not  only  as  indicating  its 
present  prosperous  jMicuuiary  condition,  but  also  as  furnishing  a  solid 
basis  for  the  reascmable  exi>ectation  of  an  ever  increasing  ability  to  open 
new  fields  in  which  to  employ  the  active  industry  of  a  larger  eorp»  of 
spiritual  laborers.  Such  an  improved  pecuniary  condition  of  the  Diocese 
tells  again  of  increasing  liberality  on  the  pare  of  the  laymen  of  the 
Church,  and  of  the  efficiency  of  the  methods  employed  to  excite  it,  and 
to  collect  their  donations. 

Your  Committee  cculd  not  fail  to  recognize,  in  all  this,  the  great  im- 
portance of  persistent  training  on  this  line,  and  of  the  certainty  of  a 
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lar^e  income  necessarily  arising  from  small  amounts  regularly  contributed 
by  old  and  youn;:^,  in  every  parish . 

Should  this  method  be  adopted  by  every  clergyman  in  the  Diocese, 
your  Committee  feel  assured  that  the  result  would  be  surprisingly  greater 
than  any  that  has  been  ever  realizt^d  in  the  past.  But  the  Committee, 
while  fully  appreciating  this  material  progress  thus  described,  as  of  great 
value  in  itself,  are  yet  constrained  to  admit  that  it  is  to  be  consid- 
ered valuable  chiefly  as  the  effect  of  spiritual  causes  and  agents.  They 
are  happy  to  believe  that  it  indicates  the  impulsive  power  of  a  stronger 
faith,  of  a  ho|)e  more  confident  of  success,  and  of  a  zeal  warmer  and 
more  untiring  in  the  service  of  II im  who  is  the  impersonation  of  the 
Father's  love  of  our  fallen  race.  The  laborers  are  more  in  number  than  at 
any  time  since  the  war.  Six  clergymen  have  been  ordained  since  the  last 
Council;  sevputeen  lay  readers  have  been  appointed:  five  hundred  and 
eleven  have  been  confirmed;  and  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  have  been 
baptized. 

Now,  with  these  larger  spiritual  forces,  increased  obligation  rests  on 
<*ach  of  us  to  go  hence  refreshed  and  stimulated  by  such  divine  recogni- 
tion.  confidently  relying  on  Him  without  whose  blessing  even  an  Apollos, 
and  a  Paul,  must  labor  in  vain,  J.  M.  BANIST£U,  Chairman.

Your  Committee,  appointed  to  take  into  consideratitm  the  several 
matters  relative  to  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  at  iMontgomery,  have  had 
t^he  same  under  consideraiion,  and  submit  the  following: 

From  present  appearances,  we  think  it  would  be  unwise  to  force  the 
property  upon  the  market  during  this  year,  and  therefore  think  that  the 
l>uihiing8  and  so  much  of  the  grounds  surnmnding  them  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  reasonably  adapt  tiieni  to  the  use  for  which  they  are  most 
likely  to  be  rented  out — that  of  a  school — be  rented  out.  We  recommend, 
iiowever,  that  no  lease  for  any  ti-rra  exceeding  a  year,  be  made,  as  we 
%hink  it  desirable  for  the  property  to  be  kept  so  that,  in  case  ati  oppor. 
^tunity  is  offered  to  sell,  it  shall  not  be  encumbered  by  a  long  lease.  It  is 
evident  that  an  inability  to  give  possession,  except  after  the  expiration  of 
9  long  lease,  might  seriously  interfere  with  a  sale. 

An  application  has  l>een  made  to  tlie  authorities  of  the  city  of  Mont- 
gomery to  open  a  street  along  the  south-western  boundary  of  the  property, 
suid  those  authorities  desire  to  negotiate  for  a  strip  thirty  feet  in  width 
along  that  boundary,  a  distance  of  something  over  one  thousand  feet. 
XJoder  the  law,  when  the  city  desires  property  for  the  purpose  of  opening 
a  street,  the  proper  authorities  dre  required  to  make  an  effort  to  agree 
with  the  owners  on  the  value  of  the  property  proposed  to  be  taken;  and 
if  they  cannot  agree,  then  the  law  provides  a  method  whereby  the  city 
can  condemn  the  lands  desired.     This  being  the  case,  we  think  it  advis- 
able that  authority  should  be  given  to  some  one,  on  the  part  of  the  church, 
to  negotiate  l^ith  the  city  authorities.     In  our  opinion,  the  opening  of  the 
street  will  benefit  the  property. 
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To  carry  out  the  above  recommendations,  we  submit  herewith  two 
resolutions,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same.

Resolved^  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop*s  Fund  are  authorized  to  ne- 
frotiate  with  the  authorities  of  tlie  city  of  Montgomery  for  a  sale  to  the 
city,  of  so  much  of  the  Hamuer  \h\\\  property  as  may  be  desired  for  the 
purpose  of  opening  sti*eets  along  or  tlirough  such  property  ;  and,  if  they 
agree  upon  the  terms  of  such  sale,  upon  the  same  being  appi*oved  by  the 
Bisho])  of  the  Diocese,  consent  is  hereby  given  to  the  execution  of  al} 
proper  deeds  or  instruments  necessary  or  proper  to  bo  executed  for  the 
puri>ose  of  conveying  the  lands  agreed  upon  to  said  city  for  the  use  and 
purpose  of  a  street. 

Resolved^  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
upon  the  expiration  of  ihe  present  lease  upon  the  Hamner  Hall  property, 
to  rent  out  the  same  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  deem 
advisable.  And  said  Trustees  are  furtlier  authorized  and  empowered,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  to  sell  said  property,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  advisable  to  do  so,  upon  such  terms  as 
shall  in  their  judgment  be  to  tiie  interest  of  the  trust,  except  the  lot 
known  as  the  Orphans  Home  and  the  land  surrounding  it,  to  be  selected 
by  the  Trustees  and  the  Bishop. 

On  motion  this  report  was  received  and  concurred  in,  and 
the  resolutions  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

The  following  resolutions  were  presented,  read,  and  on  mo- 
tion, were  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Missions  are  authorized  and  requested  to 
publish  and  distribute  monthly  among  the  families  of  the  several  Parishes 
and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  a  monthly  pajHir,  to  contain  the  calendar  for 
the  month  of  publication,  communications  from  the  Bishop,  a  list  of  his  ap- 
pointments for  the  month,  and  of  his  visitations  for  the  previous  month, 
and  such  other  matters  as  the  Bishop  and  Board  may  deem  advisable  to 
publish.  Provided  that  the  expense  shall  not  exceed  thirty  dollars  a  month, 
one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  one-half  by 
the  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Resolcedy  That  while  the  paper  is  sent  free  to  every  family,  the  Council 
reciuests  every  fannly  which  is  able  to  do  so,  to  contribute  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  a  year  towards  that  object. 

Renolced,  That  every  clergyman  in  charge  of  a  Mission  Station,  and  the 
Hector  or  Senior  Warden  of  every  Parish,  be  requestt^d  to  send  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Missions,  a  list  (►f  all  the  families  in  such  Parish 
or  Mission,  or  of  individu;ils  not  included  in  families. 

The  following  was  presented  and  read : 

Reitokedy  That  the  thanks  of  the  Diocesan  Council   are  due  and   are 
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hereby  tendered  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Mary's  on  the  Highlands,  and  to 
other  citizens  of  Birmingham,  for  the  cortlial  courtesy  and  refined  hospi- 
tality with  whicli  it  lias  been  entertained. 

On  motion,  this  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
On  motion,  it  was 

RiBoltedj  Tlie  Secretary  be  instructed  to  return  the  thanks  oi  this  Coun- 
cil to  the  railroad  companies  who  have  extended  courtesies  to  its  mem- 
bers. 

The  Committee  on  Periodical  Reports  presented  and  read 
their  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  received  and  concurred 
in.     (See  Appendix.) 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  till  9J  o'clock  Saturday.

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren:  I  proceed  to  give accouQt  of  m 
official  labors  during  the  year  Just  closed: 

Mav  23,  1888 — I  met  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  i 
the  "Church   of   the    Nativity,"  Huntsviile,    and,    after    Divin 
service,  with  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  R.  Upton,  celebrated  t 
Lord's  Supper.     The  remainder  of  the  week  was  spent  in  Council 

188S— May  27th— (Trinity  Sunday)— I  ordained  Priest,  Uev. 
Percy  Gordon,  at  Church  of  **The  Nativity,"  Huntsviile.  The^ 
candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Bani^ter,  D.  D..  wbo,^ 
together  with  the  Revs.  Messrs.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  DeB.  Wad — 
dell  and  W.  A.  Sticknev,  united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands.  Cele-^ 
bration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  sermon  by  myself.

AugUHt   12th — (Eleventh   Sunday   after  Trinity) — At  Trinity, 
obile,  I  ordained  to  the  Diocese,  Messrs.  Conway  Johnes,  Law- 

^on  B.  Snell  and  Walter  C.  Whitaker;  sermon   by  the  Rev.  J.  L. 

Lancaster. 

August  19th — (Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached  at 
dJbrist  Church.  Charlotteville,  Va.  I  sojourned  a  few  weeks  in 
"Virginia,  and  returned  to  the  Diocese  first  of  October.  While 
absent,  I  preached  as  opportunity  offered,  and  at  request  of  the 
Sector,  baptized  an  infant  at  Ascension  Church,  Washington  City. 
I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  give  any  detailed  account  of  services 
"i^odered  outside  of  the  Diocese. 

October  14th — (Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity) — I  preached 
at  Trinity.  Mobile. 

October  2 1st — (Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity; — I  preached 
at  St.  John's,  Mobile. 
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October  28th — (Twenty-second  Sondav  after  Trinity)— I 
preached  at  St.  Peter's,  Bon  Secour,  and  confirmed  thirteen  persons. 

Novennber  4th — (Twenty-third  Sunday  after  Trinity) — I  preached 
at  St.  Wilfrid*s,  Marion,  morning  and  evening",  confirmiug  len 
persons  and  celebrating  Holy  Conimunion. 

At  this  visitation  I  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  in  peri^oD  the 
Rev.  Ro.  J.  Walker  to  the  Diocese.  I  marked  with  pleasure 
many  indications  of  renewed  interest  on  the  part  of  the  congrega- 
tion. A  choir  of  boys,  clad  in  appropriate  vestments,  rendered 
very  ir.  pressive  and  church ly  music. 

The  congregation  of  St  Wilfrid's  has,  in  common  with  many 
others,  suffered  greatly  from  removals,  but  the  small  remnant 
holds  tenaciously  to  its  deeply  rooted  traditions. 

November  5ih — I  preached  at  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Union" 
town,  and  confirmed  ten  persons. 

November  Gth — Preached  again  at  same  Church,  and  confirm^ *^ 
one  person,  having,  before  service,  confirmed  a  sick  person  ^  ^ 
private.     I  also  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

At  this  vi.^itaiion  I  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  anew  labor^=^ 
into  the  Diocese,  the  Kev.  Benj.  Dennis. 

The  congregations  of  St.  Michael's  and  Holy  Cross  have  unite- 
in  calling  Mr.  Dennis  to  be  their  rector.     The  old  Church  of  S(^ 
Michael's  has  been  moved  to  Faunsdale,  a  growing  village  on  tb- 
railroad,   and   a  general  interest   has  been  awakened  throughou   - 
the  commuuitv. 

The  removal   of  St.    Michael's  touched,   most  naturally,   som^ 
tender    heart    ties,    but    in    this  practical    world,   sentiment  must^ 
sometimes  yield  to  utility,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that,  in  view  of^ 
all   the  considerations  involved,   the  removal,  however  painful  to 
some,  will  in  the  end  be  conducive  to  the  growth  and  best  interests 
of  the  Church. 

The  Rev  W.  A.  Stickney,  with  his  characteristic  spirit  of  self- 
abnegiition,  has  given  to  this  section  of  the  Dioceee  a  vast  deal  of 
unremuneruted  labor,  and  will  continue,  as  health  permits  and 
opportunity  offers,  to  give  help  to  the  cause  ever  dearest  to  his 
heart. 

November  8th — I  preached  at  Demopolis,  and  confirmed  eleven 
persons. 

November  9th — I  preached  at  the  same  church.     The  musical 
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part  of  the  services  at  this  visitatioo  was  rendered  still  more  im- 
pressive and  churchiy  by  the  addition  of  a  choir  of  boys.  I  note 
'writh  approval  and  much  satisfaction,  the  growing  disposition 
t;o wards  the  formation  of  boy  choirs.  It  is,  where  properly 
ciirected,  a  long  step  forward  in  the  direction  of  congregational 
sinking.  Oar  worship  of  the  Creator  is  but  a  lame  and  imperfect 
p>erformance  until  all  our  people  are  brought  to  unite,  not  only  in 
the  common  prayers,  but  in  the  common  praises  of  the  church. 
The  glad  triumphal  day  has  come  indeed  when  every  thing  that 
laath  breath  shall  give  praise  unto  the  Lord. 

November  18th  —  (Twenty-fifth  Sunday  after  Trinity)  —  I 
preached  at  Grace  Church,  Anniston.  and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

At  evening  service,  same  day,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Kev.  P.  A. 
I'Mtts,  confirmed  eight  persons  at  St.  PauTs,  a  chapel  at  Glen 
^ddie,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Lockwood. 

Here  again  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  greeting,  in  person,  a  new- 
comer to  our  ranks — Rev.  Chas.  H.  Lockwood.  Indeed,  through- 
out this  whole  fall  visitation,  my  heart  was  cheered  by  the  pres- 
ence of  brethren  who  had  come  to  share  our  labors,  and,  I  trust, 
our  future  rewards. 

November  20th — I  preached  at  St.  Luke's,  Jacksonville,  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

November  21st — 1  preached  at  Christ  Church,  Piedmont. 

November  24th — I  preached  at  Gadsden,  and  confirmed  six 
persons. 

Our  services  at  this  place  were  held  in  an  upper  room,  the 
church  building  not  yet  having  been  completed  When  finished, 
it  will  be  a  commodious  and  attractive  building,  creditable  alike 
to  the  skill  of  the  architect  and  the  zeal  of  the  congregation. 

November  25th — (Sunday  ne.xt  before  Advent) — I  preached  at 
St.  Paul's,  Glen  Addie,  Anniston,  and  ordained  Deacon  Thomas 
Burry ;  candidate  presented  by  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Fitts.  I  also  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion. 

Evening  of  same  day,  I  preached  at  Grace  Church,  Anniston, 
and  confirmed  eight  persons — seventeen  confirmed  at  Grace 
Church  during  this  visitation 

November  26th — Preached  at  St.  Peter's,  Talladega,  and  con- 
firmed ten  persons. 

November  28th — Preached   at   Briarfield,   Shelby  county,   and 
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confirmed  one  person. 

November  29ih — (Thanksgiving  Day) — Preached  at  Montevallo, 
and  ctmfirmed  two  persons. 

December  9ih — (Second  Sunday  in  Advent) — Held  Divine  ser- 
vice at  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Mobile,  and  confirmed 
twelve  persorirt,  one  of  whom  was  a  sick  person,  in  private. 

The  services  at  this  visitation  were,  for  the  lurger  part,  choral; 
the  attendunce  qnile  lar«re,  and  the  deportment  of  the  whoie  con- 
gregation was  unusually  decorus  and  reverential. 

The  day  school  attached  to  this  church  is  this  year  unu>uallj 
large.  iVn  Industrial  Department  has  been  added  since  lai»t  re- 
port. A  Deaconess  from  the  Church  Home  presides,  under  the 
Prii'st  in  ch;ir;^e.  ov«r  the  Eilucational  and  Indu<ttrial  Depart- 
ments, and  the  whole  outlook  is  encouraging. 

The  number  (eight)  of  men  confirmed  at  this  visitation  deserves 
particular  iHitice.     They   had   been   carefully  trained  for  months 
before  their  confirmation,  and  we  look  for  large  results  in  the  future 
from  this  cla-^s  of  the  confirmed. 

Deceml>er  23il — (Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent) — Preached  at  S*-- 
John's,  Mol)ile,  and  confirmed  sixteen  persons. 

St.  John's  is  a  free  church,  and  has  a  larire  membership.  Tl'^ 
Sunday-school  is  exceptionally  large;  the  Church  is  free  from  t^-- 
indebtedness;  and  the  whole  outlook  is  most  encouraging. 

December    2;)th — (Feast    of    the  Nativity)  —  F^reached    at 
Paul's,  Spring  Hill,  and  celebrated  H«)ly  Communion. 

1S81) — For  some  weeks  in  January  and  part  of  February  I  w 
•  confined  to  my  room  by  a  painful   indisposition 

F\d)ruary  13ih — I  preach(H)  at  Union  Sprinpfs. 

February  14th — Preached  at  saiue  j)lace,  confirmed  two  persons- 
and  celebrated   Holy  Communion. 

Fel)ruary  15th — Preached  at  St.  Mark's,  Troy,  confirmed  fouO 
persons  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

Felnuary  17th — (Septnagesima) — Preached  at  St.  James',  Eu- 
faula,  morniniT  and  evening,  confirmed  nine  persons  and  celebrated 
Holy  Connnunion. 

Since  n.y  last  visitation  to  this  Parish  a  commodious  Rectory 
has  Ix'cn  crcctt'd.  The  church  buildinir,  as  I  have  before  reported, 
has  liccn  removed  to  its  present  cli-jible  position,  and  the  grounds 
put    in    admirable    condition.     R«v.    Dr.   Spalding,  aided  by  the 
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members  of  his  flock,  has  accomplished   more  than  I  could  have 
anticipated. 

February  19th — Preached  at  Grace  Church,  Clayton,  morning 
and  evening,  and  confirmed  five  persons. 

The  congregation  at  Clayton   has  been   sadly   reduced  in  nuni-  , 
hers  by  removals,   but  the  remaining  few  hold  fast  to  the  church. 
The  church  building  here  also  has  been  beautified  by  the  labor  of 
Dr   Spaulding.  who  renders  all  possible  ministerial  services  to  the 
Jitile  flock  gathered  therein. 

February  24ih — (Sexagesima) — Preached  at  St.  Paul's,  Selma, 
a.Dd  confirmed  twenty-one  persons. 

At  Selma  I  found  a  ''Mission"  in  progress,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  "St.  Andrews'  Brotherhood"  of  the  Pari.-h,  and  conducted 
l^y  the  Rev.  R.  S.  Barrel t,  of  the  Dioce.^^e  of  Georgia.  The  .Mis- 
sion was  conducted  on  churchly  lines,  and  created  the  liveliest  iu- 
t:erest  throughout  the  entire  community. 

Februarv  26th — Preach(d  at  St.  Paul's,  Carlowville. 

I  found  this  Parish — oneof  the  oldest  of  the  Dioce.se — still  greatly 

moved  by  an  interesting  event  which  had  been  duly  comn^emTnied 

n  few  days  before  my  visitation      The  venerahle  and  well  beloved 

Kector  of  the  Parish,  Rev.  F.  B.  Lee,  had  just  completed  the  50th 

year  of  his  ministrations  among  them.     The  Clergy  from  adjacent 

Parishes  had  come  together  to  congratulate  him  and  his  people, 

and  all  hearts  were  gladdened  and  solemnized   by  this  rare  and 

most  interesting  event — an  unbroken  ministry  among  one  people 

for  half  a  century.     I  regretted  very  much  that  I  could  not  be 

present  in  person.     God  bless  pastor  and  people  ! 

February  27th — Visited  Grace  Church,  Dallas  county,  preached 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

February  2xth — Returning  to  Selma,  I  arrived  at  the  church 
whilst  the  "Mission"  was  still  in  progress.  It  was  truly  refresh- 
ing to  see  a  well  filled  house  during  the  busiest  part  of  the  day. 
After  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barrett,  I  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons. Again,  at  evening  service  on  the  same  day,  I  confirmed 
three  persons. 

I  cannot  but  approve  of  well  conducted  "Missions."  The  con- 
tinuous presentation  of  truth,  connected  with  devout  prayer  for 
the  influence  of  the  Holy  Gho.st,  must  have  great  power.  I  fear 
that  we  lose  much  by  failing  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  help  which 
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mif;bt  come  from  the  occasioDal  and  judicious  use  of  these  exM^ 
ordiiiHry  agencies.

March  6th — (Ash  Wednesday) — Preached  at  Trinity  Church

Mobile. 

March  14th — Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private,  presented  h; 
Rev.  Dr.  Tucker. 

March  Itth — (2d  Sunday  in    Lent) — Preached   at   St.  John's 
Montgomery,  morning  and  afternoon,  and  preached  at  same  churc 
morning  and  evening,  the  three  days  following. 

March  22d — Preached  at  St.  Wilfrid's,  Marion,  and  confirme 
nine.  I  have  confirmed  nineteen  persons  in  this  church  durin 
the  incumbency  of  the  present  Rector.

Hall  at  Decatur,  and  confirmed  three  persons,  celebrating,  als

1  found  the  [)eople  of  the  Parish  much  depressed;  they  had  los^      ^* 
their   Kector;  their  Church   building  had   been  destroyed  by  fire  » 

uncertainly  prevailed  on  account  of  the  possible  recurrence  of  th 
fever;  and,  most  naturally,  they  had  but  little  hopefulness  to 
gin  afresh. 

I  s[)(?nt  some  hours  with  the  Vestry;  promised  them   (havin 
been  so  empowered  by  tlie  Hoard  of  Mi.-sions)  $400  towards  th 
support  of  a  Rector  for  the  ensuing  year;  induced  them  to  call 
Rector,  to  put  up  a  temporary  building  for  worship,  etc. 

Th(>   promise  of   help   from   without   stimulated    to   immediate 
action.     1  trust  that  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  will  send  them 
souie  help  speedily. 
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Let  me  impress  upon  Clergy,  Vestries  and  people  to  lose  no 
Ame  in  insuring  Church  property — Rectories  and  Churches.

She  bad  nearly  reached  her  one  hundredth  year,  and  through 
all  that  long  period  had  adorned  the  "doctrine  of  God,  her  Saviour 
in  all  things." 

At  the  last  interview  which  I  was  privileged  to  hold  with  her, 
we  counted  up  158  of  her  descendants.  Many  of  these — her 
children  and  grandchildren — had  gone  before,  but  many  more  re- 
main yet  on  earth  to  exemplify  her  teachings  and  to  perpetuate 
her  gracious  influence.

RT.  BEY.  SAMUEL  SMITH  HARBIS,  D.  D.,  LATE  BISHOP  OF   MICHIGAN. 

My  relations  with  Bishop  Harris,  both  personal  and  official,  were 
singularly  close.  In  his  early  manhood  I  laid  hands  upon  him  in 
confirmation.  I  made  him  Deacon,  ordered  him  Priest,  and  con- 
secrated him  Bishop.  His.  Diocese  called  me  to  officiate  at  bis 
burial  and  to  preach  his  Memorial  It  seemed  fitting  that  I 
should  have  performed  for  him  these  last  offices,  but  I  did  not  feel 
equal  to  the  task. 

I  have  never  known  any  one  who  developed,  mentally,  morally 
and  spiritually,  more  rapidly.  He  threw  himself,  soul  and  body, 
into  the  whole  work  of  the  ministry.  If  life  be  measured  by 
length  of  days,  his  was  a  short  life,  for  be  had  scarce  reached  his 
meridian.  But,  if  life  be  men su red  by  its  intensity,  he  lived  a 
long  life,  for  he  accompli.«hed  much.  What  can  I  say  more? 
"Even  so,  Father,  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sight."     Amen. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  signal  manifestations  of  the 
Divine  favor  towards  our  Diocese.  Many  new  churches  have 
beenbuilded;  many  old  buildings  have  been  rehabilitated  and 
beautified.  Our  clergy  have  been  abundant  unwearied  in  labors; 
the  number  of  persons  confirmed  is  much  larger  than  ever  before, 
and  the  whole  outlook  is  most  encouraging.     Have  we  not  abun- 
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dant  caase  for  thanksgiviDg,  and  every  reason  for  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  the  opening  Gonciliar  year  with  renewed  zeal  and 
diligence  ? 

I  have  prepared  no  Pastoral  for  this  year.  Although  the  Canon 
law  only  requires  of  the  Bishop  a  Pastoral  once  in  three  years,  I 
have  seldom  failed  to  prepare  an  annual  address.  I  have  been 
prevented  from  preparing  one  this  year  by  unremitting  labor  up  to 
the  day  of  the  session  of  the  Council. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  record  my  g  ateful  sense  of  the  kind- 
ness and  consideration  which  has  been  ever  extended  to  me  by 
both  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  to  wish  for  you  '*Grace,  Merry  and 
Peace  from  God,  our  Father,  and  His  Son,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,"

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop^s  Fund  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
Tcport  for  the  year  ended  May  23,  1889 : 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  the  interest  on  the  Alabama 
bonds  up  to  the  Ist  of  January,  1889,  amounting  to  $660,  and  the  rentn 
of  the  llamuer  Hall  property  up  to  the  30th  of  June,  1888,  amounting  to 
$500,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,220,  have  been  collected;  while 
he  has  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  $500,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$720  in  his  hands. 

The  city  of  Selma,  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  is  funding  its  old 
-bonds  in  new  bonds  bearing  four  per  cent,  interest.  The  Trustees  may 
•deem  it  best  to  make  the  exchange,  and  request  that  authority  be  given 
the  Treasurer  to  fund  the  bonds  belonging  lo  this  trust,  should  the  Ti-us- 
tees  decide  to  make  the  change. 

The  Trustees  also  advise  that  any  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
bo  invested  in  Alabama  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Fund. 

The  Trustees  would  also  call  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that 
the  lease  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Everhart  at  $560 
per  annum,  expires  the  30th  of  June  next.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE,   ON  THE  CONSTI- 
TUTION AND  CANONS. 


In  the  Constitution  :  Amend  Article  III,  Section  entitled  Lay  Members, 
to  lead  as  follows: 

The  laymen  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  deputies  not  exceeding  five 
from  each  parish  and  one  from  each  organized  mission,  in  union  with  this 
Council,  chosen  from  tlie  male  Communicants  of  full  as^e. 

Amend  Article  VI.,  on  Methods  of  Voting,  by  inserting  after  the  words 
"shall  be  decisive,'*  this  sentence: 

But  in  a  vote  by  Oixlers,  the  deputies  from  missions  shall  not  be 
counted. 
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Amend  Article  IX.,  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

The  Standing  Ooinmittee  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  General 
Convention,  shall  oonsist  of  three  clerfi^mon  and  three  laymen;  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  meeting;  of  the  Council;  and  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee  shall  be  filled 
by  tlie  remaining  members.  A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum.  All  travel- 
ing, publishing,  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Committee,  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Committee. 

Insert  two  Articles,  to  be  numbered  XI.  and  XII.,  and  make  the  present 
Article  XI.,  Article  XIII. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
Of  ParisheB, 

A  parish  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Council  upon  the  follow- 
ing conditions: 

(a)  It  shall  lay  before  the  Council  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese  to  its  organization. 

(Jb)  It  shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Alamama, 
and  shall  lay  a  copy  of  its  Charter,  or  Articles  of  Association,  before  the 
Council,  acknowledging  and  acceding  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church  in  Alabama,  signed  by  not  less  than  twenty-five 
Communicants,  of  whom  at  least  fifteen  shall  be  males  of  full  age. 

ic)  It  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  eleven  Vestrymen,  who  shall  be  male  Communicants  of  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  in  good  standing,  who  shall  have  designated  two  of  their 
namber  as  Wardens,  according  to  methods  recognized  by  their  Articles 
or  By-Laws,  and  shall  have  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

(d)  It  shall  have  sustained,  at  its  own  cost,  the  regular  and  sole  minis- 
trations of  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon,  as  its  Minister  or  Rector,  for  at  least 
six  months  prior  to  its  application. 

ie)  It  shall  lay  before  the  Council  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  ability 
and  purpose  to  support  a  regular  Minister,  to  provide  a  suitable  Church 
building,  aud  to  bear  its  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
Of  Organized  MUnom. 

A  Mission  may  be  admitted  into  union  with,  and  taken  under  the 
charge  of,  this  Council,  upon  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  It  shall  lay  before  the  Council  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  for  its  organization. 

(J))  It  shall  also  lay  before  the  Council  Articles  of  Association,  ac- 
knowledging and  acceding  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the 
Cburch  in  Alabama,  and  signed  by  not  less  than  fifteen  Communicants, 
of  whom  at  least  three  shall  be  males  of  full  age. 

(^c)  It  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  Warden, 
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a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,   whose  duties  shall  be  similar  to  those  of 
parishes.     It  shall  also  adopt  a  suitable  Dame. 

(d)  It  shall  have  secured  the  stated  services  of  a  Missionary  appointed 

or  approved  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  shall  state  his  name,  and 
the  stipend  he  is  receiving  from  them. 

(e)  Its  property,  if  any,  shall  be  vested  in  trust  in  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  his  successors  in  office. 

Cf  Mission  Stations, 

Places  where  services  are  held,  but  where  the  Church  is  not  strong 
enough  for  organization,  should  be  reported  to  the  Council  by  the  Mis- 
sionary in  charge,  or  by  the  Dean  or  Archdeacon,  or  by  the  Bishop,  as 
Mission  Stations;  and  a  layman  there  resident  should  be  appointed  by 
the  clergyman  in  charge,  or  by  the  Bishop,  to  make  report  according  to 
the  provision  of  the  Canon  on  Parochial  Reports. 

Title  I.,  Canon  I.:  Strike  out  Section  1. 

Section  2  (b)  Amend  by  adding  the  words,  '*When  the  Council  is 
voting  by  Orders." 

Canon  VI.  Add  this  clause,  '^Vacancies  occurring  after  the  adjourn- 
ment  of  the  Council  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  General  Couven. 
tion,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Bishop." 

Canon  YIII.,  Section  1.  After  the  words,  ''not  more  than  eleven  mem- 
bers," insert  the  words,  '*who  shall  be  male  Communicants  of  full  age 
and  in  good  standing,  and" 

Strike  out  Section  5. 

Amend  Section  4  to  read  as  follows: 

^* Qualifications  of  Voters. 

**In  every  parish  the  voters,  where  not  otherwise  determined  by  legal 
statute,  shall  be  male  persons  of  full  age,  belonging  to  tlie  parish  or  con- 
gregation, who  have  been  baptized,  and  who  have  been  regular  contribu- 
tors to  the  support  of  the  parish  or  congregation  for  not  less  than  six 
months  prior  to  such  voting." 

Amend  Section  9  to  read  as  follows: 

''There  shall  be  held  at  least  four  regular  Vestry  meetings  in  each 
year,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  Easter  tide,  and  the  others  quarterly 
thereafter." 

Title  IV.  Canon  2,  Section  2:  Amend  to  read  as  follows: 

"No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition  to  the  Canons,  shall  be  consid- 
ered by  the  Council,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  without  one  day^a 
notice  thereof  in  open  Council;  nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be 
adopted  during  the  same  Council,  if  two-thirds  of  those  present  and 
votin«j:  shall  not  concur  therein.  If  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition 
be  affirmed  by  a  majority,  but  not  by  two-thirds  of  those  voting,  then  the 
measure  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual  Council,  and  if  again  affirmed 
by  a  majority  vote,  it  shall  take  e£fect  as  the  action  of  the  Council.'*

Bt,  Rev.  B.  H,  WUmer,  D,  />.,  Bishop  of  Alabama: 

As  required  by  resolution  of  the  Council  of  Alabama,  I  hereby  submit 
my  annual  report : 

During  the  last  conventional  year  I  have  visited  the  following  Parishes 
and  Missions  :  Coalburg,  Bessemer,  Jacksonville,  Union  Springs,  Flor- 
ence, Sheffield,  Decatur,  Clanton,  Scottsboro,  Opelika  and  Auburn ;  and 
an  appointment  made  for  Troy  was  prevented  by  the  running  of  the 
trains.  In  all  these  places  a  Missionary  auxiliary  was  either  organized 
or  stimulated  to  a  discharge  of  their  obligations.  The  general  outlook 
is,  in  every  sense,  most  encouraging.  By  reference  to  the  reports  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Diocesan  Missions,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  1886  the  amount 
contributed  to  Diocesan  Missions  was  $1,683.58 ;  in  1887,  the  amount  re- 
ported by  the  Treasurer  was  $2,176.57.  In  1888,  under  the  system  of 
Auxiliary  Societies,  inaugurated  by  the  present  Treasurer,  to  whom  the 
thanks  of  the  Convention  are  due,  the  contributions  amounted  to 
$4,093.39;  and  by  his  report  of  this  year  it  will  be  seen  that  his  gross 
receipts  are  $456.83  in  excess  of  last  year. 

Eight  Parishes  or  Missions  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  contributions; 
twelve  Parishes  or  Missions  have  largely  increased  their  contributions  of 
last  year.  If  the  Church  in  Alabama  would  only  realize  that  the 
** Church  of  Christ*'  is  not  a  parochial  organization,  but  universal 
*•  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give,''  we  would  be  able  to  support  our 
Diocesan  Missions  without  the  aid  of  the  Domestic  Board. 
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I  have  arranged  with  the  Treasurer  to  make  a  complete  yisitatioo  of 
the  Diocese,  between  this  and  the  fall,  of  all  Missiom  and  Parishes,  with 
the  consent  of  the  respective  Rectors.

[APPENDIX  I.] 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Farochial  Eeports. 

The  Parochial  Reports  contain  very  much  interesting  matter,  and  are 
a  pleasant  and  profitable  stndy.  In  them  we  may  feel  the  pulse  of  the 
Diocese,  and  trace  the  progress  of  the  growth  or  decline  of  its  varioas 
parts.  There  has  been  great  improvement  during  the  last  few  yemin 
the  carefulness  and  accuracy  of  the  statistics  reported  to  the  Cooneilf 
upon  which  we  may  justly  congratulate  ourselves ;  although  this  report 
will  presently  show  still  existing  a  considerable  lack  in  these  respects. 

Families. — The  statement  is  often  made  that  we  lose  by  death  sod 
removal  more  than  we  can  make  good  by  all  our  efforts.     The  reports 
show  that  88  families  moved  away  from  their  parishes  during  the  y^^* 
Many  of  these  left  the  Diocese,  but  a  large  number  simply  removed  from 
one  part  of  the  State  to  another.     Nearly  one-half  <»f  this  loss  occurred 
in  one  parish,  but  was  caused  by  a  very  simple   matter,  namely,  the 
transfer  of  forty  families  from  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  to  the  new  p*^ 
ish  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  in  the  same  city.     There  was,  therefore,* 
loss  of  48  families  in  the  Diocese,  of  which  we  have  no  record  that  they 
were  transferred  within  the  State.     To  offset  these,  we  have  reported  a 
gain  of  164  families  ;  deducting  the  48  lost  from  the  164  gained,  and  we 
have  a  clear  gain  of  121  families,  either  accessions  to  the  Church  or  re- 
movals of  Church  families  from  other  States.     The  Church  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  Montgomery,  does  not  report  the  40  families  received  from 
St.  John's  as  a  gain  during  the  year,  but  docs  report  a  total  of  60  fami- 
lies.    We    cjin    account    for   40  of  these,  but  tlie  other  20  shcmld  be 
added  to  the  121  above,  making  a  net  gain  of  141  families  in  the  Diocese 
during  the  year.    *    *    It  has  been  stated  that  the  drift  of  Church  peo- 
ple is  from  the  small  towns  to  the  cities,  but  tlu»  figures  do  not  appear  to 
confirm  this  supposition.     The  small  places  report  losses  of  nine  families 
and  gains  of  55,  or  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  gain,  while  their  relative 
expectation  should  be  considerably   less   than  one-third ;  that  is,  they 
gained  more  in  proportion  than  the  city  parishes,  and  lost  less.     Statin^r 
it  another  way,  the  country  parishes  (gained  six  families  for  every  one 
lost,  while  tlie  city  parislies  gained  four  for  every  one  lost.     It  would  be 
interestinj^  to  trace  out  these   changes  further,  but  as  84  places  do  not 
report  changes  in  the  number   of  their   families,  while   several  places 
which  reported  last  year  do  not  report  this  year,  it  is  impossible  to  do  so- 
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There  are  in  all  2,296  families  in  the  Diooese,  with  two  parishes — St. 
Michaers,  Anniston,  and  St.  Mary's,  Birmingham — and  several  mission 
stations,  not  reporting. 

Puruhioners. — ^The  number  of  parishioners  reported  last  year  was 
0,975 ;  this  year  we  appear  to  have  10,550,  with  the  above  two  parishes 
not  reporting.  The  figures  as  given,  however,  show  a  net  gain  of  575, 
which  would  perhaps  have  been  1,000  had  the  reports  been  full.  The 
figures  indicate  an  average  of  4^  members  to  each  family,  which  is  prob> 
ably  under  the  truth,  or  else  an  indication  of  a  nearly  stationary  popu- 
lation. The  reports  are  not  yet  accurate  enough  for  correct  generaliza- 
tion. In  glancing  down  the  columns  one  cannot  resist  the  feeling  that 
some  of  the  figures  given  are  only  rough  estimates,  and  probably  in 
excess  of  the  truth ;  but  we  have  not  yet  data  euougb  to  check  off  and 
correct  these  errors  with  any  certainty. 

Communicanis, — Last  year  there  were,  by  the  parochial  reports,  4,985 
Communicants ;  this  year  there  are  5,469,  with  two  parishes  and  several 
missions  not  reporting.  One  of  the  parishes  is  a  new  one,  so  that  we 
have  no  data  by  which  to  judge  its  probable  strength,  but  St.  Mary's, 
Birmingham.  last  year  reported  110  Communicants,  and  probably  has  not 
less  this  year.  The  missions  not  reporting  are  Brown's  Station,  Cross 
Plains,  Fowl  River,  Gainesville,  Grand  Bay,  Pushmataha,  Colum- 
bia, and  these  gave  last  year  eighty-nine  Communicants.  Add- 
ing these  omissions  to  the  number  reported,  and  we  have 
5,608  Communicants  in  the  Diocese,  which  number  cannot  be  far 
from  correct.  The  losses  by  death  were  78,  and  by  removal  202,  in  all 
831 ;  the  gains  were  by  confirmation  429,  by  admihsion  90,  by  removal 
into  parishes  229»  in  all  798.  Taking  the  number  of  Communicants  last 
year  as  4,985,  and  the  number  this  year  as  5,608,  and  our  net  gain  during 
the  year  is  628,  a  gain  of  one-eighth,  or  almost  exactly  twelve  and  one- 
half  per  cent.  This  is  a  rapid  rate  of  increase ;  we  doubt  if  any  other 
religious  body  in  the  State  has  equalled  it.  There  were  429  Communi- 
cants gained  by  confirmation,  but  the  reports  show  483  persons  con- 
firmed, which  would  indicate  that  54  of  the  confirmees  were  not  admitted 
to  Communion.  By  comparing  the  columns,  we  find  that  in  one  parish 
18  were  confirmed,  but  only  three  Communicants  were  gained  out  of  that 
class ;  in  another  three  were  confirmed  and  none  admitted  as  Communi- 
cants ;  in  two  others  15  and  10  were  confirmed — of  the  15  none  were 
admitted,  and  of  the  10  seven  were  admitted.  In  the  cases  where  none 
were  admitted  there  probably  was  carelessness  in  making  out  the  reports; 
the  others  are  difficult  to  account  for,  but  it  it^  possible  tiiat  some  of  our 
Clergy  hold  the  opinion  that  the  preparation  for  confirmation  is  not  suf- 
ficient, but  that  delay  should  be  interposed  and  further  instruction  given 
before  a  confirmed  person  is  admitted  to  Communion. 

Much  interesting  information  mij;ht  have  been  gathered  from  the 
analysis  columns  had  the  questions  been  generally  answered  in  the  re- 
ports.    The  questions  regarding  sex  are  only  answered  for  2,044  Com- 
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municants.  but  of  these  755  are  males,  or  more  than  one-third.  It  has 
been  said  of  Roman  Catholics  that  not  more  than  one-tenth  are  males, 
and  of  other  bodies  that  not  more  than  one-sixth  of  their  Communicants 
are  males ;  if  we  have  one-third,  or  one  male  to  every  two  female  Com- 
municants, the  fact  is  of  great  significance  and  well  worth  knowing. 
We  appear  to  have  but  60  colored  Communicants,  but  there  are  probably 
omissions  in  the  reports ;  of  these  60,  53  are  in  Mobile,  and  this  would 
indicate  that  Mobile  is  trying  to  do  its  duty  to  this  race  of  people.  In 
this  '^analysis'*  of  Communicants,  11  reports  auswer  with  fair  fullness, 
18  make  no  answers,  18  answer  only  one  question,  four  answer  two 
questions;  86  are  unable  to  divide  their  Communicants  into  male  and 
female,  41  fail  to  separate  them  into  adults  and  minors.  We  hope  the 
reports  will  be  more  full  next  year. 

Sunday  Schools, — Forty- seven  places  report  schools,  six  do  not.  In 
the  47  reporting  there  are  368  teachers,  64  other  officers,  and  2,813  pupils; 
this  would  show  an  average  of  about  7^  pupils  in  each  elam.  The  Coun- 
cil at  its  last  session  dropped  from  the  reports  the  question  concerning 
the  number  from  the  Sunday  School  iu  each  confirmation  class;  the 
Committee  regret  this  loss,  for  it  would  be  of  value  to  know  the  propor- 
tion of  increase  which  comes  through  this  channel  year  by  year.  A  few 
years  of  this  information  would  give  us  the  percentage  of  increase  which 
we  might  expect  from  this  source  in  years  to  come,  and  would  enable 
each  Rector  to  estimate  the  average  number  of  candidates  for  confirma- 
tion which  he  might  expect  from  each  100  pupils  in  his  Sunday  School. 
*  *  Last  year  the  reports  showed  2,599  pupils  iu  the  Diocese,  42  places 
reporting  and  14  not  reporting ;  that  is,  five  places  report  this  year  more 
than  last  year.  It  is  impossible  to  say  whether  or  not  there  has  been 
any  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils ;  the  apparent  increase  of  214  is 
probably  caused  by  deficient  reports  last  year.  There  are  three  Mission 
Sunday  Schools  in  the  Diocese ;  these  are  in  Anniston,  Birmingham  and 
Tuskaloosa,  and  have  204  pupils.  There  are  four  Day  Schools — two  in 
Anniston  and  one  each  in  Birmingham  and  Mobile,  with  255  pupils. 

Baptisms. — Out  of  53  reports  tabulated  this  year,  14  contain  no  men- 
tion of  baptisms.  A  part  of  the  14  are  small  missions,  where  perhaps 
there  were  no  baptisms,  but  a  part  are  parishes  of  some  size,  which  from 
some  cause  made  no  report.  In  the  39  places  reporting  there  were  4d5 
baptisms,  of  which  87  were  adults,  357  infants,  and  13  not  specified ; 
there  were  35  colored  persons  baptized,  of  whom  seven  were  adults. 
Last  year  there  were  490  baptisms,  a  decrease  this  year  of  25,  while  six 
more  places  reported  this  year  than  last  year. 

Parish  Societies. — There  are  62  Societies  of  the  Laity  in  the  Dioocse^ 
under  the  various  names  of  Guilds,  Chapters,  Brotherhoods,  Aids,  etc. 
Of  the  sixty-two  14  do  not  report  the  number  of  members.  In  47  of  the 
62  Societies  there  are  1,324  members;  and  if  the  14  have  the  same  aver- 
age number,  there  are  at  least  1,716  of  the  Laity  at  work  for  the  Church 
iu  organizations  under  the  direction  of  their  Rectors.     But  26  places 
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make  no  returns,  and  in  this  number  there  are  probably  some  which  have 
Societies.  We  hope  for  more  complete  reports  next  year.  For  remarlcs 
on  the  amounts  of  money  raised  by  these  Societies,  see  below,  under 
head  of  ^'Source$  of  Income,^ ^ 

Miniiterial  Offiee$, — There  were  109  marriages  this  year,  against  119 
last  year,  while  in  31  places  there  were  no  marriai^es.  There  were  899 
public  celebrations  and  83  private  this  year,  against  805  and  74,  re- 
spectively, last  year;  but  14  places  this  year  do  not  report  on  this  subject. 
There  were  245  burials  this  year,  against  227  last  year,  while  in  23  places 
tb  is  year  there  appear  to  have  been  no  burials,  yet  two  of  the^e  latter 
lost  communicants  by  death.  There  were  1,262  sermons  preached  and 
400  lectures  delivered,  with  less  than  one-half  of  the  places  reporting. 
The  aggregate  of  all  religious  services  for  instruction  or  worship  in  the 
Diocese  was  5, 183,  with  nine  places  not  reporting. 

Confirmations. — Forty  confirmations  were  held  in  the  Diocese  from 
May  1,  '88,  to  May  1,  '89,  and  483  persons  were  confirmed.  The  Bishop 
states  in  his  address  that  he  confirmed  over  500  persons,  but  the  parochial 
reports  close  on  the  first  of  May,  while  the  Bishop's  address  covers  three 
weeks  more  time  up  to  the  meetin^r  of  the  Council.  Of  483  persons  con- 
firmed 108  were  males,  118  females,  and  257  not  specified;  122  were  adults, 
96  minors,  and  265  not  specified;  94  are  reported  as  coming  from  other 
religious  bodies,  and  71  were  heads  of  families;  while  14  places  out  of  the 
40  in  which  confirmations  were  held  make  no  returns  regarding  these 
specifications. 

FINANCIAL  SUMMARY. 

Sources  of  Income, — Only  four  parishes  in  the  Diocese  appear  by  the  re- 
ports to  be  supported  by  pew  rents,  but  these  amount  to  $12,472.80. 
The  subscriptions,  the  more  general  method  of  meeting  the  expenses  of 
the  Church,  amount  to  $28,199.43.  The  sum  given  to  the  poor  through 
the  communion  alms  last  year  was  $2,411  28.  The  returns  concerning 
Guilds  and  Societies  are  very  incomplete;  27  places  report  such  societies 
in  existence,  while  11  of  the  27  make  no  returns  of  money  raised  by  their 
societies.  On  the  other  hand,  four  parishes  which  did  not  report  any 
societies  as  existing,  do  report  $2,215.65  as  raised  by  ^^Ouilds  and 
Societies."  A  queemess  like  this  is,  of  course,  the  result  of  carelessness. 
The  whole  amount  reported  as  the  work  of  lay  organizations  is  $10,707.16, 
which  is  a  noble  record  even  were  it  all;  and  this  great  aid  to  church 
work  in  the  Diocese  was  accomplished  mostly  by  women.  The  parishes 
which  report  societies  but  do  not  report  amounts  raised  by  them,  are 
noted  by  a  cipher  in  the  column  appropriated  to  '*OuUds  and  Societies'^  in 
the  tables,  under  the  heading  ^'Sources  of  Income,^^  These  societies  hold 
reserve  funds  in  their  treasuries  for  future  work  $4,225.03.  The  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  Diocese  raised  $3,639.63.  Twenty-eight  of  the  47  Sunday 
Schools  report  this  amount,  while  19  Sunday  Schools  do  not  report  the 
amount  of  their  collections.  These  are  noted  by  a  cipher  in  the  column 
of  *^ Sunday  School  Offerings,^^    The  total  income  of  ail  the  parishes  in  the 
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Diocese  is,  by  the  reports,  $84,890.67,  with  (Lye  parishes  and  four  mis- 
sions not  reporting. 

EXPENDITURES. 

General  OhjeeU, — Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  received  $702.21 
from  Alabama  during  the  year;  Indian  Missions,  $2.76.  The  Good 
Friday  collection  for  the  Jews  was  given  by  only  15  parishes,  and 
amounted  to  $120.68;  two  parishes  gave  over  one-third  of  this  amount. 
Only  one  parish  contributed  to  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society,  hence 
the  column  for  this  purpose  was  omitted  from  the  tables;  the  amount 
given  was  $4,  by  St.  James,  Eufaula.  The  whole  amount  given  by 
Alabama  for  general  Church  purposes  was  $1,110.50. 

Diocenan  OhjetU. — The  amount  paid  upon  the  assessments  ordered  by 
the  last  Council  was  $8,920,  with  nine  places  not  reporting.  The  failures 
to  report  amounts  paid  can  be  found  by  comparing  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer  with  the  assessment  column  in  the  tables.  For  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions the  amount  contributed  was  $3,243.18;  this  may  be  compared  with 
the  report  of  Mr.  Waller,  the  Treasurer  of  this  fund,  for  detection  of 
ern >r8  in  parochial  reports.  For  the  Church  Home  the  whole  amount  given 
was  $1,809.05,  of  which  $1,200  was  given  by  tfe  three  Mobile  parishes. 
This  ^reat  charity  ought  not  to  be  so  neglected  by  the  Diocese.  For  the 
Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South  the  amount  given 
was  $146.95;  only  nine  parishes  oontribut«d  to  this  fund.  Last  year  the 
amount  was  $159.87.  In  former  years  Alabama  was  one  of  the  few 
Dioceses  which  gave  regularly  $500  per  annum,  the  sum  asked  for  by  the 
Trustees  of  that  institution,  but  of  late  there  has  been  a  great  decrease. 
The  fund  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergy  and  for  the  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  Clergy,  increased  this  year  by  the  sum  of  $162.59, 
only  11  parishes  contributing.  The  whole  amount  given  during  the  year 
for  Diocesan  purposes  was  $9,404.27,  with  five  parishes  and  five  missions 
not  reporting.     Last  year  the  amount  !^:iven  was  $8,809.23. 

Parochial  Objects. — There  was  given  for  the  support  of  the  Clergy 
during  the  year  $27,399.19,  and  including  the  Bishop  say  $31,400,  with 
six  parishes  and  four  missions  not  reporting.  The  current  expenses, 
which  include  the  cost  of  sextons,  organists,  choirs,  lighting  and  heating, 
and  other  minor  matters,  were  $9,272.19,  with  17  parishes  and  four  mis- 
sions not  reporting.  Repairs  and  improvements  cost  $13,939.69,  and 
there  was  ''Ej^pe  tided  for  the  Poor''  $2,283.05.  The  ''Communion  Alms'' 
were  $2,411.28.  An  analysis  of  these  two  columns  shows  that  seven 
parishes  gave  less  than  their  communion  alms  to  the  poor;  16  parishes 
receiving  communion  alms  gave  nothing  to  the  poor,  and  these  two 
classes  used  $851.64  for  other  purposes  than  alms;  five  parishes  gave  more 
thiin  their  communion  alms  to  the  poor,  and  two — one  parish  and  one 
mission — report  no  alms,  but  gave  quite  liberally  to  the  poor,  and  these 
two  classes  gave  $700.41  more  than  their  specific  offerings.  That  is,  the 
communion  alms  are  minus  $851.64  and  plus  $700.41  of  the  amount  given 
to  the  poor.     Two  parishes  report  a  balance,  giving  exactly  the  amount 
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received.  The  discrepancies  are  cauned  in  part  by  unexpended  balances, 
or  by  the  payment  of  traveling  expenses  of  missionaries,  and  perhaps 
other  causes.  One  parish  has  expended  11,150  for  missionary  work 
within  its  own  limits,  which  is  an  extraordinary  thing  and  deserves 
special  mention.  This  was  Grace  Church,  Anniston.  There  were  ex- 
pended for  new  buildings  $5,390.16,  of  which  one  parish  reports  $3,899. 
Altogether,  the  reports  show  a  total  of  $76,857.78  spent  for  parochial 
purposes  during  the  year,  and  when  the  amounts  given  for  Diocesan  and 
general  objects  are  added  we  have  an  aggregate  of  888,180.58,  with  six 
places  not  reporting.  Last  year  this  aggregate  was  $129,218.55,  but  that 
year  included  over  $50,000  for  new  buildings;  two  churches,  one  chapel 
and  one  chapter  house  being  constructed,  one  house  purchased,  and  the 
foundations  of  a  large  church  laid.  Aside  from  these  large  expenditures 
the  general  giving  of  the  Church  was  about  $5,000  larger  this  year  than 
last. 

Pre$eni  Condition. — There  is  but  one  mortgage  debt  in  the  Diocese 
reported,  and  that  amounts  to  only  $1,000.  The  floating  debt  also  is  very 
small,  only  four  parishes  reporting  such  debt,  and  they  owing  but 
$2,145.50.  The  salaries  of  the  Clergy  and  Diocesan  assessments  have 
been  unusually  well  paid  also;  the  amounts  outstanding  and  due  on  the 
first  of  May  being  but  $703  04,  four  parishes  repi»rting.  We  wish  this 
last  item  could  be  trusted,  but  do  not  believe  it;  certainly  the  amounts 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  after  May  1st,  by  many  more  than  four  parishes, 
much  exceeded  this  figure.  It  is  possible  that  the  funds  were  in  hand  or 
in  sight  for  these  payments,  and  that  parish  Treasurers  preferred  to  report 
as  paid  that  which  they  were  able  to  pay.  We  think  this  not  only  an 
error  of  fact  but  an  error  of  judgment,  sincA  the  next  column  in  the 
tables,  **Ca$hin  Treasuryy^^  would  show  the  abiHty  to  pay  and  explain 
-why  the  debt  existed.  The  amount  carried  over  to  another  year  by  parish 
Treasurers  is  $1,209.20,  which  would  indicate  that  these  treasuries  were 
nearly  empty  on  the  first  of  May. 

Special  fiinds  held  in  trust  as  a  foundation  for  endowment  or  for  future 
work  amount  to  $9,745.65,  seven  parishes  and  one  mission  reporting. 
Assets  due  and  not  collected  are  reported  by  six  parishes  and  one  mission 
to  the  amount  of  only  $2,269.34.  This  item,  again,  cannot  be  correct. 
All  unpaid  pew  rents,  unpaid  subscriptions,  unpaid  dues,  outstanding,  on 
the  books  of  the  parish  Treasurer  or  sub-treasurers,  such  as  the  ofiicers 
of  societies,  should  be  included  under  this  head.  Ten  times  this  amount 
might  be  too  large,  but  this  amount  as  it  stands  is  too  small,  human 
nature  being  what  it  is. 

Jniuranee, — On  nearly  $300,000  worth  of  perishable  property  we  have 
bat  $61,700  insurance,  more  than  one-third  of  this  amount  being  held  by 
one  parish.  Only  eight  paf  ishes  and  one  mission  appear  to  carry  insui^ 
ance  out  of  58  reporting.  Probably  this  item  :s  omitted  in  some  reports 
tb rough  inadvertence,  but  undoubtedly  the  matter  of  insurance  is  not 
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looked  after  as  it  should  be.    Church  property  is  held  in  trust  by  vestriet^ 

and  it  is  culpable  neglificence  not  to  protect  it. 

Valuatum  of  Property, —  Sixteen  parishes  and  five  missions  report 
church  buildings  to  the  value  of  $173,950.  There  are  certainly  more  tliao 
21  churches  in  the  Diocese,  but  out  of  53  reports  received  only  21  men- 
tion the  existence  of  places  of  worship.  With  regard  to  rectories  the 
reports  are  probal>ly  more  correct,  but  the^e  necessary  buildings  appear 
to  be  owned  by  only  nine  parishes,  viz.:  Grace  Church,  Anniston;  The 
Advent,  Birmingham;  St.  James.  Eufaula;  Trinity  Church,  Florence;  St. 
Wilfrid's,  Marion;  Clirist  Clmrch  and  St.  John's,  Mobile;  St.  Paul'a, 
Selma,  and  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa.  Several  parishes  should  be  added 
to  this  list,  but  tliese  are  the  only  ones  which  report  Rectories.  The  yal- 
ues  given  amount  to  $44,300.  There  appear  to  be  but  two  parishes  in 
the  Diocese  which  possess  other  buildings  than  churches  aiul  rectories. 
Under  the  heading  ** Chapels,  Parish  Housrs,  School  Houses^  ^ifc,"  Grace 
Church,  Anniston,  reports  two  schools  built  of  stone  and  valued  at 
$28,000,  and  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  reports  a  Chapter  House  cosiing 
810,000.  If  there  are  other  par  shes  than  these  possessing  chapels,  schools 
or  other  buildings,  the  reports  do  not  mention  them.  The  value  of  land 
not  built  upon  and  other  real  property  owned  by  eight  parishes  and  one 
mission  amounts  to  $82,150.  Grace  Church,  Anniston,  owns  $35,000  of 
this,  and  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham,  $30,400.  The  organs 
and  all  church  furniture  are  reported  at  $27,271,  probably  about  one-half 
of  the  real  amount,  as  only  12  parishes  and  four  missions  report  this 
item.  The  total  amount  of  capital  invested  is  $536,671,  with  28  parishes 
and  eight  miKsioiis  reporting,  and  13  parishes  and  three  missions  failing 
to  report. 

Incorporation  and  Title. — Seven  parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  incorpor- 
ated, viz.:  Mobile,  Christ  Church  and  St.  John's;  Selma,  Marion,  Shef- 
field, Hunrsville  and  Greensboro.     Four  report  themselves  as  not  incor- 
porated, and  27  do  not  answer  the  question.     The  title  deeds  of  eight 
parishes  arc  vested  in  the  Bishop  and  his  successors  in  office,  as  **corpor- 
ation  sole,"  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  parish.     One  parish  does  not  know, 
and  therefore  cannot  have  any  legal  tivle  to  its  property.     One  vests  its 
property  in  three  trustees;  two  in  their  wardens  and  vestry;  one  in  "trus- 
tees," not  stating  the  number;  one  in   ** the  vestry,"  and  <me  in   "the 
parish,"  not  stating  the  style  of  corporation,  while  29  do  not  answer  the 
question. 

In  closing  this  report  your  committee  would  respectfully  ask  the  Clergy 
in  making  out  their  parochial  reports  for  the  next  Council,  to  please  bear  in 
mind  that  none  of  the  questions  asked  are  trivial;  the  information  sought  for 
is  important,  and  will  be  scon  to  be  so  when  the  returns  shall  become  full 
enough  and  accurate  enough  to  enable  us  to  draw  inferences  from  them, 
and  study  the  meanings  of  the  facts  disclosed  by  them.  This  is  the  first 
year  in  which  it  has  been  possible  to  glean  any  trustworthy  information 
from  the  parochial  reports,  and  we  hope  that  the  improvement  recently 
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made  may  progressively  continue.     We  ask  the  Clergy  also  to  please 
remember  that  every  figure  they  make  on  these  reports  must  be  read  and 
considered  by  this  Committee,  and  carefully  copied  into  the  appropriate 
place  provided  in 'the  statistical  tables  appended  to  this  Journal.    The 
figures  should  be  plainly  made  and  the  additions  should  be  correct.     Of 
the  53  reports  sent  in  fully  20  had  incorrect  footings,  entailing  great  addi- 
tional labor  upon  the  Committee.    In  writing  a  column  of  llgures  units 
should  be  under  units,  tens  under  tens,  etc.,  and  the  blanks  are  arranged 
to  make  this  easy  to  do,  yet  an  astonishing  number  of  the  reports  violated 
this  first  principle  of  notation,  forcing  the  Committee  in  some  cases  to 
re-write  the  ^liole  column  in  order  to  correct  the  errors  in  addition. 
Again,  it  is  a  fact  wit  i  which  every  honest  man  is  familiar,  that  no- 
money  can  be  spent  which  is  not  first  received;  this  is  true  with  regard  to- 
corporations  also,  even  though  they  be  churches.     The  financial  part  of 
the  parochial  report  is  so  arranged  as  first  to  show  what  the  income  of  a^ 
parish  is  and  how  derived,  and  secondly  how  that  exact  income  is  soent. 
If  a  parish  receives  $1,000  from  all  sources,  including  gifts  and  borrow* 
^  ings,  and  spends  91,200,  something  is  wrong,  and  it  is  probably  not  the 
parish  but  the  report  that  is  wrong.     Not  more  than  one-half  of  the 
reports  were  balanced  when  received  by  the  Committee.     6ome  of  these 
were  corrected  during  the  session  of  the  Council  and  others  since,  but 
many  are  published  as  received,  and  may  be  found  by  comparing  the  coK 
nmu  of    *^7btal  Inayme,^^  in   the  tables,  with  the  column   ^"Aggregate 
Expenditure,^^    The  footings  of  these  columns  would  indicate  that  the 
parishes  bpent  $3,289.91  more  than  they  received,  which,  as  this  is  an 
honest  Diocese,  is  probably  not  true ;  yet  the  Clergy  themselves  tell  it, 
and  with  regard  to  the  corporations  of  which  they  are  the  heads,  and  for 
whose  misconduct  they  are  in  a  large  measure  responsible.     The  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  respectfully  ask  the  Clergy  to  take  some  pains  to  find 
dut  where  the  money  expended  came  from,  to  correctly  make  all  their 
own  additions,  to  balance  income  with  expenditure,  and  generally  to 
throw  as  little  labor  as  possible  upon  this  Committee.     Notwithstanding 
the  above,  we  do  not  believe  there  is  another  Diocese  in  the  American 
Church  where  a  good  form  of  parochial  report,  which  is  necessarily 
Bomewhat  complicated,  would  have  met  with  so  little  opposition,  where 
the  Clergy  generally  would  have  tried  so  faithfully  to  master  its  details 
and  meet  its  requirements,  and  where  so  great  an  improvement  could 
have  been  made  in  four  years  witlwso  little  friction,  as  in  Alabama.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH, 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration  and  report  as  follows  : 

First,  after  some  consideration  we  find  that  there  is  nothing  of  any 
special  interest  to  which  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council.  But  the  re- 
ports of  various  Committees,  and  especially  the  Parochial  reports,  show 
that  the  condition  of  the  Church  generally  throughout  the  Diocese  is  very 
encouraging.  They  show  that  there  is  a  general  advance  all  along  the 
line.  The  financial  condition  of  the  Church  is  very  promising  ;  but  three 
or  four  Mission  Stations  have  failed  to  pay  their  assessments  to  the 
Bishop's  P\ind8.  The  state  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  is  very  sat- 
isfactory indeed. 

As  to  the  growth  of  the  Church,  the  number  of  new  Missionary  Sta- 
tions springing  up  in  every  part  of  the  Dioceses  demanding  services,  and 
the  Macedonian  cry  that  comes  from  so  many  localities  "Come  over  and 
help  us,"  show  that  the  possible  growth  of  the  Church  in  the  near  future 
is  almost  without  bounds. 

Finally,  when  we  think  of  what  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  was  a  few 
years  ago  and  what  it  is  now,  we  may  well  exclaim  *'What  hath  God 
wrought." 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  we  certainly  have  reason  to  * 'thank  God 
and  take  courage."

In 
consideration,  therefore,  of  the  conflict  of  claims  that  may  arise,  and  the  • 
further  fact,  that  consent  of  the  Council  may  l)e  necefsary  to  the  exchange 
of  lots  contemplated,  this  Committee  ask  to  be  discharged.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP 

TO  THE 

Council  of  the  Diocase  of  Alabama. 

Dearly  Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
THE  Diocese  of  Alabama:  We  are  again  assembled  to  take 
couDsel,  and  to  g-ive  in  our  reports  of  duties  performed  daring  the 
last  conciliar  year.     I  submit  the  following 

journal    for   conciliar  year,  of  the  diocese  of  ALABAMA, 

FOR  1889-90: 

1889— May  21st — The  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama 
assembled  in  St.  Mary's  Church,  Birmingham.  After  the  morn- 
ing service,  and  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  T.  Allen,  1  celebrated 
Holv  Communion,  assisted  bv  the  Rector.  The  remainder  of  the 
week  was  spent  in  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Council. 

May  24tli — 1  confirmed  one  person  at  St.  Mary's  Church. 

May  2Hth — [  preached  at  St.  .Mary's  Church. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  made  an  address  at  Cburch 
of  the  Advent,  Birmingham,  and  confirmed  seven  persons 

June  H)th — After  a  sermon  l)y  Rev.  Philip  A.  Fitts,  I  celebrated 
Holy  (/omnuinion  at  St.  Paul'.**,  Whistler. 

July  4th. — (confirmed  four  persons  at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile, 
and  made  an  address. 

July  8th -At  St.  Paul's  Church,  Spring  Hill,  I  baptized  four 
children. 

July  14th — (Fourth  Sunday  after  Trinity)  —  Preached  at  St. 
Paurs.  Spring  Hill. 

July  21st — (Fifth  Simday  after  Trinity)  —  Preached  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion  at  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Hill. 

July  28d  — Baptized  an  infant  at  St    Paul's,  Spring  Hill. 

July  28th— (Sixth  Sunday  after  Trinity)  — Preached  at  St. 
Paul's,  Spring  Hill,  and  (Celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

August  12th — Held  service  at  Oratory  of  Church  Home,  Mobile, 
made  an  addre.-s  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

At  this  time  I  went  Northward,  and  remained  until  the  close  of 
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the  General  Convention.  During  my  absence,  I  preached  as 
opportanity  offered,  and  officiated  on  several  special  occasions,  as 
follows,  viz.:  * 

September  19th — Preached  at  the  consecration  of  All  Saints' 
Church,  Brookland,  Penn.,  by  request  of  the  Assistant  Bishop  of 
Central  Pennsylvania.  • 

This  church  was  built  by  the  children  of  Henry  Hatch  Dent — 
a  classmate  of  mine  for  four  years  at  Yale  University — to  the 
glory  of  God  and  in  memory  of  their  father.  It  is  a  beautiful 
and  massive  structure,  and  fully  in  harmony  with  the  character  of 
the  man  whose  memory  it  was  designed  to  perpetuate. 

September  22d — In  the  same  church,  I  baptized  an  infant 
grandchild  of  my  departed  friend. 

September  29th — In  the  same  church  I  married  a  couple. 

October  2d — Attended  in  my  place  as  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  discharged  all  the  duties  which  devolved  upon  me, 
until  its  adjournment. 

November  2d — Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private,  from  Christ 
Church,  Mobile. 

November  3d — (Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity) — Preached 
and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Hill. 

November  5lh — Confirmed  two  persons  in  private;  candidates 
presented  by  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Mobile. 

November  lOth — (Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity) — Preached 
at  Christ  Church,  Mobile. 

November  17th —(Twenty -second  Sunday  after  Trinity) — 
Preached  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion  at  Trinity  Church, 
Mobile. 

November  21st — Received  from  Standing  Committee  a  recom- 
niendation  to  receive  Nehemiah  Durham  VanSyckel  as  a  candidate 
for  Holy  Orders,  and  accordingly  so  received  him  as  a  candidate 
for  Priest's  Orders. 

November  22d — Preached  at  St.  Mary's,  Evergreen. 

November  24th — (Sunday  before  Advent)  —  Preached  at  St. 
Thomas',  Greenville,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

November  26th — Preached  in  the  new  church  building  at 
Haynevllle,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion 

The  good  people  of  this  Parish,'  few  in  number  and  under  many 
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discouragements,  have  at  last  sacceeded  in  erecting  a  new  chorch; 
having  disposed  of  the  old  structure,  which  had  never  been  conse- 
crated.    They  have  d«ne  a  good  work. 

November  27th — Preached  at  St.  Paul's,  Lowndesboro,  con- 
firmed four  persons  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

November  28th — (Thanksgiving  Day) — Preached  at  St.  Paul's, 
Selma. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  at  Church  of  the 
Holy  Cross,  Uniontown,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Noveml>er  29th~Confirmed  three  persona  from  Church  of  the 
Holy  Cross. 

At  morning  service  of  same  day,  I  preached  at  St.  Michael's 
Church,  Faunsdale,  confirmed  eight  persons  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion.  • 

December  8th — (Second  Sunday  in  Advent) — Preached  at  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Spring  Hill. 

At  evening  service  of  same  day,  preached  at  Church  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  and  confirmed  twelve  persons. 

December  lOib — Officiated  at  a  funeral  on  Spring  Hill. 

December  I5th- (Third  Sunday  in  Advent)— Preachetl  at 
Christ  Church,  Mobile,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  baptized  three  infants  from 
the  country,  at  Christ  Church,  Mobile. 

D(»cember  10 — At  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  I  confirmed 
two  persons. 

December  22<1 — (Fourth  Sunday  in  Advent)  — Preached  at  St. 
Paul's,  Whistler,  baptized  an  adult,  confirmed  ten  persons,  and 
celebrated  IIolv  Communion. 

December  25lli — (Feast  of  the  Nativity) — Preached  at  St. 
Paul's,  Spring  Hill,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

December  29 — (Sunday  of  Christmas)— Preached  at  St.  John's, 
Mobile,  and  confirmed  fifteen  persons. 

At  this  service  I  baptized  an  infant  child — Wm.  P.  Hammond 
—a  grandson  of  Wm.  P.  Hammond,  one  of  the  three  founders  of 
St  John's  Church,  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  one  of  its 
most  liberal  supporters. 

1890 — January  12th— (First  Sunday  in  Kpiphany)  — Preached 
at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile. 
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January  16th — Received  Louis  Tucker. as  a  Postulant  for  Holy 
Orders. 

January  19th — (Second  Sunday  in  Epiphany) — Preached  at  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Spring  Hill. 

From  this  time  forth  for  several  weeks,  I  suffered  from  an  attack 
of  sickness,  and  was  unable  to  officiate  in  the  sanctuary.  Mean- 
while J  kept  up  an  increasingly  large  correnpondence  with  all 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  particularly  with  the  new  towns  that  are 
springing  up  with  magical  rapidity  throughout  the  whole  mineral 
section  of  the  State.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
State  (and  consequently,  the  Diocese)  of  Alabama  is  destined,  at 
no  distant  day,  to  be  the  strongest  in  the  Southern  States.  Never 
did  the  necessity  of  an  earnest  EvangeliHt  to  visit  these  new 
points,  and  help  them  in  their  efforts  at  organization,  so  impress 
itself  upon  my  mind  and  heart. 

January  28th — Received  a  certificate  that  Joseph  F.  John  had 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  for  Deacon's  Orders — Rev. 
Messrs.  W.  A.  Stickney  and  R.  H.  Cobbs,  Examiners. 

February  4th — Held  at  my  residence,  an  examination  of  two 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders — the  one,  that  of  Mr.  Percy  W.  Jones, 
for  Deacon's  Orders;  the  other,  the  third  examination  of  Rev. 
Walter  C.  Whitaker,  (Deacon)  for  Priest's  Orders — Rev.  Messrs. 
J.  L.  Tucker  and  J.  L.  Lancaster,  Examiners. 

The  examination  was  exceptionally  satisfactory.  They  made 
manifest  an  unusual  amount  of  diligent  and  accurate  study.  Both 
candidates  received  unqualified  certificates  of  proficiency.  The 
ordination  of  Mr.  Whitaker  is  onlv  delaved  on  account  of  his 
immaturity  in  respect  to  the  required  Canonical  age  for  the  Priest- 
hood. 

March  24th — Received  from  the  Standing  Committee,  testi- 
monials recommending  Percy  W.  Jones  and  Joseph  F.  John  to 
be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate;  also,  recommendini^  John  B.  Reese 
to  be  received  as  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

April  6th~-(Easter  Day)— Officiated  at  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Hill, 
baptized  an  adult,  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion. 

April  13th — (First  Sunday  after  Easter) — Officiated  at  Grace 
Church,  Anniston,  and,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rector,  confirmed 
twenty-two  persons. 
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April  14tb — Held  a  supplemental  confirmatioD  at  same  church 
and  confirmed  three  persons. 

The  candidates  were  from  Grace,  and  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  Glen 
Addie.  at  which  latter  church  the  Rev.  Chas.  E.  Cabiness  officiates, 
acting  assistant  to  Rev.  Mr.  Fitts,  of  Grace  Church.  I  was  glad 
to  welcome  Mr.  Cabiness  back  to  the  Diocese. 

April  16th — At  St.  Luke's,  Jacksonville,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Philip  A.  Fitts,  I  confirmed  six  persons. 

April  18th~0fficiated  at  St.  Peter's.  Talladega,  Rev.  Philip  A.

At  all  these  visitations  named,  I  was  able  only  to  speak  a  few 
word.s  to  the  confirmees.  At  Talladega  I  held  a  lengthy  interview 
with  the  Yestry  and  others,  on  matters  of  deep  concernment  to 
the  Parish. 

April  20th — (Second  Sunday  after  Easter) — Officiated  at  St. 
Paul's,  Selmn,  and  afcer  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  W.  A  Stickney, 
made  Deacon  Joseph  Francis  John,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com- 
munion. 

At  afternoon  service,  after  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Benj.  Dennis, 
confirmed  twenty-one  persons. 

April  27th— (Third  Sunday  after  Easter)— Officiated  at  Trinity 
Church,  Mobile,  and  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Chauncy  Wil- 
liams, of  Georgia,  I  made  a  brief  address,  and  confirmed  twenty 
persor)s 

May  4th — (Fourth  Sunday  after  Easter) — After  a  sermon  by 
the  Uector,  I  confirmed  thirty-four  persons  at  St.  John's  Church, 
Mobile — forty-nine  confirmed  at  this  church  during  the  past 
conciliar  year. 

May  7th  —At  an  ordination  held  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Whistler, 
I  made  Deacon  Percy  Walton  Jones;  camiidate  presented  by  the 
Rev.  J  L.  Lancaster,  and  sermon  preached  by  the  same.  The 
Rev.  G.  C.  Tucker  was  present  and  participated  in  the  services. 
I  also  celebrated  Holy  ( ■oniniunion. 

May  8th — At  St.  Paul's.  Spring  Hill,  1  confirmed  one  person,  a 
candidate  from  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  making  twenty-five  per- 
sons confirmed  from  Trinity  since  last  report. 

May  11th— (Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter)— Officiated  at  Christ 
Church,  Mobile      After  a  sermon   by  the   Rector,  confirmed  six- 
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teen  persoas,  making  thirty  con6rxned   in  this  parish  since  last 
report. 

May  15th — Qave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Nichols  to  the  Assistant  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese 
of  California. 

At  this  point  of  time  I  was  compelled  by  sickness  to  withdraw 
my  appointments  for  confirmation  at  Auburn  and  Montgomery, 
and  am  forced  to  submit  this  imperfect  record  as  my  report  for 
the  past  year. 

Whilst  deeply  regretting  my  inability  to  meet  you  in  this 
Council,  I  look  back  with  great  satisfaction  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  twenty-eight  years  of  my  Episcopate  I  have  never  before, 
from  any  cause,  been  forced  to  absent  myself  from  your  delib- 
erations. '

CONDITION    OF   CHURCH    PROPERTY. 

Church  at  Oainesville — The  Journal  will  show  that  a  debt 
amounting,  with  interest,  to  $600  was  due  from  St.  Mary's,  Sum- 
merville,  to  St.  Albans,  Gainesville,  being  money  loaned.  The 
same  has  Deen  paid  in  full  and  the  vouchers  at  hand.  The  church 
at  Gainesville,  as  reported  to  me,  is  in  complete  condition;  but 
alas  I  the  guests  to  sit  down  are  sadly  lacking.  We  have  no 
material  at  Gainesville  to  work  on;  but  time  brings  changes,  and 
St.  Albans  may  still  have  a  future  in  store. 

The  property  entitled  "St.  Mary's,"  Summerville,  was,  some 
years  ago,  used  as  a  church  (an  unconsecrated  building),  and  a 
school  house.  Changes  in  the  population  of  this  neighborhood 
by  departures  and  deaths  have  removed  the  church  element,  and 
of  late  years  the  property  has  been  rented,  the  debt  to  St.  Alba  jS 
having  been  paid  from  this  source.  The  rental  from  the  St. 
Mary's  property  will,  in  future,  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders. 

St.  Peter^s^  Lowndes  County — St.  Peter's  is  one  of  the  oldest 
church  localities  in  the  Diocese.  Hardly  a  vestige  of  church 
population  is  left.     I  found,  upon  inquiry,  that  there  are  some 
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three  or  four  acres  of  land,  with  dilapidated  buildings  thereon, 
whirh  belongs  to  the  church.  I  found,  also,  an  impression  pre- 
vailing that  all  this  property  would,  on  disuse  for  original  pur- 
poses, revert  lo  the  heirs  of  the  original  donors  or  owners,  where- 
upon I  caused  examination  to  be  made,  and  found,  by  deeds 
recorded  in  the  County  Court  offices,  that  the  Church  held  all  this 
property  in  fee  simple.  Accordingly,  I  procured  certified  copies 
of  said  deeds,  and  transmitted  the  same  to  our  Regis! rer,  who 
will  report  possession. 

I  have  given  occupancy  of  said  property  to  a  daughter  of  the 
church ;  providing,  however,  that  the  grant  of  temporary  occu- 
pancy shall  he  subject  to  revocation  at  any  time,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese. 

I  feel  called  upon  in  this  connection  to  invoke  the  earnest  atten- 
tention  of  our  Clergy  and  Laity  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  titles 
by  which  their  church  property  is  held.  In  our  lar^e  churches 
there  is  no  danger  to  be  apprehended,  for  the  vestries  are  men  of 
business  and  have  looked  to  their  churches,  and  keep  their  rights 
in  view. 

But  in  our  rural  Parishes  and  village  churches  there  is  little  or 
DO  attention  paid  to  these  so-called  small  matters.  For  twenty- 
eight  years  I  have  iavoked  the  attention  of  our  people  to  this 
matter,  and  still  have  to  lament  their  inattention. 

Whenever  I  have  been  asked  how  property  should  be  deeded,  I 
have  invariably  advised  that  the  Act  of  Incorporation  by  the 
State  should  be  followed  in  its  provisions.  In  framing  that  act,  I 
had  the  best  legal  counsel  that  the  State  afforded.  The  counsel 
^iveo  me  by  the  best  counsellers  was  this  expressed  in  the  follow- 
ing  formula: 

**To  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ala- 
bama," (for  the  benefit  of  such  and  such  an  institution  or  church 
ID  a  given  locality). 

Vestries  may  die  out — trustees,  also, — but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  Church  will  not. 

The  State  of  Alabama,  and  with  it  the  Diocese  thereof,  is  des- 
tined, under  Ood's  good  providence,  to  have  a  great  future.  Its 
growth  is  phenomenal,  almost  magical.  We  must  sedulously 
guard  every  interest,  material  and  spiritual.  I  have  never  yet 
found  a  sensible  diligence  in  business  incompatible  with  fervor  of 
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spirit;  and  our  Clergy  will  find  that  a  practical  good  seose  dis- 
played in  their  earthly  concerDments  will  give  them,  in  the  esti- 
mation of  their  Lay  brother,  a  prestige,  which  they  (?aDDOt  aflTcrd 
to  lose. 

St.  PauVs  Church,  Decatur — This  Church  has  suflFered  long 
from  discordant  and  conflicting  opinions  and  interests.  This  cod- 
dition  is  quite  abnormal.  It  grows  from  two  centres,  as  shown 
by  the  titles  of  Old  and  New  Decatur. 

I  have  at  last — having  thereto  been  empowered  by  the  action 
of  thin  Council,  (See  Journal  of  1888) — given  my  consent  to  the 
sale  of  the  old  Bank  street  lot — the  lot  on  which  the  old  church 
stood  before  it  was  burned.  In  course  of  time  there  must  be  two 
churches  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  population  so  widely  scattered 
The  old  church  lot  is  valued  at  $5,000.  Just  after  the  war  I 
purchased  it  for  $300. 

Trinity  Church,  Florence — The  town  of  Florence  is  growing 
rapidly.  The  church  building  is  far  away  from  the  population 
and  of  very  small  dimensions  Exercising  the  authority  delegated 
by  this  Council,  I  have  consented  to  the  sale  of  the  building,  pro- 
vided that  the  material  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  used  in  the 
erection  of  the  new  church. 

Church  Home  Funds — I  have  very  recently,  in  an  *'Open 
Letter,"  given  a  statement  of  the  present  status  of  this  property.

idea  is  even  entertained  of  allowing  Hamner  Hall  to  pass  out  of 
tbe  hands  of  the  church — as  an  educational  institution.  It  comes 
down  to  us  consecrated  by  the  devotion  and  beneficence  of  the 
original  donors  of  the  property,  especially  the  first  Bishop  of 
Alabama.  I  trust  that  the  earliest  attention  of  this  Council  will 
be  given  to  the  consideration  of  this  matter. 

A  building,  such  as  Hamner  Hall,  at  the  capital  of  the  State, 
and  at  the  centre  of  the  State,  should  never  be  allowed  to  go  out 
of  the  possession  of  tbe  Church. 

In  this  connection,  I  will  call  attention  to  the  establishment  of 
the  boys  and  girls  schools  at  Anniston  These  buildings  have 
been  erected  with  a  princely  munificence.  There  is  no  cause  for 
rivalry  between  the  church  schools  at  Anniston  and  Montgomery, 
We  need  church  schools  at  all  our  centres  of  population. 

I  have  now,  ray  dear  brethren,  given  you  the  business  status  of 
the  Diocese. 

The  Canons  of  the  Church  require  tbe  Bishop  to  issue  a 
Pastoral  at  least  once  in  every  three  years.  I  have,  yearly,  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  sriven  you  in  my  Pastorals,  the 
result  of  much  earnest  thought.  Ill  health  must  be  my  plea  for 
omitting  my  usual  address  this  year. 

My  time  with  you  is  necessarily  short.  I  love  you  all  with  an 
exceeding  love.  My  last  breath,  if  I  am  conscious,  will  be  given 
or  your  continual  and  ever  increasing  prosperity.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
Conciliar  year  ending  May  20,  1890: 

In  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  last  Council,  the  Trustees 
met  at  Montgomery  on  the  22d  of  June,  in  order  to  negotiate  with  the 
city  for  a  sale  of  so  much  of  the  Hamner  Hall  property  as  was  necessary 
for  the  opening  and  extension  of  a  street  along  the  southern  boundary  of 
the  premises.  After  a  full  examination  of  the  property,  and  a  confei-enoe 
with  the  city  authorities,  the  Trustees  regret  to  state  that  they  were 
unable  to  come  to  any  agreement  with  them,  at  what  they  considered  a 
reasonable  price,  for  the  sale  of  that  part  of  the  property  which  was 
needed,  and  that  an  offer  made  by  them  to  submit  the  matter  to  arbitra- 
tion was  declined  by  the  city.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  by  the 
city  to  condemn  the  property,  anH  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  assess 
its  value,  assessed  the  damages  at  five  hundred  dollars  for  a  strip  of  land 
on  the  south  boundary  of  the  property  thirty  feet  wide  and  eleven 
hundred  feet  long;  the  same  being  the  portion  of  the  property  condemned 
for  the  extension  of  the  street.  Deeming  this  amount  much  less  than  its 
real  value,  the  Trustees  took  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  the  City  Court  of  Montgomery,  where  said  appeal  is  now 
pending. 
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Tlie  Trustees  deem  it  inexpedient  to  divide  the  Hamner  Hall  property 
into  lots,  or  to  sell  the  same,  until  this  proceeding  is  terminated. 

The  Trustees  took  possession  of  Hamner  Hall  on  the  first  ot  July,  after 
the  lease  of  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Everhart,  D.  D.,  expired.  In  settling  the  rent 
with  him,  they  made  an  abatement  of  thirty  dollars  on  account  of  some 
improvements  which  he  had  made.  They  found  the  buildings  very  much 
out  of  repair,  and  in  order  to  make  them  habitable,  had  to  expend  about 
two  hundred  dollars  in  rooting  and  other  repairs.  The  place  was 
rented  for  one  year,  from  October  1st  to  September  30th,  1896,  to  Messrs. 
John  W.  Kenney  and  J.  P.  McAulley,  for  six  hundred  dollars,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Bishop.  It  is  used  as  a  private  boarding  house  and 
school. 

The  bonds  of  the  city  of  Selma,  numbers  52,  53,  54  and  116,  amount- 
ing to  $2,500  principal,  and  $1,525.44  past  due  interest,  aggregating 
$4,025.44,  were  funded  in  new  four  per  cent  bonds  of  said  city.  The 
excess  of  $24.44  interest,  is  held  in  acertiticateof  the  Bond  (-ommissi'jners. 

One  Alabama,  Class  A,  Registered  Bonds  of  $1,000,  nnmber  1271, 
has  been  added  to  the  investment  fund.  The  securities  now  consist  of 
seventeen  Registered  Alabama  Bonds,  Class  A,  $1,000  each,  and  one 
Coupon  Bond,  Class  A,  for  $500,  amounting  to  $17,500,  and  eight  four 
percent,  city  of  Selma  Bonds,  numbers  441,  442,  443,  444,  445,  446,  44^ 
and  448,  each  for  $500,  amounting  to  $4,000,  and  aggregating  $21,5(X). 
These,  with  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  represent  the  corpus  of  th«  fund. 

A  review  of  there  ports  of  the  Treasurer  discloses  the  fact  that  the  sum 

of  a  little  more  than  $13,000  has  been  collected,  and  realized  from  the  old 

assets  which  came  into  his  hands  after  his  election,  in  May  1868.     This 

fund  was  re-invested,  and  is  now  reprcKented  by  $21,560  in  State  and 

city  bonds,  and  the  Hamner  Hall  property,  which  was  purchased  for  $7,0(K)-

Canon  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen. 

Section  i.  It  Khali  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  con- 
gre«ration  of  this  Diocese,  to  make  at  least  OKe  annual  collection  for  the 
relief  of  Clergymen  disabled  by  age  or  disease. 

Sec.  II.  All  contributions  and  donations  for  this  object  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  of  **The  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  In- 
firm Clergymen.'' 

Sec.  in.  All  collections  ami  all  donations  not  limited  by  the  donor,  re- 
ceived durinsr  the  Conventional  year,  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  **The 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,''  and  may  be  ap- 
propriated by  said  Trustees  for  the  relief  of  Clergymen  disabled  by  age, 
accident,  or  disease,  who  have  heen  canon ically  connected  with  the 
Diocese  for  the  two  years  immediately  preceding  their  application  for  re- 
lief, and  have  sp>cnt  at  least  two  successive  years  within  the  limits  of  the 
Diocese  in  the  active  discharge  oi'  the  duties  of  the  Ministry,  or  in  the 
work  of  Christian  education.  Clergymen  to  whom  appropriations  are 
made  under  this  Section  shall  be  known  as  ^'Special  Annuitants,"  and 
shall  not  receive  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  from  the  collec- 
tions received  duiing  the  year,  a  sum  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars 
towards  defraying  the  funeral  expenses  of  any  Clergyman  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  v.  All  appropriations  (unless  otherwise  ordered)  shall  be  payable 
semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  May  and  November,  and  all  moneys 
unappropriated  at  the  end  of  each  Conventional  year  shall  1>a  paid  into  a 
fund,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  **Permanent  Fund,"  and  shall  be  kept 
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safely  invested.  The  interest  accruing  on  the  existing  capital  fand,  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  permitted  to  ac- 
cumulate. All  accumulations  shall  be  safely  invested  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen,  and  added  to  the  Permanent 
Fund  until  the  name  shall,  with  the  existing  capital  fund,  reach  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

Src.  VI.  All  legacies  and  all  donations  limited  by  the  donor,  paid  to  the 
Trustees,  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  them  agreeably  to  the  terms  and 
provisions  under  which  the  money  is  received  ;  and  when  not  otherwise 
directed  by  the  donor,  the  legacy  or  donation  shall  be  added  to  the  ' 'Per- 
manent Fund.*'  and  the  income  thereof  atone  used. 

As  soon  as  said  Funds  shall  reach  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
the  Trustees  shall  grant  an  annuity  to  evtry  Clergyman  who  (1)  has 
reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  (2)  has  been  canonically  connected 
with  the  Diocese  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  application 
for  an  annuity,  and  (3)  has  been  for  at  least  five  years  of  his  last  term  of 
canonical  residence  a  settled  Minister  of  the  Diocese,  or  a  Missionary  duly 
appointiid  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

The  interest  received  from  said  Funds  shall  be  divided  e<iually  among 
the  Clergymen  entitled  to  receive  an  annuity  under  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  the  previous  paragraph  of  this  Section,  and  if  this  int-crest  shall 
not  be  sufficient  to  give  to  each  Clergyman  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, ttien  the  balance  of  collections  and  donations  remaining  after  the 
* 'Special  Annuitants"  are  provided  for,  shall  be  used  to  increase  the  an- 
nuity to  said  sum. 

Cler^^ymen  receiving  an  annuity  under  this  Section,  which  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  bo  known  as  *Kegular  Annui- 
tants.'' n.

*'shall  he  decisive,''  this  .sentence:  But  in  a  vote  by  orders,  the  Deputies 
from  Missions  shall  not  be  c<  iiiited. 
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Amend  Article  IX.  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows:  The  Standing 
Committee  required  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  shall  con- 
sist of  three  clergymen  and  three  lay  communicants.  Shall  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  and  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected.  Vacancies  in  the  committee  shall  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  members.  A  majority  shall  be  a  quorum.  All 
traveling,  publishing  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  upon  the  requisition  of  the 
President  of  the  Committee. 

Insert  two  Articles,  to  be  numbered  XI.   and  XII.,   and  make  the 
present  Article  XI.  Article  XIII. 


ARTICLE  XI. 
Of  ParisJus, 

A  Parish  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Council  upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions! 

(a).  It  shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  t.he  State  of  Alabama 
and  shall  lay  a  copy  of  its  Charter,  or  Arti<!les  of  Associacion.  before  the 
Council,  acknowledging;  and  acceding  to  tlie  doctrines,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cnurcii,  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama, 
signed  by  not  less  than  fifteen  communicauts,  of  who  n  at  least  five  shall 
be  males  of  full  age. 

(6).  It  sliall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  eleven  vestrymen,  who  shall  be  male  communicants  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  in  good  standin^if.  who  shall  have  designated 
two  of  their  number  as  wardens,  accord in$f  to  methods  recognized  by 
their  Articles  or  By-Laws;  and  shall  have  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

(r).  It  shall  have  sustained,  at  its  own  cost,  the  regular  and  sole  minis- 
trations of  a  presbyter  or  deacon,  as  its  minister  or  rector,  for  at  least 
six  months  prior  to  its  application. 

id).  It  shall  lay  before  the  Council  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  ability 
and  purpose  to  support  a  regular  minister;  to  provide  a  suitable  church 
building,  and  to  bear  its  prouortion  of  the  expenses  of  the  D  ocese. 


ARTICLE  XII. 
Of  Organized  Mint  ions. 

A  mission  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  and  taken  under  charge  of 
this  Council. 

(a).  It  shall  lay  before  the  ('ouncil.  Articles  of  Association,  acknowl- 
edging and  acce«iing    to  tlie  doctrines,   discipline  and   worftl  ip   of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Churcii,  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  and  signed  by 
not  less  than  ten  communicants,  of  whom  at  least  three  shall  be  mules  of 
full  age. 

(6).  It  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  Warden, 
a   Clerk  and  a  Treasurer.   who.<e    (luti«'s   shall    be   similar   to   those   of 
Parishes.     It  shall  also  adopt  a  suitable  name. 
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(c).  They  shall  state  the  amount  of  stipend  they  are  prepared  to  pay  to 
a  iniHslonary. 

(d).  Its  property,  if  any,  shall  be  vested  in  trust  in  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  his  successors  in  office. 

Of  Minion  Stations, 

Places  where  services  are  held,  but  where  the  church  is  not  strong 
enough  for  organization,  should  be  reported  to  the  Council  by  the  mis- 
sionary in  charge,  or  by  the  Dean  or  Arch  Deacon,  or  by  the  Bishop,  as 
mission  stations,  and  a  layman  there  resident  should  be  appointed  by  the 
clergyman  in  charge,  or  by  the  Bishop,  to  make  report  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  canon  on  Parochial  Reports.

"In  evt'ry  Parish  the  voters,  where  not  otherwise  determined  by  lejjal 
statute,  shall  be  male  persons  of  full  age,  belonging  to  the  Parish  or  con- 
gregation, who  have  been  baptized,  and  who  have  l>een  regular  contrilm- 
tors  to  the  supi)ort  of  the  l^irish  or  ('ongregatiim  for  not  less  than  six 
months  prior  to  such  voting." 

Amend  Section  9  to  read  as  follows  : 

**There  shall  Xk)  held  at  least  four  regular  Vestry  meeting  in  each  year, 
one  of  which  shall  be  in  Easter  tide  and  the  others  quarterly  thereafter.-' 

Title  IV.  Canon  II,  Section  2  :  Amend  to  read  as  follows  : 

"No  proposed  alti'ration  of.  or  addition  to  the  Canons,  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Council,  unless  by  unanimous  consent,  without  one  day's 
notice  thereof  in  open  Council:  nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be 
adopted  during  the  same  Council,  if  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  voting 
shall  not  concur  therein.  If  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition  be  af- 
firmed by  a  majority,  but  not  by  two-thirds  of  those  voting,  then  the 
measnae  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual  Council,  and  if  again  af- 
firmed by  a  majority  vote,  it  shall  take  effect  as  the  action  of  the  Council."

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

The  Parochial  Reports  of  this  year  show  a  decided  advance  on  those  of 
any  former  year,  in  the  care  with  which  the  greater  number  of  them  were 
compiled.  It  is  manifest  that  the  Cltrgy  comprehend  much  bitter  than 
heretofore  what  a  good  report  ought  to  be,  and  that  they  have  this  year 
taken  much  more  pains  to  reach  the  standard  set  by  the  form.  The  blank 
form  is  not  theoretically  perfect,  being  much  less  comprehensive  than  it 
might  be  ;  but  it  is  good,  and  covers  all  the  information  that  the  present 
prevailing  style  of  Register  enables  the  Clergy  to  keep  on  record.  With 
a  good  Parish  Register  the  report  could  be  made  in  two  or  three  honi*s  ; 
but  the  old-fashioned,  incomplete  Register,  little  more  than  an  ordinary- 
blank  book,  which  is  all  that  most  of  our  Parishes  have,  must  in  many  in- 
stances have  compelled  days  of  labor  and  research  to  obtain  the  figures 
given.  These  figures  show  that  the  Diocese  has  advanced  on  all  lines, 
not  to  any  great  extent,  but  fully  as  much  as  could  have  been  expected. 
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Families. — The  number  of  families  last  year  was  2,318,  with  54  Parishes 
reporting  ;  the  number  this  year  is  2,566,  with  60  Parishes  reporting  ;  an 
apparent  increase  of  248  families.  But  the  Parishes  which  did  not  report 
last  year  have  151  families,  most  of  which  should  have  appeared  in  last 
year's  total.  Deducting  this  numl)er  from  the  248  we  have  97  families 
this  year  more  than  we  had  last  year.  On  the  other  hand  109  families  were 
lost  during  the  year,  a  loss  which  had  U)  be  made  good  before  there  w*s 
any  gain.  There  were  therefore  206  families  received  during  the  year, 
with  a  net  gain  of  97.  The  reports  indicate  that  there  are  no  considerable 
changes  in  the  country  districts  ;  but  in  some  of  the  towns  there  would  ap- 
pear to  be  a  good  deal  of  activity  either  of  pastoral  lab(»r  or  of  incoming 
lx)pulation.  Anniston  gains  34  families  and  loses  7.  but  with  Oxford  gains 
42  families.  Birmingham  gains  44  families  and  loses  42,  but  with  its  out- 
lying missions  gains  76.  We  have  no  data  to  show  whether  St.  Mary's 
here  has  gained  or  lost.  Montgcmiery,  with  2  Parishes,  gains  16  families 
and  loses  5  ;  Mobile,  with  4  Parishes,  gains  64  families  and  loses  18.  F'or 
totals  we  have  in  Anniston.  VM  families  ;  in  Binningham.  816,  and  in  the 
missions  near  that  city  44  ;  in  Iluntsville,  lliJ :  in  Montgomery,  276  ;  and 
in  Mobile,  716  families.  These  figures  show  that  the  Church  has  by  far 
its  greatest  strength,  relative  to  population,  in  Mobile. 

Pauishionkrs. — The  figures  here  are  not  accurate  enough  to  bas«»  any 
computations  upon.  One  Parish  gains  7  families,  but  reports  the  same 
numl)er  of  parishioners  as  last  year  ;  another  with  20  families  reiKirts  100 
parishioners,  or  5  to  the  family,  which  is  too  many  ;  another  gains  2 
families  but  loses  200  parishioners ;  another  gains  4  families,  but  only 
a<lds  2  parishioners  to  its  list ;  another  a<lds  7  families,  but  loses  100  par- 
ishioners. Evidently  these  discrepancies  are  caused  by  an  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  Clergy  to  correct  their  figures  of  last  year,  and  hence  is  a  good 
sign.  Many  of  the  figures  given  are  still  wild  estimates,  guesses  at  truth  ; 
and  as  is  usual  with  such  guesses,  are  exaggerations.  A  new  system  of 
Ixiok-keeping  is  greatly  needed,  for  many  of  the  old  Registei*s  are  so  de- 
fectively planned  that  correct  entries  cannot  be  made  in  them  nor  correct 
footing  taken  from  them. 

Communicants. — The  number  of  communicants  as  given  in  the  reports 
was,  in  1888,  4,9a5  :  in  1889,  5,409;  and  this  year.  5.777.  Thus  the  ap- 
parent increase  last  y«*ar  was  424,  and  this  year  -MiX.  The  real  increase  is 
much  smaller,  however,  because  the  reports  an*  each  year  made  more 
rarefuUy.  Reports  were  reeeived  this  year  from  several  pla<'es  that  were 
n4)t  heard  fnmi  for  s»»veral  previous  years,  adding  about  180  to  the  total. 
This  woidd  leave  18H  as  the  true  increase.  But  the  losses  had  first  to  be 
made  up,  ami  these  were — by  death,  84  :  by  removal,  264  ;  dropped,  72  ;  a 
total  lo.ss  of  460.  Thus  this  list  has  added  first  4(J9  persons  to  make  up 
its  los.HeK,  and  then  IHH  as  net  increase:  a  t<>tal  of  648  names.  Of  these, 
181  were  added  bv  <'onfirnuitiou  ;  21  bv  adniissiou  :  iW5  bv  removal  into 
the  Diocese  ;  and  121  in  ways  not  specitied.  A  number  of  instances  of 
this  la,st  may  be  seen  iu  the  tabular  statement,  where  a  tc>tal  gain  is  re- 
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l>orted,  but  the  columns  of  8i>ecifi cation.   Confirmation^  AdmU$ion,  Re- 
mocah  are  left  blank.     The  losses  this  year  under  each  head  are  more  con- 
siderable than  those  of  last  year  ;  for  instance,  last  year  73  communicants 
died,  this  year  84  ;  last  year  203  were  lost  by  removal,  this  year  264  :  last 
year  6  names  were  droi)ped  from  the  lists,  this  year  72  ;  an  excess  of  loss 
this  year  of  139.     On  the  other  hand  the  numbers  added  were  much  smaller ; 
for  instance,   last  year  429  were  gained  by  confirmation,  this  year  IHl  ; 
last  year  90  were  admitted  to  communion,  this  year  21  ;  last  year  229 
moved  into  our  Parishes,  this  year  325,  or  in  all,  221  less  gain.     Thus  the 
year  has  not  been  a  prosperous  year,  yet  our  increase  has  been  nearly  3J 
per  cent. ;  last  year  it  was  12J  per  cent.     One  considerable  item  of  loss  does 
not  belong  wholly  to  this  year.     It  would  be  an  unusual  thing  if,  out  of 
5,000  communicants,  72  wen*  really  dropped  in  one  year.     This  large  num- 
ber was  probably  caused  by  more  careful  revision  of  the  lists  of  commu- 
nicants by  many  Rectors,  in  order  t«  make  more  accurate  n*port4S.     Names 
were  found  of  persons  who  could  not  themselves  be  found.     When  a  Clergy- 
man takes  charge  of  a  Parish  he  needs  a  year,  perhaps  several  years,  t=o 
become  ac(iuainted  with  all  of  his  communicants.     In  a  large  city  Parish 
of  400  or  500  or  more  communicants,  it  will  require  four  or  five  years, 
and  often  the  Rector  never  does  thoroughly  know  them  all.     Meantime 
changes  take  place.     Persons  die  away  from  home,  families  and  individuals 
remove  and  give  himsno  notice.     He  does  not  like  to  drop  any  names  with- 
out evidence,  because  he  may  thereby  be  unjustly  depriving  some  worthy 
persons  of  enrollment  in  the  Church  ;  and  evidence  is  often  difficult  to 
procure.     So  he  carries  the  names  on  his  list,  hoping  sometime  to  meet 
the  persons  or  to  obtain  accurate  information  concerning  them.     The  more 
careful  attention  given  to  statistics  in  our  .Diocese  during  the  last  few  years, 
espe(?ially  this  last  year,  has  probably  caused  the  dropping  of  many  names 
heretofore  carrie<l.     We  may  expect  this  <^ause  to  operate  for  a  few  years 
longer,  and  the  number  ''dropped'^  to  be  above  the  nonnal  until  we  reach 
a  fairly  accurate  basis.     The  (luestion  is  often  asked  **What  constitut^it  a 
Communicant?"     The  nearest  approach  to  an  authoritive  decision  of  this 
question  may  be  f(»und  on  page  345  of  the  Journal  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1889.  in  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  ;  which 
report  was  adopted  by  that  large  and  important  Committee  aft^r  full  dis- 
cussion, and  was  given  by  the  General  Convention  an  its  answer  to  a  me- 
morial from  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts.     We  ask  leave  to  embody  this 
report  here  for  the  infonuation  of  our  own  C'lergy :     "The  Committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  all  persons  should  be  enrolled  and  reported  as  communi- 
cants who  have  been  confirmed,  and  have  made  one  communion.     They 
hold  it  to  be  unwise  to  impose  conditions  of  parochial  membership  on  com- 
municants, which  the  Church  has  not  laid  down  in  the  Prayer  Book,  as 
conditions  of  membership  as  communicants  in  the  Church  at  large.  Having 
once  been  enrolled  on  the  books  of  any  Parish,  a  communicant  removing 
to  another  Parish  should  be  regularly  transferred,  as  provided  by  Title  I. 
Canon  XII.  Section  1.     If  a  communicant  shall  have  left  the  Parish  of  his 
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enrollment  without  procuring  such  letter  of  transfer,  or  if  he  shall  have 
withdrawn  from  his  place  of  residence  beyond  the  knowledge  of  the  officers 
of  the  Parish,  his  name  may  be  dropped.  But  no  less  cause  than  a  legally 
executed  ex-communication  should  serve  to  erase  his  name  from  the  list 
of  communicants,  when  known  to  be  still  a  resident  in  the  Parish  of  his 
enrollment.  The  rights  of  the  laity  to  enrollment  in  the  Church  are  as 
sacred  as  those  of  the  Clergy,  A  communicant  may  be  placed  under  cen- 
sure, or  even  be  temporarially  suspended,  but  he  is  still  a  communicant ; 
and  his  name  should  not  be  stricken  from  the  Register  of  his  Parish  with- 

out  diie  process  of  law/* 

Annalysis  of  Communicants. — ^While  these  columns  are  more  full 
than  last  year,  they  are  not  yet  full  enough  to  derive  the  information  from 
them  that  would  be  useful  to  us  ;  yet  some  items  of  interest  can  be  gleaned 
from  them.  The  question  regarding  sex  were  answered  last  year  for  2,044 
communicants,  this  year  for  2,667,  or  nearly  half  the  whole  number.  Of 
the  2,667,  859  are  males,  or  very  nearly  one-third.  The  increased  reports 
hold  more  nearly  to  this  proposition  than  we  had  feared.  It  would  be  a 
great  thing  should  it  finally  appear  that  one-third  of  our  whole  communi- 
cant list  were  males,  for  it  would  show  that  the  Episcopal  Church  is  far 
more  the  Church  of  men  than  any  other  in  Alabama.  We  must  urge  the 
Clergy  to  give  more  attention  to  this  analysis  next  year.  One  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  forty-nine  communicants  are  divided  into  adults  and 
minors,  and  of  these  1,632  are  adults.  Only  8  Parishes  have  any  colored 
communicants  ;  there  would  appear  to  be  but  78  of  this  class  in  the  Diocese, 
of  whom  64  are  in  the  Good  Shepherd  Mission  in  Mobile.  Last  year  this 
Mission  had  51,  an  increase  of  13.  Last  year  11  Parishes  answered  these 
questions  with  fair  fullness  ;  this  year  20.  Last  year  20  reports  out  of  53 
made  no  attempt  to  answer,  this  year  28  out  of  64  ;  7  answers  only  1  ques- 
tion, 1  answers  2  questions,  7  answer  3  questions,  4  answer  4  questions. 
The  information  given  will  grow  more  interesting,  as  year  by  year  the  an- 
swers become  more  full. 

Sunday  Schools. — Forty-seven  places  report  schools,  eighteen  do  not. 
In  the  47  reporting  there  are  368  teachers,  the  same  number  of  schools  and 
teachers  as  last  year,  and  98  other  officers  against  64  last  year  ;  and  there 
are  3,016  pupils  which  is  203  more  than  last  year.  Tht^re  are  4  Mission 
Sunday  Schools  in  the  Diocese,  or  one  more  than  last  year.  Two  of  these 
are  in  Aimiston,  one  in  Birmingham  and  oiu?  in  Tuskaloosa  ;  they  have  21 
teachers  and  118  pupils  ;  last  year  there  were  204  pupils  in  3  schools. 
There  are  3  day  schools  reported  this  year,  2  in  Anniston  and  1  in  Tuska- 
loosa, with  9  teachers  and  148  pupils.  Tliere  is  a  school  of  this  kind  be- 
longing to  the  Good  Shepherd  Mission  in  Mobile  ;  but  for  some  reason  it 
is  not  reported  this  year  by  the  Missionary  in  charge. 

Parish  Societies. — There  are  68  societies  of  the  laity  in  the  Diocese, 
in  34  Parishes.  Of  these  6  do  not  give  their  number  of  members,  but  the 
02  who  do,  have  1,762  members.  We  estimated  last  year  that  62  societies 
would  have  "at  least  1,716  members,"  which  is  closely  bonie  out  by  the 

(4) 
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actual  reports  of  this  year.  We  may  suppose  that  the  six  who  do  not  report 
this  year  will  carry  the  total  up  to  1,850.  These  societies  did  good  work 
for  the  Church,  as  will  be  seen  under  the  head  **8ource8  of  Income." 

Baptisms. — Of  64  rejwrts  tabulated  this  year  20  contain  no  mention  of 
baptisms.  In  the  44  reporting  there  were  457  persons  baptized,  agamst 
405  last  year,  and  490  the  year  before.  Of  the  457,  70  were  adults,  and  387 
infants.  Last  year  13  were  not  specified,  this  year  more  care  has  been  taken 
with  the  reports.  One  Parish  reports  93  baptisms,  or  more  than  one-fifth 
of  the  number  in  the  whole  Diocese. 

Ministerial  Offices. — There  were  949  public  celebrations  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  105  private  celebrations  this  year,  against  899  and  83  last 
year,  and  805  and  74  the  year  before.  Fifiteen  places  do  not  report  <m  this 
subject ;  of  these  some  are  vacant,  and  others  are  served  by  Deacons  who 
camiot  celebrate.  There  were  140  manages  this  year,  against  109  last  year; 
a  slight  increase,  but  gratifying  to  the  wives  of  the  Clergy 'who  get  the 
fees  ;  but  4^5  of  these  were  in  one  Parish,  leaving  less  than  100  marriages 
for  the  rest  of  the  Diocese.  There  were  209  burials  this  year,  against  245 
last  year,  and  50  of  these  were  in  one  Parish.  Thirty  places  rt»port  no 
burials,  yet  one  of  these  lost  1  communicant  by  death,  and  another  lost  4 
communicants.  These  de^th  probably  occurred  in  Missions  during  the  ab- 
sence of  the  missionary. 

Confirmations. — Two  hundred  and  ten  perscms  were  confirmed  during 
the  year,  or  less  than  half  the  number  of  last  year  ;  but  this  was  owing  to 
the  extreme  and  prolonged  sickness  of  the  Bishop  during  a  greater  part  of 
the  winter  and  spring,  during  which  he  was  unable  to  make  visitations. 
Of  the  210,  63  were  males.  83  females,  and  64  not  sjiecified  ;  98  were  adults, 
48  minors,  and  the  same  64  not  specified ;  14  were  colored  persons  ;  68 
were  from  other  religious  bodies,  and  64  were  heads  of  families  ;  the  same 
64  not  being  specified  in  these  particulars  also.  But  although  210  persons 
are  reported  as  having  been  confirmed,  only  181  are  addeti  to  the  liste  of 
communicants  by  confirmation.  It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  29  per- 
sons are  held  back  by  their  Rectors  from  communion  immediately  after 
confirmation.  The  29  are  divided  between  five  places,  and  14  of  them  are 
in  one  place.  This  may  be  owing  to  carelessness  in  making  out  the  re- 
ports, but  it  may  be  owing  to  some  peculiar  idea  of  the  Rectors  with  re- 
gard to  preparation  for  first  communion. 


FINANCIAL  SUMMARY. 
Sources  of  Income. — Five  Parishes  this  year  report  themselves  as  sup- 
ported by  pew  rents,  but  one  of  them,  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  on  Janu- 
ary 1  changed  its  methods  and  declared  its  pews  free,  so  that  the  number 
remains  four,  as  last  year.  The  amount  raised  by  pew  rents  this  year  waa, 
omitting  fractions,  ^13,000;  and  by  subscriptions,  $29,000.  The  two 
methods  taken  together  last  year  produced  $40,672.28 ;  and  this  yecur  $49^- 
656.82;  showing  an  increase  of  regular  revenue  of  $1,984.59;  or  about  two 
thousand  dollars.    The  communk>u  alms  this  year  amount  to  $2,848.89  ; 
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or  more  than  $400  more  than  last  year.     The  sum  raised  by  Guilds  and 
Societies  this  year  is  812,144.64,  which  is  $1,437.48  more  than  lasib  year 
This  amount  should  be  larger,  for  13  places  report  societies  of  laity,  but 
do  not  give  the  amounts  raised  by  them.     Tliese  are  Auburn,  Bessemer, 
Brierfield,  Decatur,  Eufaula,  Eutaw,  Greensboro,  Holy  Comforter,  Mont- 
gomery, Scottsboro,  Trinity,  Whistler,  Avondaleand  Woodlawn.     On  the 
other  hand  five  places  did  not  answer  the  question  asking  if  they  had  any 
such  societies,  thereby  really  saying  that  they  ha<l  none,  yet  n»port  amounts 
raised  by  societies.     This  is,  of  course,  the  result  of  carelessness  in  making 
up  the  reports.     These  five  places  are  marked  by  an  O  in  the  tabular  state- 
ment, in  the  column  headed  **Guilds  and  Societies."     These  organizations 
hold  $6,807.31  in  their  treasuries  for  future  work.     Gifts  in  money  to  the 
amount  of  $6,240.46  were  made  to  the  various  Parishes  and  Missions  dur- 
ing the  year;  as  also  other  gifts  to  the  value  of  $4,377.09.     The  Sunday 
Schools  raised  $3,958.69  ;  or  $319.06  more  than  last  year  ;  but  14  Sunday 
Schools  do  not  report  any  amounts  as  offerings  contributed  by  them.     On 
the  other  hand,  by  some  extraordinary  slij),  one  Parish  reports  no  Sunday 
School,  yet  gives  $310.17  as  the  amount  of  S.  S.  offerings.     Under  the  head 
of  **Borrowed"  are  a  few  amounts  which  the  Committee  inserted  to  force 
a  balance,  when  the  colunni  **A11  Other  Sources''  was  already  filled.     Par- 
ishes that  spend  money  must  get  it  from  somewhere,  and  if  from  nowhere 
else  it  must  have  been  borrowed  ;  so  the  Committee  reasoned  ;  hence,  when 
the  amount  expended  only  slightly  exceeded  the  amount  received,  a  balance 
was  made  for  the  Rector  by  the  Committee  by  inserting  the  needed  deficit 
in  **Other  Sources"  when  they  could  be  used  ;  and  by  "borrowing"  when 
it  could  not.     The  total  income  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Dio- 
cese is  $125,178.86 ;  with  8  places  not  reporting.     The  total  income  last 
year  was  $84,890.67 ;  the  increased  income  this  year,  therefore,  is  the  some- 
what surprising  amount  of  $40,288.19.     It  is  true  that  twelve  more  places 
report  income  this  year  than  last,  but  with  one  exception  these  are  minor 
places  and  the  income  small.     There  were  no  large  gifts  this  year  as  there 
were  last  year  and  the  year  before.     I^ast  year,  with  a  total  income  of  $84,- 
890.67,  the  gifts  were  $11,686.89 ;  and  in  1888,  with  a  total  income  of  $126,- 
608.27,  the  gifts  were  $31,078.81.     But  this  year  with  a  total  mcome  of 
$135,178.86,  the  gifts  are  only  $10,617.55.     Although  this  sum  is  nearly 
equal  to  that  5f  last  year,  yet  the  amounts  were  smaller  and  the  gifts  more 
numerous.     Manifestly  our  people  have  generally  given  more  than  usual 
to  the  Church  this  year. 

EXPENDITURES. 
General  Objects. — Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  received  from 
Alabama  during  the  year  $463.89,  against  $702.21  last  year ;  an  inexplica- 
ble decrease  of  $288.82.  The  Good  Friday  collection  for  the  Jews  amounted 
to  $169.20,  against  $120.68  last  year ;  a  slight  increase ;  17  Parishes  con- 
tributed this  year  against  15  last  year.  Other  general  objects  received 
$182.01 ;  that  one  cent  is  probably  the  herald  of  the  advent  of  copper  pen- 
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nies  among  us.     The  total  amount  given  by  Alabama  for  general  Church 
purxMses  is  $803.10,  against  $1,110.50  last  year. 

Diocesan  Objects. — The  amount  paid  upon  the  assessments  ordered 
by  the  Council  is  $3,775,  with  twenty  places  not  reporting.  The  Treas- 
urer's report  shows  a  much  larger  amount  received  by  him;  the  Commit- 
tee cannot,  at  this  writing,  say  how  much.  Last  year  the  Treasurer 
reported  as  received  from  Parishes,  $4,190,  while  the  Parochial  Reports 
only  gave  $3,920  as  paid,  a  difference  of  $270  omitted  by  the  inaccuracy 
of  those  making  up  the  reports.  The  Parochial  Reports  close  on  the  Ist 
of  May,  while  the  Treasurer's  Report  covers  some  weeks  more  time;  but 
amounts  paid  after  May  1st  should  go  over  to  another  year  in  the  Paro- 
chial Reports,  and  so  bring  the  footing  more  nearly  even.  Diocesan 
Missions  received  $3,427.59,  an  increase  of  $184.41.  Last  year  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  fund  received  $644.73  from  Parishes  more  than  the  Parochial 
Reports  claimed  to  have  given  him.  In  this  fund,  also,  amounts  paid 
after  May  Ist,  and  before  the  Council,  should  be  carried  to  another  year. 
The  amount  given  to  the  Church  Home  from  the  whole  Diocese  is 
$1,699.01,  of  which  $1,387.  51  was  given  by  the  Mobile  Parishes.  This  is 
an  increase  of  $390.96  over  last  year;  the  Diocese  outside  of  Mobile  giving 
$311.50  this  year  against  $109.05  last  year. 

For  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University  of  the  South  the 
Diocese  gave  $156.47,  against  $146.95  last  year,  and  $159.87  the  year 
before;  amounts  which  are  practically  the  same,  averaging  a  little  over 
$150.  Eight  Parishes  contributed  to  this  fund,  against  nine  last  year. 
The  fund  for  the  relief  of  disabled  clergy  and  for  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  clergy  received  $233.64  from  the  Parishes  this  year,  against 
$102.59  last  year.  The  total  sum  given  for  Diocesan  objects  this  year  is 
$9,285.71,  with  nineteen  places  not  reporting  afiy  amounts  given.  L^t 
year  tlie  total  was  $9,404.27,  and  the  year  before  $8,809.23. 

Pakochial  ()b.ikcts. — The  Diocese  gave  for  the  support  of  the  clergy 
this  y«*ar.  including  the  Bishop,  $34,813.01,  which  is  $3,413.82  more  than 
last  year.  There  are  five  more  names  on  the  clergy  list  than  last  y^r, 
but  iiinoteen  places  appear  to  contribute  nothing.  The  cost  of  maintain- 
ing worship  in  the  minor  items,  classed  as  (current  expenses,  was 
$10,218.15,  with  twenty-eight  plattes  not  reporting.  There  were  expended 
for  repairs  and  improvements  $10,281.52.  The  poor  received  $2,270.11, 
while  the  comnninion  alms  amounted  to  $2,843.89.  This  discrepancy  is  a 
remarkable  one.  The  column  *'Communion  Alms,"  under  the  head 
* 'Sources  of  Income,"  shows  the  amount  given  for  the  poor,  that  is,  given 
primarily  for  charity;  while  the  column  * 'Expended  for  the  Poor,"  under 
the  head,  "Expended  for  Parochial  Purposes,"  shows  the  amounts  given 
to  the  poor.  An  analysis  of  these  two  columns  may  be  made  by  any  one, 
identifying  the  Parishes  by  the  number  on  the  left  of  the  page.  It 
appears  that  out  of  thirty-five  Parishes,  reporting  a  total  of  $2,843.89  of 
alms  collected,  twenty-one  Parishes  received  $962.32,  of  which  they  gave 
nothing  at  all  to  the  poor.     Further,  four  other  Parishes  gave  $288.45  less 
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than  their  alms;  the  two  classes  together  makhig  $1,250.77.  This  is  a 
large  sum.  If  any  of  these  Parishes  have  no  poor  to  care  for  they  might 
send  their  alms  to  the  Church  Home,  or  divide  between  the  Church  Home 
and  the  Disabled  Clergy  fund;  yet  the  poor  are  a  class  of  people  not 
usually  difficult  to  find.  It  sometimes  happens  that  a  Parish  has  its 
own  prosperity  greatly  increased  when  it  begins  to  devise  more  liberal 
things  for  those  whom  **ye  have  always  with  you.''  On  the  other  hand 
we  find  that  six  parishes  gave  more  than  their  communion  alms  to  the 
poor,  these  amounts  aggregating  $455.  An  analysis  of  the  Church  Home 
column  shows  that  these  Parishes  gave  the  greater  part  which  that 
charity  received,  making  some  $1,400  or  $1,500  more  than  their  com- 
munion alms.  No  doubt  some  part  of  this  result  is  due  to  carelessness, 
for  several  of  the  reports  were  made  out,  in  full  or  in  part,  after  the 
clergy  reached  the  Council;  a  method  which  rendered  accuracy  im- 
possible. There  was  expended  for  Sunday-schools  $1,394.55,  while  the 
Sunday-school  offerings  were  $8,958.69;  which  shows  that  the  Sunday- 
schools  gave  to  their  Parishes  $2,564.14  more  than  they  received.  This 
indicates  that  the  money  spent  on  Sunday-schools  is  a  good  invest- 
ment financially,  returning  nearly  double  the  amount  expended.  Mis- 
sionary work  within  the  Parishes  cost  $771.25,  and  is  divided  mainly 
between  two  Parishes — Grace  Church,  Anniston,  and  St.  Paul's,  Selma. 
The  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham,  spent  the  largest  amount  this 
year  in  new  buildings,  giving  $5,000  for  that  purpose.  Hayneville, 
expended  $1,700.  The  total  for  the  whole  Diocese  is  $8,599.42.  Alto- 
gether the  whole  amount  expended  for  Parochial  purposes  is  this  year 
$102,574.65,  against  $76,857.78  last  year. 

Arrearaoks. — Very  considerable  amounts  were  paid  on  debts  this 
year,  the  aggregate  being  $12,189.31.  Of  this  $60  was  interest;  $11,379.05 
payment  of  principal;  $612.76  paid  to  rectors,  and  $137.50  paid  to  the 
Diocese. 

Balance. — The  total  income  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  this  year 
was  $125,078.86,  and  the  total  expenditure  $125,057.20;  amounts  which  do 
not  balance  each  other,  but  come  very  much  nearer  than  ever  before. 
This  near  approach  represents  an  amount  of  labor  on  the  part  of  this 
Committee  which  cannot  be  described  in  words,  nor  understood  by  thos^ 
-who  are  careless  in  making  out  their  reports.  It  also  represents  a  most 
gratifying  increase  of  care  on  the  part  ofa'large  nuinber  of  the  clergy, 
and  a  general  appreciation  through  the  Diocese  of  the  value  of  statistical 
information.  The  improvement  is  so  marked  that  we  confidently  expect 
an  easier  task  next  year,  and  hojx^  to  be  able  to  make  this  report  more 
interesting  and  more  valuable. 

Present  Condition. — There  is  but  oue  luortgaj^e  debt  iu  tlie  Diocese, 
and  that  is  but  $1,000;  the  floating  debts  are  also  small,  a<rjx'**^'gatinjr  only 
$2,530.  Unpaid  salaries  and  assessments  are  but  $*U1.37.  We  would 
call  the  attention  of  Treasurers  of  Parishes  and  rectors  to  two  columns  of 
figures,  and  ask  them  to  nuike  these  more  ace  urate  next  year.     Under  the 
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head  of  Parochial  Expenditures  is  a  column  ^^Cash  in  Hand."  This  gtres 
the  unexpended  balance  in  the  hands  of  Parish  Treasurers  on  the  1st  day 
of  May,  of  funds  received  during  the  year.  Again,  under  the  head  of 
Present  Condition,  is  a  column  "Cash  in  Treasury,"  which  should 
include  all  of  the  former,  and  may  include  more,  such  as  special  collec- 
tions brought  forward  from  previous  years,  and  not  included  in  the 
income  of  this  year,  sinking  funds,  etc.,  not  included  under  the  head  of 
trust  funds.  This  increase  will  be,  plain  to  those  who  have  such  funds; 
but  all  can  understand  that  at  least  the  balance  on  hand  of  cash  for  cur- 
rent expenses  should  be  repeated  in  this  column.  A  glance  at  the  foot- 
ings of  these  two  columns  will  show  that  this  has  not  been  generally 
done;  and  each  rector  can  detect,  by  his  Parish  number,  the  accuracy  of 
his  own  report  in  this  item. 

Special  funds  held  in  trust  amount  to  $31,643.15,  of  which  one  Parish 
has  $20,000.  Adding  to  this  the  funds  held  by  Guilds  and  Societies,  and 
we  have  $88,450.46  held  by  Parishes  for  their  own  uses.  The  Diocesan 
endowmtMit  funds  amount  to  nearly  $60,000,  making  over  $08,000  of  cash 
and  securities  held  for  the  use  of  the  church.  Indeed,  if  we  add  the  cash 
in  the  hands  of  Parish  Treasurers,  the  amount  would  exceed  $100,000. 
Assets  due  to  date  and  not  collected  amount  to  $4,368.65.  This  is 
certainly  an  understatement.  All  unpaid  subscriptions,  unpaid  pew 
rents,  whatever  Parish  Treasurers  count  as  assets,  good,  doubtful  or 
bad,  until  definitely  disposed  of  by  payment  or  a  charge  to  profit  and 
loss,  should  be  inrluded  in  this  column.  One  Parish  reports  $8,000  of 
such  uiuolh'cted  dues,  and  it  is  impossible  that  all  the  rest  of  the  Ditwese 
should  have  but  $1,800  due  and  unpaid. 

Insihanck. — On  over  $600,000  worth  of  i)eri8hable  property,  there  is 
insurance  to  the  amount  of  $110,800.  Last  year  the  amount  reported  was 
only  $r>l,7()0,  hehl  by  nine  plac<»s;  this  year  eighteen  places  report 
insurance.  Probably  then*  is  more  insurance  held  than  has  yet  been 
report4'<l,  yet  we  cannot  resist  the  feelinjj  that  this  matter  is  too  much 
nejrleeted  in  the  Diocese. 

Valuation  of  PuorKUTV. — Forty-five  places  rejuirt  church  buildings 
to  the  value  of  $80J).20().  This  is  a  great  advance  on  the  twenty-one 
churches  and  .^178,050  of  last  year,  but  is  still  short  of  the  truth.  There 
are  sixteen  reittories  reporttul  this  year  a««:ainst  nine  last  year,  and  the 
valuation  reaches  $08,550.  This  is  certainly  an  understatement,  for  this 
committee  know  of  two  or  three  rectories  which  are  not  named  in  their 
Parochial  Ueports.  The  same  remark  applies  to  chapels,  chapter  and 
school  houses  anil  other  buildinjjfs.  The  reported  value  of  these  is 
$67,000,  while  if  all  were  reported  the  value  would  be  at  lenst  50  per 
cent.  jx''»'«»ter.  Fifteen  places  report  real  estate  to  the  value  of  $61,290, 
but  we  miss  (Tra(H'  (.-hurch,  Anniston,  from  this  column.  La.st  year 
this  Parish  o^ave  us  $85,000  as  its  valuation:  an  amount  which,  if  the 
Parish  still  holds  that  property,  would  carry  the  total  to  nearly  $100,- 
000.     To  offset  this  omission,  six  places  report  this  year  which  did  not 
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report,  or  perhaps  did  not  own,  unimproved  real  estate  last  year.  The 
organs,  libraries  and  all  other  church  furniture,  are  given  at  $43,483 
by  thirty-four  places  this  year,  against  $27,371  by  sixteen  places  last 
year.  This  again,  is  short  of  the  truth,  as  will  be  seen  by  looking  at 
the  blanks  in  this  column  and  noting  the  omissions  made  by  several 
important  Parishes.  The  aggregate  valuation  of  all  church  property  in 
the  Diocese,  as  given  by  fifty  Parishes  and  Missions,  is  $671,433,  with 
eighteen  places  failing  to  report.  Last  year,  with  thirty-six  places  re- 
porting and  sixteen  failing  to  report,  the  valuation  was  $586,671.  Prob- 
ably the  true  total  is  something  short  of  $700,000. 

Three  columns  are  added  to  the  tabular  statements  this  year,  giving 
the  answers  to  the  questions  concerning  incorporation,  organization  and 
ownership  of  property.  As  those  columns  give  this  information  in  a  very 
clear  form,  your  committee  will  not  prolong  this  report  by  transcribing 
their  statements. 

In  closing,  your  Committee  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  general 
increase  of  painstaking  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  in  making  out  their 
reports,  yet  must  ask  for  more  care  on  the  part  of  a  considerable  number 
of  them.  The  labor  of  tabulation  was  fully  three  times  what  it  might 
have  been,  by  reasons  of  errors  and  omissions  easily  avoided.  The  Coin- 
mittee  respectfully  ask  the  clergy  to  re-read  the  closing  remarks  in  their 
report  of  last  year.

Beport  of  Committee  on  Death  of  Mr.  Henry  A.  Lowe. 

On  the  30th  of  >Iarch,  1890,  Mr.  Henrt  A.  Lowe  departed  this  lite, 
And  entered  into  the  rest  which  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God. 

Mr.  Lowe  was  bom  in  Liverpool,  England,  December  23,  1834,  and 
came  to  this  country  in  1847.  He  settled  in  Mobile  in  1849,  where  he 
spent  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was  for  twenty-seven  years  afflicted  with 
a  grievous  disease,  and  during  that  time  was  never  able  to  lie  down. 
During  the  whole  of  his  residence  in  Mobile  he  was  a  communicant  of 
Christ  Church  in  that  city,  served  many  years  in  its  vestry,  was  often  a 
member  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was, 
as  he  had  been  for  years,  an  officer  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  Lowe  was  one  of  those  men  who  adorned  the  doctrine  of  God, 
our  Saviour,  in  all  things.  Pure  in  mind  and  life,  unobtrusive  and 
earnest,  he  won  and  held  tbi*  estt^ein  of  all  who  knew  him.  Ever  ready 
to  serve  and  never  anxious  to  lead,  he  was  always  willing  to  do  whatever 
lay  in  his  power  for  his  parish,  his  diotres**,  his  church  and  his  God.  The 
'Word  in  season  came  readily  from  his  lips,  and  he  was  never  lax  in  bear- 
ing witness  to  the  Light  that  was  to  him  the  Light  of  Life.  Many  souls 
have  gone  from  us  to  Paradise,  but  none  tliat  had  a  surer,  humbler,  or 
more  hopeful  trust  in  Christ,  our  Hedeomer.  His  death  is  a  loss  to  the 
diocese,  in  whose  afiairs  he  always  took  the  deepest  and  most  intelligent 
interest.  In  the  name  of  the  diocese  we  sorrowfully  place  on  record  this 
tribute  to  his  memory.

Benj.  Dennis  were  appointed  tellers,  and  the  Laity,  voting  by 
Parishes,  proceeded  to  act  upon  tbe  nomination.  Twenty-one 
votes  were  cast,  of  which  seven  were  in  the  affirmative,  and 
fourteen  in  the  negative,  whereupon,  as  the  result  of  the  ballot-  * 
ing  it  was  announced,  that  the  nomination  of  the  Rev.  R.  S. 
Barrett  was  rejected  by  the  Laity. 

Tbe  Council  again  took  a  recess,  and  upon  reassembling  the 
names  of  Rev.  H.  M.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell 
and  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  were  placed  in  nomina- 
tion.   The  same  tellers  were  appointed  and  twenty-one  votes  ' 
were  cast,  of  which  Rev.  R.  W.  Barnwell  received  4;   Rev.  *

FELLOW  2.    No  name  having  received  a  majority  of  votes,  it- 
was  announced  that  no  nomination  had  been  made  by  the  Clergy. 

'  Bev.  Mr.  Barnwell  at  this  point  arose  and  earnestly  re- 
quested the  withdrawal  of  his  name. 

A  second  ballot  was  ordered  and  as  the  result,  the  Rev.  R. 
W.  Barnwell  received  3  votes,  Rev.  Dr.  Jackson  12;  Rev. 
Dr.  Cheshire  4 ;  and  Rev.  Dr.  ('onns  2.  Rev.  H.  M.  Jack- 
son, D.  D.,  was  then  announced  as  the  choice  of  the  Clergy  for 
Assistant  Bishop,  and  the  nomination  was  communicated  to 
the  Laity.    The  Rev.   Messrs*  Si^ickney,  Fitts  and  Dennis 
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again  acting  as  tellers,  tbe  Laity  proceeded  to  vote  by  ballot 
upon  the  nomination.  Twenty-one  votes  were  cast,  each  one  in 
the  affirmative ;  wherenpon,  it  was  announced  as  the  result  of 
the  balloting,  that  the  nomination  of  the  Clergy  was  approved, 
and  that  the  Bev.  H.  M.  Jackson,  D.  D.,  of  Bichmond,  Va.,  was 
duly  elected  Assistant  Bishop  of  Alabama.

Betolved,  That  the  vote  of  both  orders  be  made  unanimous. 

The  members  of  the  Council  then  signed  the  testimonial  re^ 
quired  by  Canon ;  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  tele- 
gram to  the  Bev.  Db.  Jackson,  and  Bev.  J.  L.  Lancaster, 
Bev.  B.  W*  Barnwell  and  Bev.  G.  C.  Tucker  were  appointed 
a  Committee  to  give  him  formal  notice  of  his  election.

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Tlie  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  of  the  South 
for  Alabauiii,  was  received  and  ordered  to  bo  printed  in  the 
Appendix. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  i^ioceae  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dioce- 
san Missionary  Fund  i)resented  their  reports  whieh  were  re- 
ceived and  on  motion  were  referred  to  the  Comniittee  on  Fi- 
nance. 

The  Council  then  resumed  tlie  discussion  of  certain  proposed 
elianges  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  the  result  of  which  will 
appear  in  the  Appendix. 

On  motion  it  was 

liesolved.  That  the  Canon  adopted  at  the  last  Council,  entitled  a  Canon  on 
the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  order  that  they  may  propose  to  the  next  Council  such  amendments 
as  may  bring  said  Canon  into  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Society 
for  tlie  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Deceased  Clergymen.  . 

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the  Council  resolved  it- 
self into  a  commmittee  of  the  whole,  to  consider  the  subject  of 
Diocesan  Missions,  and  after  an  interval,  resumiMl  its  session, 
when  the  following  resolutions  were  presented  as  the  rej)ort  of 
the  committee : 

1st.  Jiesolced,  Tliat  the  offering  on  the  appointed  visitations  of  the  Bishop 
to  each  Piiiish  or  Mission  Station  bo  devoted  to  Dioces;in  Missions. 

2d.  Resolved^  That  Mr.  J.  II.  Filts  be  appointed  a  committee  to  formulate 
and  cary  out  a  plan  for  placing  an  Evangelist  in  the  Diocese  and  maintain- 
ing him  for  the  space  of  not  less  than  twelve  mouths. 

On  motion,  both  of  these  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the 
Council. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerical  Trustee  of  the  University  of  the  South  from  this 
Diocese  is  hereby  instructed  and  required  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  to  for- 
mulate a  plan  and  see  that  it  is  practically  carried  out,  for  the  purpose  of  col-> 
lecting  the  obligation  placed  on  this  Diocese  for  the  support  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Department  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

On  motion  Messrs.  Daniel  Coleman,  J.  W.  Noble,  W.  W. 
Screws,  C.  E.  Waller  and  T.  S.  Fry  were  elected  Lay  Mem. 
bers  of  the  Board  of  ^lissions. 
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The  Secretary  was  iiistnicited  to  east  one  ballot  for  tlio  Tnis- 
tees  and  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund;  and  the  ballotin<?  re- 
sulted ill  the  election  of  Messrs.  N.  II.  U.  Dawson,  J.  IJ.  Fitts 
and  H.  C.  Tompkins;  Mr.  Dawson  bein^,'  desi«^niated  as  Treas- 
urer. 

Mr.  Geo.  A.  Wilkins  >va8  nominated  and  elected  Treasurer 
of  tlie  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

Mr.  C.  K.  Waller  was  nominated  and  elected  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund. 

Mr.  F.  B.  Clauk,  Jr.,  was  nominated  and  elected  Chancellor 
of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

The  following  lleport  from  the  Finance  Committee  was  pre- 
sented and  read. 

"  The  following  letter  from  our  Bishop  received  the  earnest 
and  thoughtful  attention  of  your  (Committee. ''

My  Dear  Geu'l  : 

I  apprehend  that  there  wiU  be  some  difficulty  in  adjusting 

one  financial  matter  at  the  approaching  Council.    I  wish  to  sjiy  one  thing  to 

you  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  viz,  this  :    That  whatever  is 

needed  to  make  Bishop  Jackson's  salary  equal  to  mine  should  be  taken  from 

mine  and  added  to  his.    In  all  equity  his  Siilary  should  exceed  mine  far  he  is 

doing  the  principal  work,  but  I  feel  assured  that  he  would  object  to  that. 

But  I  wish  you  and  the  Committee  through  you  to  know,  that  any  action 

which  lo«)ks  to  the  adjustment  of  our  affairs  to  our  resources  should,  in  my 

judgment,  take  the  course  indicated  and  furthermore,  I  say  that  it  would  be 

satisfactory  to  myself,    I  authonze  you  to  sjiy  this,  as  coming  from  myself, 

both  in  your  action  in  Committee  and  in  the  report  which  you  make  to  the 

Council.

ariesof  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop  much  below  the  wish 
of  your  Committee,  and  to  raise  the  necessary  amount  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  have  been  com- 
pelled to  assess  some  of  the  Parishes  at  a  higher  rate  than  last 
year.  Your  Committee  hope  that  funds  from  Missions  or  other- 
vrise  \vill  come  in  more  freely  during  the  coming  year,  so  that, 
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at  the  next  Convention  your  Committee  may  he  able  to  advise 
aisil  reconiuieiid  a  salary  more  in  proportion  to  the  valuable 
services  and  more  in  accord  with  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Com- 
mittee.

Anniston,  May  22d,  1891. 

The  Council  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  After  prayers 
were  said,  the  roll  was  called,  a  quorum  was  found  to  be  present 
and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceedings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved.   Mr.  F.  M.  HiGHT  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  following  was  presented  and  read  and  on  motion  was  re- 
oeired. 
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IlEPORT  OP  TUB  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  mnking  this  report,  the  sub- 
stiince  of  which  has  no  doubt  been  anticipated  by  every  member  of  the  Coui\' 
cil  wlio  hjis  heard  the  reports  of  our  Reverend  Fathers  in  God.  The  Bishop 
and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  and  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Fund  and  of  the  Diocese,  beg  leave  to  congratubite  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
through  you  on  her  present  condition  and  future  prospects. 

Only  at  a  few  points  of  her  line  has  there  been  any  loss,  at  many  her  grouod 
has  been  firmly  held  and  at  others,  a  steady  and  permanent  advance  has  been 
made.  Losses  by  the  removal  and  death  of  some  of  the  Clergy,  though  full 
to  us  of  regret  and  sorrow,  are  being  supplied  by  f  aiilif  ul  and  tried  men,  who 
as  in  all  wars,  must  come  in  to  take  their  places  in  tjje  line  of  battle.  The 
strength  that  is  taken  from  some  Parish  or  Mission  Station  by  removal  is  not 
lost  in  most  cases  to  the  Diocese,  but  is  transferred  to  some  other  part  of  the 
line. 

In  the  matter  of  finances  we  have  more  than  held  our  own.  The  Clergy  io 
general  have  been  paid  up  in  full.  The  receipts  for  Diocesan  Missions  exceed 
by  a  snuxll  amount,  those  of  last  year,  and  that  too  under  the  finaDcaal  depres- 
sion of  the  past  year  and  other  adverse  conditions.  The  Diocesan  Treasurer's 
report  shows  that  the  large  majority  of  the  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations  have 
met  their  obligations  and  left  no  burden  of  debt  upon  the  treasury,  notwith- 
standing the  increased  demands  laid  upon  it. 

Along  the  whole  line  of  our  Missionary  operations  there  lias  been  a  steady 
advance.  While  old  Stations  have  been  held,  new  points  have  been  and  are 
being  opened.  New  Churches  have  been  built,  new  Rectories  are  being 
planned  for  and  will  be  built.  The  Clergy  are  united  and  loyal,  and  show  no 
diminution  of  zeal  and  labor,  as  witness  the  Parocliinl  Reports,  in  all  the  de- 
partments of  their  work.  Baptisms  outnumber  those  of  last  year,  the  Con- 
firmed exceed  those  of  last  year  by  348  and  those  of  any  previous  year  of  our 
history  by  a  large  number. 

The  completion  of  this  grand  group  of  buildings  as  a  centre  of  work  is  the 
earnest  not  only  of  what  can  6e,  but  also  tee  trust  of  what  will  be  done  in  the 
future  by  those  who  hold  their  wealth  as  a  trust  from  God. 

Out  of  the  ashes  of  one  burned  Church  has  arisen  another  more  glorious  and 
in  nothing  more  so  than  in  the  brightness  of  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  its  con^ 
gregation  both  developed  and  revealed  by  the  darkness  of  this  seeming  cal- 
amity. Another  congregation,  stunned  by  a  like  calamity  and  bereft  of  its 
Leader,  is  already  laying  wiser  and  broader  and  higher  foundations  for  the 
erection  of  a  noble  House  of  God. 

Finally,  your  Committee,  while  recalling  encouraging  and  perhaps  already 
anticipated  facts  to  your  minds,  beg  leave  to  add  as  last  but  not  least  the  fact, 
that  in  the  conflict  for  the  Faith  to  which  we  are  soon  to  return,  the  good 
Providence  of  our  great  Captain,  through  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Qhost,  has 
udded  to  the  wisdom  in  counsel  of  our  aged  and  beloved  Leader,  the  zeal  and 
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strength  and  consccraterl  manliness  of  an  Assistant  whose  work  among  us 
already  gives  earnest  of  future  advance,  and  conquest  and  the  triumphant 
tone  of  whose  address  calls  every  one  of  us  not  only  to  hope,  but  also  to  lay 
aside  every  weight  to  a  deeper  and  truer  consecration  and  to  a  more  earnest 
purpose  to  go  wherever  the  wisdom  of  the  former  shall  bid  us,  and  the  exam^ 
pie  of  the  latter  shaH  constrain  us  to  follow.

Council  be  set  apart  for  consideration  of  the  claims  of  the  Society  for  the  Re- 
lief of  Disabled  Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased 
Clergymen. 

On  motion  permission  was  granted  the  Secretary  to  print  the 
Proceedings  of  this  Society  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Jonrnal. 

The  following  Preamble  and  Resolutions  were  presented  and 
ready  and,  on  motion,  were  unanimously  adopted. 

Whereas  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Stickney,  who  for  so  many  years  has  been  an 
earnest  and  zealous  member  of  this  Council,  devoting  every  energy  to  the  good 
of  the  Diocese  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church,  has  been  kept  by  sickness 
from  meeting  with  us, 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  now  assembled,

Mower,  the  Church  has  sustained  the  loss  of  one  whose  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vices demand  his  grateful  recognition.  His  memory  should  inspire  the  dearc 
and  effort  to  emulate  his  example.  The  Rev.  Geo.  M.  Everhart,  D.  D.,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  duties  of  an  active  Ministry,  was  earnestly  devoted  to  the  work 
of  teaching,  and  the  cause  of  christian  education  shares  with  the  Church  the 
loss  she  has  sustained  in  his  death.

On  motion  it  was 

Besolved,  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  Rector's  and  Missionaries 
in  charge  of  Parishes  and  Mission  Stations,  to  close  their  accounts  relating  to 
Parochial  Reports  on  the-30th  day  of  April,  and  to  present  the  same  on  the 
first  day  of  the  session  of  the  Council. 

The  Secretary  will  call  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  immediately  after  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Council,  and  each  Clergyman,  as  his  name  is  called  will  lay  his 
report  upon  the  Secretary's  table. 

The  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports  then  presented  their 
Eeport,  which,  on  motion,  they  were  granted  permission  to  print 
in  the  appendix  to  the  Journal. 

The  minutes  were  then  read  and  approved,  and  after  prayers, 
the  Gloria  in  Excelsis  was  sung,  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced, and  the  Council,  on  motion,  adjourned  ''sine  die."

ANNUAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF    J?^1L,A,'JBA.1S/LA.^ 

TO  THE   COUNCIL,    MAYMQth,    1891. 


1890^-May  20th.  I  met  tbe  Annual  Goancil  of  the  Diocese  in 
St.  John*8,  Montgomery,  and,  after  Divine  Service  and  a  sermon 
by  the  Rev.  Erastus  W.  Spalding,  1).  D.,  I  celebrated  the  Holy 
Oommauion. 

I  spent  the  remainder  of  that  week  in  attendance  upon  the 
sessions  of  the  Council.  As  is  well  known,  the  Proceedings  of 
that  Council  outride  of  matters  of  routine  resulted  in  the  election 
of  the  Bev.  J.  S.  Lindsay,  D.  D.,  as  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese. 

I  did  not  in  my  address  before  that  Council  make  any  request 
for  an  Assistant.  Two  years  before,  I  had  brought  the  matter  be- 
fore the  Diocese  in  a  circular  letter.  But  the  suggestion  met  with 
so  little  favor  that,  at  the  Council  of  1888  I  withdrew  the  circu- 
lar and,  consequently,  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Council.  So 
evident  was  the  opposition  to  the  election  of  an  Assistant,  that 
I  determined  never  again  to  open  the  subject,  but  to  await  action 
upon  the  part  of  the  Council.  I  had  done  my  duty  in  bringing 
the  subject  matter  to  their  attention.  I  knew  full  well  that  I 
was  unable  to  meet  the  demand  of  a  rapidly  growing  popula- 
tion, but  I  yielded  my  judgment  to  the  manifest  wishes  of  my 
brethren. 

Following  out  the  line  of  my  resolution,  I  did  not  broach  the 
subject  again,  but  resolved  to  do  what  I  had  strength  to  do,  and 
await  the  future,  as  events  might  determine.  The  action  of  the 
Council  at  Montgomery  requesting  me  to  consent  to  the  election 
of  an  Assistant  released  me  from  <ill  embarrassment,  and  I 
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yielded  my  consent  to  an  election  with  the  full  conviction  that, 
to  say  nothing  of  my  own  personal  comfort,  the  interest  of  the 
Diocese  demanded  it.  The  regularly  organized  Parishes  may 
be  to  some  extent  supplied  by  the  services  of  an  old  man,  bnt 
the  Mission  work  of  a  Diocese  needs  the  labors  of  a  young  and 
vigerous  Bishop. 

My  health  at  this  time  forbade  any  services  in  the  pulpit,  and 
I  became  indebted  to  many  of  my  brethren,  who  freely  supple^ 
men  ted  my  defective  Ministrations  as  follows,  viz :  during  the 
Session  of  the  Council. 

May  22d.  At  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Kev.  Dr.  Tucker,  I  confirmed  29  persons. 

May  23.  At  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Montgomery^ 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Bev.  Philip  A.  Fitts,  I  con^med  14  per* 
sons. 

May  25th.  (Whitsunday.)  At  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents, Auburn,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Eev.  J.  L.  Lancaster,  I  con- 
firmed 6  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion* 

June  1st.  (Trinity  Sunday.)  I  made  an  address  and  cele^ 
brated  the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Paul-s,  Spring  Hill. 

June  3d.  At  Grace  Church,  Anniston,  I  confirmed  3  persons, 
and,  also,  1  in  private. 

June  4th.  I  married  a  couple  at  the  Church  of  St.  Michael 
and  All  Angels,  the  Eev.  Philip  A.  Fitts  participating  in  the 
service. 

From  Anniston  I  went  to  the  mountains  of  Virginia  in  search 
of  health,  officiating  here  and  there  as  health  permitted  and 
opportunity  offered. 

July  3d.    I  received  intelligence  that  Bishop  Johnston  had 
officiated  in  my  behalf  at  St.  Mary's,  Birmingham,  and  confirmed 
•  32  persons,  viz  :  19  from  St.  Mary's ;  1  from  Avondale ;  1  from 
Woodlawn  and  11  from  Church  of  the  Advent,  32. 

Whilst  absent,  it  was  my  privilege  to  minister  by  the  death 
bed  of  one  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia —  the  Rev.  J. 
W.  Shields.  A  privilege  it  was  indeed  to  be  permitted  to  min- 
ister unto  him  and  to  catch  the  radiance  of  his  face  as  he  drew 
near  the  gates  of  Paradise.  A  fore-splendor  of  its  coming  glor- 
ies irradiated  his  whole  person  as  he  united  with  myself  and 
the  little   group  around  him  in  ascriptions  of  glory .  to  God 
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ill  the  Highest.  I  have  witnessed  mjiny  beautiful  scenes  and 
have  heard  glorious  music,  but  there  is  vouchsJifed  to  man  no 
spectacle  so  glorious  as  the  death  of  one  of  God's  saints^  who 
dies  consciously  in  the  Lord,  and  there  is  no  sound  so  rax)turous 
as  the  triumphaut  song  of  one,  who  going  up  on  High  x)ours  out 
his  soul  in  ascriptions  of  praise  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  who  has 
washed  him  with  His  blood.  The  memory  of  that  scene  can 
never  leave  me.  1  could  catch  some  glimpse  of  what  the  Psalm- 
ist meant  when  he  wrote  *'  Right  dear  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord 
is  the  death  of  His  Saints. "  How  is  it  that  we  cannot  hold 
more  dear  in  our  eyes  that  which  is  so  precious  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord  f 

I  went  with  his  remains  to  the  little  Church  at  Mount  Jackson 
which  he  so  dearly  loved,  and  spoke  words  of  consolation  to  his 
stricken  flock. 

Whilst  sojourning  in  the  mountains  and  inhaling  once  again 
my  native  air,  I  felt  the  tide  of  renewed  health  flowing  back, 
and  was  encouraged  to  hope  that  on  my  return  home  I  should 
be  able  to  do  some  active  and  continuous  work.  Just  at  this 
time,  I  received  notice  of  the  declination  of  the  call  on  the  part 
of  Dr.  Lindsay,  and  resolved  to  return  home  and  resume  active 
work.  Accordingly  I  issued  a  circular,  declining  to  call  a  Spec- 
ial Council  at  that  time,  notwithstanding  many  protests  received, 
deprecating  any  fnrther  delay. 

A  brief  exx)eriment  satisfied  me  that,  whilst  I  could  perform 
occasional  services,  J  was  incapable  of  any  continuous  labor 
such  as  that  involved  in  a  visitation ;  and  having  assurance  both 
from  the  action  of  the  Council  in  May  and  from  numerous  let- 
ters received  —  some  of  these  letters  from  Vestries —  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  desired  it,  I  issued  the  circular, 
which  convened  the  Council  at  St.  Paul's,  Selma,  on  October 
the  29th. 

On  ray  way  home  in  September,  I  stopped  at  Anniston,  in 
order  to  fulfill  an  appointment  to  consecrate  the  new  Church  on 
St.  Michael's  Day. 

September  28th.  (17th  Sunday  after'Trinity.)  I  preached  at 
the  new  Church  at  Gadsden  and  confirmed  4  persons,  In  the 
afternoon  of  same  day,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector  in  charge,  I 
baptized  an  infant. 
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The  Chnrch  Buildiugat  Gadsden  owes  its  erection  to  the  zeal 
and  liberality  of  a  very  few  people*  I  trust  that  it  may  soon  be 
free  from  debt,  and  consecrated. 

September  29th.  (St.  Michael  and  All  Angels.)  I  duly  and 
canonically  consecrated  a  new  Chnrch  Building  at  Anniston, 
under  the  name  of  *'St.  Michael  and  All  Angels."  The  Et. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  and  the  Rev.  *Dr.  Gailor,  Vice 
Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South,  were  present,  and 
participated  in  the  services.  A  goodly  number  of  our  own 
Clergy  were  present,  and  a  large  congregation  filled  the  spac 
ious  Temple.  An  appropriate  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
R.  S.  Bsirrett,  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

As  is  well  known,  this  beautiful  and  massive  building  was 
erected  by  Mr.  John  W.  Noble  of  Anniston,  in  memory  of  James 
Koble  and  his  son,  Samuel  Noble.  The  property  is  deeded  to 
<^  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama"; 
in  conformity  to  'Uhe  Act  of  Incorporation^  by  the  Legislature 
of  Alabama. 

Connected  with  the  Church  Building  proper  is  a  commodious 
Clergy  House,  and  a  Lecture  and  Sunday  School  room,  also  an 
Infirmary.  The  equipment  is  complete.  I  have  seen  nothing 
equal  to  it  in  our  Southern  Dioceses.  This  gift  of  Mr.  Noble  de- 
serves an  adequate  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese. 
Should  the  growth  of  the  congregation  be  at  all  commensurate 
with  the  beauty  of  the  structure  and  the  completeness  of  its 
equipment,  the  *'  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels"  is 
destined  to  be  the  centre  of  a  great  Church  work.  May  God  of 
His  infinite  goodness  crown  the  whole  undertaking  with  His 
Blessing.    Amen. 

At  Evening  service  of  same  day,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Gailor,  I  confirmed  5  persons  at  Grace  Church,  Anniston. 

October  6th.  Celebrated  our  Golden  Wedding  Day,  and  re- 
ceived from  many  persons  substantial  tokens  of  their  afiectionate 
regards.    God  bless  the  dear  people  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

October  4th.  Celebrated  Holy  Communion  with  a  sick  per- 
son in  private. 

October  2l8t.  Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private,  and  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the 
Rev.  J.  L.  Lancaster. 
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October  2CtL.  (2l8t  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Hill. 

October  29th.  Attended  the  <* Special  Council,''  which  I  had 
previously  summoned,  preached  the  opening  sermon,  aud  cele- 
brated Holy  Communion. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  business  which  was  before 
them,  and  the  result  was  the  election  of  the  liev.  Henry  Melville 
Jackson,  D.  D.,  Kector  of  Gra'ce  Church,  Eichmond,  Va.,  to  be 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor  (or  Assistant  Bishop,  to  use  the  canonical 
terminology)  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

I  took  no  part  in  the  proceedings,  save  to  preside  in  the 
Council.  I  had  never,  intimated  to  any  person  whatsoever  the 
man  whom  I  preferred  to  be  my  successor,  and  should  have 
given  cordial  support  to  any  one  they  might  have  chosen,  hav- 
ing full  assurance  that  the  votes  of  this  Council  would  never  be 
cast  for  an  unworthy  man. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  is  ordinarily  a  matter  of  extreme  del- 
icacy and  difficulty;  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  is  atten- 
ded with  peculiar  difQculties.  It  is  the  Supreme  prerogative  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity  to  make  their  own  unbiassed  selection, 
and  it  should  be  the  especial  concern  of  the  Bishop  to  have  a 
care  lest  any  undue  influence  should  be  exerted  on  his  part. 

I  need  not  report  what  I  felt  at  liberty  to  say  after  the  election 
had  taken  place —  viz :  that  I  accepted  the  result  with  entire 
satisfaction,  and  grateful  recognition  of  the  Divine  goodness 
which  had  brought  us  to  such  a  happy  consummation. 

November  1st.  (All  Saint's  Day.)  Preached  aud  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  at  Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa. 

Among  all  the  departed  saints  we  especially  bore  in  mind  the 
late  beloved  Eector  of  this  Church,  the  Eev.  James  H.  String- 
fellow,  so  recently  departed,  blessing  and  magnifying  the  "  Holy 
Name  "  for  all  the  grace  made  manifest  in  the  blameless  life  and 
righteous  death  of  this  our  beloved  brother. 

November  2d.  (22d  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached  at 
same  Church,  and  confirmed  G  persons. 

In  the  afternoon  of  same  day,  I  baptized  4  children. 

November  3d.  At  same  Church,  I  made  an  address  and  con- 
firmed 3  persons.    After  this  latter  service,  I  met  the  Vestry 
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and  conferred  with  them  ou  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Parish. 

November  9th.     (23d  Sunday  after  Trinity.)     I   preached  at 
Trinity  Church,  Mobile. 

November  12th.    I  lectured  at  Trinity  Church,  and  confirmed 
2  persons. 

November  16th.  (24th  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  I  preached  at 
St.  John's,  Mobile. 

November  30th.  (1st  Sunday  in  Advent.)  I  preached  at 
Christ  Church,  Mobile. 

December  25.  (The  Nativity.)  I  preached  at  St*  Paul's 
Church,  Spring  Hill,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

1891 — January  4th.  (2d  Sunday  after  Ch ristmas.)  I  preached 
at  St.  John's,  Mobile,  and  confirmed  10  persons. 

January  5th.  Eeceived  from  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church  in  the  United  States  the  "Order  for  the  consecration  of 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama.^  This  "Or- 
der"  authorized  the  Bishop  of  Alabama  in  conjunction  with  the 
Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia^  to  select  time  and  place,  and  to  proceed  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Bishop  Elect. 

January  18th.  (2d  Sunday  after  Epiphany.)  Participated  in 
Divine  service  at  St.  Paul's,  Spring  Hill,  the  Bishop  Elect,  Eev. 
Dr.  Jackson  officiating. 

January  2l8t.  Pursuant  to  notice,  the  consecration  of  Rev. 
Henry  Melville  Jackson,  D.  D.,  took  place  at  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Selma.  I  officiated  as  consecrator  by  anthorizatiou  of  the  Presid- 
ing Bishop.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr. 
Randolph,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The 
Bishop  Elect  was  presented  for  consecration  by  the  Bishops  of 
Mississippi  and  West  Virginia,  and  the  Bishops  of  South  Caro- 
lina, West  Virginia,  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Virginia  and  Bishop 
of  Mississippi  united  with  me  in  the  act  of  consecration  by  the 
laying  on  of  hands. 

Thus  was  consummated  the  consecration  of  our  present  Bishop 
Coadjutor  to  whom  I  give  my  entire  confidence  in  the  responsi- 
ble office  for  which  he  has  been  unanimously  elected  by  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 
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January  25th.  (Conversiou  of  St.  Paul.)  I  preached  at  St. 
John's,  Montgomery. 

January  27th.  Held  an  examination  of  llev.  Peniy  W.  Jones 
(Deacon)  for  Priest's  Orders. 

January  27th.  Eeceived  from  l{ev.  J.  L.  Tucker,  D.  D.,  and 
Rev.  J.  L.  Lancaster  certificate  of  satisfactory  examination  ou 
the  part  of  Eev.  Percy  W.  Jones. 

February  lat.  (Sexagesima  Sunday.)  At  Trinity  Church, 
Mobile,  I  ordained  to  the  Priesthood  Revs.  Walter  C.  Whitaker 
and  Percy  W.  Jones,  candidates  presented  by  the  Rev.  J.  L. 
Lancaster,  and  sermon  preached  b}'  the  Rev.  Yardry  McBee. 
I  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

February  8th.  (Quinquagesima.)  Preached  at  Church  of  the 
"Good  Shepherd,"  Mobile,  and  confirmed  10  persons. 

February  11th.  (Ash  Wednesday.)  Participated  in  services 
at  St.  John's  Church,  Mobile. 

March  1st.  (3d  Sunday  in  Lent.)  Preached  at  St.  Paul's, 
Whistler,  confirmed  11  persous,  and  celebrated  Holy  Com* 
muniott.

Face  value  of  said  Bonds $30,655.00 

Present  market  value  about $32,000.00 

Showing  gain  by  investment $  6,606.30 
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There  are  twenty-seven  (27)  Ala.  Beg.  Bonds  of  one  tbonsand 
($1,000)  each.  In  the  course  of  a  few  years  these  bonds  will 
])ay  5  per  cent,  interest.  This  will  materially  increase  the  re- 
sources of  the  Homes.  These  institutions  have  been  mainly 
built  up  and  supported  by  the  liberality  of  the  people  of  Mobile, 
although  orphan  children  come  to  us  from  every  part  of  the 
State. 

With  the  number  of  children  now  under  charge  we  have  up  to 
this  time  cared  for  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  orphans,  many  of 
whom  have  reflected  great  credit  upon  the  training  and  nurture 
which  they  received  at  the  Church  Homes. 

I  greatly  desire  to  see  these  lustitutions  self-supporting  and 
to  enlarge  our  operations  in  the  way  of  Infirmaries,  Widow's 
Homes,  and  the  like. 

I  trust  that  all  this  in  time  will  be  realized,  and  I  trust,  more- 
over, that  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  will  ever  keep  in  mind  tiiese 
Institutions  upon  which  so  much  labor  ha«  been  expended. 

THE  PRESENT  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH  IN  THE  DIOCESE. 

I  would  that  I  had  the  strength  to  go  fully  into  a  consider 
ation  of  this  whole  subject.  But  I  am  compelled  by  disability 
to  write  these  lines  by  dictation  and  must  therefore  be  brief. 

Some  years  ago  at  a  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  held 
at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  I  was  enabled  to  report  every  Parish 
and  Missionary  Station  supplied,  and  the  minimum  salary  of 
every  Clergyman  to  be  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum.  As  we  all  know,  the  present  state  of  things  is  very 
different. 

I  will  briefly  indicate  the  causes  of  this  change. 

The  sudden  and  unexampled  development  of  mineral  wealth 
of  the  State,  whilst  giving  promise  of  a  great  ultimate  growth 
of  population  and  a  consequent  extension  of  the  Church,  has  as 
yet  been  the  cause  of  much  diminution  of  population  in  onr 
vilages,  and  a  consequent  inability  of  the  people  to  support  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church.  Many  of  our  village  Churches 
have  been  literally  drained  by  the  almost  magical  growth  of 
large  centres  of  population.  This  state  of  things  has  produced 
|br  the  moment  a  paralyzing  eflfect. 
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The  i>eople  who  flock  to  our  new  cities,  fjo  there  to  increase 
their  fortunes.  As  a  rule,  they  are  not  possessed  of  much  means 
and  are  scarcely  able  to  establish  themselves  in  business. 
Ilence  they  are  not  able  to  do  much  in  building  Churches  and 
supporting  ministers.  Those  among  them  who  have  wealth, 
invest  their  means  in  speculative  purchases.  The  consequence 
of  this  is  the  difficulty  of  supporting  ministers  who  are  there- 
fore obliged  to  seek  other  fields. 

The  city  of  Auniston  is  a  signal  exception  to  this  remark. 

Then  again,  as  I  have  intimated  above,  the  people  in  the 
newer  and  smaller  towns  are  without  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church. 

Therefore  there  is  a  rapid  increase  in  the  demand  for  ministers 
with  a  commensurate  inability  to  support  them.  At  this  mo^ 
ment  we  are  face  to  face  with  this  state  of  things,  an  increased 
demand  for  Clergy  with  a  diminished  ability  to  support  them. 

This  abnormal  condition  will  not,  of  course,  be  of  long  con- 
tinuance, but  at  present  it  involves  us  in  serious  difficulties. 
Oar  Mission  funds,  at  their  present  scale,  are  utterly  inadequate 
to  remedy  the  evil.  We  have  among  us  no  men  of  wealth  who 
fihow  a  spirit  of  generosity  beyond  their  own  parochial  bounds. 

Hence,  while  I  remark  with  pleasure  the  beautifying  of  our 
churches  and  the  building  of  new  ones  in  many  instances,  I  have 
to  lament  the  absence  of  that  spirit  which  takes  in,  and  cares 
for,  the  needs  of  the  whole  Diocese.  A  narrow  spirit  of  Par- 
ochialism renders  impossible  any  great  extension  of  Missionary 
schemes. 

I  do  not  address  you  thus  in  any  morbid  and  dispondent  tone 
of  feeling.  For  sure  I  am  that  upon  the  whole,  the  progress 
of  the  Church  in  Alabama  is  onward  ;  and  I  feel  the  strongest 
assurance  that  before  many  years  are  past,  the  Diocese  of  Ala- 
bama will  take  a  leading  position  among  the  Dioceses  of  the 
South. 

We  have  all  the  material  resources  that  a  Diocese  could  have. 
We  have  an  earnest  and  godly  ministry  and  a  laity  who  only 
need  to  see  in  order  to  embrace  the  opportunity.  What  we  do 
need  is  the  intelligent  and  earnest  conviction  on  the  part  of  our 
people,  both  clergy  and  laity,  of  the  need  of  well  directed,  sys- 
tematic effort. 
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Just  tbink,  that  if  every  oommuDicant  in  the  Diocese  would 
lay  by  a  dime  the  first  day  of  the  week,  we  would  have  sufficient 
ill  the  Treasury  to  support  two  Bishops  and  two  Evaiiji^elists. 

'^  He  wlio  despiseth  little  things,  shall  perish  by  little  and  lit- 
tle.'' 

But  this  whole  matter  will  come  up  for  future  consideratioa 
iu  a  committee  of  the  whole  during  our  present  session. 

SCHOOLS  OF  THE  DIOCESE, 

Hamner  Hall  is  still  vacant,  and  I  have  never  yet  been  able 
to  see  why  it  should  not  be  a  successful  educational  centre. 
The  Noble  Institutes  for  boys  and  girls,  are  the  generous  gifts 
to  the  Diocese  from  a  single  family  for  educational  purposes. 
The  buildings  are  now  in  your  midst,  and  well  deserve  your  ob- 
servation and  inspection.  They  richly  merit  the  interest  and 
support  of  the  whole  Church.  It  may  appear  to  some  that  there 
would  be  a  rivalry  of  interests  between  the  two  schools,  the  one 
at  Anniston,  the  other  at  Montgomery.  But  the  truth  is,  that 
in  order  to  accomplish  our  portion  of  the  educational  work  of 
the  Church,  there  should  be  a  third  school  at  Huntsville. 

This  whole  subject  demands  an  early  and  earnest  considera- 
tion at  the  hands  of  this  (council. 

NECBOLOaiCAL. 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report  to  the  Council,  we  have  lost  by 
death  three  from  the  works  of  our  clergy. 

liev.  James  H.  Stringfellow. 

liev.  B.  F.  Mower. 

Bev.  George  M.  Everhart,  D.  D. 

I  made  known  to  the  Special  Council  in  October,  the  death  of 
the  Rev.  James  H.  Stringfellow,  and  gave  expression  to  my 
sense  of  the  loss  we  had  sustained.  A  report  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Special  Council  will  appear  in  the  journal  of  the  present 
Annual  Council. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mower  had  long  been  connected  with  this 
Diocese.  He  had  ever  been,  according  to  his  ability,  a  faithful 
worker  in  the  Church,  and  he  has  left  behind  him  the  record  of 
a  true  and  faithful  minister  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Rev.  Br,  Everhart  too  has  been  called  from  our  midst 
after  a  ministry  of  many  years,    In  early  life,  he  became  enthus- 
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iastic  in  the  course  of  education.  While  yet  in  the  Methodist 
Ministry,  he  bnilt  up  a  flourishing  female  seminary,  at  Huuts- 
ville,  Ala.  After  taking  orders  in  the  Church,  he  was  for  many 
years  principal  of  the  church  school  at  Kenosha,  Wisconsin. 

Thence  he  came  into  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  and  took  charge 
of  Hamner  Hall.  He  occupied  this  position  for  some  eight 
years.  Nearly  two  years  ago  he  removed  to  Decatur,  Ga.,  still 
retaining,  however,  his  canonical  connection  with  the  Diocese 
of  Alabama,  as  rector  of  Emanuel  Church,  Opelika, 

The  following  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Vestry  of  Emanuel  Church,  Opelika,  gives  expression  to  their 
appreciation  of  his  work  among  them  and  their  sense  of  their 
loss: 

«<  Whereas,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  His  infinite  " 
"  wisdom  to  remove  from  us  our  honored  and  beloved  Rector,  ^ 
**  George  M.  Everhart,  D.  D.,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Decatur, " 
"  Georgia,  Sunday  morning,  April  26th,  1891,  therefore  be  it " 
"  Besolyed,  That  the  Parish,  Vestry  and  members  of  Eman-  ^ 
"  uel  Church  do  testify  that  in  the  death  of  our  Kector,  the  " 
*^  Church  and  community  have  sustained  a  great  loss.  That " 
"  we  are  bowed  down  in  grief,  and  that  our  love  and  reverence  " 
"  for  our  Rector  know  no  bounds. '' 

Let  us,  my  brethren,  in  view  of  these  repeated  instances  of 
mortality  among  our  ranks,  take  serious  admonition  of  the  un- 
certainty of  human  life,  never  failing  to  remember  in  our  pray- 
ers and  active  sympathies  the  widows  and  orphans  of  these  our 
departed  brethren,  for  we  know  not  how  soon  we  may  be  called 
upon  to  give  an  account  of  our  labors. 

Invoking  the  aid  of  the  Holy  Spirit  that  we  may  have  right 
judgment  in  all  things,  perceiving  and  knowing  what  we  ought 
to  do  and  having  strength  to  do  the  same

My  bear  Brethren  of  the  (3lergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama: 

Od  Wednesday,  the  21st  day  of  Jannary,  1891, 
ID  St.  Paul's  Cbarcb,  Selina,  I  was  consecrated  to  the  office  of 
Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  to  which  your  suffirages  had 
called  me.  I  entered  upon  the  responsible  duties  of  this  office 
with  all  those  misgivings,  with  which  a  man  might  naturally  l)e 
expected  to  encounter  a  work  of  such  magnitude  and  sacred  sig- 
nificance. But  my  trust  then  was  and  is  now  in  God  our  Father, 
and  in  the  power  of  His  Holy  Si)irit.  And  I  feel  that,  in  ren- 
dering you  this  report  of  my  official  acts,  I  must  make  acknowl- 
edgment of  the  ''directions  and  assistances" of  that  Holy  Spirit, 
and  the  many  tokens  vouchsafed  to  me  of  my  Father's  blessing. 

And  I  may  be  permitted  to  say,  what  I  have  desired  oppor- 
tunity to  say,  that  in  all  the  prosecution  of  this  work  I  confi- 
dently' rely  upon  the  tried  and  tested  fidelity  of  the  devoted 
clergy  and  loyal  laity  of  Alabama. 

I  have  hitherto  made  no  i)rotestations  or  promises,  .but  I  do 
now  in  the  presence  of  my  God  and  of  this  Council  of  His  Holy 
Church  solemnly  pledge  to  you  the  unreserved  service  of  my  life. 

And  since  I  have  but  now  entered  upon  this  work  I  submit 
to  you  a  report  of  my  official  acts  without  recommendatioii  or 
suggestion,  note  or  comment.

In  the  presence  of  a  hospitality  which 
was  unaffected  and  gracious,  under  the  influence  of  a  sympathy 
as  unostentatious  as  it  was  true,  recipient  of  an  affectionate  re- 
gard which  I  had  never  won,  but  was  freely  given,  I  have  utter- 
ly forgotten  that  I  was  ever  a  stranger  to  this  noble  people.

REPORT  OF  THB  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  BISHOP'S  FDIID. 

The  Trustees  of  tlie  Bishop's  Fund  submit  the  followiuf?  report  for  the 
year  ending  with  the  meeting  of  this  Council. 

The  account  of  the  Treasurer  accompanying  this  report^  will  show  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  this  Fund.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  Fund  has  been  increased, 
during  the  year,  two  thousand  dollars,  by  the  purchase  of  Alabama  Bonds 
which  cost  two  thousand  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents.  Of 
this  sum  so  invested,  thirteen  hundred  and  eightj'-seven  dollars  and  forty-three 
cents  was  derived  from  the  damages  recovered  from  the  City  of  Montgomery 
in  the  proceeding  to  open  a  street  along  the  south  boundary  of  the  Uamner 
Hall  property. 

A  list  of  the  securities  of  the  Fund  is  reported  by  the  Treasurer^ 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Trustees  were  unable  to  make  any  agree- 
ment with  the  City  of  Montgomery  in  regard  to  the  opening  of  a  street  along 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  premises.    (See  report  of  1890.) 

The  facts  relative  to  the  litigation  instituted  by  the  City  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  a  right  of  way  for  the  opening  of  this  street  through  the  Hamner  Hall 
property,  are  as  follows : 

The  City,  under  a  special  law  giving  it  the  right  to  condemn  lands  for 
streets,  and  prescribing  the  mode  of  condemnation,  filed  by  the  Mayor  a  peti- 
tion with  the  Circuit  Clcrk^  stating  that  it  had  been  unable  to  agree  with  the 
Trustees  as  to  the  value  of  a  thirty  foot  strip  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  the 
property  extending  from  the  Mobile  road  to  Holt  Street,  a  distance  of  about 
1,100  feet,  and  praying  for  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  assess  the 
damages  for  the  same.  These  Commissioners  were  appointed,  and  valued  the 
strip  of  land  at  five  hundred  dollars.  From  that  assessment  of  damages  the 
Trustees,  took  an  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Montgomery  County.  Not 
being  able  to  obtain  a  trial  in  that  Court,  by  consent  the  cause  was  transferred 
to  the  City  Court.  There  it  was  tried  in  October,  1890,  and  the  jury  assessed 
the  damages  at  thirteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars.  This  sum  the  City 
subsequently  paid  with  interest  from  the  lime  of  the  rendition  of  the  judg- 
ment up  to  the  time  of  its  payment,  amounting  to  thirteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  dollars  and  forty-three  cents.  A  fee  of  sixty-five  dollars  was 
paid  to  Messrs.  Topipkins  &  Troy,  for  their  services  in  I  lie  case  in  the  City 
Court. 

It  is  impossible  to  rent  the  Hamner  Hall  property  unless  the  Trustees  are 
authorized  to  lease  it  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year.  We  do  not  think  it 
can  be  leased  for  less  than  five  years  advantageously.  Any  one  who  would 
rent  the  property  would  want  it  for  a  School  and  no  parties  are  willing  to 
open  a  School  there  without  a  lease  on  the  property  for  a  term  of  some  years. 
Numerous  applications  have  been  made  to  rent  the  property  for  School  pur- 
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poses,  but  all  have  declined  to  take  it  when  they  learned  that  it  could  only  be 
rented  for  one  year.  We  l>elievo  that  it  can  be  leased  for  a  term  of  five  years 
for  five  or  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  or  even  more.  This  year  it  has 
not  been  rented  at  all.  Some  persons  have  been  occupying  some  of  the  rooms 
merely  paying  a  nominal  rent  Wo  were  compelled  to  have  it  occupied  in 
order  to  have  it  insured.  The  land  can  be  divided  into  lots  which  would  sell 
well.  We  could  get  three  or  four  good  and  desirable  lots  ftoutuig  on  Mobile 
street.  They  would  have  upon  them  a  grove  of  fine  forest  oaks.  The  rear 
can  be  divided  into  a  number  of  lots,  say  fifty  by  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
that  would  front  upon  the  new  street  opened  by  the  City  Council.  The  new 
street  is  sixty  feet  wide.  This  would  leave  a  considerable  area  which  could 
not  be  opened  at  this  time  because  it  can  not  be  reached  by  any  strcet.  We 
might  possibly  run  a  street  across  from  this  property  to  the  new  street  and 
get  the  parties  who  own  property  on  Clayton  street,  which  is  north  of  it,  to 
open  a  street  meeting  ours.  If  this  was  done,  this  part  of  the  property  might 
also  be  put  upon  the  market  and  sold  very  readily. 

In  the  settlement  of  the  suit  for  the  condemnation  of  the  strip  of  land,  for 
street  purposes,  on  the  south  boundary  of  the  Uamner  Hall  property,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  Trustees  should  convey  the  same  to  the  City  of  Montgomery — 
in  order  to  quiet  any  doubt  touching  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  City  Court  over 
the  matter.  We  herewith  report  a  resolution  for  that  purpose  and  request  the 
convention  to  pass  the  same. 

The  undersigned  suggest  that  proper  authority  be  given  the  Trustees  to  di- 
vide the  Hamner  Hall  property  into  lots,  and  to  sell  a  suflScient  number  of 
them  to  reimburse  to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  the  amount  necessary  to  make  **  it 
whole  in  its  original  investment"  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  reported 
by  the  Finance  Committee  at  the  last  Council-  page  21-  and  that  the  Diocese 
retain  the  the  remainder.  This  will  be  the  solution  of  a  question  much  to  be 
desired,  which  will  relieve  the  Trustees  of  a  very  troublesome  matter —  and 
the  Council  of  a  constant  and  irritating  contention. 

The  reports  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  show  that  from  1874  to  1891 —  the 
sum  of  twelve  thousand,  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  has  been  contribu- 
ted to  the  support  of  the  Bishop  fVom  this  Fund.  Had  this  interest  been  re- 
invested, the  Bishop's  Fund  at  the  present  time  would  have  amounted  to  fully 
forty  thousand  dollars.

CONSTITUnON.

The  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  for  the  parpose  of  pro- 
moting the  cause  of  religion  and  piety,  establishing  order,  and 
securing  to  themselves  and  their  posterity  the  advantages  of  the 
Ministry  and  Ordinances  of  the  Church,  do  ordain  and  establish 
this  Constitution : 

Omeral  Convention. 

Article  I.  This  Church  hereby  accedes  to  the  authority, 
and  recognizes  and  adopts  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  (3hurch  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

Annual  Council — Change  of  Place. 

Art.  II.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Council  of  the  Church,  to 
be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  next 
preceding  Council;  and  in  case  there  should  be  an  epidemic  dis- 
ease in  the  place  appointed  for  holding  said  Council,  or  any 
other  cause  to  render  it  necessary  to  alter  the  place  or  time  fixed 
for  holding  it,  the  Bishop,  and  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Stand- 
ing Comviittee,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  another  place 
or  time  for  holding  the  same. 

Clerical  Members, 

Art.  III.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and 
laymen. 
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Every  clergjmnn  in  ecclesiasticnl  connection  with  the  Diocese, 
being  a  minister  or  assistant  minister  of  some  piirish  within  the 
same,  or  a  missionary  under  the  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical 
anthority  thereof,  or  beinjj  a  president,  professor  or  tutor  in  some 
institution  of  learning  recognized  and  approved  by  this  Council, 
or  beiug  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  ministry  on  ac- 
count of  age  or  infirm  health,  or  being  a  Chaplain  in  the  army 
or  navy,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Council; 
Provided^  that  no  clerical  member  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  tho 
Council  unless  he  shall  have  resided  in  the  Diocese  for  six 
mouths  next  preceding. 

Lay  Members. 

The  laymen  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  deputies  not  ex- 
ceeding five  from  each  Parish,  and  one  from  each  organized  Mis- 
sion, in  union  with  this  Council,  chosen  from  the  male  commun- 
icants of  full  age. 

A  Quorum, 

Art.  IV.  Four  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  the  repre- 
sentations of  four  parishes,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn. 

The  President — May  make  a  Motion — Special  Councils. 

Art.  V.  The  Bishop,  or  the  Assistant  Bishop^  if  thei'e  he  oncj 
in  the  absence  of  the  jBi«/i<>p,  shall  be  President  of  the  Council. 
If  one  or  both  be  absent,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Council 
shall  choose  a  President,  pro-tem-pore,  from  the  Presbyters 
present.  The  Bishop  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  may  make  any 
motion  which  either  shall  judge  to  be  conducive  to  the  good  of 
the  Chnrch ;  but  shall  not  enter  into  debate.  They  may  deliver 
their  sentiments  on  any  subject,  after  it  has  been  discussed,  be- 
fore a  vote  thereon.  The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Councils  at 
whatever  time  and  place  he  may  think  necessary :  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopal  Ottice,  this  power  shall  be  vested  In 
the  Standing  Committee. 

The  Secretary, 

Art.  VI.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next 
election  of  a  Secretary.    His  duty  shall  be  to  make  minutes  of 
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their  proceediD^s,  to  preserve  their  journals  «ind  records,  to  at- 
test the  public  accounts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to 
the  concerns  of  the  Council  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Methods  of  Voting. 

Art.  VII.  In  Council  the  clergy  and  laity  shall  deliberate 
and  vote  as  one  body.  But  if  it  be  required  by  two  clergj'men, 
or  by  the  representations  of  two  parishes,  the  two  orders  shall 
vote  separately ;  inwbich  case  each  clergyman  shall  cast  one 
vote,  and  the  representations  of  each  parish  one  vote,  and  the 
representations  from  organized  Missions  each  one-fifth  of  a  tote; 
and  a  majority  of  the  votes  thus  cast  shall  be  decisive. 

Election  of  a  Bishop. 

ART.  VIII.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  made  in  Coud' 
cil,  in  the  following  manner :  The  clergy  shall  nominate,  by 
ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  clergyman  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States,  for  that  ofiSce;  the  votes  of  a 
majority  of  that  order  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice* 
Such  nomination  shall  be  communicated  to  the  lay  deputies  and 
be  considered  by  them ;  and  if  on  a  ballot  it  shall  appear  that  the 
person  so  nominated  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  parishes 
represented,  he  shall  then  be  declared  by  the  President  of  the 
Council  duly  elected. 

The  Standing  Coinmittcc, 

Art.  IX.  The  Standing  Committee  required  by  the  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention  shall  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and 
three  Lay  Communicants.  They  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected.  Vacancies  in  the  committee  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  memb^l-s.  A  majority  shall  be  a 
quorum.  All  travelling,  publishing  and  other  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  committee  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  Committee. 

Opening  of  the  Council. 

Art.  X.  Every  Council  shall  be  opened  with  prayer,  a  ser- 
mon, and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion;  the 
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prencher  to  be  appoiuted  by  the  Bishop,  or  in  cjise  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Of  Parishes, 

Art.  XL  A  Parish  may  be  admitted  into  nnion  with  this 
Council  upon  the  following  conditions: 

("aj.  It  shall  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Alabama,  and  shall  lay  a  copy  of  its  Charter,  or  Articles  of  As- 
sociation, before  the  Council,  acknowledging  and  acceding  to 
the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  signed  by  not  less  than 
tifteen  communicants,  of  whom  at  least  five  shall  be  males  of 
full  age. 

CbJ.  It  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  eleven  vestrymen,  who  shall  be  male  com- 
municants of  twenty-one  years  of  age,  in  good  standing,  who 
shall  have  designated  two  of  their  number  as  wardens,  accord- 
ing to  methods  recognized  by  their  Articles  or  By-Laws  5  and 
shall  have  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

fcj.  It  shall  have  sustained,  at  its  own  cost,  the  regular  and 
sole  ministrations  of  a  presbyter  or  deacon,  as  its  minister  or 
rector,  for  at  least  six  months  prior  to  its  application. 

^d;.  It  shall  lay  before  the  Council  satisfactory  evidence  of 
its  ability  and  purpose  to  support  a  regular  minister;  to  provide 
a  suitable  church  building,  and  to  bear  its  proportion  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Diocese. 

fej.  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  prohibit  two  or 
more  Congregations,  under  the  charge  of  one  Minister ,  from  comhin- 
ing  so  as  to  form  one  self  supporting  Parish,  which  Parish  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  accorded  to  Parisltes  in  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Diocese. 

Of  Organized  Missions. 

Art.  XII.  a  Mission  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  and 
taken  under  charge  of  this  Council  upon  the  following  condi'^ 
tions : 

faj.  It  shall  lay  before  the  Council,  Articles  of  Association, 
acknowledging  and  acceding  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of 
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Alabaran,  and  signed  by  not  less  than  ten  communicants,  of 
\rhom  at  least  three  shall  be  males  of  foil  age. 

(h).  It  shall  be  organized  by  the  election  or  appointment  of 
a  Warden,  a  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  sim- 
ilar to  those  of  Parishes.    It  shall  also  adopt  a  suitable  name. 

(cj.  It  shall  stiite  the  amount  of  stipend  it  is  prepared  to  pay 
to  a  Missionary. 

fd).  Its  proi)erty,  if  any,  shall  be  vested  in  trust  in  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  his  successors  in  office. 

Of  Mission  Stations. 

Places  where  services  are  held,  but  where  the  church  is  not 
strong  enough  for  organization,  should  be  reported  to  the  Coon- 
cil  by  the  Missionary  in  charge,  or  by  the  Dean  or  Arch  Dea- 
con, or  by  the  Bishop,  as  Mission  Sttitions,  and  a  layman  there 
resident  should  be  appointed  by  the  clergyman  in  charge,  or  by 
the  Bishop,  to  make  report  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Canon  on  Parochial  Reports. 

Alteration  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  XIII.  Any  proposition  to  alter  this  Constitution  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  Coon- 
cil,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  next  Council ;  and  if  approved  by 
a  majority  of  the  two  orders  therein,  voting  separately,  it  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 
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TITLE    I. 

OF  THE  ORGANIZED  BODIES  AND  OFFICERS  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


CANON  I.— OF  PARISHES. 

Lay  Delegates  from  Parishes. 

Section  1.  (aj.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  parish  in  the 
Diocese  to  send  one  Lay  Communicant  in  good  standing,  whose 
expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  parish,  as  a  deputy  to  the  Dioce- 
san Council ;  but  every  parish  may,  at  it^  discretion,  send  a 
number  of  additional  deputies  not  exceeding  fonr,  who  shall  also 
be  Communicants  in  good  standing. 

From  Missions, 

(h).  Each  organized  mission  received  into  union  with  the 
Council,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution, 
may  also  send  one  Lay  Communicant,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
minister  in  charge,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Coun- 
cil, and  to  participate  in  its  debates. 

Notification  to  Secretary. 

(c).  Each  vestry  or  minister  in  charge,  shall  send  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Council,  the  name  of  each  deputy  elected  or 
appointed  to  represent  such  parish  or  mission  station,  as  soon 
as  elected  or  appointed. 

Assessments  Must  be  Paid. 

Sec.  2.  fa).  No  parish  or  mission  station  shall  be  entitled  to 
lay  representation,  nor  shall  the  names  of  the  lay  deputies  from 
any  parish  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  until  all  assessments  up- 
on the  same  made  by  the  Council,  shall  have  been  paid  to  the 
Treasurer,  or  shall  have  been  specially  remitted  by  the  Council. 


r-i» 
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fh.j.  It  shall  Im»  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  to  furnish  the  Secretary  with  a  complete  list  of 
the  parishes  that  have  paid  their  assessments. 

(Certificate  of  Election. 

Sec.  3.  Deputies  to  the  Council  shall  present  a  certificate  of 
election  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  vestry,  or  by  the  Kector, 
or  Missionary,  or  by  one  of  the  wardens,  which  certificate  may 
be  in  the  following  form  : 

Form  of  Certificate.

CANON  II.— OF  THE  TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Election  and  Term  of  Office — Duty. 

Section  1.  (aj,  A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  electa  by  the 
Council,  who  shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  chosen. 

(b).  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive,  preserve  and  disburse  all 
funds  collected  by  order  or  on  account  of  the  Council,  unless 
when  otherwise  provided  for. 

Accounts  and  Reports. 

(c).  lie  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  assessments 
laid  by  the  Council,  and  of  all  payments  or  remissions  which 
shall  be  made  thereon;  and  he  shall  render  a  full  report  to  each 
Annual  Council,  showing  in  detail  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, and  nil  arrearages  which  may  remain  due  and  unpaid. 
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Lint  for  Secretary, 

(d).  He  sball  funiisb  the  Secretary,  at  the  opening  of  each 
Council,  a  list  of  all  parishes  wliich  have  paid  their  assessments 
in  full. 

Time  of  Closing  Accounts. 

Sec.  2.  All  Treasurer's  accounts  shall  be  closed  and  balanced 
on  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Council ;  and 
two  weeks  before  such  date,  the  Treasurer  shall  send  notice 
thereof  to  all  parishes  and  missions  in  arrears  to  him. 

Transfer  to  Successor, 

Sec.  3.  Upon  retiring  from  office,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese shall  pay  over  to  his  successor  all  funds  remaining  in  his 
hands,  and  also  transfer  to  him  all  books  and  papers  belonging 
to  the  Diocese  which  may  be  in  his  possession. 

Duplicate  Receipts  from  all  Treasurers. 

Sec.  4.  All  Treasurers  reporting  to  the  Council  shall  issue 
duplicate  receipts  for  all  moneys  received  by  them,  one  of  which 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council. 

CANON  III.— OP  THE  REGISTKAR. 

Safe-Keeping  of  Documents. 

Section  1.  A  Registrar  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  of 
the  Diocese,  who  shall  be  an  officer  of  the  Council,  and  whose 
doty  it  shall  be  to  provide  a  suitable  safe  for  the  preservation 
of  deeds  or  other  conveyances  of  all  Church  property,  the 
original  articles  of  association  of  all  parishes,  and  any  other 
documents  of  interest  and  value  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
which  may  be  deposited  with  him ;  and  he  shall  also  use  reason- 
able diligence  in  collecting  and  preserving  all  such  papers  as 
may  now  be  in  existence,  or  shall  hereafter  be  executed. 

Duties  of  Rectors^  Vestries  and  Trustees^  with  regard  to  the  Registrar. 

Sec.  2.  faj.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  rectors  or  vestries  of 
parishes,  trustees  of  Church  property,  and  any  one  into  whose 
hands  conveyances  of  real  estate  for  Church  purposes  or  other 
papers  of  a  legal  character  may  come,  to  have  the  same  duly  re- 
corded and  certified,  and  to  transmit  the  same  or  a  certified 
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copy  tbereof,  to  tlie  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  for  his  examina- 
tion and  approval,  to  be  so  endorsed  by  him,  and  trausmitte<l 
to  the  Kegistrar.  The  Kegistrar  shall  examine  such  ini^tra- 
ineiits,  and  finding  them  duly  i*ecorded  and  certified,  shall  enter 
the  title  thereof  in  a  catalogue  to  be  formed  of  such  papers,  shall 
file  them  in  due  order  and  deposit  them  in  his  safe,  subject  to 
the  order  and  control  of  the  Council.  Ee  sJmU  furnish  each  year 
a  copy  of  this  list  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  for  publication  tn 
the  Journal. 

Duty  of  the  Seci'etary  tcith  regard  to  the  Registrar. 

(h).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  to 
turn  over  to  the  Eegistrar  all  articles  of  association  of  parishes 
^hicli  are  admitted  into  union  with  the  Council. 

Preservation  of  Journals. 

Sec.  3.  The  Eegistrar  shall  collect  and  preserve  at  least  one 
copy  of  the  Journal  of  every  Council  of  the  Diocese  and  of  every 
General  Convention,  and  the  charges  and  pastoral  letters  at  any 
time  issued  by  the  Bishops  of  this  Diocese,  and  have  the  same 
suitably  bound  in  convenient  volumes. 

Record  of  Acts, 

Sec.  4.  The  Kegistrar  shall  provide  a  suitable  book  in  which 
to  record  such  Episcopal  or  clerical  acts  as  may  be  deeineil 
proper*  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  report  thereon  annually  to  tbe 
Council. 

Term  of  Office. 

Sec.  5.  The  Kegistrar  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  suc- 
cessor be  elected,  to  whom  he  shall  transfer  all  papers  and  other 
property  of  the  Diocese  in  his  possession. 

CANON  IV.— OF  THE  CHANCELLOR. 

Adviser  of  the  Bisliop — Counsel  of  the  Diocese. 

A  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  elected  by  the  Council  at 
each  annual  meeting,  who  shall  be  the  adviser  of  the  Bishop  in 
all  legal  matters  pertaining  to  the  Diocese,  and  counsel  in  all 
suits  at  law  that  may  arise  in  the  administration  of  its  afliiirs. 
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CANON  v.— OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CON- 

VENTION. 

Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

The  Diocesan  Covncil  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  animal  meeting, 
depnlies  and  alternate  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election  shall  be  had. 
Vacancies  occurring  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  next 
preceding  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  shall  be  filled 
b}'  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VI.— OF  THE  DIVISION  OF  PARISHES. 

Division  of  ParisheSj  by  Consent. 

Section  1.  When  any  number  of  members  of  a  parish  in  con- 
nection with  this  Council  shall  desire  to  be  separated  from  the 
parish  to  which  they  belong,  and  to  be  erected  into  a  new  parish, 
they  shall  first  secure  the  consent  of  the  parish,  and  shall  then 
adopt  the  articles  of  association,  and  apply  to  the  Council  for 
admission  as  provided  in  the  Constitution. 

If  Contested. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  the  parish  should  not  consent  to  the  proposed 
division,  the  portion  seeking  it  shall  make  known  the  fact  to  the 
Council,  and  the  Council  shall  then  decide  upon  the  expediency 
of  separation. 

CANON  VII.— OF  THE  VESTRY. 
Eleetion —  Wardens. 

Section  1.  In  every  parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election 
on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  the  parish  may 
appoint,  of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  and  not 
more  than  eleven  members,  who  shall  be  male  communicants, 
of  full  age  and  in  good  standing,  and  who  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice until  their  successors  are  chosen.  Two  of  the  Vestry  shall 
be  appointed  to  serve  as  Wardens,  one  of  whom  shall  be  de- 
signated as  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  parish. 

This  provision  shall  not  apply  to  those  non-communicants 
who  are  now  members  of  Vestries,  who  may  be  re-elected  by 
their  parishes. 
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Clerk  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vestry  shnll  elecjt  si  Secretary,  whose  duty  it 
8hall  be  to  take  and  record  the  minutes  of  their  proceeding's,  at^ 
test  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all  reconlsand 
pai)ers  belonging  to  the  parish,  perform  all  such  other  duties  as 
shall  be  legally  assigned  to  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  documents  that  may  be 
in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  parish. 

Treasurer  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  3.  The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  collected  under  au- 
thority of  the  Vestry,  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  which 
is  not  otherwise  provided  for.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  ac 
count  of  all  moneys  that  come  into  his  hands,  and  submit  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  same  annually,  and  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so. 

Qualification  of  Voters.   * 

Sec.  4.  •  In  every  Parish  the  voters,  where  not  otherwise 
determined  by  legal  statute,  shall  be  male  persons  of  full  age, 
belonging  to  the  Parish  or  Congregation,  who  have  been  bap- 
tized and  who  have  been  regular  contributors  to  the  support  of 
the  Parish  or  Congregation  for  not  less  than  six  mouths  prior 
to  such  voting. 

Duty  of  the  Vestry. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of 
the  property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  its  temporal  concerns, 
elect  and  call  a  minister,  and  provide  for  his  maintenance;  to 
keep  order  in  church  during  the  celebration  of  Divine  worship, 
and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minister  in  whatever  is 
appropriate  to  laymen  for  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel. 

Duty  of  Wardens. 

Sec.  0.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  especially  to 
provide  the  elements  for  the  Lord's  Snpper,  to  collect  the  alms 
at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  snch 
alms,  incase  the  parish  is  destitute  of  a  minister;  also  in  such 
case  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship  and  the  iu- 
struction  of  the  congregation  by  occasional  clerical  services,  or 
by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  may  admit. 
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Rector  to  Preside  and  Vote. 

Sec.  7.  fa  J.  The  Rector  of  every  parish  shall  ex-officio  pre- 
side as  Chairman  at  Vestry  meetings,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
casting  vote  incase  of  a  tie,  in  all  qnestious  except  those  in 
which  he  may  be  personally  concerned. 

To  Call  Vestry  Meetings. 

fh).  The  rector  shall  have  power  to  call  Vestry  meetings  at 
any  time,  giving  reasonable  notice;  and  it  shall  be  hid  daty  to 
do  so  whenever  he  may  be  requested  by  three  members  of  the 
Vestry. 

Senior  Warden  May  Call 

fc).  In  his  absence,  or  if  the  parish  is  without  a  rector,  the 
Senior  Warden,  or  any  two  members  of  the  Vestry,  shall  have 
lK>wer  to  call  Vestry  meetings,  giving  reasonable  notice. 

Regular  Meetings. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  held  at  least  four  regular  Vestry 
meetings  in  each  year;  one  of  which  shall  be  in  Easter  Tide; 
and  the  others  quarterly  thereafter. 

Valiancies. 

Sec.  9,  Vacancies  in  the  Vestry,  caused  by  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members. 

CANON  VIII.— OF  THE   CLERGY. 
The  Clerical  List. 

Section  1.  Before  the  meeting  of  ever}^  Council  the  Bishop, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  clerical  dsembers  of  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  all  the  clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  name  of  their 
re8i)eotive  cures,  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of 
the  institutions  of  learning  in  which  they  are  engaged;  and  the 
places  of  residence  of  such  as  are  not  employed  in  either  of  the 
ways  aboved  mentioned;  specifying  at  the  same  time  who  of 
either  class  are  deacons — but  no  person  while  suspended  from 
the  ministry  shall  have  a  place  on  such  list — and  such  list  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been 
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called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be  inserted  in  the  jonmal,  and 
a  copy  seut  to  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Couveutiou. 

Disputed  Seats. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  tbe 
Conncil  is  disputed,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Council  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  whether  his  name 
be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  omitted. 

Candidates  Ineli{fible. 

Sec.  3.  INo  i>ersou  who  is  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  the 
Church,  shall  be  permitted  to  accept  an  appointment  as  deputy 
to  the  Counral  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IX.— OF  THE  BISHOPS  FUND. 

Trustees. 

Section  1.  (a J.  Three  Trustees  shall  be  annually  elected  by 
ballot  by  the  Council ;  said  Trustees  to  be  selected  from  differeut 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  to  manage  the  Bishop's  Fund;  one  of  whom, 
to  be  designated  by  the  Council,  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  said 
Fund. 

Their  Duties. 

(h).  Said  Trustees  shall  hold  the  said  Fund,  and  manage  and 
invest  the  same  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Council 
has  prescribed,  or  may  hereafter  prescribe. 

Investments. 

Sec.  2.  (a).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  to  keep 
said  Fund  safely  invested  in  public  securities  of  unquestioned 
validity;  or  other  permanent  and  safe  securities  or  investments; 
the  interest  thereon  to  be  paid  annually  or  oftener, 

Reports. 

(h).  The  Trustees  and  Treasurer  shall  make  an  annual  report 
of  the  condition  and  management  of  the  Fund,  specifying  clearly 
the  existing  investments. 
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Duty  of  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and 
receive  all  moneys  and  other  assets  belonging  to  the  said  Fund, 
as  well  as  the  interest  or  other  income  arising  therefrom,  and  to 
keep  and  account  to  the  Council  for  the  same. 

Vacancies. 

Seo.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  Trus- 
tees shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  Council. 


TITLE    II. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS  OF  MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 


CANON  I.— OF  ATTENDANCE  UPON  COUNCIL. 

Section  1.  The  regular  attendance  of  the  clergy  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Council  being  deemed  of  great  importance  to 
the  interests  of  the  Church,  is  a  duty  with  which  no  slight  ob- 
stacle should  be  allowed  to  interfere.  And  it  is  recommended 
to  the  parishes  to  make  provision  for  the  expenses  of  their  res- 
I>ective  ministers  in  attending  the  Council. 

CANON  II.— OF  ADMISSION  TO  PAEI8HES. 

Section  1.  No  clergyman  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pastoral 
charge  of  any  parish,  unless  he  first  produce  to  the  Vestry 
thereof  a  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  there  be  no 
Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Committee,  that  he  has  presented 
satisfactory  testimonials  that  he  is  an  accredited  minister  of  the 
Church  in  good  stiinding. 
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CANON  III.^OF  THE  PABISH  REGISTER  AND 

REPORTS. 

Parish  Book-Keeping — Records. 

Section  1.  Every  niinistor  sball  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  aud  funerals  solemnized  by 
bim,  or  in  bis  parisb  by  any  otber  miuister,  specifying  tbe 
names  and  times  of  birtb  of  tbecbildren  baptized,  together  with 
tbe  names  of  parents  and  sponsors;  tbe  names  of  adults  bap- 
tized, and  also  tbe  witnesses  of  the  baptism ;  tbe  names  of  those 
confirmed,  and  by  whom ;  the  names  of  persons  married,  and  of 
persons  buried  ;  aud  also  tbe  times  when  each  rite  aud  sacra- 
ment was  performed.  These  records  shall  be  kept  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  aud  belonging  to  tbe  Vestry  in  each  par- 
ish, which  book  shall  be  called  the  Parish  Register,  aud  bo  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  records  of  tbe  parisb. 

Begisiration. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  records  above  named,  the  minis* 
ter  of  each  parish  shall  keep  lists  of  the  families,  parishioners 
and  communicants  within  his  cure,  specifying  the  time  when 
tbe  former  became  communicants  of  bis  parish,  and  whether 
by  removal  from  some  otber  parish  or  otherwise. 

Parochial  Reports. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  shallj  on  the  first  day  of  every  annpaJk 
Council  or  sooner  if  so  required^  deliver  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
or  such  person  or  committee  as  may  he  designated  by  him  or  by  the 
Council,  his  annual  Parochial  Report  His  records  and  accounts 
shall  be  closed  on  the  first  day  of  May,  when  the  Council  meets  sub- 
sequent to  that  date;  and  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  when  the  Coun- 
cil meets  between  that  date  and  the  first  of  May  ;  and  on  the  first 
day  of  April  when  the  Council  meets  before  tlie  fifteenth.  The  Par- 
ochial Reports  shall  be  made  according  to  the  form  adopted  by  the 
Council. 

Parish  Clerk — Report  by  the  Warden. 

Sec.  4.  In  every  parisb  destitute  of  a  minister,  the  register 
shall  be  kept  by  some  person  appointed  by  tbe  Vestry  for  thai 
purpose  and  tbe  annual  parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  or 
forwarded  as  provided  above  by  tbe  Senior  Warden  of  the  parish. 


TITLE  II. — CANONS  IV.,   V.  85 

ca:non  IV.— of  vacant  parishes. 

Notification  to  tJie  Bishop— Biehop^s  Supply. 

Section  L  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  rector- 
ship of  any  parish,  it  shnll  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  such 
parish  promptly'  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  such  vacancy;  and  in 
the  event  or  the  failure  of  the  Vestry,  for  a  period  of  three 
months,  to  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  the  Vestry 
inform  him  that  no  adequate  steps  are  being  taken  to  supply  the 
vacancy,  or  its  inability  to  supply  it,  then  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall 
see  fit  to  do  so,  may  appoint  a  clergyman  to  officiate  tempo- 
rarily in  said  parish,  or  until  the  vacancy  in  the  rectorship 
shall  have  been  Supplied  by  the  action  of  the  Vestry;  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  parish  to  provide,  accord- 
ing to  its  ability,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  clergyman  so  of" 
ficiating. 

CANON  v.— OF  CONVOCATIONS. 

Oonvocations^^How  Formed. 

Section  1.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop,  for 
missionary  purposes,  into  Con  vocational  Districts,  with  such 
boundaries  as  he  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

How  Oovemed. 

Sec.  2.  {aj.  The  presiding  officer  of  each  Convocation  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  such  office  to  be  held  at  his  discre- 
tion, with  such  title-^  Dean,  Archdeacon,  or  the  like^—  as  the 
Bishop  may  prefer  to  bestow. 

Duty  of  Dean. 

fbji  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  presiding  officer  to  direct 
the  mission  work  of  his  Convocation,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  to  preside  at  its  meetings,  and  in  general  to  do  such 
work  as  may  be  committed  to  him  by  the  Bishop. 

OUier  Officers. 

(c).  The  other  officers  of  the  Convocation,  as  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, etc.,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convocation,  and  shall  per- 
form such  duties  as  may  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convo^ 
cation. 
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Duties  of  Members — Expenses. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  every  clergyman  in  the  Dio- 
cese  to  attend  the  meetiugs  of  his  Couvocatiou  when  duly  called, 
aud  to  officiate  at  any  point  or  points  within  the  Gonvocatiou 
to  which  he  belongs  on  at  least  foar  Sundays  in  the  year,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or 
by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Convocation,  acting  by  the  author- 
ity of  the  Bishop^  provided^  however j  That  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  such  missionary  services  shall  be  defrayed  from  the 
Diocesan  Mission  Fund,  or  any  other  fund  that  may  be  available. 
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canon  I.— of  the  teial  of  a  clergyman,  kot 

BEING  A  BISHOP. 

Enacting  Clause, 

Whenever  any  minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  ^^ liable  to  presentment  and  trial"  under 
the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  or  the 
Diocesan  Council,  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall 
be  as  follows,  viz: 

Trial  upon  Fresentment^By  a  Vestry— By  Three  Priests. 

Section  1.  (a J.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writ- 
ing, addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Specifying  the  of- 
fense of  which  the  iiccused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reason- 
able certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances.  Such  pre- 
sentment may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Vestry  of  any  church  of  which  the  accused  is  a 
minister,  or  by  any  three  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Council,  or  a«  hereinafter  mentioned. 
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By  the  Bishop's  Appointment 

(h).  Whenever  from  public  rumor  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  clergyman  is  under  the 
imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct, 
for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the 
Church  requii-e  an  invextigation,  or  upon  the  written  request  of 
the  party  himself,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  three  persons, 
of  whom  two  at  least  shall  be  presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a 
majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination  ;  and  if  there  is, 
in  their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present 
the  clergyman  accordingly. 

The  Bishop  to  Dismiss^  or  Modify  Charges, 

Sec.  2.  (a).  A  presentment  being  made  in  one  of  the  modes 
above  prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  ap- 
pear to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it ; 
or  if  it  allege  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  some  do  not  constitute 
an  offense,  he  may  allow  it  in  part,  and  dismiss  the  residue  or  he 
may  permit  it  to  be  amended  ;  and  he  shall,  in  all  cases,  take 
care  that  the  presentment  shall  set  forth  a  substantial  offense, 
upon  which  a  verdict  and  final  judgment  can  be  pronounced,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

A  Copy  to  he  Serted-^Formation  of  a  Court — Time  of  Trial — The 

Bishop  a  Party. 

(b).  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused  ;  and  shall 
also  nominate  eight  presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Council,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  presentment,  and 
cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  who 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  three  of  them, 
and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop.  And  if  he 
fails  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  shall  select  three,  and  the  presbyters 
so  selected  shall  form  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  may  direct,  and 
shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  from  place 
to  place  (within  the  Diocese),  as  they  shall  think  necessary ; 
Provided^  That  in  case  the  Bishop  should  be  the  party  against 
whom  the  offense  is  charged  to  have  been  committed,  or  is  him- 
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self  a  necessary  and  material  witness  in  the  ca«e^  the  clerical 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  instance  of 
the  Bishop^  perform  the  duty  above  prescribed  for  the  Bishop; 
provided  further j  that  the  Bishop  may,  in  case  of  necessity, 
change  the  time  and  place  of  the  assembling  of  the  conrt,  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  of  snch  change  to  the  accused. 

Confession. 

Sfic.  3.  If  a  clergyman  «hall,  at  any  time  before  the  com- 
meucement  of  the  trial,  confess  the  facts  charged  in  the  pre- 
sentment, the  Bishop  shall,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  proceed  to 
pass  sentence ;  otherwise  he  shall  l>e  considered  as  denying 
them« 

Thirty  Dayf  Notice. 

Sec.  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first 
meeting  shall  be  served  on  the  accused  at  least  thirty  days  be- 
fore such  meeting,  or  at  an  earlier  day  by  consent  of  both  par- 
ties ;  and  if  practicable,  a  like  notice  on  one  or  more  of  those 
making  the  presentment. 

To  Complete  the  Court. 

Sec.  5.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board,  the  whole  number  of  three  do  not  attend,  those  present 
may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  if  it  appears  at  that  time  or 
later,  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a 
reasonable  time,  then  such  as  may  be  present  shall  nominate 
five  presbyters,  from  whom  the  accused,  or  if  he  fails  or  neglects, 
then  the  Bishop,  shall  select  one  or  more  necessary  to  fill  up  the 
Board,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed,  and  a  majority  of  the  Board 
shall  decide  all  questions. 

Confession^  or  Pleading — Change  of  Charge. 

Sec.  C.  If  a  clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of 
the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment  and  shall  not  demur  there* 
to,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  state  their  opinion  to  the 
Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  which  should  be  pronounced;  and  if 
he  does  not  confess,  then  he  shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 
The  board  shall,  during  the  progress  of  the  trial,  and  withoat 
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delay,  permit  the  presentment  to  be  amended  in  matter  of  form, 
and  as  to  facts,  not  materially  cban^ng  the  charges.  Amend- 
ments in  matters  of  substance  may  also  be  allowed,  if  justice  to 
the  accused  or  the  interests  of  the  Church  so  require,  but  upon 
such  conditions  as  will  prevent  surprise,  and  will  secure  a  full 
and  fair  investigation  and  trial* 

Absence  of  Accused, 

Sec.  7.  If  a  clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  no- 
tice, shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed 
for  his  trial,  the  board  may,  nevertheless,  proceed  as  if  he  were 
present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till 
another  day. 

Evidence, 

Sec.  8.  faj.  When  the  board  proceeds  to  trial,  they  shall 
hear  such  relevant  and  competent  evidence  as  shall  be  produced, 
which  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  the  wit- 
nesses respectively.  At  the  request  of  either  party,  the  wit- 
nesses shall  be  sworn  by  an  officer  of  the  law  authorized  to  do 
so,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing 
but  the  truth,  as  to  the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment. 

Confession. 

(b).  If  on  or  during  the  trial  the  accused  shall  confess  the 
truth  of  the  charges,  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  board 
may  dispense  with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed 
at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence 
that  ought  to  be  pronounce<l. 

Testimony  of  Non-Attendant   Witnesses. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
or  to  the  Court  after  its  organization,  and  it  being  made  satis- 
factorily to  appear  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  produced 
on  the  trial,  the  Bishop  or  the  Court  may  appoint  a  commis- 
sioner to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  shall  prescribe 
what  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  other  party  of  the  time  and 
place  of  taking  such  testimony.  Both  parties  may  attend  and 
examine  the  witness,  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certi- 
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fied  by  the  comuiisfikmer  and  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  trans- 
mitted to  tlie  board,  nnd  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evideuce. 
The  witness  so  examined  shall  be  sworn  according  to  law. 

Decision  of  the  Court, 

Sec.  10.  (a J.  The  board  having  deliberately  considered  the 
evidence,  shall  declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the 
presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or 
not  guilty  of  the  charges  respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sen- 
tence which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  pronounceil ;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be,  without  delay,  communicated  to 
the  accused,  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evi- 
dence, shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronooDce 
such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper; 
provided^  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severit^^  the  sentence  rec- 
ommended by  the  board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final. 

New  Trial. 

(hj.  But  the  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  re- 
quires it,  may  grant  a  new  trial  to  the  accused  ;  in  which  case, 
a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be  appointed,  the  proceedings 
before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  before  mentioned. 

Time  and  Place  of  Sentence, 

(c).  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  sum- 
mon the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  clergy,  to  meet 
him  at  such  time  as  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in 
some  church,  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  pur- 
pose be  open  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the 
sentence  shall  be  then  and  there  pronounced  by  the  Bishop. 

Renunciation  of  Error  of  Doctrine  or  Ritual. 

(d).  Provided^  however,  that  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of 
an  error  in  doctrine,  or  non-conformity  to  the  rubrics  of  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  and  if  the  accused  at  such  public  assembly  at 
such  church,  shall  then  and  there,  in  writing,  renounce  the  error 
of  which  he  has  been  convicted,  or  avow  his  purpose  of  future 
conformity  to  the  rubrics,  and  shall  submit  to  the  judgment  of 
the  Church,  pronounced  in  his  case ;  then,  for  a  first  offense, 
the  sentence  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  that  of  admonition: 
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Service. 

Sec.  11.  All  Dotices  aud  papers  coutemplated  in  this  (3anoii, 
may  be  served  by  a  snunnonor  or  flumiuouors,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  or  by  the  Court,  and  whose  certificate  of  service 
shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  per- 
son, it  shall  be  proved  by  his  affidavit  thereof.  A  written  no- 
tice or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  residence,  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  thereof. 

Counsel, 

Sec.  12.  Gonnsel  shall  be  allowed  on  cither  side,  provided 
they  are  commanicants  of  the  charch. 

Witnesses. 

Sec.  13.  If  any  communicant  of  the  Church  shall  be  sum. 
moned  as  a  witness  before  the  Court  of  Inquiry,  or  the  board 
for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  or  shall  refuse  to  testify  or  be  sworn 
or  affirmed,  such  person  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of 
Godly  discipline. 

Authority  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  14.  All  matters  of  government  and  discipline  and  pro- 
ceedings connected  therewith,  not  especially  provided  for  by 
Canon,  are  within  the  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop 
by  virtue  of  his  office. 

Expenses  of  Trial, 

Sec.  15.  The  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  any  investiga- 
tion or  trial  under  this  Canon,  including  those  of  the  accused 
when  found  innocent,  shall  be  audited  and  settled  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Court,  and  shall  be  reported  by  them  to  the  next 
Council  for  payment,  as  the  Council  may  direct. 
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TITLE    IV. 


MISCELLANEOUS   PROVISIONS. 


CANON  L— OF  THE  REPEAL  OF  CANONS. 

1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any  Canon, 
and  the  said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  snch  repeal  shall  not  be  a 
reennctmeut  of  the  Canon  or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said  re- 
pealing clause. 

CANON    n.—ON    THE    ENACTMENT  AND    ALTERA- 
TION OF  CANONS. 

1.  In  all  cases  of  fatdre  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment  of  an  existing  provision,  shall  be  in  the  following 

form:  '^Canon ,  or,  section of  Canon ,  or,  clanse.... 

of  section of  Canon ,  of  Title ,  is  hereby  amended  so 

as  to  read  as  follows : "  And  if  the  enactment  is  of  an  additioD«l 
clause,  section  or  Canon,  it  shall  be  designated^ as  the  next 
Canon,  or  next  section,  or  next  clause  of  a  Canon  or  section,  in 
the  order  of  numbering  of  the  title  to  which  the  subject  properly 
belongs;  and  if  a  Canon  or  section,  or  clause,  be  stricken  oat, 
the  existing  numbering  shall  be  retained  until  a  new  edition  of 
the  Canons  be  directed. 

2.  No  proposed  alterations  of,  or  additions  to  the  Canons, 
shall  be  considered  by  the  Council,  unless  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, without  one  day's  notice  thereof  in  open  Council;  nor  shall 
such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the  same  Coun- 
cil, if  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  voting,  shall  not  concor 
therein.  If  the  proposed  alteration  or  addition  be  affirmed  by  a 
majority,  but  not  by  two-thirds  of  those  voting,  then  the 
measure  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual  Council,  and,  if 
again  affirmed  by  a  majority  vote,  it  shall  take  effect  as  the 
action  of  the  Council. 
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ARTICLES   OF   ASSOCIATION 
RECOMMENDED  FOR  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  NEW  PARISHES. 


We,  whose  uames  are  hereunto  subscribed,  desiring  to  enjoy 
the  privileges  of  religious  worship  and  instraction  according  to 
the  forms  and  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 

the  United  States  of  Americn,  have  this day  of A. 

D.,  at in  the  State  of  Alabama,  formed  ourselves  into  a 

congregation,  and  adopted  the  following  Articles  of  Association : 

Article  L  This  Association  or  Congregation  shall  be  known 
by  the  name  of  the  rector,  wardens  and  vestr^'  of Church. 

Art.  II.  This  Association  acknowledges,  accedes  to,  and 
adopts  the  Constitution,  canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and  wor- 
ship of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States^ 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama. 

Art.  hi.  When  any  person  uniting  with  this  Association 
shall  disclaim  or  refuse  conformity  to  the  authorities  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  article,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  no  longer  enjoy  the  privilege  of  voting  in 
the  election  of  Vestrymen,  of  being  elected,  or  of  exercising  any 
function  concerning  or  connected  with  the  said  Association. 

Art.  IV.    The  Vestrymen  of Church,  shall  be  elected 

annually,  on  the  Monday  in  Easter  week,  by  a  majority  of  the 
canonically  qualified  voters  assembled  for  that  purpose;  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Canon  law  of  the  Diocese.  The  Vestrymen  so 
elected  shall  organize  in  obedience  to  the  Diocesan  Constitution 
and  Canon,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until 
others  or  chosen. 

Art.  V.    The  Rector  of Church  shall  be  elected  by  the 

Wardens  and  Vestrymen  in  open  meeting,  which  sball  be  duly 
convened  for  that  purpose,  they  having  due  regard  in  all  such 
elections  to  the  previously  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congrega- 
tion, and  especially  of  the  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Art.  VI.    No  person  shall  be  chosen  Rector  or  Minister,  or 

Associate  Rector  or  Minister  of Church,  or  be  alloweil  to 

exercise  any  of  the  functions  of  the  sacred  ministry  in  the  same, 
unless  be  shall  be  recognized  by  the  Bishop  having  charge  of 
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tills  Diocese,  or  if  there  is  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standin|r  Commit- 
tee of  the  same,  as  an  ordained  MlBister  of  the  Protestsmt  Epis- 
copal Church  in  good  standing:;  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this 
article  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
from  inviting  any  regularly  ordained  Minister  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  in  gooil  standing,  and  not  known  to  be  dis- 
countenanced by  the  authority  aforesaid,  to  officiate  occasioQally 
in  the  Church;  or  shall  be  so  construed  so  as  to  interfere  with 
the  performance  of  the  usual  services  by  Lay  readers  duly  ajv 
pointed  to  officiate  in  the  congregation  in  the  absence  of  the 
Minister. 

Art.  VII.  The  annual  rents,  contributions  and  other  rev- 
enues raised  by  this  Association  or  Congregation,  shall  be  from 
time  to  time,  applied  by  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  to  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  Rector  or  Minister,  and  to  sach  other 
objects  as  are  connected  with  the  well-being  of  the  Church,  and 
to  no  other  purposes  whatever. 

•  Art  VIII.    This  Association,  or  the  '^Bector,  Wardens  and 

Vestry  of Church,^  or  other  persons  in  whose  name  the 

property  of Church  may  be  vested,  shall  not,  by  deed  or 

any  other  means,  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  having 
charge  of  the  Diocese,  under  his  hand — or  if  there  be  no  such 
Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  said  Diocese,  by  a 
majority  thereof,  under  their  hands — previously  had  and  ob- 
tained, grant,  alienate,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  lands,  mes- 
suages, hereditaments,  in  them  vested  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  Church,  nor  charge  nor  encumber  the  same  to  any  person 
whatsoever. 

Art.  IX.  In  the  case  of  the  dissolution  or  extinction  of  this 
Association,  for  any  cause  whatever,  or  its  withdrawal  from 
communion  and  obedience  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
then  the  lauds,  tenements  and  other  estates,  real  or  x)ersona],  if 
such  there  be,  shall  vest  in  the  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  under  whose  supervision  it 
may  for  the  time  be,  and  his  Canonical  successors,  to  be  by  him 
and  them  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  future  Congregation  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  may  be  formed  in  the 
same  place  or  its  vicinity,  and  upon  the  same  princfiples  as  the 
present  Church  and  Association.

Journal  of  1884,  page  14.  Tli.at  tbo  Registrar  of  this  Diocese 
be,  and  lie  is  hereby  aathorizod  and  instructed,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Bishop,  to  procure  sufficient  room  in  the  Safe  Deposit 
Company  of  Montgomery  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  securely  all 
important  papers  in  his  possession;  and  that  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  to  the  order  of 
the  Bishop  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  same. 

Journal  of  1884,  page  16.  That  there  shall  be  a  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions,  who  shall  have  in  charge  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese.  The  Bishop  shall  be  President,  and  the 
members  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Deans  of  Convocations,  and 
one  layman  from  each  Convocation,  to  be  elected  annually  by 
Convention. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  shall  be  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board. 

That  a  majority  of  Deans  and  two  Lay  members  of  the  Board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Journal  1887,  page  19.  That  an  Evangelist  for  the  Diocese 
be  selected  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Missions,  whenever 
a  sufBcient  sum  shall  have  been  pledged  for  his  support;  and 
that  his  duties  shall  be  to  do  such  missionary  work  as  the  Bish- 
op may  direct,  and  to  organize  and  superintend  Missionary 
Societies  in  each  Parish,  with  the  consent  of  the  Rector  thereof. 

2.  That  the  salary  of  such  Evangelist  be  $2,000.00,  to  be 
raised  by  pledges  made  for  that  purpose. 

That  each  Rector  and  one  Layman  in  each  Parish  be  appointed 
a  Committee  to  obtain  such  pledges,  and  report  to  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

That  this  Council  urges  each  communicant  in  the  Diocese  to 
lay  apart  some  oflTering  each  week  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

Journal  of  1887,  pages  21,  22.  1.  That  each  Rector  be  and 
he  is  requested  to  organize  at  an  early  day,  a  Missionary  So- 
ciety in  his  Parish. 
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2.  That  as  soon  as  a  Society  shall  bo  formed  in  any  Parish, 
the  Bector  thereof  shall  report  the  names  of  the  officers  thereof 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund. 

3.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fnnd  shall 
have  general  supervision  of  Missionary  organizations  until  the 
Evangelist  shall  be  selected. 

4.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  requested  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  seem  best  to  obtain  special  pledges  for  the  support 
of  the  Evangelist. 

Journal  of  1888,  pages  17,  18.  That  an  Evangelist  be  select- 
ed by  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Missions,  whenever  a  suffi- 
cient sum  shall  have  been  pledged  for  his  support,  and  that  bis 
duty  shall  be  to  do  such  missionary  work  as  the  Bishop  maj 
direct. 

That  the  salary  of  such  Evangelist  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board 
of  Missions,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $2,000. 

That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund  shall 
send  monthly,  to  the  Bector  of  each  Parish  and  the  local  mis- 
sionary society,  a  printed  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, and  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Diocese;  and  may  pub- 
lish, in  any  church  paper,  any  items  which  he  may  deem  of 
especial  interest,  and  he  shall  be  authorized  to  employ  clerical 
help  in  doing  this  work. 

That  the  Board  of  Missions  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  author- 
ized to  appoint  a  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  be,  under 
the  Bishop,  the  executive  head  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Journal  of  1888,  page  19.  1.  That  the  Board  of  Missions 
shall  be  com}K)sed  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Assistant 
Bishop,  the  Arch-Deacon,  the  Deans  of  the  several  Gonvoca* 
tions,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fnnd,  and  a  lay 
member  from  each  Convocation ;  the  Treasurer  and  lay  members 
to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council.

That  it- shall  be  his  daty,  from  time  to  time,  to  visit  the 
various  mission  points  in  the  Diocese,  having  a  general  oversight 
thereof,  and  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Missions  when  any  action 
may  be  required  on  their  part. 

4.  That  with  the  consent  of  the  Sectors,  he  shall  visit  dif^ 
ferent  parishes,  with  the  view  of  organizing  local  missionary 
societies. 

5.  That  he  shall  make  a  report  to  the  Bishop,  prior  to  the 
meeting  of  each  Annual  Council,  of  his  official  acts,  'and  such 
other  matters  of  interest  as  pertain  to  the  mission  work  of  the 
Diocese. 

6.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Arch  Deacon,  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Sector  of  the  parish  or  mission  station,  be  and  he  is  author- 
ized to  organize  missionary  societies  within  the  Diocese  of  Ala- 
bama. 

Journal  of  1889,  page  24,  (re-enacted  in  1890,  page  17  J  That 
the  Board  of  Missions  are  authorized  and  requested  to  publish 
and  distribute  monthly,  among  the  families  of  the  several  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  a  monthly  paper,  to  contain 
the  calendar  for  the  month  of  publication,  communications  from 
the  Bishop,  a  list  of  his  appointments  for  the  month,  and  of  his 
visitations  for  the  previous  month,  and  such  other  matters  as 
the  Bishop  and  the  Board  may  deem  advisable  to  publish ;  Pro- 
wdedj  that  the  expense  shall  not  exceed  thirty  dollars  a  month; 
one-half  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
one-half  by  the  Gouncil  of  the  Diocese. 

That  while  the  paper  is  sent  free  to  every  family,  the  Council 
requests  every  family  which  is  able  to  do  so,  to  contribute  the 
Bom  of  fifty  cents  a  year  to  that  object. 

That  every  Clergyman  in  charge  of  a  Mission  Station,  and  the 
Bector  or  Senior  Warden  of  every  Parish,  be  requested  to  send 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  a  list  of  all  the  fam- 
ilies in  such  Parish  or  Mission,  or  of  any  individuals  not  able  to 
pay. 

Journal  of  1889,  page  17.  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed who  shall  take  into  consideration  the  whole  subject  of 
Convocations,  and  report  to  the  next  council.  (No  such  report 
appears  to  have  been  made.) 
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Journal  of  1890,  page  14.  That  it  is  hereby  recomnieiided 
that  one  ofi'eriug  be  taken  up  in  each  chuix^h  iu  this  Diocese  an- 
nually for  the  sustentution  of  the  Theological  Department  of  the 
University  of  the  South,  at  Sewanee. 

Journal  of  1890,  page  23.  That  the  Committee  on  Parochial 
Reports  be  continued  to  the  next  Council  with  permission  to  sit 
during  the  recess. 

Journal  of  1891,  page  30.  That  the  Canon  adopted  at  the 
last  Council,  entitled  a  Canon  on  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergymen,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee,  in  order  that 
they  may  propose  to  the  next  Council  such  amendments  as  may 
bring  said  Canon  into  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
Society  for  the  Belief  of  Disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Wid- 
ows and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

That  the  offering  on  the  appointed  visitations  of  the  Bishop 
to  each  Parish  or  Mission  Station  be  devoted  to  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions.

on  this  Diocese  for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department 
of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Journal  of  1891,  page  35.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's 
Fund  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  convey  to  the  City  of 
Montgomery,  as  and  for  a  street,  the  strip  of  land  on  the  south- 
ern boundary  of  the  Hamner  Hall  Property,  which  was  con- 
demned for  that  purpose  in  the  proceedings  in  the  City  Court 
of  Montgomery,  at  the  October  term,  1890  of  said  Court. 

That  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  made  whole  in  its  original  invest- 
ment, and  that  the  Diocese  then  take  the  remainder  of  the 
Hamner  Hall  Property  to  do  with  it,  as  it  may  deem  best,  ac- 
cording to  the  original  intention  of  the  donors,  and  to  accom-

-which  the  property  was  taken  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's 
Fund. 

That  the  Trustees  are  authorized  to  lease  the  buildings  with 
so  much  of  the  property  as  they  may  not  conclude  to  sell,  for 
such  a  term  of  years  as  their  judgment  may  approve,  and  to  use 
the  rents,  so  far  as  necessary,  in  repairing  the  same. 

That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Eelief  of  Disabled 
Clergymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Cler- 
gymen, be  requested  to  communicate  with  the  Sectors  of  the 
various  parishes  and  ask  an  offering  for  this  Society  on  Christ- 
mas Day.

APPENDIX   H. 


SEPOST  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OH  PASOCHIAL  EEPOSTS. 

The  Parochial  Reports  of  this  year  are  better  than  those  of  any  previous 
year,  owing  to  the  greater  pains  taken  with  them  and  the  better  comprehen- 
sion of  wliat  they  oaght  to  be.  It  is  difflcalt  to  believe  that  the  lame,  halt- 
ing, inaccurate,  scanty,  guess-work  reports  of  five  or  six  years  ago  were  made 
in  the  same  diocese,  A*om  the  same  parishes  and  by  the  same  persons  as  those 
of  this  year.  The  labor  of  revision  and  correction  grows  less  year  by  year, 
and  the  labor  of  tabulation  greater ;  which  is  progress  in  the  right  direction. 
The  tabiilation  of  the  reports  can  be  made  easy  by  division  of  labor  in  the 
Committee,  if  only  the  reports  themselves  are  handed  in  promptly.  The 
Ck)mmittee's  chief  cause  of  complaint  this  year  was  the  dilatoriness  in  this 
matter.  Eight  or  ten  reports  came  in  on  the  last  day  of  the  session,  and  three 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  Council,  compelling  alterations  in  the  footings 
of  all  the  columns  of  the  tabular  statement. 

Kine  places  make  no  report  this  year,  viz.  Birmingham,  St.  Mary's,  Coal- 
burg,  Columbia,  Faunsdale,  Gainesville,  Martin's-Station,  Oxford,  Pushmataha 
and  Scottsboro.    Several  of  these  are  without  a  Rector,  and  for  this  and  other 
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reasons  coald  not  report.  In  some  cases  the  figures  of  last  jrear  with  re- 
gard to  families  and  communicants  were  brought  forward  in  the  tables  by  the 
committee ;  in  other  cases  this  was  impossible  owing  to  there  being  no  report 
in  1890  from  which  to  copy.  The  whole  number  of  parishes  and  misrions 
tabulated  this  year  is  68. 

Families.—  The  number  of  families  last  year  was  2,666  in  60  fMuishes  and 
missions ;  the  number  reported  this  year  is  2,722,  in  56  parishes  and  miasioDS, 
a  net  gain  of  163.  During  the  year  129  families  were  lost,  which  loss  bad  to 
be  made  good  before  there  could  be  any  gain  ;  the  total  gain  therdbre  was 
292  families.  These  numbers  do  not  agree  with  the  footing  of  th^  ooinmns 
in  the  tables :  the  discrepancy  was  caused  by  the  carelessness  of  certain  of 
the  clergy,  who  took  for  their  '*  Number  reported  last  year,''  the  figures  of  the 
first  instead  of  the  third  column  of  last  year's  Journal,  thereby  working  from 
the  figures  of  year  before  last  instead  of  those  of  last  year.  An  errcHr  of  this 
sort  clearly  demonstrates  that  he  who  makes  it  has  no  '*  Family  List "  In  his 
Parish  Register,  and  hence  no  certain  data  for  any  report  'The  Rector  or 
Missionary  having  such  a  list  naturally  reports  from  it,  and  makes  no  error ; 
without  it  his  only  recourse  is  to  take  Uie  number  reported  last  year  as  a  basis, 
and  try  to  remember  how  many  families  were  lost  during  the  year  and  how 
many  gained,  and  so  arrive  at  an  estimate  of  probably  how  many  fSunfiies 
there  are  at  present  in  the  parish.  If  his  basis  is  wrong  of  cotme  his  work  is 
wrong.  This  is  the  course  actually  foUowed  by  many,  not  only  with  rcfgard 
to  families,  but  also  to  parishioners  and  communicants.  It  is  the  **  rule  of 
thumb"  method  ;  intolerable  to  a  man  of  order  accustomed  to  systematize  his 
work :  it  is  the  unintelligent,  plodding  method  of  those  who  can  neither  make 
improvements  themselves  nor  understand  the  improvements  of  others,  nor 
even  comprehend  that  their  old  methods  are  faulty.  It  is  incomprehensible 
to  your  committee  how  any  man  can  have  charge  even  for  a  single  year  of  a 
parish  or  mission,  without  at  least  attempting  to  make  his  three  important 
lists,  Families,  Parishioners  and  Communicants  ;  much  more  incomprehensi- 
ble how  he  can  suffer  a  series  of  years  to  pass  with  this  necessary  work  un- 
done. The  excuses  usually  made,  of  a  fluctuating  population,  constant  chang- 
es, difficulty  of  obtaining  information,  etc.,  demonstrate  first  that  the  woik 
has  not  seriously  been  attempted,  since  all  these  difficulties  disappear  before 
him  who  is  determined  to  have  correct  lists  and  who  has  the  capacity  of 
taking  pains ;  and  also  that  the  objector  has  not  yet  grasped  the  idea  of  what 
books  and  bookkeeping  are  for —  and  that  is  to  record  these  very  changes  and 
fluctuations,  and  all  of  them.  The  idea  that  many  clergymen  have,  that  blank 
books  arc  too  precious  to  flll  up  with  the  names  of  people  who  are  constantly 
coming  and  going,  is  probably  born  of  the  peuuriousness  of  YestricB,  who 
haggle  over  the  price  of  a  proper  Parish  Register.  Such  a  book  for  even  a 
small  mission,  should  cost  twelve  or  fifteen  dollars  ;  for  a  parish  of  200  com- 
municants twenty-five,  and  for  400  communicapts  thirty-five  dollars.  And 
the  book  is  made  to  be  written  in,  to  be  used,  just  as  any  ledger  is  used  in  a 
business  house.  These  records  are  often  of  very  great  importance :  they  are 
^ood  evidence  in  a  court  of  law.    The  inheritanp^  of  property  amounting  to 
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thirty  or  forty  thousand  dollars,  recently  turned  upon  a  record  made  in  the 
Pariah  Register  of  a  parish  in  this  Diocese ;  at  the  time  the  record  was  made 
no  one  had  the  slightest  idea  of  its  future  importance,  least  of  all  the  clergy- 
man who  made  it.  Within  ten  years  twelve  or  fifteen  such  cases  have  heen 
rightfhlly  decided  by  entries  in  the  Eeglster  of  one  single  parish  in  this  Dio- 
cese, and  as  many  more  partiies  have  sought  for  entries  Who  could  not  find 
them.  The  Vestries  who  reflise  to  purchase  proper  record  books  may  be  de- 
priving their  own  children  or  grandchildren  of  evidence  which  may  be  of 
▼ery  great  value ;  and  the  Rectors  who  neglect  to  register  their  people  and 
record  their  own  ofiScial  acts,  are  not  only  disobeying  the  Canon  law  of  the 
general  Church  and  of  the  Diocese,  but  may  be  the  direct  cause  of  heavy  pe- 
cuniary loss  to  their  people  in  years  to  come. 

The  movement  of  population  is  greater  in  the  towns  than  in  the  villages 
and  country ;  not  only  actually  greater,  but  greater  in  pl'oportion  to  popula- 
tion. The  four  cities  Anniston,  Birmingham,  Mobile  and  Montgomery,  had 
looses  of  89  families  and  gains  of  218  ;  leaving  losses  of  40  and  gains  of  74  for 
all  the  rest  of  the  Diocese.  This  is  a  total  movement  of  807  families  in  those 
cities,  against  114  in  the  rest  of  the  Diocese^ 

Parishiohers. —  The  number  reported  last  year  was  10,281,  although  the 
clergy  this  year  declare  that  they  reported  last  year  10,809.  The  discrepancy 
arises  fh>m  the  same  cause  as  that  noted  above  in  the  case  of  families.  The 
number  reported  this  year  is  11,150 :  but  one  parish  with  70  families  does  not 
give  ita  number  of  parishioners,  which  should  be  about  850 ;  and  another  par^ 
ish  which  last  year  had  99  parishioners,  reports  none  at  all  this  year.  Indud*- 
tng  these  we  have  about  11,800  with  five  places  neither  report^  nor  estima^ 
ted.    Of  these  probably  20  per  cent,  are  under  fifteen  years  of  age. 

GoKMUHiOANTB. —  The  number  of  Communicants  as  given  in  the  reports 
jfor  the  last  twelve  years  is  as  follows  :^

This  table  shows  clearly  the  carelessness  in  recording  and  reporting  which 
prevailed  in  the  Diocese  previous  to  the  year  1886,  when  the  form  now  in 
ftyrce  began  to  be  generally  used.  Tour  Committee  do  not  believe  that  the 
number  of  communicants  has  been  less  than  4,000  and  perhaps  not  less  than 
4,000  in  any  year  since  1880.  There  were  certainly  no  such  loss  between  1884 
and  1885  as  tiie  reports  for  the  latter  year  indicate,  nor  is  it  probable  that  we 
lost  one  hundred  communicants  between  1882  and  1888. 

The  net  increase  over  last  year,  as  shown  above,  is  518 ;  but  the  losses 
amounted  to  425.  The  total  gain  this  year  must  therefore  have  been  948  in 
order  to  make  up  the  losses  and  give  the  increase  shown  in  the  table.  The 
reported  gain  is  946;  a  discrepancy  caused  by  a  tangle  of  circumstances,  which 
will  be  partially  revealed  by  a  comparison  of  the  items  in  the  columns  of  the 
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tabular  statement.  It  seems  impossible  to  your  committee  that  there  shoold 
have  been  nearly  a  thousand  communicants  added  to  the  list  doiiDg  the  last 
twelve  months.  The  parishes  which  report  this  year  and  did  not  report  last 
year,  account  for  only  150  of  this  number,  leaving  about  800  as  the  niunber  of 
new  names.  This  is  about  14  per  cent,  gross  and  0.88  per  cent.  net.  If  it  be 
a  true  gain  it  is  astonishing.  The  figures  of  next  year  will  have  a  q>ecial  in^ 
terest  with  regard  to  this  matter,  as  confirming  or  discrediting  it  With  re- 
gard to  the  losses  ;  76  communicants  died  this  year,  against  84  last  year  and 
78  the  year  before ;  279  removed  this  year^  against  264  last  year  and  202  the 
year  before ;  41  were  dropped  this  year^  against  72  last  year  and  only  6  the 
year  before ;  not  specified  20  this  year,  against  40  last  year  ;  making  a  total 
loss  this  year  of  425,  against  460  last  year  and  881  the  year  before.  With  n* 
gard  to  the  gains  ;  470  communicants  were  added  by  Confirmation  this  year, 
against  181  last  year  and  429  the  year  before ;  117  were  admitted  to  conunuo' 
ion,  against  21  last  year  and  00  the  year  before  ;  286  were  added  by  removal, 
against  825  last  year  and  229  the  year  before ;  and  128  were  gained  in  ways 
not  specified  this  year,  against  121  last  year  ;  making  a  total  gain  of  946  as  le* 
ported  and  957  as  corrected  this  year,  against  648  reported  last  year  and  828 
corrected.  These  figures  show  how  necessary  it  is  that  the  clergy,  in  making 
their  reports,  should  first  be  accurate  in  the  number  which  they  say  they  re* 
ported  last  year,  and  then  should  account  for  the  diff(erenceS|  whether  of  loss 
or  gain. 

Analysis  of  Communicants. —  Bex.  The  number  reported  on  this  year 
is  5,041,  nearly  five-sixths  of  the  whole  number ;  last  year  a  little  less  than 
one-half,  and  the  year  before  a  little  over  one-third  of  the  whole  number.  Of 
the  5,041,  1,614,  are  males  and  8,427,  are  females  ;  that  is,  82  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number  of  communicants  are  males  and  68  per  cent  are  females  ;  this 
is  a  little  less  than  one-third.  We  hope  to  have  figures  still  more  full  next 
year.  The  proportions  are  very  nearly  the  same  as  last  year.  It  will  be  a 
remarkable  fact,  if  it  should  prove  to  be  true,  that  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
Alabama  has  one  male  communicant  for  every  two  females ;  we  doubt  if  any 
other  church  can  show  more  than  one  to  four  or  one  to  five.  In  some  parts 
of  the  North  the  proportion  is  one  to  eight  or  ten,  and  in  some  parts  of 
Europe,  one  to  twenty.  AgB;    The  number  reported  on  is  8,842,  or  more 

than  one-half  the  whole  number.    Of  these  2,789  are  adults  and  553  are 
minors.    The  U.  8.  Census  of  1890  draws  the  line  between  these  two  classes  at 
15  years  of  age,  and  estimates  the  strength  of  the  religious  bodies  in  the 
country  by  their  number  of  members  15  years  of  age  and  over,  refusing  to  count 
those  under  that  age.    Where  the  proportions  cannot  be  accurately  given  they 
are  estimated  according  to  the  usual  proportions  of  population  ;  an  estimate 
which  works  against  the  church.    Of  the  number  reporting  163^  per  cent  are 
minors ;  the  percentage  in  the  population  at  large  is  over  25.    Colobbo.— 
Only  four  parishes  report  this  year,  against  8  last  year.    We  then  had  78 
colored  communicants,  of  whom  64  were  in  the  Good  Shepherd  Mission,  Mo- 
bile.   This  year  we  have  76;  a  loss  of  2,  although  the  Good  Shepherd  added  9 
to  its  number.    This  would  indicate  a  loss  of  11  colored  communicants  m  tbe 
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Diooese  ftt  large.  (Jpon  comparing  the  reports  we  find  that  Demopolis  has 
lost  2,  Florence  1,  Marion  7,  and  Tilden  1.  Relation  to  this  List.  A 
difflcolty  which  many  clergymen  have  in  making  up  their  lists  of  commun- 
icants, lies  in  the  fact  that  a  considerable  number  of^confirmed  persons  do  not 
commune,  and  the  Rector  is  uncertain  whether  or  not  to  class  them  as  com- 
municants. This  difficulty  is  met  by  a  classification  into  *'  Begular,  Seldom, 
If€9er  and  DotUftful. "  In  the  Parish  Register  four  narrow  columns  may  be 
ruled  to  the  right  of  the  names,  and  the  above  headings  written  at  the  top  of 
the  columns;  tben  a  check  mark  opposite  each  name  in  the  appropriate 
column,  will  effect  the  classification.  A  count  of  the  check  marks  will  enable 
the  report  to  be  quickly  and  easily  made.  Similar  columns  may  be  ruled  for 
Male  and  Female,  Adults  and  Minors  ;  and  a  somewhat  wider  column  to  in- 
dicate whether  the  person  became  a  communicant  by  confirmation,  admission 
or  removal.  To  the  left  of  the  names  there  should  be  a  date  column  to  indi- 
cate when  the  person  became  a  communicant.  Any  one  with  red  ink  and  a 
ruler  can  so  prepare  his  Register  that  a  full  classification  can  be  easily  made 
and  maintained.  With  regard  to  frequency  of  communing,  reports  are  made 
this  year  for  4,890,  about  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number.  Of  these  362  sel^ 
dom  commune,  183  never  commune,  66  are  doubtful,  that  is,  the  Rector  is 
doubtful  where  to  place  them,  809  are  not  specified,  and  8,470  are  regular 
communicants.  Thirty-eight  places  report  and  twenty-five  do  not :  and  of 
those  reporting  three  classify  their  whole  number  as  regular  communicants, 
-which  is  probably  a  mistake. 

SiTKDAT  Schools.—  Forty-three  places  report  schools^  against  47  last  year, 
a  loss  of  5.  Twenty  reports  leave  this  column  blanks  thereby  reporting  that 
they  have  no  schools,  against  15  last  year.  A  loss  of  five  Sunday  Schools  is  a 
▼ery  serious  matter  and  requires  looking  into.  A  comparison  of  this  year's 
reports  with  last  year's  discloses  the  following  facts. 

Eight  places  reported  Sunday  Schools  last  yeatr  which  do  not  report  them 
this  year  ;  viz.,  Bon  Secour,  Carlowville,  Faunsdale,  Florence,  Hayneville, 
Oxford,  Scottsboro  and  Shefiield;  and  these  8  places  had  last  year  88  teachers, 
16  other  officers,  and  238  pupils.  It  is  not  probable  that  these  Sunday  Schools 
bave  all  disbanded.  Examining  them  in  detail —  the  school  at  Bon  Secour  is 
still  existing  though  not  reported ;  the  Rector  of  Faunsdale  was  sick  at  the 
time  of  the  Council ;  the  Rector  of  Florence  died  during  the  year  greatly 
mourned  ;  the  Missionary  at  Oxford  has  removed  to  Georgia ;  and  Florence 
and  Sheffield  both  report  Sunday  School  contributions  and  expenditures, 
which  would  be  impossible  if  they  had  no  schools.  This  reduces  the  number 
of  schools  reported  as  lost  since  last  year  to  three,  Carlowrille,  Hayneville 
and  Scottsboro  ;  and  these  three  had  last  year  18  teachers,  7  other  officers  and 
86  pupils.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  five  places  reported  Sunday  Schools  this 
year  which  did  not  report  any  last  year;  viz.,  Forkland,  Montevallo,  Pratt- 
ville,  Troy  and  Union  Springs ;  and  these  five  have  15  teachers,  2  other  of- 
ficers and  75  pupils.  Whether  these  are  really  new  schools,  or  whether  they 
only  appear  so  through  last  year's  errors  in  making  reports,  it  is  impossible  to 
say.    Fourteen  Sunday  Schools  report  no  offering.    We  hope  this  is  owing 
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to  carelessness  in  reporting,  and  not  to  the  fact  that  the  chUdien  are  not 
taught  to  give.  The  tabular  statement  shows  2,801  pupils  in  the  Diocese,  to 
which  we  may  add  last  year's  reports  from  Bon  Secour,  Faansdale,  FkxreDoe, 
Oxford  and  Sheffield,  making  2,948  pupils,  with  867  teachers  and  98  other  of- 
ficers ;  and  these  are  in  48  different  places.  Among  the  iilaces  which  report 
no  Sunday  Schools  are  St.  Mary's,  Birmingham,  which  had  in  1888, 58  familieB, 
Liviogston  with  17  families,  Opelika  with  12  fa^lilies,  and  Tilden  with  12 
families.  Probably  there  are  schools  in  some  of  these  i^aoes :  if  not,  to  es- 
tablish them  should  be  the  first  step  in  ad?ance. 

The  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham,  appears  to  be  the  only  par&di  in 
the  Diocese  which  supports  a  Mission  school.  Several  mission  schools  here- 
tofore reported  have  grown  into  independent  Mission  Stations.  Grace  Church 
AnnistOD,  reports  2  secular  day-schools,  and  St.  Michael's  1.  The  Good 
Shepherd  of  Mobile  has  such  a  school  but  does  not  report  it 

Parish  Societies.— There  are  reported  this  year  74  societies  of  the  laity 
in  88  Parishes  and  MiBsions,  against  08  last  year  in  84  places.  Of  these  6  do 
not  give  their  number  of  members,  while  the  others  report  1,858  memben  ss 
against  1,762  last  year,  an  increase  of  91.  Thirty  Parishes  and  Missions  do 
not  report  any  societies.  Ten  places  report  14  societies  with  184  members, 
but  report  no  income  from  them  :  these  are  Auburn,  Avondale,  Boligee,  Clay- 
ton, Greensboro,  Huntsville,  Livingston,  Opelika,  Trinity  Station  and  Wood- 
lawn.  The  omission  was  probably  caused  by  the  fact  that  these  societies  have 
their  own  Treasurers,  and  do  not  report  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  parish.  A 
word  from  the  Rector  would  doubtless  remedy  this  omission.  Tlie  amount 
of  money  raised  by  the  societies  which  do  report  their  finances  was  $10^28.69. 
This  is  a  large  sum  and  was  doubtless  of  very  great  value  to  the  parishes 
that  profited  by  it.  It  would  seem  to  your  committee  that  those  Parishes  and 
Missions  which  have  no  societies  for  parochial  work  should  study  the  column 
which  gives  the  amounts  earned  by  the  Guilds  and  Chapters,  and  consider 
whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  try  the  experiment. 

Ministerial  Offices. — Baptisms. —  Forty-one  places  report  484  Baptisms 
this  year,  of  whom  92  were  adults  ;  but  there  is  a  singular  addition  made  to 
the  liai  in  a  way  that  will  probably  never  happen  again.  The  Rev.  J.  C. 
Kerr.  Post  Chaplain  U.  S.  A.,  while  at  Mt.  Vernon  Barracks,  after  some 
months'  labor  among  the  Apache  Indians  confined  there,  Baptized  81  adults 
and  58  infants  of  Geronimo's  band,  among  whom  was  the  old  chief  himself 
and  his  wife.  These  are  not  entered  on  the  Tables  at  the  end  of  this  Jour- 
nal as  the  Indians  cannot  be  counted  as  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  since  the 
Government  passes  them  from  one  Chaplain  to  anothef.  These  Baptisms 
swell  the  number  for  this  year  to  528.  It  will  be  interesting  to  compare  the 
figures  under  this  head  for  the  Idst  ten  years  :

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It  is  probable  that  the  reports  previous  to  1886  are  not  reliable,  as  it  was  in 
that  year  that  we  began  to  pay  more  attention  to  statistics.  This  table  shows 
4,061  Baptisms  during  the  ten  years.  Twenty-two  places  did  not  report  this 
year,  and  presumably  had  no  Baptisms. 

Holt  Communion. —  There  were  872  public  and  85  private  celebrations 
this  year,  in  49  places.  This  item  varies  from  year  to  year  in  quite  a  remark- 
able way.  In  1890  it  was  949 ;  in  1889,  899 ;  in  1888,  806.  Fourteen  phices 
do  not  report  on  this  sutrject.  It  is  not  pleasant  to  think  that  in  so  many 
places  the  Communicants  of  our  Church  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  ap- 
proach the  Lord's  Table. 

There  were  148  marriages  this  year,  against  140  last  year  and  109  the  year 
before.  There  were  228  burials,  against  209  last  year  and  245  the  year  be- 
fore: 60  of  these  were  in  one  parish,  and  106  or  nearly  one-half,  in  Mobile. 
Of  the  228, 76  were  communicants.  Several  of  the  Clergy  show  an  extraor- 
dinary amount  of  work  in  the  number  of  sermons  preached.  A  fair  average 
for  a  Bector  in  a  settled  parish,  would  be  from  60  to  75,  not  often  reaching 
the  latter  number.  Yet  one  of  our  number  has  preached  120  sermons,  an- 
other 112,  and  another  109.  This  indicates  a  good  deal  of  week-day  mission- 
ary work,  especially  when  coupled  with  a  fair  number  of  lectures  and  ad- 
dresses, showing  that  the  clergyman  does  not  count  every  public  speaking  a 
sermon.  Several  of  our  most  prominent  Rectors  do  not  report  under  this 
head. 

C0MFIBMAT10N&—  The  reports  show  586  persons  confirmed  from  May  Ist, 
1890,  to  May  Ist,  1891.  This  differs  from  the  number  given  by  the  Bishops, 
who  count  from  Council  to  Council ,  a  method  which  does  not  permit  ac- 
corate  comparisons  of  one  year  with  another.  Of  the  586, 171  were  males, 
295  females,  and  70  not  specified;  288  were  adults,  218  minors  and  85  not 
specified ;  10  were  colored  persons  ;  120  were  received  from  other  religious 
bodies,  with  about  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  concerning  which  no  re- 
port is  made  on  this  item ;  and  85  were  heads  of  families,  with  a  similar  num- 
ber of  omissions  to  report  Although  586  persons  were  confirmed  only  470 
were  added  to  the  list  of  Communicants  by  Confirmation.  This  indicates 
that  66  persons  were  held  back  by  their  Rectors  fh)m  communion  immediately 
after  confirmation,  as  needing  some  preparation  for  communion  beyond  that 
needed  for  confirmation.  Last  year  the  number  was  29,  and  the  year  before 
it  was  54.  If  this  be  purposely  done  it  is  quite  a  serious  matter  ;  it  will  be 
Interesting  to  trace  it  up  so  far  as  the  columns  in  the  tabular  statement  will 
show.  Brierfield  had  9  confirmed,  but  makes  no  addition  to  its  list  of  com- 
monlcante  which  stands  at  18.  Ought  this  number  be  27  ?  or  was  it  only  9  last 
year  becoming  18  by  the  addition  of  the  9  just  confirmed  ?  Lookhig  at  last 
year's  Journal,  for  Brierfield  brings  no  figures  forward,  we  find  10  commun- 
icants reported  last  year.  We  therefore  conjecture  that  this  mission  lost  one, 
in  some  unknown  way,  and  gained  these  nine  confirmees.  Why  this  was  not 
stated  in  the  report  it  is  impossible  to  say.  Carlowville  had  69  communicants 
last  year,  lost  10  by  removal,  had  2  confirmed  and  reports  59  this  year,  show- 
ing that  the  2  are  not  added.    This  may  easily  happen  with  a  small  number, 
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for  various  reasons  ;  aa  that  the  persons  confirmed  may  have  been  strangers, 
or  persons  on  the  point  of  removal :  therefore  the  correctness  of  the  omissioQ 
in  this  case  is  not  to  be  qaestioned.  Similarly  Clayton,  JackaonTille,  Troy 
and  Woodlawn  have  2  each,  and  Montevallo  has  1,  who  were  confirmed  bat 
are  not  reported  as  added  to  the  list  of  communicants  for  that  reason.  We 
cannot  pass  these  as  correct,  however,  because  Clayton  loees  9  and  gjains  3 
communicants  without  apeciiying  in  any  case  how  they  were  lost  or  gained ; 
similarly  Jacksonville  loses  4  and  gains  8,  Troy  loses  6  and  gainB  2,  Woodlawn 
loHes  7  and  gains  10,  and  in  no  case  is  there  any  specification  of  bow  lost  or 
how  gained.  We  may  presume  that  these  confirmees  were  added,  bat  It  will 
be  seen  at  once  how  this  carelessness  in  reporting  makes  it  diffienlt  to  reach 
i-eliable  conclusions.  Florence  reports  7  persons  confirmed  but  does  not  add 
them  to  its  list  of  communicants  ;  the  parish  appears  to  be  prospering,  how- 
ever, for  it  adds  29  communicants  without  specification.  As  only  7  could 
have  been  added  by  confirmation,  we  may  surmise  that  they  were  so  added 
and  that  22  communicants  removed  into  the  parish  during  the  year.  The 
Good  Shepherd,  MobUe,  reports  10  persons  confirmed,  has  lost  2  commnm* 
cants  during  the  year,  and  adds  11,  but  does  not  state  that  any  were  added 
because  of  confirmation.  This  applies  also  to  Union  Springs,  Whistler  and 
Mt.  Meigs.  This  analysis  of  the  causes  of  the  difference  between  586  con- 
firmed and  470  communicants  added  by  confirmation,  discloses  that  in  all 
probability  none  were  held  back  by  their  Rectors  from  communion,  bat  that 
the  Rectors  were  careless  in  making  their  reports. 


FINANCIAL  SUMMARY. 

Sources  of  Income.—  Only  three  parishes  this  year  report  themselves  as 
supported  by  pew-rents,  against  5  last  year  and  4  the  year  before.    The 
amount  raised  by   pew-rents  was,  omitting  fractions,  $11,220  ;  and  by  sub- 
scriptions $35,650.    The  two  methods  taken  together  produced  $46,876; 
against  $42,656  last  year  and  $40,672,   the  year  before  ;  an  increase  of  $4,200 
over  last  year  and  $6^200  over  the  year  before.    The  Communion  Alms  this 
year  amount  to  $2,507,  or  $300  less  than  last  year.    The  Guilds  and  Societies 
raised  $10,823.    Looking  down  this  column  we  see  one  parish  reports  over 
$2,000  raised  by  societies,  three  parishes  report  over  $1,000  each)  three  over 
$500  each,  one  over  $400,  two  over  $300,  two  over  $200,  two  over  $100,  and 
nine  less  than  $100 ;  while  ten  parishes  which  have  such  societies  do  not  re- 
port them  as  doing  any  work  at  all.    Gifts  of  money  this  year  amounted  to 
$18,384,  against  $6,240  last  year ;  but  of  the  large  amount  this  year  $11,000 
was  given  in  one  parish,  St.  Michaers,  Anniston.    Three  parishes  received 
over  $1,000,  and  three  over  $500.    The  money  value  of  other  gifts  was  $8,000, 
of  which  Selma  received  $5,600  and  St.  John's  Montgomery  $1,168.    The 
Sunday  Schools  raised  $3,800  ;  about  the  same  as  last  year.    St.  John's  Mont- 
gomery leading  the  list  with  $600.    Rectors  and  Vestrymen  will  be  surprised 
to  find  some  amounts  under  the  heads  of  *•  Borrowed  "  and  "  All  Other  Sour- 
ces, "  which  were  not  written  down  by  them.    The  conmiittee  took  the  lib- 
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erty  of  making  these  entries  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  good  morals  to  spend 
more  money  than  one  receives.  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  wrote  about  this,  as  did 
Dean  Swift  in  his  incisive  way,  and  the  immortal  Benjamin  Franklin.  Mr. 
Micawber,  also,  made  a  remark  about  the  relation  of  expense  to  income 
which  has  been  quoted  so  often  that  we  omit  it  here.  These  authorities  treat 
mostly  of  the  peace  of  mind  to  be  gained  by  him  who  keeps  his  expenses 
within  his  income.  Your  committee,  however,  take  higher  ground,  and  sug* 
gest  that  it  is  distinctly  immoral  to  spend  more  money  than  one  receives.  If 
the  Sons  of  Belial  may  not  do  this  thing,  surely  Churches  and  Clergymen 
should  not.  Your  committee  cannot  control  the  thing  itself,  but  they  can 
control  the  recital  of  it  to  the  world.  In  short,  we  have  forced  a  balance  in  a 
number  of  instances  by  making  parishes  "  Borrow  "  or  receive  *'  From  Other 
Sources"  sums  of  money  which  periiaps  they  did  not  so  receive,  but  which 
must  have  come  from  somewhere  or  they  could  not  have  been  spent.  The 
committee  acknowledge  the  turpitude  of  this  action,  but  submit  that  it  was  a 
choice  of  immoralities.  They  preferred  to  believe  that  a  report  told  the  truth 
as  to  its  expenses,  since  these  were  positive  assertions,  and  only  omitted  items 
of  income.  These  omitted  items  they  endeavored  to  supply  according  to  the 
best  of  their  judgment.  A  man  does  not  often  forget  his  regular  income  ; 
he  is  not  likely  to  forget  a  gift ;  but  experience  teaches  that  a  man  often  bor^ 
rows  money  and  forgets  it,  and  sometimes  receives  money  f^om  irregular  and 
occasional  sources  and  also  forgets.  Hence  the  committee  selected  these  two 
columns  for  this  supplying  of  *' forgets.  "  The  footings  of  these  two  colums 
is  $18,848 ;  of  which  a  large  proportion  must  be  charged  to  the  committee* 
The  total  income  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese  was 
$111,080.23,  with  15  places  not  reporting.  Last  year  the  total  income  was 
$125,178.86,  with  only  8  not  reporting.  In  1889  the  total  income  was 
$84,890.67.    This  year,  therefore,  stands  approximately  between  the  two. 


EXPENDITURES. 

Gbnbbal  Objects.—  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions  received  fVom  Ala- 
bama this  year  $664.09,  against  $463.89  last  year,  and  $702.21  the  year  before; 
but  40  places  gave  nothing  and  only  28  places  contributed.  The  Good-Friday 
coUection  for  the  Jews  amounted  to  $156.52  with  only  14  parishes  contribu-^ 
ting.  Other  general  objects  received  $67.15,  with  a  total  of  $922.11  against 
$808.10  last  year,  and  $1,110.50  the  year  before.  Last  year  a  single  one^cent 
appeared  in  these  colums,  heralding  the  advent  of  copper  pennies  among  us  \ 
this  year  there  seem  to  be  forty  or  fifly  of  them. 

DiocBSAN  Objects. —  The  amounts  paid  upon  the  assessments  ordered  by 
the  Council  foot  up  as  $4,462.82;  with  20  places  not  reporting:  these  20 prob- 
ably brought  their  money  tied  up  in  the  mouth  of  their  sacks,  when  they  came 
up  unto  Anniston,  forgetting  the  oft  repeated  injunction  of  the  Council  to  re^ 
mit  their  dues  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer.  And  probably  these  same  20  places 
will  forget  to  insert  these  amounts  paid  after  May  1st,  in  their  next  year's  re- 
ports ;  the  Parochial  Report  year  is  from  the  1st  of  Hay,  1891,  to  the  SOth  of 
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April,  1893.  Diocesan  Missions  received  $2,962,99.  against  $8,427.59  last  year. 
Twenty-eight  places  appear  to  have  given  nothing  to  Diocesan  Misdons  this 
year.  We  recommend  a  study  of  this  column  to  the  Treasurer  of  that  fond. 
The  Church  Home  received  $1,802.74  from  the  whole  Diocese,  of  which  the 
Mobile  parishes  gave  $1,406.10,  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  $106.19  and  St.  John's, 
Tuscumbia,  $105.55.  Only  7  other  parishes  gave  anything,  leaving  51  places 
which  paid  no  attention  to  this  great  charity.  The  Theological  Department 
of  the  University  of  the  South  was  neglected  more  than  usual  this  year,  only  7 
places  out  of  63  giving  anything,  and  they  only  $112.48.  The  amount  last 
year  was  $156.47,  and  for  previous  years,  $146.95  and  $159.87.  The  fund  for 
disabled  clergy  and  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  clergy,  received  $289.54, 
against  $228.64  and  $162.59  for  the  two  preceding  years.  The  total  amoant 
given  for  Diocesan  purposes  was  $9,669.28,  17  places  not  contributing  at  all ; 
against  $9,285.71  last  year  and  $8,404.27  and  $8,809.28  for  the  two  preceding 
years. 

Parochial  Objects.—  The  Diocese  gave  for  the  support  of  its  deigy  this 
year,  including  the  Bishops,  $84,620.81,  which  is  practically  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  cost  of  maintaining  worship  in  the  items  classed  as  current  ex- 
penses, was  $12,187.19  with  27  places  not  reporting.  These  omissions  to  re- 
port are  inexplicable,  for  even  the  smallest  Mission  must  find  it  necessary  to 
pay  some  money  for  light,  heat,  attendance,  music,  etc.  Repairs  and  im- 
provements called  for  $8,254.58  of  which  Greensboro  expended  $2,971.87,  the 
largest  single  amount,  and  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  $1,648.11,  the  next  largest; 
last  year  the  latter  parish  led  with  over  $8,500,  and  the  year  before  with  oyer 
$6,400.  There  was  expended  for  the  poor  $2,685.56.  The  Communion  Alms 
this  year  amounted  to  $2,507.69,  and  this  is  the  first  year  since  at  least  1888 
that  as  much  has  been  given  to  the  poor  as  was  received  for  them.  Last  year 
the  discrepancy  was  over  $1,200.  An  analysis  of  the  figures  show  that  some- 
thing is  still  wrong.  Twenty-seven  parishes  and  missions  seem  to  have  had 
no  dealings  with  the  poor,  receiving  no  Communion  Alms,  and  giving  nothing. 
Twenty  other  parishes  received  Alms  to  the  amount  of  $682.46,  but  gave 
nothing  to  the  poor.  We  may  presume  that  the  Rector  read  the  Prayer  Book 
sentences  during  the  Offertory,  and  it  is  a  little  singular  that  not  one  dollar  of 
that  amount  found  its  way  to  the  path  indicated  by  those  sentences.  The  as- 
sertion that  such  and  such  a  parish  has  no  poor,  is  indicative  only  of  a  lack  of 
interest :  the  poor  are  always  to  be  found  by  those  who  look  for  them.  Five 
other  parishes  received  Communion  Alms  to  the  amount  of  $954.80,  and  gave 
$452.85  to  the  poor  ;  thus  keeping  back  $501.45.  These  two  classes,  those 
who  gave  nothing  and  those  who  gave  part,  profited  to  the  extent  of  $1,183.91 
from  the  "  devotions  of  the  people.  "  A  certain  amount  of  the  Communion 
Alms  may  be  legitimately  used  for  other  objects  than  the  care  of  the  poor, 
such  as  the  purchase  of  bread  and  wine ;  but  not  so  large  a  proportion  as  one- 
half,  as  by  the  5  parishes,  and  certainly  not  the  whole.  A  part  of  these  cases 
were  probably  caused  by  the  payment  of  a  Missionary,  wholly  or  in  part,  oot 
of  the  Communion  Alms.  Would  it  not  in  such  instances  be  better  to  support 
the  Missionary  by  subscription,  and  let  the  Alms  of  the  people  go  to  tbeir 
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legitimate  object?  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  places  who  give  nothing  to  the 
poor  also  give  nothing  for  Missionary  purposes  or  to  any  of  the  great  charities 
of  the  Church.  The  balance  for  the  Diocese  at  large  between  the  Communion 
Alms  and  the  giving  to  the  poor  is  brought  up  by  8  places,  which  received 
$540.77  and  gave  $1,855.01,  an  excess  of  $1,814.24,  and  one-half  of  this 
amount  is  given  by  one  parish.  Our  Lord  said  *'  Give  and  it  shall  be  given 
unto  you. "  For  Sunday  Schools  $1,804.61  was  expended,  while  the  offerings 
fh>m  Sunday  Schools  was  $3,808.68,  or  very  nearly  $2,000  profit  to  the  par- 
ishes that  have  them.  This  should  be  an  indication  to  be  heeded  by  those 
Missions  which  have  not  thought  it  worth  while  to  attempt  to  teach  the  chil- 
dren. Parochial  Missions  last  year  called  for  $771.25  and  was  divided  mainly 
between  two  parishes,  Grace  Church,  Anniston,  and  St.  Paul's,  Selma.  The 
latter  parish  appears  to  have  dropped  its  missionary  work  this  year,  while 
Grace  Church  keeps  hers  up  at  an  expense  of  $886.87,  to  which  Carlowville 
adds  $12.00.  In  purchases  of  various  khids  for  Church  or  Rectory,  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Anniston,  this  year  leads  the  list  with  $10,585  ;  Selma  fol* 
lows  with  $5,600,  Tuskaloosa  with  $1,800,  and  Eu&ula  with  $1,074.48.  The 
total  for  the  whole  Diocese  is  $20,785.68,  agahist  only  $2,888,  last  year.  Gifts 
of  various  articles  to  the  value  of  $2,277.86  were  received,  against  $4,928  last 
year.  Funds  held  in  trust  for  parochial  purposes  were  increased  by  $4,879.58, 
against  $25,808  last  year.  The  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmiivgham  spent 
$5,729.69  for  new  buildings  this  year,  to  which  Decatur  added  $68ai0,  and 
8t.  Michael's,  Anniston  $415  ;  hi  all  $6,824.79  against  about  $8,600  last  year. 
The  parishes  enter  a  new  year  with  over  five  thousand  dollars  in  their  Treas^ 
uries.  The  total  parochial  expenditures  this  year  are  $97,362.28,  against 
$102, 574  last  year,  and  $76,857  the  year  before. 

Abbba&aobs.—  Debts  to  the  amount  of  $4,017.65  were  paid  this  year,  of 
wMch  $80  was  interest,  $2,054  principal,  $895  due  Rectors,  and  $321  due  the 
Diocese.    Last  year  these  payments  amounted  to  over  $12,000. 

Balancb.—  The  totals  given  by  the  Diocese  were—  for  General  purposes 
$887.76,  for  Diocesan  purposes  $9,669.28,  for  Parochial  purposes  $97,862.28, 
and  for  debts  $4,017.65  ;  making  a  total  of  expenditure  for  all  purposes  of 
$110,265.80.  Last  year  this  amount  was  $125,057.20.  Our  grand  totals  of 
expense  and  income  do  not  balance  this  year  by  $814.42  ;  last  year  we  came 
within  $21.66  of  a  balance.  This  discrepancy  was  caused  this  year  by  the  ex- 
haustion of  the  committee  before  the  reports  were  finished. 

Present  Condition.—  Last  year  there  was  but  one  mortgage  debt  in  the 
Diocese,  this  ypar  another  one  is  added ;  the  two  together  amoupt  to  $2,180. 
The  floating  debt  is  small,  $2,655,  and  one  parish  owes  almost  the  whole  of 
that.  Unpaid  salaries  and  assessments  are  but  $556.  The  various  Guilds  and 
Societies  start  f^  new  year  with  $4,232  cash  in  hand.  Special  fhnds  held  in 
trust  amount  to  $31,059.20,  of  which  Grace  Church,  Anniston  holds  $20,500 
towards  her  endowment.  Assets  due  and  not  collected  amount  to  $4,045,  of 
which  one  parish  holds  $2,500,  and  another  $969.  Could  these  be  collected 
one  parish  would  pay  its  debt  and  have  over  $500  over,  and  two  others  would 
n^arl^  pay  out.    This  $4,045  is  almost  certainly  an  understatement,  as  was 
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the  $4,868  of  last  year.  It  may  be  that  parish  treasurers  are  very  prompt 
in  charging  up  to  profit  and  loss  their  delinquent  and  tardy  subscriptions  and 
pew  rents,  but  hardly  so  prompt  as  this  amount  would  indicate.  So  small  a 
delinquent  list  as  this  in  an  income  of  over  a  hundred  and  eleven  thousand  dol- 
lars, is  abnormal.  If  we  take  out  the  one  large  amount  we  have  only  $1,500 
loss  by  62  parishes  in  an  income  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  one  and 
one-half  per  cent.  No  business  in  the  world  has  so  small  a  loss  as  this,  unless, 
perhaps,  it  be  a  bank.  It  cannot  be  that  parish  treasurers  are  the  closest 
collectors  in  the  world.  It  is  more  likely  that  the  parish  accounts  are  loosely 
kept,  and  still  more  likely  that  the  reports  are  inacciurate  in  this  particular. 

Insurance.—  On  $672,670  worth  of  property,  of  which  $606,318  is  of  a  per- 
ishable nature,  we  have  insurance  to  the  amount  of  128,725  ;  about  one-fifth. 
This  seems  too  small  a  proportion.  We  note,  however,  that  only  19  parishes 
report  on  this  item,  leaving  44  places  which  give  no  answer  to  the  question. 

Valuation  of  Property. —  Thirty-nine  places  report  church  buildings  to 
the  value  of  $879,025.    Last  year  45  places  reported  churches  to  the  value  of 
$869,200;  six  reports  less  this  year  but  $10,000  more.    The  committee,  when 
they  reached  this  point,  were  too  tired  to  hunt  up  errors.    After  tabulating  the 
reports  of  this  year  it  seemed  the  last  straw  to  take  the  Journal  of  last  year  and 
fill  in  omissions.    The  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  however,  a  month  later, 
delayed  the  printing  of  the  Journal  one  day  in  order  to  overrun  this  column 
in  connection  with  last  year's  reports,  and  in  so  doing  discovered  the  follow- 
ing facts.    Nine  parishes  increase  their  valuation  of  last  year  by  $18,075,  of 
which  $7,500  is  by  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham,  which  spent  that 
amount  on  its  new  church,  now  building,  during  the  year ;  Avondale,  also, 
grew  from  $600  to  $2,100,  an  increase  of  $1,500.    On  the  other  hand,  St. 
Mary's,  Birmingham  was  burned,   inyolving  a  reduction  of  $12,000  on  last 
year's  valuation  ;  and  8  other  parishes  reported  a  reduced  valuation  of  $6,850. 
The  largest  of  these  is  Tuskaloosa  which  last  year  valued  its  church  at  $15,000, 
and  this  year  at  $12,000  ;  Marion,  also,  drops  from  $3,000  to  $2,000.    Eight 
parishes  reported  last  that  omitted  to  report  this  year,  involving  a  valuation 
of  $28,800 ;  these  were  Columbia,  Demopolis,  Faunsdale,  Greensboro,  Jack- 
sonville, Martin's  Station,  Montevallo  and  Union  Springs.     And  two  parishes 
reported  which  never  did  so  before,  adding  $42,500;  there  were  the  two  in 
Montgomery.     In  order  to  have  as  much  information  in  the  tabular  state- 
ment as  possible  the  omissions  have  been  inserted,  and  the  footings  which 
were  reported  to  the  Council  have  been  changed  for  the  Journal.    With  re- 
gard to  Rectories  4  omissions  were  supplied  involving  an  increase  of  $12,800. 
With   regard  to   "Real  Property"   and  "Furniture,  etc.  "  omissions  were 
not  supplied  since  such  property  might  have  been  sold  since  last  year's  reports. 
Selma  last  year  reported  $6,000  of  real  property,  which  was  not  reported 
this  year ;  on  the  other  hand  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Birmingham  reported 
last  year  a  valuation  of  $30,400  real  property,   and  this  year  $40,000,  an  in- 
crease of  $9,600.     Several  reductions  of  valuation  are  noted.     Marion's  Rec- 
tory lust  year  was  reported  worth  $3,000,  this  year  as  only  worth  $700.    With 
regard  to   "  Furniture,  etc.  ",  this  year's  reports  omit  $6,650,  which  were

given  laRt  year;  and  St.  Michaers,  Anniston  adds  a  large  amount  never  before 
given.  The  changes  from  last  year's  valuations  are  $5,715  increase  and 
$4,125  decrease,  aside  from  omissions  and  new  reports.  Two  items  among 
these  reductions  of  valuation  of  Church  furniture  are  quite  remarkable ; 
Greenville  drops  from  $800  last  year  to  $125  this  year,  and  Marion  from 
$8,000  to  $400.  Altogether  the  changes  in  valuations,  aside  from  omissions 
and  new  reports,  in  churches,  rectories,  real  property  and  furniture,  taken 
together  amount  to  $29,155  increase,  and  $31,175  decrease.  These  figures 
indicate  the  need  for  more  careful  estimates  of  values.  It  is  not  out  of  place 
to  ask  the  clergy  to  appoint  vestry  committees,  or  in  some  way  obtain  fairly 
accurate  valuations,  and  then  adhere  to  those  figures  until  changes  are  prop- 
erly made. 

The  footings  as  corrected  show  47  church  buildings,  2  more  than  last  year, 
to  the  value  of  $407,825,  with  16  places  not  reporting.  There  are  4  Chapels, 
valued  at  $29,000.  There  are  18  Rectories,  2  more  than  last  year,  valued  at 
$78,550.  There  are  5  Chapter  or  School  Houses  or  other  parish  buildings, 
valued  at  $50,850.  Heal  Property  owned  by  parishes  is  valued  at  $66,355, 
with  omissions  known  to  the  committee  but  not  inserted,  to  the  value  of 
about  $15,000  more.  The  moveable  furniture,  such  as  organs,  libraries,  fur- 
naces, chimes,  stalls,  lecterns,  valuable  pulpits,  Altars,  Altar  Crosses,  etc. , 
are  reported  at  $45,590,  with  33  places  not  reporting.  This  item  should  be 
nearly  double.  The  total  valuation  of  capital  invested  is  $672,670,  with  15 
places  failing  to  report.  The  valuation  given  last  year  was  $671,422  with  18 
places  failing  to  report. 

TrrhiA  to  Pbopbbty  :  Obganization  :  Incorporation. —  The  questions 
concerning  thes  topics  are  answered  by  only  24  out  of  63  reports.  The  nine 
oldest  parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  organized  in  1825  ; 
Christ  Church,  Tuskaloosa,  in  1820 ;  St.  Johi^'s  Church,  Montgomery,  ip  1835; 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Selma,*in  1838;  St.  Paul's,  Carlowville.  in  1839 ;  St.  Paul's, 
Greensboro,  in  1^40 ;  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Huntsville,  in  1842  ;  St.  John's, 
Mobile,  and  Qrace  Church,  Tilden,  in  1853 ;  and  these  are  all  which  appear, 
5y  the  reports,  to  have  been  in  existence  before  1868,  when  St.  Paul's,  Decatur, 
was  organized.    We  hope  to  correct  these  dates  next  year. 

In  closing,  your  committee  respectfully  ask  those  Rectors  who  are  interest- 
ed in  reading  this  report,  to  please  bring  forward  correct  figures  from  last 
year's  reports  under  the  heads  '*  Number  reported  last  year,  "  for  families, 
parishioners  and  communicants,  and  to  account  for  changes  between  last  year 
mid  this  year  in  their  proper  places  of  loss  and  gain.  We  ask  them  also, 
when  preparing  their  reports  for  another  year,  to  please  re-read  this  report ; 
and,  if  it  be  not  too  much  trouble,  to  read  the  closing  remarks  in  this  com- 
mittee's report  for  1889.

might  be  postponed  until  further  notice. 

Testimonials  testifying  to  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Phillips  Brooks,  D.  D., 
Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boston,  as  Bishop  of  Massachusetts,  were  received, 
and  consideration  postponed.

A  memorial  from  the  Birmingham  Convocation  in  regard  to 
certain  changes  in  the  Canon  on  Convocations  was  presented 
and  read,  and  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

A  Resolution  in  regard  to  a  change  in  the  Canon  on  Vestries 
was  presented,  and  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons. 

Certain  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  adopted  by  the  last 
Council,  were  on  motion,  re-afSrmed  by  this  Council,  and  are 
now  binding.     (Appendix.) 

Tbo  order  of  the  day  was  on  motion  postponed,  and  the  fol- 
lowing was  presented  and  read.

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This  Petition  is  presented  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  Church  now 
in  the  course  of  const ructioD,  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  such  liability 
as  may  be  due  for  work  already  done.

front  on  Sixth  Avenue  and  extending  back  perpendicular  to  said  Avenue  one 
hundred  and  ninety  feet  to  an  alley  together  with  such  buildings  and  im- 
provements now  on  said  property  or  that  may  be  licreafter  placed  thereon,  in  the 
City  of  Birmingham,  Jefferson  County,  Alabama. 

2nd.  That  the  said  Board  of  Vestry  of  said  Church  are  hereby  fully  em^ 
powered  and  authorized  to  do  any  and  perfDrm  all  acts  either  by  themselves^ 
their  authorized  agents,  or  Building  Committee  as  the  said  Board  may  ap- 
point to  carry  out  fully  the  powers  herein  granted. 

8rd.  That  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  requested  upon  proper  application  from  said  Board  of 
Vestry  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  such,  or  whatever  paper  writings  as  may 
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be  necessary  to  carry  out  fully  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  foregoing  res- 
olutions. 

And  this  Council  hereby  consent  to  the  execution  of  said  loan  and  mort- 
gage.

A  majority  of  the  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 
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The  following  was  presented  aud  read,  and  on  motion,  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  alteration 
of  Canon  XII,  Section  1,  by  the  addition  of  the  words  **  by  the  Vestry  "  so  as 
to  read.  **  Two  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Vestry  to  servo  as 
Wardens,  &c.,  &c.,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  act  of  incorporation,"  recom- 
mend its  adoption.

The  following  was  presented  and  read,  and  on  motion,  was 
received. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMHITTEB  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

In  view  of  the  Annual  addresses  of  the  Bishops  and  the  Annual  exhaustive 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports,  there  is  little  a  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  can  do,  unless  to  enforce  some  condusiona  to  be  de- 
duced firom  reported  facts,  and  help  to  garner  for  futore  use  some  fruit  from 
the  experience  of  the  past. 

The  Committee  considers  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  as  decidedly  encour- 
aging, and  this,  notwithstanding  some  marked*  appearances  to  the  contrary. 
The  comparison  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Diocese  with  that  of  80  years 
ago,  instituted  by  Bishop  Wilmer,  is  a  case  in  point.  He  showed  that  in  1862 
there  were  Church  Buildings,  88  ;  in  1892,  66  ;  besides  4  Churches  destroyed 
by  the  elements  and  rebuilt,  which  is  not  a  bad  showing  when  we  consider 
what  a  series  of  trials,  civil  and  financial,  the  Diocese  has  been  through  since 
the  former  date,  and  this  last  consideration  should  enter  as  an  element  into 
any  comparison  instituted. 

In  1862,  it  is  true,  there  were  81  Clergymen,  and  now  only  85,  but  the  81 
Clergymen  then  ministered  to  only  1,708  Conununicants  and  the  85  now  to 
more  than  6,000. 

During  this  period  again  there  have  been  188  Clergy  connected  with  the 
Diocese,  of  whom  85  have  been  transferred  or  otherwise  removed,  and  been 
lost  to  the  Diocese  which  is  surely  not  as  it  should  be. 

It  indicates  a  perambulatory  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  a  te> 
rious  defect  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Diocese,  or  an  erroneous  view  of  the 
ofiSce  of  the  Ministry  on  the  part  of  the  Laity  ;  probably  all  three.  There  is 
not  the  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Missions  and  weak  Par- 
ishes that  there  should  be,  and  the  remedy  it  would  seem  must  be  found,  (a). 
In  the  increase  of  the  Missionary  Fund,  as  the  final  formation  of  a  Common 
fund  ample  for  the  support  of  the  Bishops  and  Clergy,  (b).  In  the  endow- 
ment by  bequest  or  otherwise,  of  the  Diocese  and  of  Parishes,  (c).  In  a  gen- 
erous provision  for  Disabled  Clergymen  ;  and  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergymen,  (d).  In  the  realization  that  a  Priest  is  a  steward  of 
Qod's  Mysteries,  and  a  teacher  and  a  guide  of  souls,  and  an  example  to  the 
flock,  and  not  to  be  esteemed  merely  a  Preacher  and  an  acceptable  social  el- 
ement in  a  community.  One  should  as  soon  wish  to  change  his  Father,  or 
the  old  family  Physician  who  understands  the  temperament  and  physical  de- 
mands of  his  patients  as  a  Parish  should  wish  to  exchange  its  capable  and 
faithful  Priest  for  a  new  comer  and  a  stranger.  And  the  Priest  should,  like  a 
faithful  officer  "  stand  to  his  guns  "  and  be  enabled  to  do  so,  until  ordered  by 
superior  authority  to  a  different  field.  The  constant  change  means  constant 
loi8  not  only  financially,  but  in  individual  souls  and  in  the  9piritual  condition 
of  individual  souls.  And  yet,  the  apparent  loss  is  not  entire  and  absolute  loss 
for  the  men  are  still  at  work  somewhere,  and  if  faithful  and  energetic  will 
bring  forth  fruit  for  Christ  and  the  Church.  The  Committee  feels  that  the 
piocese  is  greatly  to  be  congratulated  on  the  efficient  efforts  of  the-  devotedl 
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and  self-sacrificing  Layman  who  has  labored  to  secure  the  services  of  an  Evan- 
gelist for  the  Diocese.  Such  a  man  is  much  needed  and  will  save  many  a 
child  and  family  to  the  Church,  and  secure  the  Church  an  early  hearing  in 
many  new  and  growing  places.  The  money  for  his  support  can  be  raised  and 
ought  to  be  raised  speedily  and  the  Resolution  of  the  Council  to  that  effect  ex- 
presses ita  thorough  realization  of  the  need.  The  Committee  would  notice 
particularly  the  accurate  and  business  like  way  in  which  the  Report  is  pre- 
sented. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  following  Besolation  for 
adoption. 

Buolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  in  Council  assembled,  desires  to  put 
on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood,  and  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Rev.  Clergy,  and  especially  to  the  Laymen  of  the  respective  Par- 
ishes, investigation  of  its  methods  and  co-operation  in  its  work. 

The  Committee  wonid  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing Preamble  and  Resolutions. 

WTierecu,  there  has  been  erected  in  the  city  of  Anniston,  with  funds  trans- 
ferred to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Richard  H.  Wihner,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Alabama  and  his  successors  in  office,  as  to  others  as  Trustees,  by  8uBiiel 
Noble,  lately  deceased,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  dated  the  35th  of  June, 
1884,  and  on  land  heretofore  conveyed  to  this  Church  and  by  the  Chorch  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Trustees  for  that  purpose,  a  School  for  Girls,  designated  in 
said  instrument  of  writing  as  a  Church  School  for  Girls,  which  by  said  instru- 
ment of  Trust  is  to  remain  a  Church  School,  that  is  to  say,  a  Church  School 
conducted  under  the  auspices  and  influences  of  the  Church,  and  to  be  in  all 
matters  and  particulars  under  the  control,  management  and  direction  of  the 
said  Trustees  named  therein,  and  WhereoB  the  said  School  is  and  has  been  in 
operation,  under  the  provisions  of  said  deed  and  under  the  name  of  *'  The 
Koble  Institute  "  and  it  is  desiretlthat  the  same  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Church  of  Alabama  as  a  Church  School  for  Girls.  Now, 
therefore,  Be  it  Eesohed,  by  the  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  Alabama,  tliat  the  said  School,  hereinabove  referred  to  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  adopted  as  a  "  Church  School  for  Girls,  "  and  the  same  be  and  is  here- 
by authorized  to  style  itself  as  The  Alabama  Diocesan  School  for  Girls. 

Ruolved,  That  a  Board  of  Visitors  for  said  School  consisting  of  three  Cler- 
gymen and  four  Laymen  be  elected  annually  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Conmiittee  would  also  mention  as  one  of  the  most  significant  evidencet 
of  healthy  and  practical  piety,  in  the  Diocese,  gifts  like  the  one  first  referred 
to,  and  the  munificent  gift  of  **  The  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angela. " 
Sermons  in  stone  and  brick  are  very  effective  sermons  and  very  lasting  ser 
mons.  They  appeal  to  the  eye  at  a  time  when  most  sermons  are  addressed  to 
the  ear.  The  building  and  adorning  of  Churches  and  the  building  and  equip- 
ping of  Schools  and  Parish  Houses  help  to  realize  what  wa^  intended  to  be  a 
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perpetual  feature  of  the  Church  of  God.  ''Like  as  we  bare  heard,  so  have 
we  seen  in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  in  the  city  of  oar  God,  God  uphold- 
eth  the  same  forever.  "

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Dearly  Beloved  Bbethben  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity 

OF  THE  Diocese  of  Alabama  :

I  greet  yea  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  proceed  to  give  you 
an  accoont  of  my  labors  daring  the  conciliar  year  just  closed. 

1891 — May  19th.  I  met  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  at  the 
Church  of  <<St.  Michael  and  All  Angels/  Auuiston.  After  Di- 
vine Service,  and  a  sermon  by  the  Bev.  Gardiner  C.  Tucker,  I 
celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

I  presided  at  the  Council  until  after  its  organization,  and  then 
assigned  my  Coadjutor  to  its  Presidency.  As  health  permitted, 
I  attended  upon  its  sessions  to  its  close. 

May  24th.  (Trinity  Sunday).  Held  an  Ordination  at  St. 
Michael  and  All  Angels,  and  ordained  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Priesthood  Bev.  Joseph  Francis  John,  Deacon ;  celebrating  Holy 
Communion,  sermon  by  Bishop  Jackson.  At  evening  service 
on  same  day,  I  confirmed  2  persons  at  Grace  Church,  Anniston, 
after  a  sermon  by  Bishop  Jackson. 

After  the  adjournment  of  the  Council,  I  spent  several  months 
in  the  mountains  of  Virginia  in  pursuit  of  health.  I  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  give  a  detailed  account  of  Ministerial  Ser- 
vices rendered  during  my  absence  from  the  Diocese.  Suffice  it 
to  say  that  I  preached  as  opportunity  offered  and  health  per- 
mitted. 

I  will  however  allude  to  a  series  of  services  which  I  was  priv- 
ileged to  hold,  whilst  spending  a  month  at  Capon  Springs,  West 
Virginia.  In  a  small  Chapel  built  upon  the  grounds  I  held  Di- 
vine Service  every  day.  The  service  consisted  of  prayer,  singing, 
reading  a  portion  of  scripture,  followed  by  a  brief  familiar  ad- 
dress.   It  was  most  interesting  and  refreshing  to  see  how  the 
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religions  hearts  of  the  coininunity  wjis  broufjht  oat,  how  chris- 
tians were  drawn  together,  and  above  all  how  the  standard  of 
the  cross  was  recognized  and  received  dne  bondage. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  at  most  of  our  watering  places,  and 
their  name  is  Legion,  there  is  a  siid  lowering  of  religious  tone 
and  conduct.  I  am  persaaded  that  this  is  due  in  large  part  to 
the  absence  as  a  general  rn^e,  of  all  Divine  Service  daring  the 
week.  My  habit  has  been  for  many  years  to  have  Morning 
Prayers  every  day,  and,  if  there  be  no  Church  near  by,  to  hold 
services  in  the  parlor,  of  course  with  the  approbation  of  the  pro- 
prietor. 

I  refer  to  this  matter  beci^use  I  wish  to  impress  npon  our 
Clergy  the  importance  of  availing  themselves  of  every  oppor- 
tunity to  raise  the  standard  of  the  cross,  and  to  rally  around  it 
the  faithful.  His  health  must  be  very  far  gone,  who  cannot 
read  a  few  verses,  give  out  a  hymn,  and  say  a  few  words  of  ad- 
monition and  good  cheer.  To  myself  these  services  were  very 
refreshing,  and  many  who  were  present  have  since  told  me  that 
^Hhese  daily  gatherings  for  worship"  enhanced  all  their  other 
pleasures.  Why  should  it  not  be  so  if  ^Hhe  joy  of  the  Lord  is 
the  strength  of  our  life"! 

I  submit  here  an  account  of  all  official  acts  done  during  my 
absence  from  the  Diocese.

November  1st.  (All  Saints  Day.)  Pre^hed  at  St.  John^s 
Church,  Mobile. 

November  8th.  (24th  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached  and 
celebrated  Holy  Communion  at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile. 

November  15th.  (25th  Sunday  after  Trinity.)  Preached  at 
Christ  Church,  Mobile.  In  the  afternoon,  participated  in  the 
funeral  service  of  a  member  of  same  Church. 

November  25th.  Participated  in  a  marriage  service  at  Christ 
Church,  Mobile. 

November  29th.  (Advent  Sunday.)  Preached  and  celebra- 
ted Holy  Commuqion  at  St.  John'3,  Montgomery. 
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.  December  3d.  At  Trinity  Church,  Mobile,  I  joined  together 
a  couple  in  Holy  Matrimony. 

December  10th.  At  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  New  Orleatis, 
I  participated  in  the  funeral  services  of  the  late  Bishop  Galle- 
hetf  of  Louisiana,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

December  25th.  (The  Nativity.)  Preached  and  celebrated 
Holy  Communion  at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile. 

December  27th.  (Sunday  after  Christmas.)  .1  baptized  an^ 
infant  at  St.  John's  Church,  Mobile. 

December  29th.  I  joined  together  in  Holy  Matrimony  a 
couple  in  Mobile. 

1,892— January  3d«  (2d  Sunday  after  Christmas.)  Preached 
at  St.  John's,  Mobile,  and  confirmed  5  persons. 

February  18th.  Eeceived  from  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
Church,  Letters  of  Authorization  to  consecrate  and  ordain  Bev. 
Cleland  E.  Nelson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Georgia,  but,  being  unable 
to  leave  home  on  account  of  sickness,  I  delegated,  as  authorized 
by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  duty  to  the  Bishop  present,  next 
in  seniority  of  office. 

My  failure  to  meet  this  appointment  was  a  source  of  deep  re- 
greti  The  Bishop  Elect  was  a  near  relative,  and  bore  the  name 
of  one,  who  was  very  dear  unto  me.  We  entered  the  Theologi-' 
cal  Seminary  of  Virginia  some  56  years  ago,  and  were  intimate- 
ly associated  thereafter  until  his  death  in  1891. 

March  .20th.  (3d  Sunday  in  Lent.)  Preached  at  Trinity 
Church,  Mobile,  confirmed  33  persons,  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion. 

The  Bev.  M.  Cabell  Martin,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  pre- 
sented the  Candidates  for  Confirmation.  Mr.  Martin  had  si)ent 
three  months  in  temporary  charge  of  Trinity  Parish,  having 
been  compelled  to  seek  a  warmer  climate  because  of  his  health. 
He  labored  most  assiduously  and  effectively  whilst  he  was  with 
us,  and  his  labors  were  richly  blessed.  He  left  for  his  Church 
in  Nashville  to  the  deep  regret  of  his  many  friends  in  Mobile. 

March  27th.  (4th  Sunday  in  Lent.)  Assisted  in  Divine  Ser- 
vice at  Trinity,  Mobile. 

April  3d.  (5th  Sunday  in  Lent.)  Preached  at  St.  Paul's, 
Whistler,  confirmed  5  persons  and  celebrated  ^oly  Communion, 
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April  10th.  (SuDday  before  Easter.)  Preached  at  St.  PaaPs, 
Spring  Hill,  and  celebrated  Holy  Communion. 

April  17th.  (Easter  Sunday.)  Preached  and  celebrated  Holy 
Communion  at  Trinity  Church,  Mobile. 

April  20th.  Solemnized  the  Eite  of  Matrimony  at  Trinity 
Church,  Mobile. 

April  24th.  (1st  Sunday  after  Easter.)  Preached  at  Christ 
Church,  Mobile,  and  confirmed  24  persons. 

May  Ist.  (St.  Philip's  and  St.  James'  Day.)  Preached  at  St 
John's,  Mobile,  and  confirmed  35  persons.  Number  confirmed 
in  this  Parish  during  last  Conciliar  Tear,  40.

A  BBIEF  BETBOSPECT. 

It  is  well  at  times  to  look  back  and  gather  from  the  past  com^ 
fort  for  the  present,  and  hope  for  the  future.  It  is  for  this  rea- 
son, among  many  others,  that  the  knowledge  of  History  is  of 
such  vast  importance.  Notwithstanding  the  glaring  evils  in  the 
State,  the  Church  and  society  at  large,  there  is  no  period  in  his* 
tory  upon  which  the  diligent  student  can  place  his  finger,  and 
truthfully  say,  *^  this  or  that  age  was  better  on  the  whole  than 
the  present.'^  I  would  fain  enlarge  upon  this  point,  but  my 
present  purpose  limits  me  to  the  consideration  of  our  own  Dio- 
cesan affairs,  a  matter  of  little  general  concern,  but  one  of  pe- 
culiar interest  to  ourselves. 

I  would  fain  begin  this  retrospect  of  the  Diocese  with  the  ac- 
cession to  the  Episcopate  of  its  first  Diocesan  Bishop  Oobbs. 
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I  would  love  to  picture  before  your  mind  the  Bishop  aod  hia 
scattered  little  flock.  To  those  of  you  who  knew  that  humble, 
sap^acioas  and  Godly  man,  all  that  I  could  say  would  be  80|>er- 
flaous.  There  are  thousands  in  Alabama  and  his  native  State, 
whose  hearts  still  throb  more  quickly,  and  whose  eyes  grow 
brighter  at  the  mention  of  his  name.  To  those  who  knew  him 
not,  a  clear  and  fall  likeness  of  the  man  would  seem  anideality. 
I  have,  in  my  ^' Eeminescences,  ^  drawn  his  likeness  in  outline, 
but  a  full  speaking  portrait  has  not  yet  been  given. 

I  have  heard  that  it  is  the  design  of  one  of  pur  Clergy  to  write 
a  history  of  the  Church  in  Alabama,  and  I  am,  therefore,  oon- 
tent  to  pass  by  its  earlier  days,  and  confine  myself  to  the  period 
during  which  I  have  been  connected  with  the  Diocese. 

For  the  present  let  the  following  statement  suffice.  The  first 
gathering  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  in  the  Diocese,  of  which  there 
is  any  record,  took  place  in  Mobile,  January  25tb,  18M.  It 
seems  that  Bishop  Brownell  of  Connecticut,  was  in  the  city  at 
the  time,  and  by  request  presided  over  the  meeting.  In  all 
likelihood,  the  Bishop,  who  had  always  manifested  a  lively  in- 
terest in  the  Diocese,  had  originated  the  meeting.  Bishop 
Brownell  visited  the  Diocese  several  times,  and  was  succeeded 
in  its  provisional  charge  by  Bishops  Otey  and  Polk. 

Bishop  Cobbs  was  consecrated  at  Philadelphia  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Convention,  in  October,  1844.  He  met  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  for  the  first  time  at  St. 
John's,  ]\Iontgomery,  May  1st,  1S45.  I  find,  in  the  Journal  of 
that  year^  that  there  were  at  that  time  22  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese, and  IS  Clergymen.  The  number  of  Communicants  repor- 
ted in  the  abstract  of  Parochial  Eeports  is  given  as  552.  With 
this  little  flock,  less  in  number  than  that  in  several  of  our  Par- 
ishes, this  faithful  shepherd  began  his  pastoral  care. 

We  come  now  to  the  time  of  my  own  accession  to  the  Episco- 
pate, March  6th,  1862.  I  met  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  for 
the  first  time  in  Christ  Church,  IMobile,  May  1st,  1862.  I  me(!t 
you  again  in  tho  same  place  after  an  interval  of  30  years. 
There  seems  to  bo  an  eminent  propriety,  in  our  taking  at  this 
time  an  "observation,''  as  seamen  are  wont  to  do  at  stated 
periods  in  Hieir  voyage. 
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I  have  been  at  Home  pains  to  gather  the  statistics,  which  I 
herewith  present,  in  order  that  we  may  know  oar  present  stat- 
us, and  gather  what  encoaragement  we  may  for  the  future.

Subtracting  104  from  139,  we  now  have  (our  present  num- 
ber,) 35. 

Thus  it  appears  that  the  number  of  Clergy  has  only  been  in- 
creased by  four.  Looking  at  these  figures  only,  and  a  partial 
view  of  statistics  greatly  misleads,  we  might  naturally  infer 
that  no  substantial  advance  had  been  made.  But,  when  we  sum 
up  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  we  shall  reach  a  different  conclusion. 

For  example—  in  1862  there  were  33  Church  buildings.  There 
have  been  since  built  33^  to  say  nothing  of  the  number  of 
Churches  destroyed  by  fire,  or  taken  down,  rebuilded  and  en- 
larged. 
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The  simple  fact  is,  that,  iDStead  of  miuisteriug  to  handfalls, 
our  Clergy  now  preach  to  large  Congregations,  instead  of  caring 
for  a  few  Coinmnnicants,  they  now  care  for  hnndreds,  instead 
of  confining  their  labors  to  one  locality, 'they  have  spread  them- 
selves over  wide  fields —  This  will  appear  from  the  following 
figures.

New  comers  into  a  field  of  labor  very  naturally  have  their  at- 
tention  directed  to  what  remains  to  be  completed;  they  can 
form  no  adequate  idea  of  what  was  accomplished  before  they 
came. 

We  have  at  this  time  many  vacant  places.  Our  new  and 
large  cities  drain  the  villages  of  much  of  their  population,  cre- 
ating a  necessity  for  an  increased  distribution  of  labor  on  the 
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part  of  the  Clergy,  and  calliug  for  renewed  diligeQce  in  the 
cause  of  Missions.  For  thirty  years  have  I  pressed  this  matter, 
hitherto  with  inadequate  effect.  This  matter  can  only  be 
reached  by  the  efforts  of  the  Parochial  Clergy;  especially 
through  more  thorough  instruction  in  the  preparation  of  their 
classes  for  Confirmation.  There  is  the  starting  point.  That 
Candidate  is  but  partially  prepared  tatake  upon  him  the  Holy 
vow  of  Confirmation,  who  is  not  tanght  to  know,  and  recognise 
as  a  part  of  his  vow,  the  duty  of  systematically  giving  *^  as  the 
Jjord  hath  prospered  him. " 

That  our  Heavenly  Father  may  pour  out  upon  you  all  the 
abundance  of  His  Grace,  working  in  you  that  which  is  well 
pleasing  in  His  sight,  is  the  constant  prayer  of  yours  faithfully

<' Walk  aboat  Zion,  aud  go  rouDd  about  her:  tell  the  towers 
*' thereof. 

"  Mark  ye  well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her  palaces;  that  ye 
^^may  tell  it  to  the  generation  following. 

''For  this  God  is  our  God  forever  and  ever:  He  will  be  our 
"guide  even  unto  death." 


Let  me  say  at  the  outset,  for  truth  and  candor  require  it  at  my 
hands,  that  I  invite  you  to  take  the  walk  set  before  us  in  the  text 
with  a  devout  and  grateful  recognition  of  all  that  I  recognize  as 
good  and  Divine  outside  of  the  walls  of  this  our  Zion.  I  say 
^^ Divine!^  because  the  fruits  of  Love  and  Joy  and  Peace  and 
Goodness  can  come  from  no  other  source  thnn  the  Divine 
Spirit  dwelling  and  working  in  the  sinful  heart  of  man.  To 
deny  this  is  to  belittle  the  office  and  energy  of  the  Divine  Spirit. 
To  ascribe  the  existence  and  origin  of  the  Fruits  of  Holiness  to 
any  other  than  the  Divine  Power  is  to  bring  ourselves  into  the 
peril  of  '^blaspheming  against  the  Holy  Ghost."  I  use  strong 
language,  for  there  is  great  need  for  an  unmistakeable  declar- 
ation of  a  truth,  which  underlies  all  our  hopes  of  Christian 
Unity,  and  justifies  the  efforts  which  are  now  being  made  to 
bring  about  so  glorious  a  consnmation. 

Nor  am  I  giving  expression  to  my  individual  opinion  only. 
Our  House  of  Bishops  have  sent  forth  a  ^^ DeclaratioUj^^  looking 
to  Christian  Unity,  in  which  they  make,  among  many  others  of 
the  same  tenor,  this  affirmation.-^^^Our  earnest  desire  is  that 
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" tbe  Saviour^s  prayer, —  "that  we  all  may  be  one.^ — "  may,  "in 
"its  deepest  and  truest  sense,  "be  speedily  fulfilled:  that  we  he- 
"lieve  that  all  who.  have  been  duly  baptized  with  water  in  the 
"Name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  are 
"members  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church.'' 

Such  is  the  declaration  in  part  sent  forth  to  Christendom  by 
our  Bishops.  Aud  it  is  in  response  to  a  similar  Declaration 
from  the  An£:lican  Episcopate,  at  the  "Lambeth  Conference'' 
in  1867.    It  is  an  effort  for  the  "Peace  of  Jerusalam." 

lu  the  walk  about  Zion  to  which  I  invite  you,  brethren  be- 
loved, and  following  the  order  observed  in  the  text,  I  would  ask 
you  to  "tell  the  towers  thei*eof,  and  to  ^^mark  well  lier  Bui 
warJcs!^ 

The  first  position  of  strength  to  which  I  invite  your  view  is — 

THB  UNCHANGEABLENESS  OF  THE  FAITH 

Which  she  maintains,  whilst,  at  the  same  time,  affording  all 
needful  scope  to  the  inviduality  of  the  earnest  mind. 

The  strength  of  this  position  can  hardly  be  overestimated. 

We  can  conceive,  and  know,  of  systems,  which  have  no  settled 
and  indisputable  truths,  and  put  no  limit  to  individual  opinion 
and  speculation.  There  is  no  possible  strength  or  permanency 
in  such  systems.  What  is  held  to-day,  to-morrow  may  vanish. 
History  is  full  of  illustrations  and  examples.  More'  changeful 
and  evanescent  than  the  traces  of  the  wave  upon  the  seashore  is 
9peculative  opinion! 

Or,  on  the  other  hand,  we  may,  and  do,  have  in  view,  sys- 
tems, which  so  subject  the  mind  to  unquestioning  submission, 
as  to  divest  faith  of  all  virtue,  and  to  substitute  in  its  place  its 
caricature —  Superstition  ! 

But  a  position,  which  shall  afford  an  nnchanging  foandation 
for  faith,  and  yet  maintain  the  freedom  of  the  mind  and  will,  is 
for  a  system  which  deals  with  living  aud  thinking  aud  growing 
men  an  incalculable  power. 

.NOW  MASK  WELL  THIS  BULWARK! 

You  will  note  that,  when  one  is  baptized  in  this  Church,  a 
Confession  of  faith  is  required  and  made.  What  is  itf  Not  a 
faith  in  our  Articles  of  religion,  nor  in  our  Eitual — nothing  so 
narrow  and  provincial —  but  "Z>o«^  tlwu  believe  all  the  Articles  of 
the  Christiiin  Faithy  as  contained  in  the  Apostle^  Creed  f^    A 
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Creed,  called  ^^The  Apostles,' "  because  it  is  a  sainmaiy  of  those 
primary  and  fundamental  Trutlis,  wbich  the  Apostles  delivered 
from  our  Lord,  and  wbich,  at  an  early  day  were  received  by 
the  Universal  Church  as  the  necessary  faith  of  a  christian  man. 

All  systems  wbich  arc  to  endure  must  have  a  foundation  of 
first  princifiles—  its  axioms  so  to  speak,  not  to  be  disputed,  but 
indisputable. 

What  axioms  are  to  Mathematics,  Geometry,  and  the  like; 
what  settled  principles  are  to  Law,  &c.,  the  Creed  is  to  the 
Christian  Beligion —  Tlje  Declaration  of  the  Faith  of  tbe  Cbris- 
tian  man.  In  a  word,  the  christian  man  must  liave  the  Chria- 
tiariy  the  Universal —  the  Catholic  Faith! 

We  hear,  often,  the  words  "Catholic"  and  "Catholicity,"  and 
great  words  they  are  and  should  be  rightly  understood,  for  we 
profess  our  faith  in  "the  Holy  Catholic  Church." 

And  I  affirm  that  no  branch  of  the  Church  can  properly  and 
rightly  claim  for  itself  full  Catholicity  unless  it  can  show  two 
things —  firsts  that  it  maintains  the  Catholic  Faith,  and,  sefond^ 
that  it  demands  no  more  as  the  necessary  faith  of  a  Christian 
man  in  order  to  his  Baptism  and  Fellowship.  To  leave  out,  or 
to  add  to,  the  Cr^eed  is  alike  a  departure  from  Catholicity,  viz., 
that  which  was  always,  every  where,  and  by  all,  demanded  and 
professed. 

And  just  here  is  what  all  our  people  should  know  and  esti- 
mate at  its  true  value — that  this  Church  can,  in  the  face  of 
Christendom  and  under  the  searching  light  of  History,  most  un- 
deniably affirm  that  she  imposes  nothing  whatsoever  upon  tbe 
conscience  or  faith  of  those  whom  she  incorporates  into  the 
Body  of  Christ,  than  that  wbich  is  of  universal  obligation,  and 
omits  nothing  in  the  way  of  imposed  obligations  that  has  Bot 
been  always  required. 

MABK  WELL  THIS  TOWER  AND  BULWARK  I 

Whilst  The  Faith  is  thus  maintained,  there  is  a  large  toler^ 
atiou  exercised  and  allowed  in  matters  of  opinion  and  specula^ 
tiou  outside  of  the  Creed.  Not  from  a  spirit  of  indifference,  for 
she  has  touched  these  questions  and  declared  herself  in  her  Ar- 
ticles and  through  her  whole  Liturgy,  but  from  a  wise  recogni- 
tion of  the  fact  that  the  best  men  will  differ  when  yon  come  to 
matters  of  opinion  and  interpretation.    It  is  so  in  matters  of 
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Science.  Ko  well  iufornied  man  calls  in  qnestion  the  established 
facts  of  Science,  but  bow  endless  and  variant  are  the  theories 
evolved! 

There  is  thas  a  necessity  for  a  wise  toleration  of  difference  of 
thought —  a  necessity  which  presses  whenever  nieu  ooine  to 
think.  When  men  cease  to  think,  there  can  be  no  virtue  or  in- 
telligence  in  their  faith. 

To  decry  the  exercise  of  reason  in  the  service  we  render  to 
God  cannot  be  acceptable  in  His  sight.  It  con  never  be  tiiat 
the  first  step  to  the  Divine  favor  is  in  the  abnegation  of  the 
highest  atttibnte  which  the  Ci-eator  gave  to  man,-'— hia  intelli- 
gence and  faculty  of  reason,  whereby  he  is  free  to  think,  free  to 
act;  his  high  responsibility  and  privilege  being  that  he  can 
tender  a  service,  which  is  all  the  more  acceptable  becaase  it  is 
"a  reasonable  service.'' 

Therefore  it  is  that  not  from  a  spirit  of  indifferentism  as  to 
what  is  believed,  but  from  a  wise  and  large  comprehensiveness, 
thatiatitude  is  permitted  in  matters  of  speculation.  Not  that 
there  is  any  uncertainty  in  Truth  as  is  commonly  thought,  but 
the  uncertainty  and  the  cause  of  differences  is  in  man,  in  his  men- 
tal sti:ucture  and  capacity,  in  his  early  traditions,  and  above  all 
in  his  ignorance. 

Take  those  questions,  which  have  divided  Christendom. 
Such,  for  example,  as  the  Doctrines  concerning  Election,  Pre- 
dcstiuction,  free  will  and  the  like, —  thank  God  they  are  being 

relegated  to  the  tombs, how  should  we  make  these  theories 

matters  of  faith  to  a  christian  man  f  They  are  not  peculiar  to 
the  Christian  system.  They  have  sprung  up  in  all  ages  and 
uijder  all  systems.  They  are  debated  with  as  much  sabtlety  by 
Brahmins  and  Soofies  in  India  and  Persia  as  by  Polemics  at 
Oxford  and  Cambridge;  showing,  conclusively,  that  they  belong 
to  tlie  domain  of  speculation,  and  are  determined  according  to 
the  logical  structure  of  men's  minds. 

All  such  questions  this  Church  rules  out,  as  not  of  **The  Faith  f 
and,  likewise,  all  political  and  sectional  questions,  which  are  not 
of  Faithj  but  of  the  Earth.  They  have  too  much  of  earthly  al- 
loy to  enter  into  foundations  which  shall  stand  amid  all  the 
mutations  of  time.  Building  her  Faith  alone  on  the  Divine^ 
she  builds  upon  the  Eternal !    Mark  well  this  bulwark. 
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THE  RULE  OP  LIFE. 

As  WO  proceed  ou  our  wjilk,  we  nre  brought  into  view  of  an- 
otlier  position,  which  we  do  wftll  to  maVk  well —  the  attitude 
tirhicli  this  Chnrch  maintains  upon  questions  of  Morals  I 

If  the  Faith  is  summed  op  in  the  Creed,  the  hiw  of  life  is  con« 
tained  in  the  fen  Commandments,  filled  ont  and  illnraina' 
ted  by  the  precepts  of  Christ,  her  Head,  and  declared  by  Him, 
her  Lord  and  Einpf,  to  be  comprised  in  the  ttoo  Oolden  LawSj 
upon  which  ^' hang  all  the  Law  and  the  Prophets!'^ 

In  no  particular  lias  this  Chnrch  been  more  misunderstood 
nnd  misrepresented  than  in  her  position  npou  questions  of 
morals. 

It  is  alleged  that  we  leave  the  individual  christian  too  much 
to  his  discretiou  or  indiscretion ;  that  we  do  not  adequately  reg- 
ulate his  mode  of  lifp-^  especially  in  his  recreations —  iu  a  word, 
that  Godly  Discipline  is  not  exercised. 

If  this  be  our  defect,  it  is  a  very  serious  one,  for  the  end  of  all 
lleligion  is  to  produce  soberness,  righteousness  and  godliness  of 
living. 

But  how  can  this  be  best  accomplished  f  By  force  of  law  f 
by  what  is  called  sumptuary  laws!— by  prescribing  how  our  peo- 
ple shall  amuse  themselves,  dress  themselves,  &c.,  &c.  t 

Not  at  all  in  this  way-*- not  possibly  iu  this  way!  It  has 
been  trie4  in  every  age,  and  with  one  unvarying  result. 

You  may  put  a  momentary  arrest  upon  the  outward  deportment 
of  a  society  or  sect — may  even  prescribe  in  the  matter  of  dress 
and  recreation.    With  what  result f    Always  one  and  the  same! 

They  begin  by  neglecting  the  human  part  of  the  law  ^  if  hard 
pressed  by  the  hand  of  discipline,  they  rebel  against  it  as  no  an- 
tliority>»;  for  the  human  law  does  not,  as  the  Divine,  commend 
itself  to  the  conscience  as  holy,  just  and  good; —  and  they  end 
by  defying  all  restraint —  human  and  Divine. 

8nch  is  the  uniform  result  of  all  sumptuary  legislation  ! 

Besides,  this  effort  to  legislate  meu  into  goodness  does  not 
reach  the  root  of  the  evil.  It  lops  off  some  of  the  branches,  and 
they  put  forth  again,  and,  oftentimes,  more  vigorously  because 
of  tJie  pruning*  All  philosophy  teaches  this,  and  all  history  ex- 
emplifies it.  A  Puritanic  age  is  always  succeeded  by  an  age  of 
licentiousness. 
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You  insvy  (lam  u])  a  stream  in  one  direction,  bat  it  will  Reek 
another  outlet.  If  the  heart  be  worldly,  it  will  seek  some  chan- 
nel; if  not  in  worldly  recreations,  yet  in  covetousness. 

Eepress  by  Puritanic  rule  the  innocent  disportings  of  youth, 
and  the  nature,  not  changed,  will  either  seek  other  channels,  or 
break  the  embiuikroents  and  spread  itself  at  random.  I  have 
never  seen  so  reckless  a  manhood  hs  in  those  cases  where  a 
childhood  had  been  unduly  and  unwisely  repressed. 

The  Holy  Apostle  gives  the  true  solution  of  this  whole  mat- 
ter. He  bids  his  people—  *^Be  not  conformed  to  this  world" — 
flow!  By  laying  down  specific  rules  for  their  mode  of  lifet 
Not  at  all  in  this  way;  not  possibly  in  this  wavy.  No!  he  was  a 
wise  philosopher  as  well  as  a  devout  believer.  He  knew  the 
mind  and  the  heart  of  man.  The  heart  must  love  something, 
and  set  its  affections  on  some  object,  and  he  solves  the  whole 
problem.  He  writes,  ** be  ye  transformed. •  Howf  "By  the 
renetdng  of  your  mind,"  that  ye  may  prove'' — may  learn  by 
trial  and  experience — ^Mvhat  is  that  good,  and  «cceptable  and 
perfect  will  of  God."  In  a  word,  that  they  might  come  under 
the  >^ expulsive  power  of  a  new  affection,"  as  Chalmers  has  hap- 
pily expressed  it. 

Look  now  at  the  example  of  ^*The  Great  Teacher,"  He  deals 
not  so  much  with  Rules^  as  with  Principles^  of  conduct.  With  a 
Divine  wisdom,  and  knowing  what  was  in  man,  he  sought  to 
supplant  all  evil  by  filling  the  soul  with  all  good;  by  making 
the  heart  pure;  by  ^^cleansing  the  inside  of  the  cup  and  platter." 

That  life  of  Christ  is  a  study  worth  our  deepest  attention  and 
imitation.  He  mingled  with  men  in  their  joys  and  their  sor- 
rows. He  was  at  their  feasts  and  their  funerals.  At  the  wedding 
feast,  He  worked  His  first  Miracle,  and  turned  the  water  into 
wine.  Modern  Beformers  would  have  turned  their  wine  to 
water.  It  was  His  prerogative  to  give  the  feast;  it  was  their 
responsibility  not  to  abuse  the  gift.  Here  on  a  small  scale  is 
announced  the  great  truth  that  all  good  things  come  of  God ; 
and,  likewise,  that  other  correlative  truth,  that  whether  we  eat 
or  drink  we  must,  by  temperate  enjoyment  and  due  thankful- 
ness, glorify  the  Creator,  and  promote  our  well  being. 

Because  the  Giver  of  all  Good  creates  and  lavishes  upon  Earth 
all  the  bounties  of  His  Providence,  "Is  He  therefore  responsible 
for  the  gluttony  of  His  creatures!"

He  was  also  in  tUe  house  of  monrniug,  and  mingled  his  tears 
with  those  of  the  sisters  at  the  grave  of  their  brother.  So  much 
for  His  example,  ^ow  note  His  admonitions !  He  warns  us 
equally  agsiinst  *'the  cares"  as  against — "The  pleasures  of  the 
world."  Just  here  Puritanism  ha^  always  failed.  Those  sump- 
tuary laws  which  men  make  in  addition  to  the  Divine  Law  are 
made  for  the  most  part  by  old  men;  old  meu,  often  full  of  cares 
and  anxieties,  who  look  with  frowning  indignation  upon  the 
disportings  of  the  young.  But,  whilst  the  undue  pursuit  of 
pleasure  chokes  the  word,  undue  carefulness  and  anxiety  des- 
troy, as  doth  a  canker,  the  very  gerih  of  faith  and  trust. 

The  Church  follows  the  wholesome  example  of  Our  Lord  and 
His  Apostles.  She  touches,  in  her  teachings  and  Pastorals,  all 
these  matters  by  counsel  and  admonition.  There  are  sins  enough 
without  nmking  new  ones.  Every  new  law  makes  possible  a 
new  sin!    For  sin  is  the  transgression  of  a  Law. 

And  what  snares  to  the  conscience  are  laws  against  things 
not  in  themselves  sinful,  but  sinful  according  to  circumstances. 

Teach  the  young  that  certain  things  are  sinful;  which  in  them- 
selves are  not  so.  Make  them  matters  of  discipline  and  Church 
Communion,  and  what  is  the  inevitable  resultf  They  are  prac- 
tically taught  that  such  prohibitions  have  the  moral  force  of 
the  Divine  Law,  and  yet  they  do  not  so  commend  themselves 
to  their  consciences.  In  time  of  temptation  they  fall  away; 
their  consciences  thereby  are  wounded  and  defiled.  Being 
taught  that  these  things  were  wrong,  they  become  to  them 
wrong.  Thus  are  they  thrown  off  from  the  obedience  of  Christ, 
and  are  made  to  lose  all  their  childlike  trust  and  confidence  in 
God,  their  Father.  Alas!  all  through  our  country  such  cases 
abound — . 

But,  it  will  be  asked,  should  we  not  repress  wrong  living t 
Yes,  verily,  but  by  Divine  Authority!  There  are  fearful  sins: — 
things  'always  wrong,  wrong  in  their  very  nature — such,  e.  q., 
as  Idolatry^  Profanity y  Unchastity^  Irreverence  to  parents^  Murder ^ 
Adultery^  Thieving^  Lying^  Drunkenness^  Slander  and  Oovetousness. 
Against  all  these  sins,  the  Almighty  has  declared  His  Will — 
"  Thou  sluxlt  r^t  commit  these  abominations!^  What  will  you  add 
to  these  Laws,  which,  graven  on  stone — to  indicate  their  endur- 
ing obligation —  were  sent  down  from  on  High  as  the  Will  and 
the  Law  of  God  ? 
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Tliey  are  all  summed  up  in  two  Golden  Laws —  "love  God  and 
love  tby  neighbor"—  tbe  one  first  and  great,  because  it  involves 
loyalty  to  The  Supreme,  the  other  like  unto  it  in  the  excellency 
of  its  nature,  for  it  is  tbe  very  bond  and  cement  of  society. 
^^  Upon  these  two  Commandments  hang  all  the  Law  and  Tlie  Proph- 
ets!^ 

What  will  you  add  to  these  laws!  As  well  attempt  to  bolster 
up  the  Everlasting  Mountains  with  your  little  hod  of  brick  and 
mortar. 

Conceive  of  one  living  up  to  these  Commandments,  illumina* 
ted,  as  they  have  been,  by  the  example  and  precepts  of  **TAe 
Light  of  the  World — "  reverent  and  obedient  to  The  Creator 
and  Father  of  all —  to  His  Name,  His  Word  and  Day;  honoring 
and  succoring  father  and  mother;  the  body  pure  and  chaste, 
the  hands  clean,  the  lips  f^ee  from  guile  and  the  heart  from  cov- 
etonsness!  What  could  you  add  to  a  character  such  as  this,  or 
to  the  Laws  by  which  it  is  moulded! 

We  lose  sight  of  the  revealed  truth  that—"  The  Law  of  Ood  is 
perfect^  converting  tlie  soul;^  that  it  as  much  out  of  our  power, to 
add  tbe  Law  revealed  as  to  the  Faith  revealed. 

It  is  upon  such  principles  that  this  Branch  of  Christ's  Holy 
Catholic  Church  takes  her  stand-^  both,  as  it  regards  the  Rule 
of  Faith  and  the  Rule  of  Life!  These  are  Her  Toiters  and  Her 
Bulwarks —  consider  them  well;  both  Divine^  both  Eternal. 
These  are  the  abutments  from  which  springs  the  Arch^  upon 
which  is  builded  the  whole  Fabric  of  Her  Rule  and  Te^iching. 

Bence  it  is  that  she  rarely  excommunicates.  Her  mission  is 
to  heal^  not  to  destroy.  Amputation  is  the  last  resort,  and  then, 
only,  when  the  evil  is  gangrenous^  and  threatens  the  life  of  the 
whole  body. 

And  hence,  also,  when  her  excommunication  falls,  it  is  because 
the  offender  has  become  disloyal  and  traitorous,  and  has  tram* 
pled  upon  and  cast  behind  him  the  Law  of  tbe  Bealm. 

Then  comes  out  the  force  and  significance  of  these  wonls, 
which  comedown  unimpaired  through  the  Ages — "Whatsoever 
ye  shall  bind  upon  Earth  shall  be  bound  in  Heaven.''  When 
can  this  be  true!  When  that  which  is  hound  on  Earth  is  bound 
according  to  the  Law  of  Heaven!^ 
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The  truth  is  that  low  and  unworthy  ideas  of  the  nature  of  the 
Church  of  God  underlie  all  such  matters  that  we  are  now  con- 
sidering. The  Church  is  not  an  association  of  men,  who,  with 
like  views  and  purposes,  band  themselves  together  and  make 
rules  for  their  guidance — a  Church  Club!  It  is  Ood'a  Kingdom  ! 
in  which  God'.s  Laws  rule  and  prevail.  His  only  Begotten  Sou 
in  due  time  appeared  upon  Earth  and  inaugurated,  not  a  new 
Kingdom^  but  a  new  Dtsperisationy  of  that  Kingdom  which,  Divine 
in  its  origin,  shall  know  no  end.  Before  His  Ascension  He  gave 
authority  to  chosen  men  to  teach,  baptize  and  disciple  all  na- 
tions, with  i)ower  '*  to  bind  and  to  loose.  ^ 

Moreover,  He  instituted  a  mode  by  which  men  should  enter 
His  Kingdom,  and  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  When  one  en- 
ters that  Kingdom,  he  becomes  a  citizen,  a  child,  and  an  in- 
heritor. You  cannot  divest  him  of  his  vested  right  save  under 
a  Law  of  tliat  Kingdom!  Appearances  may  be  against  him, 
and  his  influence  unsavory,  but  you  cannot  touch  his  citizen- 
ship, except  for  infraction  of  a  law  of  the  Eealm. 

The  Ministry  forget  all  this  sometimes.  They  lose  sight  of 
their  functions  of  their  office.  They  are  not  "Detectives'^  of 
criminals,  but  ^^  Pastors  and  Shepherds"  of  the  flock  of  Christ. 

Many  things  we  have  to  deplore.  Some  of  our  people,  as 
wayward  children,  will  take  advantage  of  the  benignity  of  their 
mother,  and,  because  she  does  not  bring  Law  to  bear  upon  them 
at  every  turn,  will  give  no  heed  to  Her  Counsels,  but  these  are 
evils,  which  cannot  be  avoided.  Tares  will  spring  up  among 
the  wheat,  and  we  are  warned  against  haste  in  pulling  ux)  the 
tares,  lest  in  our  rashness  we  pull  up  the  wheat  also. 

This  is  not  the  hour  for  winnowing  the  grain. —  When  the 
Lord  shall  come  to  gather  The  Faithful,  *'  The  Angela  will  he  the 
reapers !^^^  a  good  substitute  for  poor  erring  men  ! 

Brethren!  it  is  in  the  light  of  such  teaching  that  nothing 
stands  out  so  majestically  and  enduring  as  the  Towers  and  Bul- 
warks of  Zion.  The  Faith  and  The  Law  both  revealed^  both 
:^temal! 
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MAEK  YE  WELL  HER  BULWARKS! 

Another  sbort  walk ! 

CONSIDER  HER  PALACES — 

Not  only  strong  in  Her  impregnable  Towers,  but  beautiful  for 
situation  is  Mount  Zion,  and  ^^Tbe  King's  Daughter  is  all  glor- 
ious within  ! 

Every  system  has  something  in  it  which  gives  its  character 
and  stamps  it  with  its  genius  and  gives  expression  to  its  spirit. 
The  spirit  of  This  Church  iseiiibodied  in  that  wonderful  book  of 
The  Ages —  "  T/ta  Booh  of  Common  Prayer  !^^ 

We  are  at  times  faulted  with  an  overvaluing  of  this  Book. 
We  value  it  not  as  Divine,  save  as  it  is  a  transcript  and  true 
reflection  of  the  precious  Word  of  God. 

What  is  this  Bookf  By  far  the  larger  part  of  it  is  a  reprint 
of  The  Divine  Oracles.  Leaving  out  much  that  is  purely 
Historical,  Genealogical  and  obscurely  Prophetical,  there  is 
culled  from  the  Sacred  Record  the  most  excellent  and  practical 
portions  of  The  Gospels  and  Epistles,  with  the  devotional  book 
of  Psalms,  and  there  is  given  to  our  people  the  cream  from  the 
miUc  of  The  Word. " 

And  as  to  the  uninspired  portions — The  Holy  Offices  and  Or- 
dinals, the  Gloria  and  Te  Deum,  the  Litany  and  Collects —  how 
reverential,  how  Catholic,  how  Scriptural  are  they  all  I 

How  can  we  compute  its  value  to  the  soul  that  enters  into 
its  spirit? 

What  humility,  what  reverence,  what  obedience  must  there 
not  flow  from  habitual  converse  with  a  book,  where  there  is  not 
a  line  out  of  taste,  not  a  word  that  is  -not  conducive  to  charity, 
and  that  breathes  not  of  reverence  and  contrition;  where  the 
only  seemingly  invidious  expression  is  in  a  prayer  for  <Hhe 
Jew,  the  Turk,  the  Infidel  and  the  Heretic'' — and  what  a  loving 
prayer  it  is!  —  ^^  Fetch  them  home  Blessed  Lord  to  Thy  flacky^  that 
they  may  be  saved  through  Christ  forever! 

And  then,  consider  well  what  knowledge  of  Holy  Scripture  is 
secured  by  the  provision  that  it  shall  be  read  to  the  people,  not 
according  to  the  Minister's  taste  and  discretion,  but  in  a  full 
presentation  of  the  Sacred  Oracles  which  are  brought  regularly 
^ud  consecutively  before  the  mind  in  the  Year  of  the  Church, 
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just  as  ill  tbe  revolution  of  the  Earth  the  Orbs  of  light  are 
brought  to  view ! 

I  have  often  thought,  shall  it  always  be  a  dream  f what  a 

blessed  thiug  it  would  be  for  this  our  land,  sunken  as  it  is,  for 
the  most  part  in  ignorance  of,  and  irreverence  for,  sacred  knowl- 
edge, if  at  each  recurring  Day  of  the  Lord  our  people  could  be 
gathered  from  mountain  and  valley  and  forest  and  join  in 
the  service  of  God  as  this  Church  has  provided: — hearken  to 
the  Sacred  Oracles  as  they  unfold  the  story  of  Creation  and  Re- 
demption:—  stand  up  as  one  man  and  rehearse  their  belief  in 
the  Ancient  Catholic  Greed — the  common  faith  of  Christendom : 
—  listen  to  the  commandments  of  their  Cr^tor  as  they  came 
down  from  the  Mount: — pour  forth  in  united  prayer  the  petition 
that  the  Lord  would  ^^have  mercy  upon  them  and  write  all  these 
His  Laws  upon  their  hearts;" — and  with  one  heart  and  mind, 
as  children  of  the  one  human  family,  send  upward  the  invoca- 
tion—  there  would  be  joy  indeed  in  the  presence  of  the  Angels 
at  the  sound — "Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven!''  Do  you 
knowf — it  is  hardly  credible — that  vast  numbers  never  re- 
hearse the  Creed,  never  hear  the  Commandments  authoritatively 
read,  and  never  in  their  public  worship  pray  as  the  Lord  taught 
His  Disciples.     What  a  bond  of  unity  is  thus  lost! 

Then,  consider —  there  is  a  special  force  in  that  word,  ^*  0cm- 
sider^^  —  the  power  of  a  Scriptural  Liturgy  to  preserve  sound- 
ness in  the  Faith.  The  use  of  a  Liturgy  is  commonly  regarded 
as  a  matter  of  taste  and  preference.  It  is  vastly  more.  It  is  al- 
most, under  God,  a  question  of  life. 

Let  me  suppose  a  case,  and  it  is  not  an  imaginary  one.  Let 
roe  be  the  Pastor  of  a  flock,  with  the  influence  which  one  is 
want  to  exercise.  Let  me  be  at  liberty  to  read  from  the  Scrip- 
tares  at  my  discretion.  Let  me,  we  will  suppose,  be  unsound  in 
the  Faith— a  denier  of  The  Divinity  of  Our  Lord.  Then  from 
Sunday  to  Sunday  let  me  read  only  those  portions  of  Scripture 
which  touch  solely  the  human  nature  of  Christ.  By  thus  doing, 
and  suppressing  all  that  is  taught  of  His  Divinity,  I  present  a 
half-truth,  which  is  often  an  enormous  falsehood. 

Then  let  me  select  my  own  hymns  and  make  my  own  prayers 
under  the  same  bias,  and  follow  all  up  with  sermons  and  iUf 
structions  of  like  character,  and  what  hinders  but  that  I  may 
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bavo  cut  loose  my  people  from  their  moorjngs  before  they  sns- 
pected  where  they  were  drifting.  This  is  not  a  fancy  sketch. 
Alas!  it  is  the  history  of  a  sectiou  of  onr  coontry,  and  not  the 
most  ignorant,  which,  with  all  its  knowledge  and  seats  of  learn- 
ing, has  drifted  into  Heresy — . 

Such  a  result  is  scarcely  possible  where  there  is  a  sound, 
earnest  and  Evangelical  Liturgy.  The  Holy  Faith  is  so  in- 
wrought into  the  whole  texture  of  worship: — The  Doctrines  of 
The  Atonement  and  Divinity  of  Our  Lord  do  so  permeate  and 
interpenetrate  all  the  Anthems  and  Collects: — there  are  snch 
constant  recurrences  of  encharistic  and  penitential  expression: — 
such  tributes  of  homage  and  addoratiou,  as  in  the  ^^ Gloria  in 
Excelsis,"  the  key  note  of  which  was  first  struck  by  the  Angels, 
where  we  sing  "Thou  only  art  Holy,  Thou  only  art  The  Lord, 
Thou  only,  O  Christ,  art  Most  High  in  the  Glory  of  God  the 
Father;"  and,  as  in  the  '^Te  Deum,'^  "Thou  art  the  King  of 
Glory,  O  Christ,  Thou  are  the  Everlasting  Son  of  the  FcUher.'^ 

How  can  one,  who  is  not  dead  to  all  sense  of  shame,  rise  up  in 
the  pulpit,  after  such  worship  as  this,  and  deny  what  is  so  dis- 
tinctly and  majestically  expressed  f 

Believe  then  what  the  man  may,  he  must,  if  not  recreant  to 
his  vows,  lead  the  worship  of  his  people  in  the  expression  of  a 
sound  faith. 

We  live,  beloved  brethren,  not  only  for  ourselves,  but,  for  oar 
children —  '^The  Oeneration  following."  Our  lives  die  not  with 
us;  our  worship  survives  us.  We  worship,  say,  in  a  sound  and 
pure  faith;  how  shall  our  children  worship f 

What  would  the  old  stern  and  unyielding  Puritan  have  said 
had  he  been  told  of  the  Generation  to  follow  himf — of  the 
Christless,  Sunless  sphere  in  which  it  would  live  and  move:— 
without  the  glorious  sunshine  of  a  Saviour's  Atonement  and 
Glorified  Divinity? 

"Walk  now  about  Zion:  mark  ye  well  Her  Towers  and  Bui- 
"warks,  consider  Her  Palaces;  that  ye  may  tell  it  to  the  Gen- 
^^eration  following.  For  this  God  is  Our  God  forever  and  ever: 
"He  will  be  our  Guide  even  unto  death — Amen.       •

IIFOIT  OP  THB  TinSTEES  OF  THE  BISHOP'S  PUND.  DIOCESE  OP  AlABAIA. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  with  the  meeting  of  this  Council. 

The  Treasurer's  account,  accompanying  this  report,  wHl  show  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  last  year,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  Fand. 

The  principal  of  the  Fund  has  not  been  increased,  but  remains  as  it  was  at 
tha  last  report.  Two  of  the  Alabama  Coupon  Bonds  Nos.  6766  and  7050  have 
been  exchanged  for  one  $1000  registered  bond  No.  1801. 

The  Hamner  Hall  property,  with  the  buildings  immediately  connected  with 
it,  has  been  leased  to  Professor  Btarke,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  from  Octo- 
ber, 1891,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $550,  payable  quarterly.  The  lease  to  Prof-« 
essor  Starke  will  not  prevent  the  property  from  being  divided  into  lots  and 
put  on  the  market  for  sale,  should  it  be  deemed  expedient;  no  sales  of  lots 
have  been  made. 

The  buildings  have  been  insured  for  five  years,  from  June  8,  1891,  to  June 
8, 1896,  for  $5,000.  The  rents  from  this  property  since  the  last  Council  have 
been  $884.67,  while  the  expense  of  repairing  and  insurance  have  amounted  to 
$459.00,  being  $74.88  in  excess  of  the  income. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  it  is  exceedingly  desirable  that  this  property 

should  be  divided  into  lots  and  sold.

Report  of  Trustee  for    Evangelist. 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  : 

On  the  1st  of  June,  1891,  a  resola- 
tion  was  adopted  by  the  Council,  appointing  a  committee  "to  formulate  aad 
carry  out  a  plan  for  placing  an  Evangelist  in  the  Diocese  and  maintaining  him 
for  the  space  of  not  less  than  twelve  months." 

After  consultation  with  some  of  our  prominent  Laymen,  the  committee 
came  to  the  conclusion,  that  in  order  to  obtain  a  suitable  Clergyman  for  this 
position,  it  would  be  necessary  to  secure  in  cash  or  by  pledges,  a  sum  saffi* 
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cient,  to  pay  him  a  good-salary  for  at  least  three  years;  and  that  this  could  be 
accomplished  best,  by  formhig  a  society  of  adults  male  cammunicants  for  sus- 
taining an  evangelist. 

'.  With  the  purpose  of  forming  such  a  society,  the  committee  prepared  a  cir- 
cular letter,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy.  #

J.  H.  FiTTS,  Esq.,  Tuskaloosa,  Ala., 

My  drab  Mr.  Fittb  :— I  desire  to  express  to 
you  my  great  gratification  upon  your  appointment,  by  the  Ck>uncil,  as  a  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means  to  secure  for  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  an  Evangelist, 
and  my  pleasure  that  you  have  accepted  the  important  trust  thus  committed 
to  you. 

In  my  judgment,  a  good  Evangelist  is  at  present  the  great  need  of  the 
Diocese.  So  large  a  part  of  our  flock  is  scattered—  a  few  families  in  this  town 
and  a  few  in  that —  so  many  towns  and  important  villages  are  unoccupied  and 
8p  many  with  but  occasional  services^  that  an  Evangelist  would  seem  almost 
indispensable. 

.  y^ant  Churches  which  we  cannot  embrace  in  any  missionary  field,  and 
which  are  too  weak  to  be  self-supporting,  could  have  the  occasional  services 
of  the  Evangelist  to  their  great  comfort. 

In  the  new  towns  of  the  State  we  have  the  most  favorable  opportunity  for 
efstablishing  the  Church,  and  the  agency  of  an  Evangelist,  in  this  work,  is  too 
apparent  to  need  comment. 

,  But  even  in  the  established  parishes,  in  the  conduct  of  Missions  to  stimulate 
tJie  zeal  of  the  faithful  and  to  awaken  the  unconverted,  an  Evangelist  could 
do  a  great  work. 

I  can  do  no  more  than  sketch,  in  outline,  the  importance  of  securing  such 
an  agency  in  our  work  ;  but  I  am  sure  the  great  advantages  to  accrue  from 
the  labors  of  such  an  officer,  will  be  apparent  to  our  intelligent  laymen.  And 
I  do  trust  that  they  will  contribute  generously  to  this  cause.  I  am  sure  they 
will.  One  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  I  see,  is  the  great  earnestness  of  the 
laity,  and  their  readiness  for  aggressive  work.

It  is  eminently  meet  and 
right  that  the  a4ult  male  communicants  should  be  united  in  some  actife 
Church  work  in  the  Diocese,  outside  of  their  respective  parishes,  for  a  united 
effort  in  such  a  work  as  this,  will  not  only  promote  greatly  the  growth  of  the 
Church  in  the  State,  but  will  also  prove  to  be  a  blessing  to  each  indiridiial 
member.  t 

Contributions  for  the  support  of  an  Evangelist,  will  be  reeeived  from  the 
ladies  and  fix>m  any  other  persons,  or  from  any  of  the  Sunday  Schools,  and 
will  be  thankfully  .acknowledged,  for  it  is  by  no  means  the  object,  in  fbnnfag 
this  Society,  to  deprive  others  of  the  privilege  of  assisting  hi  this  good  wo^ 
but  is  is  simply  intended  and  designed,  that  the  responsil^ty  of  sacceniiilly 
carrying  out  this  object  shall  devolve  upon  the  adult  male  communicants  of 
the  Diocese. 

I  earnestly  appeal  to  you,  to  feel  and  realise  that  the  success  of  this  plan  de- 
pends upon  the  co-operation  of  each  communicant,  and  request  that  you  will 
signify  your  willingness  to  become  a  member  of  the  ''Society  for  Sustaining 
an  Sxangelist,"  by  remitting  to  me,  as  Trustee,  such  an  amount  as  you  pro- 
pose to  pay,  annually,  for  three  years,  and  return  the  within  notes,  iUled  for 
the  same  amount,  payable  in  one  and  two  years.

The  improvemeut  which  has  been  steadily  and  increasingly  manifesting  it- 
self in  the  Parochial  Reports  for  several  years  past,  has  this  year  received  a 
check.  Two  reasons  ai*e  apparent  for  this.  One  is  that  the  conciliar  year 
closed  on  the  first  day  of  May,  while  the  Council  met  on  the  third,  with  a 
Sunday  and  a  journey  int<>rvening;  leaving  insufficient  time  for  any  parish  to  pre- 
pare its  report.  The  second  reason  lies  in  certain  changes  and  troubles  in 
the  Clergy  list.  Five  of  our  Clergy  removed  from  the  Diocese,  leaving  seven  or 
eight  parishes  and  mission  stations  vacant.  From  most  of  these  there  came  no 
report.  Two  or  three  of  the  Clergy  changed  stations  within  the  Diocese,  and 
from  these  came  no  reports  or  but  partial  reports.  Two  of  the  Clergy  on  tak- 
ing charge  of  their  parishes  found —  in  one  case  no  register  at  all,  and  in 
the  other  case  a  register  but  with  no  entries  during  the  last  Rector's  incum- 
bency. Of  course,  neither  of  these  could  make  any  report.  Two  others  of 
the  Clergy  were  sick,  and  the  four  or  five  places  represented  by  them  bad  no 
reports  or  but  partial  reports.  One  of  the  Clergy  declined  to  make  any  re- 
port. And  lastly,  several  of  our  Clergy  have  recently  been  transferred  from 
other  Dioceses,  and  find  our  form  of  report  new  and  difficult  to  them.  "Put- 
ting all  these  causes  together  we  have  reasons  enough  to  account  for  the  fall- 
ing off  in  completeness  and  accuracy  of  this  year. 

The  whole  number  of  parishes  and  mission  stations  listed  is  68,  against  63 
last  year,  an  increase  of  five  ;  and  we  have  several  places,  such  as  Perdue 
Hill  and  Mt.  Pleasant  on  the  Alabama  river,  which  should  be  carried  on  our 
list.  Of  the  68  places  16  make  no  report  this  year,  and  4  of  these  have  not 
reported  for  two  years  or  more.  Last  year  9  places  made  no  report,  but  5  of 
the  9  report  this  year.     We  have  partial  reports  from  11  places. 

Families—  The  number  of  families  is  2,737,  against  2,722  last  year  ;  a  net 
gain  of  15.  To  make  this  number,  however,  your  committee  brought  forward 
from  last  year  the  figures  from  those  places  which  did  not  report  this  year. 
The  reports  state  losses  amounting  to  22o  families,  and  gains  of  only  197, 
which  would  indicate  a  net  loss  of  28  families.  This  is  one  of  the  items 
which  cause  your  committee  to  remark  upon  the  inaccuracy  of  the  reports. 
The  Clergy  say  in  their  reports  that  they  reported  last  year  2,738  families, 
whereas  they  actually  did  report  last  year  2,722.  We  call  attention  to  our 
remarks  under  this  head  ou  page  100  of  last  year*s  Journal. 

Parishioners—  The  number  reported  this  year,  including  figures  brought 
forward  as  noted  above,  is  11,200,  against  11,150  last  year.  The  number  re- 
ported is  probably  not  more  than  500  too  small.  The  numbers  stand  in  the 
reports,  1889,  10,550  ;  1890,  10,281 ;  1891,  11,150  ;  1892,  11,200  ;  with  11,700 
as  probably  the  correct  number.  The  reports  show  a  loss  of  1,155  parishion- 
ers, against  onl^  489  last  year.    This  extraordinary  loss  of  more  than  a  thout 
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saud  parishioners  needs  accounting  for.  As  only  a  small  percentage  died, 
there  must  have  been  a  large  movement  of  population  in  some  direction.  We 
could  wish  that  our  reports  would  show  whether  or  not  they  left  the  Diocese. 
The  reported  gain  in  number  of  parishionetB  is  673. 

Communicants—  Last  year  we  gave  a  table  of  the  number  of  Commun- 
icants as  reported  for  twelve  years,  with  6,295  as  the  number  for  1891.  This 
year  the  reports  (and  figures  brought  forward)  show  6,196,  with  4  vacancies 
in  the  column  caused  by  a  lack  both  of  reports  and  of  available  figures.  The 
apparent  loss  is  99,  but  the  vacancies  would  probably  make  this  number 
good  ;  while  among  the  16  places  not  reporting,  for  which  the  figures  of  last 
year  were*  brought  forward  without  change,  were  several  where  there  were 
Confirmations  reported  by  the  Bishops.  Our  probable  number  is  somewhat 
over  6,300,  in  the  68  places  tabulated,  and  in  the  whole  Diocese  may  reach 
6,500. 

Losses  of  Communicants— SI  died  this  year,  against  76  last  year  and  84  the 
year  before  ;  621  removed,  against  279  last  year,  264  the  year  before,  and  202 
in  1889,  an  unprecedented  number  this  year.  This  large  item  of  removals,  in 
connection  with  the  heavy  loss  of  parishioners,  indicate  much  more  than  ap- 
pears on  the  surface,  but  we  have  not  suflScient  data  to  attempt  to  trace  its 
cause.  There  were  127  Communicants  dropped  this  year,  against  41  last  year, 
72  in  1890,  and  6  in  1889.  This  again  is  an  unprecedented  number.  It  dif- 
fers ftom  other  losses  in  that  it  is  the  result  of  a  severe  revision  of  the  lists. 
In  all  probability  certain  parish  registers  have  been  carelessly  kept  heretofore, 
and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  have  them  correct ;  if  this  surmise  be  the  true 
cause  of  this  large  number  dropped,  we  may  look  upon  it  as  an  indication  of 
a  decided  improvement  in  our  parish  book-keeping.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered, however,  that  the  Qeneral  Convention  has  declared  the  right  of  the 
laity  to  enrollment  on  the  books  of  the  Church,  to  be  as  sacred  as  the  right  of 
the  Clergy  ;  and  that  no  name  should  be  dropped  without  suflicient  evidence 
of  removal,  or,  in  case  of  discipline,  without  due  process  of  law.  The  total 
losses  this  year  from  death,  removals,  erasure  or  dropping  of  names,  and  in 
ways  not  specified,  amount  to  906  ;  against  425  in  1891,  460  in  1890,  and  331 
in  1889  ;  or  more  than  double  our  heaviest  loss  for  many  years. 

Qainsof  Communicants'— Th^  first  item  under  this  head  is  that  of  additions 
by  Confirmation  ;  of  these  there  were  365,  against  470  last  year.  This  item 
should  not  be  confused  with  the  whole  number  Confirmed,  which  is  reported 
under  the  head  of  Episcopal  Acts.  The  numbers  may  be  and  usually  are  the 
same,  but  are  separated  'in  our  report  because  many  Rectors  do  not  at  once 
admit  the  whole  number  of  their  Confirmees  to  Communion;  and  also  because 
persons  are  frequently  Confirmed  in  a  parish  who  are  not  members  of  that  par- 
ish, being  strangers,  or  children  at  school,  whose  proper  enrollment  as  Com- 
municants should  be  in  some  other  parish.  The  Parochial  reports  give  375 
as  the  number  Confirmed  this  year,  and  365  Communicants  added  by  Confir- 
mation ;  which  would  indicate  10  as  the  number  of  Confirmees  not  enrolled 
as  Communicants.     The  Bishops  report  442  persons  Confirmed,  but  this  in-

eludes  the  first  Sunday  in  May,  and  on  that  day  tlie  Bishop  Confirmed  85  in 
St.  John's,  Mobile,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop  22  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  Montgomery.  These  belong  to  next  year,  and  will  be  indaded 
in  the  Parochial  reports  of  those  parishes  in  1893.  Deducting  them  from  the 
442  reported  by  the  Bishops,  we  have  885  Confirmed  during  the  canonical 
year.  The  Parochial  reports  give  the  number  as  875,  a  discrepanc}-  of  10. 
But  in  Bishop  Jackson's  report  we  find  19  persons  Confirmed  in  places  not  on 
our  list  of  parishes  and  mission  stations  at  all.  For  instance  in  Camden  6, 
Letohatchec  2,  Newbeme  2,  Camden  again  9.  This  would  show  that  the 
Parochial  reports  gave  9  too  many  ;  a  discrepancy  to  be  accounted  by  the  fiM:t 
that  the  Bishops  reports  were  last  year  as  well  as  this  brought  up  to  the  date 
of  the  Council,  while  the  Parochial  reports  are  closed  with  the  last  day  of 
April.  That  is  to  say,  they  should  close  on  that  day  according  to  the  Canon. 
But  of  the  two  parishes  having  Confirmations  on  May  1st,  one  includes  the 
Confirmees  of  that  day  in  this  year's  report,  aud  the  other  does  not.  Irregu- 
larities of  this  kind  makes  it  very  difi^cult  to  work  up  the  Diocesan  statistics 
into  reliable  form,  and  throws  unnecessary  labor  upon  the  Committee. 

The  second  item  under  the  head  of  Gain  iu  number  of  Communicants,  is 
that  of  persons  "  Admitted**  to  Communion.  This  should  include  those  Con- 
firmed in  foi'mer  years  and  so  reported,  but  who  were  held  back  for  further 
instruction  ;  also  omissions  discovered,  as  of  names  which  should  have  been 
on  the  lists  but  were  omitted  by  some  error,  or  names  restored  after  a  too 
severe  excision,  etc.  We  have  55  admitted,  against  117  last  year  and  21  the 
year  before.  By  **IUmovals  "  we  gain  364,  against  286  last  year,  and  825  the 
year  before.  The  864  falls  far  short  of  balancing  our  loss  of  621  from  the 
same  causCi  There  appears  to  be  a  gain  in  ways  not  specified  of  38.  The 
total  gain  is  822,  against  957  (corrected)  last  year,  and  828  (corrected)  the  year 
before.  As  our  total  loss  this  year  is  906,  our  reports  show  a  net  loss  of  84. 
The  incorrectness  of  the  reports  this  year  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  foot- 
ings show  a  total  of  6,196  Communicants,  while  the  number  reported  last 
year  was  6,295,  which  shows  a  loss  of  99.  The  discrepancy  is  not  large,  but 
there  ought  not  to  be  any  between  the  losses  shown  by  items  and  the  losses 
shown  by  totals. 

Analysis  op  CommunIcAni's—  Sex.  The  number  reported  on  this  year  is 
5,320  ;  of  whom  1,696  are  male,  and  3,624  female.  These  proportions  give 
us  68.1  percent,  female  and  31.9  per  cent.  male.  That  is,  very  nearly  one- 
third  of  our  Communicants  are  males.  • 

Age.  The  number  reported  on  is  3,347  ;  of  these  82.6  percent,  are  adults, 
and  17.4  per  cent,  are  minors.  We  suggest  that  our  Clergy  make  15  years  the 
dividing  line.  The  U.  8.  Census,  in  estimating  the  comparative  strength  of 
all  the  religious  bodies  in  this  country,  takes  the  number  of  members  of  15 
years  and  over  ;^  and  refuses  to  count  those  under  that  age.  When  we  were 
asked  in  this  Diocese  to  make  our  report  to  the  Census  Bureau,  we  were  un- 
able to  do  so  with  accuracy  and  were  obliged  to  make  an  estimate,  which 
probably  did  us  injustice.  Your  Committee  think  so,  because  it  has  since 
come  to  their  knowledge  that  several  of  the  Clergy  made  21   years  of  a^ 
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the  dividing  line  between  adults  and  minors  for  males,  and  18  years  for  fe- 
males. We  have  reported  this  year  83  colored  commanicants,  against  76  last 
year,  and  74  the  year  before.  Of  these  there  are  1  in  Anniston,  1  in  Birm- 
ingham, 2  in  Demopolis,  1  in  Gadsden,  4  in  Marion,  1  in  Talladega,  and  78 
in  Mobile.  There  were  but  few  in  Mobile  until  the  Mission  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd was  started.  With  regard  to  Frequency  of  Communing,  reports  are 
made  this  year  for  8,489,  or  nearly  a  thousand  less  than  last  year*  For  this 
reason  we  will  not  remark  upon  these  items. 

Sunday  Schools —  The  reports  this  year  mention  but  89  Sunday  SchoolSi 
against  48  last  year,  and  47  the  year  before.  The  committee,  however,  have 
brought  forward  from  last  year's  reports  ten  schools  which,  they  think  it  fair  to 
presume,  have  not  been  disbanded  during  the  year;  these  are  marked  with  a 
star  in  the  column  of  pupils.  There  are  thel^foi'e  figures  for  49  schools  in  the 
tables,  showing  2,832  pupils,  taught  by  359  teachers.  Pupils  and  teachers  to- 
gether give  us  3,281  persons  in  our  Diocesan  Sunday  Schools.  We  note  one 
school  having  140  pupils  and  but  one  teacher.  It  would  be  interesting  and 
probably  instructive  to  know  the  method  of  this  school ;  it  is  probably  cat- 
echetical, with  the  Rector  as  the  teacher.  Some  twenty  years  ago  there  was  a 
very  noted  Sunday  School  in  St.  Louis,  having  perhaps  500  pupils,  which 
was  said  to  be  the  most  wonderful  school  in  the  United  States.  The  method 
was  entirely  oral,  with  the  Rector  as  teacher  or  catechist.  There  was  a  num- 
ber of  assistants,  but  their  office  was  purely  disciplinary.  This  school  could 
recite  in  unison  a  large  part  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  Psalter,  with  many 
hymns,  the  Articles,  and  whole  chapters  from  the  Gospel  of  St.  John.  That 
was  not  a  method  to  copy  generally,  for  it  needed  a  genius  to  work  it ;  but 
given  the  genius,  it  was  a  great  success.  It  is  probable  that  our  mission  sta- 
tions and  weak  parishes  do  not  make  use  enough  of  tjie  Sunday  School.  In 
our  large  parishes  it  is  usually  the  strongest  and  most  influential  single 
element  of  growth.  One  of  our  Missionary  Bishops  says  that  in  beginning 
work  in  a  new  place  the  Sunday  School  should  be  the  first  thing  started,  for 
a  parish  is  sure  to  follow  in  a  few  years.  We  would  like  to  say  more  on  this 
subject)  but  the  data  given  in  the  reports  is  not  sufficient  to  justify  it. 

The  two  parishes  in  Anniston  are  the  only  ones  reporting  Mimon  Schools  ; 
these  have  five  teachers  and  45  pupils.  One  parish  in  Birmingham  reported 
such  a  school  last  year,  but  does  not  mention  it  this  year.  St.  Michael's,  An« 
niston,  is  the  only  parish  reporting  a  Parochial  Day  School,  and  this  parish 
has  three  teachers,  with  58  pupils,  against  1  last  year,  with  25  pupils.  The 
schools  heretofore  reported  by  Grace  Church,  Anniston,  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  Diocese.  The  Good  Shepherd,  Mobile,  has  such  a  school  but  again 
does  not  report  it. 

Parish  Societies—  There  are  reported  this  year  78  societies  of  the  laity 
in  28  parishes  and  missions.  Last  year  there  were  74  societies  in  33  places. 
In  1890  there  were  68  societies  in  84  places.  Comparing  the  reports  of  this 
year  with  those  of  two  years  previous,  we  find  that  the  following  places  have 
disbanded  their  societies.  ^  Auburn  1  with  14  members  ;  Boligee  1  with  num- 
ber of  members  not  given  ;  Brierfield  1  with  10  members ;  Eutaw  1  -  20 ; 
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Euf aula  1  -  20 ;  Florence  2  -  20  ;  Gadsden  2  - 10  ;  Livingston  2  -  86  ;  Marion 
1  - 45  ;  Good  Shepherd,  Mobile,  2-48;  Opelikal-8;  Oxford  1-6;  Scotts- 
boro  1  - 12  ;  Sheffield  1  -  20  ;  Trinity  Station  1  - 10  ;  WhisUer  1  - 14.  In  all 
22  societies  with  323  members.  But  on  turning  to  the  financial  reports  we 
find  that  Bricrfield  reports  as  received  from  Guilds  and  Societies  $24.97, 
Eutaw  $320.00,  Marion  $85.10,  which  is  conclusive  proof  that  societies  do 
still  exist  in  these  places  though  not  reported ;  and  we  find  a  new  name,  Cit- 
ron elle,  as  receiving  $174.31,  so  that  there  must  be  a  society  there  also.  Ad- 
ding these  to  the  number  reported  and  we  have  82  societies  in  32  places. 
There  are  reported  1,935  members  ;  but  adding  the  number  of  members  of  the 
omitted  societies,  we  have  2,020  members.  As  the  years  pass  we  are  accumu- 
lating data  sufficient  to  enable  us  to  detect  many  of  the  errors  and  omissions 
in  the  parochial  reports  ;  but  your  committee  sigh  for  one  year  of  absolutely 
correct  reports.  With  such  a  year  as  a  basis  we  could  do  detective  work  for 
a  good  while,  for  parishes  do  not  change  rapidly,  and  never  change  without 
cause.    These  societies  produced  for  their  parishes  this  year  $12,7^.28. 

Ministerial  Offices—  Baptisms.  Forty-one  places  report  400  Baptisms 
this  year,  against  434  last  year  and  303  ten  years  ago,  in  1883. 

The  average  number  of  Baptisms  reported  since  1886,  when  we  b^^n  to 
use  the  present  form  of  parochial  report,  is  more  than  100  greater  than  the 
average  before  that  time.  For  instance,  in  1884  there  were  283  reported,  in 
18a7,  339  ;  while  in  1886  the  number  was  453,  in  1887,  489.  This  increased 
average  runs  through  everything.  Families,  Parishioners,  Communicants,  etc., 
and  forms  an  argument  for  the  present  form  which  should  not  be  overlooked 
by  those  opposed  to  it.  Of  this  year's  Baptisms  56  were  Adults  and  363  In- 
fants. Twenty-seven  places  make  no  report  under  this  head,  and  presumably 
had  no  Baptisms. 

Holy  Communion—  Forty-three  places  report  under  this  head  and  25  do 
not.  This  would  indicate  that  25  places,  in  which  we  find  by  the  tables  there 
are  833  Communicants,  had  no  opportunity  this  year  to  approach  the  Lord's 
Table.  But  one-half  of  these  Communicants  arc  in  two  vacant  parishes, 
where  the  Bishops  celebrated.  There  must  have  been,  however,  nearly  400 
Communicants  whose  opportunities  were  few  and  far  between,  and  probably 
some  number  who  could  not  commune  at  all.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
parochial  reports  are  not  personal  to  the  Rector,  to  state  simply  vrhat  hs  did 
in  his  parish.  They  are  not  Clerical  reports  but  Parochial  reports ;  and 
should  include  all  official  acts,  done  by  any  authorized  person.  Bishop  or 
Priest,  visitor  or  stranger,  predecessor  or  incumbent,  during  the  year. 

There  were  127  Marriages  this  year,  against  143  last  year  ;  and  40  of  these, 
or  nearly  one-third  were  in  one  parish.  There  were  233  Burials,  against  228 
last  year  ;  and  nearly  one-third  of  these  were  in  the  same  parish.  About  one- 
half  were  in  the  city  of  Mobile.  Eighty-seven  were  Communicants.  There 
were  1,634  Sermons  preached  in  42  places,  not  including  those  of  the  Bishops, 
with  26  places  from  which  there  are  no  reports  ;  among  the  last  are  some  of 
our  most  prominent  parishes.  The  information  is  not  yet  complete  enough 
for  remark. 
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Confirmations—  The  reports  show  875  persons  Confirmed  from  May  1st, 
1891  to  May  1st,  1892.  There  is  certainly  one  error  here,  being  that  of  a  Con- 
firmation on  May  1st.  The  number  should  probably  be  858.  If  the  reports 
close  accurately  with  the  last  day  of  April  it  becomes  possible  to  compare  one 
year  with  another  ;  and  when  we  have  accurate  figures  for  a  series  of  years 
we  have  valuable  data,  and  can  trace  the  fluctuations  of  religious  feeling  in 
the  Diocese  and  perhaps  ascertain  the  causes.  But  when  the  reports  are  made 
to  include  tlie  time  up  to  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  then  some  conciliar 
years  have  eleven  months  and  some  have  thirteen,  and  all  accuracy  is  des- 
troyed. Of  the  persons  Confirmed,  142  were  male  and  226  female.  This  is  a 
per  centage  of  61.4  female,  which  is  a  smaller  proportion  than  that  of  the 
Diocese  at  large,  which  is  about  68.  More  than  one-third  of  the  Confirmees 
this  year  were  males.  With  regard  to  age,  157  were  adults  and  158  were 
minors  ;  but  we  do  not  know  where  the  line  was  drawn.  If  it  had  been  made 
at  15  years  the  proportion  of  adults  would  probably  have  been  larger.  There 
were  no  colored  persons  Confirmed  this  year.  Fifty-eight  of  the  number 
were  from  other  religious  bodies,  and  52  were  heads  of  families.  Ten  were 
not  classified. 


FINANCIAL    SUMMARY. 

Sources  op  Incohk —  Five  parishes  this  year  report  themselves  as  suppor- 
ted by  Pew  Rents,  against  8  last  year,  5  in  1890,  and  4  in  1889.  We  may 
conclude  that  there  are  5  such  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  whenever  a  smaller 
number  appears  it  is  because  one  of  them  makes  no  report.  The  amount 
raised  by  pew  rents  was,  omitting  fractions,  $18,072 ;  an  increase  of  $2,000 
over  last  year.  The  amount  raised  by  Subscriptions,  which  is  the  prevailing 
method  of  parish  support,  was  $44,448»  an  increase  of  nearly  $8,800.  The 
two  methods  taken  together  produced  $57,515  ;  an  increase  of  $10,689  over 
1891,  of  $14,859  over  1890,  of  $16,848  over  1889,  and  of  $12,882  over  1888. 
Thus  the  parishes  have  had  this  year  the  largest  income  received  in  5  years, 
notwithstanding  the  low  price  of  cotton  and  the  financial  depression  through- 
out the  state  ;  and  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  15  places  made  no  report. 
The  Communion  Alms  amount  to  $1,915,  the  smallest  amount  for  several 
years,  being  $592  less  than  last  year,  and  $928  less  than  the  year  before. 
When  our  reports  are  more  complete  it  will  be  interesting  to  trace  the  con- 
nection between  the  amount  of  Communion  Alms  and  the  number  of  public 
Communions.  We  wish  it  were  possible  to  obtain  from  our  Clergy  the  num- 
ber of  persons  communing,  for  this  would  give  us  averages  that  would  be 
valuable  after  a  scries  of  years.  The  Offerings  other  than  Communion  Alms 
amounted  to  $9,771,  against  $7,000  last  year,  and  $6,200  the  year  before  ;  an 
increase  of  over  $2,700  over  last  year,  and  more  than  $8,500  over  1890.  Thus 
the  falling  off  in  Alms  was  very  much  more  than  offset  by  this  increase, 
which  is  a  very  considerable  one.  Quild  and  Societies  raised  this  year 
$12,742,  an  increase  of  $2,500  over  last  year,  and  of  about  $500  over  1890. 
Gifts  of  Money  amounted  to  $7,498,   against  $18,000  last  year,  and  $6,240 
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not  included  in  tlie  parochial  reports;  given,  perhaps,  by  individuals.  Tliirtj 
places  do  not  appear  to  have  contibuted  to  Diocesan  Missions  this  year.  The 
Chureh  Home  received  $1,659  this  year  of  which  the  Mobile  parishes  contribu- 
ted $1,268.  The  UniveriUy  of  the  South  received  $105,23  this  year,  against 
$112.48  last  year,  and  for  previous  years,  $156.47,  $146.05,  and  $159.87',  a 
gradual  decrease  Which  we  regret  to  record.  The  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergy t 
etc.»  received  $201.14,  against  $289.64,  $228.64,  and  $162.59  in  previous  years. 
The  total  amount  given  for  Diocetan  Purposes  was  $10,416.07,  with  25  places 
apparently  not  contributing  anything.  This  is  the  largest  amount  in  several 
years,  beiug  (omitting  fractions)  $747  more  than  last  year,  $1,189  more  than 
the  total  for  1890,  $2,012  more  than  in  1889,  and  $1,607  more  than  in  1888. 

Parochial  OBJECTfl— The  Diocese  gave  for  the  support  of  its  Clergy 
this  year,  including  the  Bishops,  $86,716.64 ;  which  Is  over  $2,000  more  than 
last  year  or  the  year  before.  The  cost  of  maintaining  public  worship  in  the 
items  classed  as  Current  Expenses,  was  $12,805.09  with  26  places  not  report- 
ing. Repairs  and  Improvements  cost  $6,281.28,  with  St.  John's,  Montgomery 
leading  with  $1,678.45,  and  Christ  Church,  Mobile,  and  St.  Paul's,  Greens- 
boro, followiug  with  a  little  over  $1,000  each,  and  Christ  Church,  Tuska- 
loosa  with  $915.40.  There  was  expended  For  the  Poor  this  year,  $2,769.51, 
about  $180  more  tlian  last  year.  Nearly  one-half  of  this  amount  is  by  one 
parish;  The  Sunday  Schools  cost  $1,568.39,  or  $1,662.74  less  than  their  own 
offerings.  This  amount  the  children  gave,  probably,  to  their  palishes. 
Parochial  Missions  cost  $411.50,  about  $50  more  than  last  year,  and  $360 
less  than  the  year  before.  In  Purchases  for  Church  or  Rectory,  St.  Mary's, 
Birmingham  leads  this  year  with  $2,026.29»  followed  closely  by  Trinity/  Mo- 
bile, with  $1,900.  The  total  for  this  object  is  $4,710.52.  Trust  Funds  were 
increased  to  the  amount  of  $2,684.84,  agaitist  $4,879.53  raised  for  future  use 
last  year  and  $25,803^  the  year  before.  In  amounts  expended  for  New  Build- 
ingSy  Lands,  etc.  St.  Mary's,  Birmingham,  leads  this  year,  with  $24,855.07. 
The  Church  of  the  Advent  expended  $7,822.84,  making  over  $32,00G  in  that 
one  city.  Grace  Church,  Mt.  M^igs,  also  expended  $1,170.45.  The  total  for 
Diocese  is  $34,123.44,  against  $6,800  last  year,  and  $8,600  the  year  before. 
The  parishes  close  the  year  with  $6,912. 93  in  their  treasuries.  The  total  Par- 
ochial Eitpenditures  this  year  are  the  unusually  large  amount  of  $111,738.66. 
For  the  three  previous  years  the  amounts  were  $97,862.28.  $102,574.65  and 
,$76,857.78. 

Arrbaraobs —  Debts  to  the  amount  of  $2,195.34  were  paid  this  year  ;  of 
which  $256.18  was  interest,  $1,055.76  principal,  $213.85  due  Rectors  or  Mis- 
sionaries, $578.25  due  to  the  Diocese,  a^d  $91.80  scattering.  Last  year  debts 
were  paid  to  the  amount  of  over  $4,000,  and  in  1890  about  $12,000. 

Total  EstPfcNDiTtJKEs—  Bringing  the  totals  together  in  a  recapitulation, 
we  have— General  $1,040.78,  Diocesan  $10,416.27,  Parochial  $111»738.66, 
Arrearages  $2,195.34  ;  making  a  grand  aggregate  of  $125,383.85,  of  money 
expended  during  ihc  year.  The  fact  that  this  expenditure  is  balanced  by  the 
income,  for  the  first  time  since  parochial  reports  were  ever  made  to  a  Coun- 
cil, is  not  entirely  dUe  to  the  accuracy  or  the  virtue  of  the  makers  of  the  re- 
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say  that  the  first  step  to  take  to  arouse  a  half  dead  parish,  is  to  plunge  it  into 
debt.  This  sentiment  is  perhaps  as  exaggerated  on  one  side,  as  the  unreason- 
ing horror  against  any  Church  debt  as  morally  wrong,  is  an  exaggeration  on 
the  other  side.  One  of  the  great  funds  of  our  Church,  begun  and  carried  on 
with  enthusiasm,  the  "  Million  Dollar  Church  Building  Fund,''  has  its  only 
reason  for  existence  in  the  necessity  for  creating  debts  in  building  churches. 
The  whole  system  of  Credit,  upon  which  our  very  civilization  is  based,  is  a 
system  of  debt,  but  of  debts  wisely  created,  carefully  managed,  and  presently 
paid.  No  business  in  the  world,  of  any  magnitude,  could  be  carried  on  with- 
out constant  current  indebtedness.  It  stands  to  reason  that  debts  should  not 
be  carelessly  created,  nor  for  any  less  reason  than  the  pressure  of  necessity, 
nor  without  reasonable  prospect  of  payment.  But  when*  such  cause  arises, 
the  creation  of  a  debt  is  as  much  an  act  of  wisdom,  as  is  the  payment  of  it 
when  tlie  power  to  do  so  comes. 

In  the  column  of  Arrearages^  we  have  but  two  items,  amounting  to  $159.23. 
There  is  due  to  the  Diocese,  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  $118.85,  the 
amount  above  this,  therefore,  must  be  due  within  the  parishes. 

Cash  in  Hand  and  Trust  Funds— We  have  reported  here  as  in  the 
hands  of  Treasurer's  of  parishes  and  mission  stations  $8,089.92.  This  is  an 
error,  for  the  cash  reported  in  parochial  expenditures  as  in  hand,  amounted 
to  $6,912.98;  which  should  all  have  been  repeated  here,  in  addition  to  amounts 
held  over  from  previous  years,  and  all  amounts  held  by  parish  Treasurers. 
Gailds  and  Societies  enter  a  new  year  with  $7,510  in  hand.  Trust  Funds 
amount  to  $8,168.56,  of  which  Greenville  has  the  largest  item,  holding  $2,886, 
for  some  fUture  use.  Huntsville  has  $1,500,  St.  John's,  Mobile,  $1,100,  and 
Trinity,  Mobile,  $1,200.  The  large  amount  of  $20,500,  held  last  year  by 
Grace  Church,  Anniston,  disappears  this  year. 

Assets  Dub  and  Uncollected—  This  column  foots  up  only  $1,895,  of 
which  one  parish  holds  $1,000.  We  have  spoken  of  this  item  from  year  to 
year  as  certainly  understated,  apd  again  call  attention  to  it.  Under  the  pres- 
ent condition  and  aspects  of  human  nature,  it  is  simply  impossible  that  an  in- 
come of  one  hundred  and  twenty -five  thousand  dollars  should  have  been  col- 
lected so  closely  ns  this.  A  more  probable  figure  would  be  $12,500.  Only  4 
places  report  under  this  head.^  It  is  impossible  that  64  parishes  and  missions 
collected  every  dollar  of  every  pew  rent,  every  dollar  of  every  subscription, 
every  dollar  of  every  promise  to  pay.  We  know  that  this  cannot  be  true.  Is 
it  possible  that  the  Treasurers  of  parishes  do  not  know  tlie  amounts  of  uncol- 
lected assets  ?  Do  not  their  books  show  ?  There  is  carelessness  here  that 
should  be  remedied. 

Insurance—  The  total  Insurance  is  $146,600,  against  $128,725  last  year  ; 
but  there  are  several  changes  in  the  list.  The  following  parishes  appear  to 
have  dropped  the  insurance  they  carried  last  year.  Grace  Church,  Anniston, 
$16,000,  Gadsden,  $2,000,  Greenville,  $2,500,  SheflJeld,  $1,250,  Uniontown, 
$1,000,  amounting  to  $22,750.  The  following  are  additions  to  the  list: 
Greensboro,  $8,000.  Huntsville,  $5,000,  St.  John's,  Montgomery,  $18,000.  Mt. 
Meigs.  $1,000.    And  the  following  haye  increased  their  insurance.    Christ 
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
